CO R N. W A L L. 

THIS County b the fartheft extended towards, 
the W. of any Part of England. It is termin-* 
ated on the E. by the River Tatner^ which di- 
vides it from Devonjhire \ on the N. by the 5r^^/ Chan- 
nel \ on the W, by the St. Georgis Channel i and on 
the S. by the SrzVv^; Channel. • . 

It is divided into 9 Hundreds, and contains 21 Par<« 
liament Boroughs, 27 Market Towns, 16 1 Parifli 
Churches, hefides Chapels of Eafe; andbefcwixl; 12 and 
1 300. Villages* Its Circumference is computed at 150 
M. and 4ts Acres at about 960,000 ; but Mr. Carew 
tells us, thaK, by a Survey made in the Reign of E. I. 
it contained 1,500,000 Acres, whence it feems proba- 
ble that the Iflands of Sally were then reckoned Part of 
it, as having been onite connetSed to it, though fince 
feparated by the Sea* 

Its chief Rivers ar«the Tamer and Hamel; the for- 
mer of. which rifes near Hartland^ in theN. W. Cor- 
ner of Devon/hire^ runs to the S. and falls into the 5r/- 
ii]^ Channel'at Plymouth i the latter falls into the Brif- 
Pil Channel at PeMow.

This County, though mountainous and rocky, hath 
aH ^nds.ofcSoili jn thj? Valleys Pirnty of Pafttire, anct 
the Land near the Sea is manured w\x\^ a Sea Weed, cal- 
led Ore-woodj and a fat Kind of Sand. 

Here are the bed Slaie-THes^ which, ^re not only ufed 
in England^ but great Quantities exported into foreign 
OuntrJjpj. AsiTalfo, ' " j «\ 

*^!Moor^8lone^ which grows ifi moorifli Ground, of 
great Ufe in facing Windows, Doors, and Chimneys, and 
when poliibed looks like Egyptian Granate. 

It abounds with Mines of Tin and Lead, and with 
the Tin a yellow Ore is dug^ called Mundtc^ which af- 
fords CBppef, as go6d as the Smed^/h ; the Ore emits 
a fu^ocating Vapour, and tW Water that' runs from it, 
after it is burnt, is poifonous, though before a fpeedy 
Cure for Wounds., 

Their Horfes are generally fmall, their Sheep for the 
moft Part have no Horns, butr the Flefli is very good, 
and the Wool equal to any in Engl. They have great 
Plenty of Fi(h of various Kinds, but what thev acquire 
moft Profit from are the Pilchards, 8 or 900 Ebgfbeads 
of theni being general^ taken andtured in one Seafon. 

The moft antient and chief Town of the County is 
Launuftm^ 209 meafured M. from Lond. a very popul^ 
ous trading Town. LaunceJim-caJiU was formerly a very 
ftron^ Place, and thence obtained the Name of Cqftle^ 
Terrible } the. round Hill on which it ftands being envi- 
roned with a triple WalL It was built by Ifilliamdi 
Morton^ £. of Cornwall^ ibon after the Conqueft. At 
prefent it is fo much decayed, that no Part of it is ufed, 
except that which ferves for the County Goal. 

Lejkardy 230 M. from Lmd^ is one of the largeft and 
beft built Towns in Cornwall^ and has perhaps the great- 
eft Market and Trade, elpecially in the Manufafturc of 
Leather ; here is a handfome Town Hall built on Stone 
Pillars, vnth a Turret on it» arid -a noble Clock with 4 
Dials, that poft near 200 /. It has a larjge Church, and 
an eminent Free School*

The Town is^ near a M. long, iituated in a Valley be- 
tween two Hills. A Carnival is kept every July on 
Halianjer Mws near this Towja, which is retorted ta

may fay with MnCAym^nir; 'tis the fineft Parifli Cbuk-ck 
in the Kingdom. As it ftands on the Brow of a Hill^ 
there's a ftately Afcent to it by Stone Steps : In it are 
two Monuments -to: the Honour of the Founder; one 
4ii the Habit of .a Magiftralje, denoting that he was 
five TiQies Mavqs rtfilh^Cityi and <he other is hit 
Effigies in Prieft's Robes Qi^t in Macble.; for Jn his Utter 
Days he'took Qrdef]^.

This City, which with the Suburbs 
lies compact, beitg aimoft as broad as long, is, according 
(0 a Survey made in 173.6, 4M. and a half in Circumfer-* 

cncc 
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xencc on the Ghucefler Side, and 2. VL and a.half on the 
SoTuerfet Side; which in the whole is 7 M. in Circumfer- 
ence. The Houfes are clofe and pretty much crowded, 
efpecially towards the Bridge, and the Heart of the City, 
where many of them are five or fix Stories high. The 
Afcentto St. Mlchaets Hiflj is fo fteep, that near lOO 
Steps are laid at proper Places. 

Of its Hofpitals we fliall mention only the chief, ift. 
Queen EUzabetVsy which, before the DifTolution of thii 
Abbey,, was a Collegiate Churchy called Gaunt's^ from its 
Founder Sir Henry Gaunt, who entered himfelf a Reclufe 
in it. *Twas afterwards converted into an Hofpital by 
7*. Carre, a wealthy Citizen, who is fuppofed to have liv- 
ed in tliat Reign, and to have named it after the Queen. 
In 1706 it was rebuilt by the Contribution of the Mayor, 
Aldermen, Mr. Col/ion, and other private . Bcnefadors, 
and is large enough for 100 Boys ; who are taught Read- 
ing, Writing, Arithmetic, Navigation, isfc. and when 
iualified to go out, either by Age or Education, have 
nberty to chufe a Mailer, either for Land or Sea Service, 
and 8 /. € J. given to put them Apprentice. Six of thefe 
Boys that are upon Mr. ColflarCs Eftab'liflimenthave 10/. 

2. The Hofpital founded by Edward Colfton, Efq. on 
St. Aufttn^i Back, where 100 Boys are maintained for fe- 
ven Years, and taught and apprenticed as thofe are at 
Queen Elizabeth* s ; for maintaining thefe Boys the Maf- 
ter is allowed 1000/. a Year, for which Lands were 
purchafed to perpetuate it.

8. An Hofpital in Peter-flreeU built by Alderman Ald-^ 
worthy for eight Widows, but no Allowance. 

Street^ 
where 2 Men and 9 Women have each 2 x. bd. per 
Week, befides a Dinner and i j. a Piece once a Quarter. 

10. St, John^s Hofpital in the old Market, where 12

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' The Guildhall fox the Seflxons s^nd AiEzeS| and the 
Mayor and Sheriffs Courts are in hroad-ftrtet | and ad- 
joining toil is a fpacious loftjRoom, called St. George* $ 
Chepd^ where the Mayor and SheriiF are annually chofe 
on the 15th Day of September. In the Front bf the 
Guildhall is a Statue of Ch. IL At the upper End of 
Corn-Street is a large Council Houfe lately rebuilt, 
where the Mayor and Aldermen meet every Day, ex-r 
cept Sundays, to adminifter Jufiicei and below it is 
the 

Tholfej^ where are (hort Stone Pillars with broad 
Plates on them* They were ereScd by the Merchants 
for the Benefit of writing or counting Money. They 
ufed t}o meet here as the London Merchants do on their 
Exchange, but were fo e^ipofed to Weather and the An- 
noyance of Sleds and Coaches to and from the Key, 
&^. that in 1733 the Citizens obtained an KQi of Parli- 
amoit, ^nd have in the fame Street built a regular 
Exchange, with 4 Entrances into it, and Rooms for 
Shops over it, about two thirds as large as the Rtiyal Ex- 
tbange at London. The Buildings pulled down to make 
room for it cpft the City 20000 /. The firft Stone of it 
was laid by^the Mayor the loth of March 1749, with 
feveral Pieces of Gold and Silver Coin under it, and 
on it a Latin Infcription. This Strudure, which is all 
of Free Stone, with 2 fpacious Apartments at the En* 
trance, one for a Tavern, the other for a Coffee- Houfe, 
h the compleateft of the Kind in Europe. 

The 4Cey here, which is upon th.e River Froomc, is 
near half a M. in Length from its Bridge. to its Conflux 
with the AvoHj and the moft commodious in EngL for 
fliipping and landing of Merchants Goods, having feve- 
i-al Cranes on it for this Purpofe ; one of which, the 
Workmanftii^ of Mr. Padmore^ is not to be equalled in 
Europe for the eattraordinary Difpatch with which it clears 
Ships. There is a large handfome Sun Dial on this 
Key, and a Draw-Bridge over the River Froome^ whicli 
preferves the Communication between the Parts of the 
City on both Sides of that River, and is drawnup gratis 
by Officers paid by the City. 
' Ci The 
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Th? ftately high Croft at the upper fend 6f f/jigh* 
jftreet, was lately retnoved to the Middle of Cottege 
Green ; 'tis a fine Gothic Struifture, with the Effigies of . 
feveral Kings of Engl, round it. In Wtne-Jlreet is a 
large Corrt Market-houfe built of Fr6e Stone, and a 
Guard-Houfe adjoining to it, with Barracks for Soldiers. 

Here are feveral public Conduits for fupplying the City 
with Water. 

The Hot lVell\% in thcParifli of Clifion^ about a M, 
from the City down the River, and is very much fre- 
quented, efpecially in 'July and Auguft ; its Waters 
being reckoned better than thofe of Bath for fome Dif- 
tempers, particularly the Diabetes. They arc alfo of 
excellent life in all fcorbutic and inflammatory Cafes, 
being impregnated, by the Lime-ftone Quarries through 
which they run,' with a foft alcalotis Quality. They 
are not only drank 6n the Spot at the Pump-room, but 
every Morning cry'd in the Streets like Milk, and are 
obferved to retain their Virtue longer than other medi- 
cinal Waters. Near the Well is a Houfe built, with a 
fine Affembly Room. There are commodious Lodgings 
near the Well, but CMege Green is the chief Place of 
Refidence for Gentlemen and Ladies. 

The Rocks above the Well are the chief Place for 
picking up the Brijlol Stones, not fo well known in 
CamderCs Time as in ours. 

At Jacob^'s Well is a Theatre, where in theSummer, 
during the Rccefs of the Comedians from the Metro- 
polis, Plays are afted a^moft every Night ; and for the 
gay Part of the Citizens of both Sexes, there have been 
lately opened two Affembly Rooms ; one a very hand- 
fome Building in the Way to the Hot Well, which is 
for the Summer ; the other which is held every Tuefday 
in the Winter, at the old Theatre in Stokes Crofl, 

Bath^ 12 M. from BrlJlol^ io8 from Lond, was fa^ 
mous in the Time of the Romans for its medicinal Wa- 
ters, called by Ptolemy Cixlx 9^€^u*, the hot Waters ; by 
jintoninus^ the Waters of the Sun ; by the Britoris^ Caer 
Haden^ the City of Baths, and Caer Ennant^ the City 
cf Ointments; and -by \^xz- Saxons^ who took it from 
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the BriUm^ Akmaruhejler^ or the City of VaUtudinariam. 
Its Baths are named the Kin^i Bathj the ^uten^s Batbj 
t\i^ CrofsBaiby the Hot Bath^ the Cold Bath^ znd Lepers 
Bath. They have Benches to lit on. Rings to hold by, 
and proper Guides for attending both Sexes. In the 
King^s Bath is a Statue of King Bladudy whom Mr. 
Camden calls the Sootbfayer, with an Infcription under 
it, importing that he difcovered the Ufe of thefe Baths 
300 Years before Chrijl, That this Place was of old 
a Refort of Cripples and difeafed Perfons^ appears from 
the Crutches hung up at the feveral Baths, as the Thank- 
t>(Ferings of thofe who came hither Lame, and went 
away cured ; but it is now more frequented by the 
Sound for their Pleafure, than by the Sick for their 
Health. At the Kin^s Bath is a neai Purap^room^ 
where the Company meet to drink the Water, which is 
conveyed to it almoft boiling Hot by a Marble Pipe 
from the Bottom of the Springs. 'Tis admirably grate- 
ful to the Stomach, has a fine fulphureous (leely Tade 
like that of the German SpaWy or Pyrmont^ and ftrength* 
ens the Bowels, by reftoring the loft Tone, and renew- 
ing the vital Heat. In ihort, many are the Difeaics 
which find a Remedy from it when properly applied, 
and ufed. with a light Regimen, due Exercife, and good 
Hours 'y for if high Meats and Arong Liquors are 
indulged, they will create Inflammatory Diforders. 
The Springs were doubtlefs feparated from the common 
Springs by the Romans^ and fenced in with a durable 
' Wall. 

The Water of the ^een's Bath is not fo hot as that 
of the Kln^s ; here ate alfo Pumps and Pumping- 
rooms, for pouring the hot Streams on any Part of the 
Body, which in many Cafes is very falutary. In the S. 
W. Part of the Town are thofe called the Hot Bath and 
the Crop Bath, whofe Waters rife near the Level of 
the Streets, and the overflowing of the Crofs Bath forms 
another for Lepers^ and People maintained by Charity. 
We cannot leave the Crofs Bath yvithoMt taking Notice of 
a handfome Monument ere£l:ed in the Middle of it by the 
"Earl of Melforty then Secretary of State for Scotland 
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the Day after K. y antes IL met hb Queen here. The 
Dcfcent of the Moly Ghoft attended by Angeh, tire 
Eucharift, the Pfthir, and all the Ornaments are of 
fine MarWe, The Monument is ^iH entire, only fomc 
of the Infcriptions have been erafed. 

This Bath>, which is moft frequenttd by People of 
Quality, was covered by yama Ley^ Earl of Marl^ 
horoughy and hst? a Gallery on one Side, where the 
Ladies and Gentlemen ftand to converfe with theic 
Friends in the Bath ; and on the other a Balcony for 
the Mufic, whicb plays all the Time they arc bathing. 
The Guides of fhis Bath have obferved that when the 
Wind blows ftrong from the W. they feel a cold Air 
arifing from beneath, as they ftand near the Springs j 
but if the Wind be at E. and the Morning clofc, with 
a gentle Rain, the Crofs Baih is fo hot as fcarce to be 
endured ; whereas the Kiv^i Bath and Hat Bath2tr^ both 
colder at that Time than ufual. In other Winds, be the 
Weather what it will, this Bath is temperate, it is obferved 
to fill in 15 or 1 6 Hours all the Year round, and 4 Hours^ 
bathing here is more tolerable than one and a half in 
the liot Bath or King's Bath, where the hot Spring is 
fometimes fcarce fuiFerable. In this Crofs Bath and no 
othtr the Guides have obferved a certain black Fly in 
the hot Weather winged like a Lady Cow, but fome- 
what bigger, which they fay (hoots into the Water, and 
fometimes bites. It lives under the Water, and is fup- 
pofcd to come up with the Springs, Within thefe fey 
Years alfo a cold Bath has been ere<3ed by Contribution, 
at a Spring beyond the Bridge. 

The two Sieafons here are Spring and Autumn, the 
Spring begins with Jpril^ and ends with June j the Au- 
tumn with September^ and lafts till December ; and fome 
who drink the Water purely for their Health, remain 
here all the Winter. In the Spring Seafon it is much 
frequented for the Sake of Health, and in the Fall for 
Pleafure j when at leaft two thirds of the gay World 
drink the Waters merely for a Pretence to mix with the 
Company iat the Pump-ibom, and to give a Colour for 
coming to an Infirmary for Pleafure. 
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As this City lies in a Valley furroundcJ with an 
amphitheatrical Circle of Hills, the Heat of the Wa- 
ters and their milky detergent Quality are afcribed to a 
Mixture and Fermentation of two different Waters, 
diftilling from Carlton Down and Land/down^ two of 
thofe Hills, of which the former has Springs that are 
fulphurous or bituminous, mixed with Nitre, and the 
latter fuch as are tin<Slured with Iron Ore : befides, the 
adjacent Country abounds with Mines of Coal, which 
all Naturalifts agree is fulphurous and bituminous* 

This City has a Bridge over the River Avon^ which 
wafhes it on the S. and W. Side, and is lately, by Means 
of fix Locks, made navigable to Brl/ioL Its Walls, 
though flight, are almoft entire, and fuppofed to have 
been the Work of the Romans ; the upper Part feems 
to have been repaired with the Ruins of Roman BuildT- 
ings. The fmall Compafs of Ground which thefe 
Walls indofe is in the Form of a Pentagon, with foor 
Gates, befides a Pofiern. Great Additions have been 
made to the Buildings of this City within thefe few 
Years. Without the Walls is a ftatcly Square crcSed 
with a fine Chapel, and in the Center of the Quadrangle 
anObelifk 7oFeet high, , ; 

The Stone of whiclj tl^eHouies here ai;^')bqi|t i^ for 
the moft Part dug ovit olF' the Qus^rries Upon ^Garlton 
Down, and brought from thence down a long fteep Hill 
by a curious Machine, the Invention .of Ralph Jlleny 
Efq. by which means it is bought at a trifling £xpence» 
Tjiefe Machines and the Manner of conveying Stone 
from the Quarries to the River are well worth Obfervation. 

The Grove near the Abbey Church is now called 
Orange Square^ in Compliment to the Prince of Orange^ 
and a Monumental Stone erected with an Infcription, 
importing that his Health v^as refiored by drinking thofe 
Waters. 

Over the Market H. is the Town Hall, a grand Ston« 
Building, erected on 20 Pillars, at tlje upper End of which 
are the Piftures of the late Prince and Princefs of 
Walesy being their Prefent to the Corporation \ and 
round the faid Hall hang the Pidures of all the Members 
C4. of 
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of the Corporation, drawn at the Expence of the late 
General IVade^ then one of the Reprefentatives. Here art 
alfothe Effigies of the Brttijh King Coel^ who is faid to 
have given the City its firft Charter ; and of Edgar a 
Saxonl^ingy who was crowned here Anno 973. Here 
is a general Hofpital or Infirmary for the Reception of the 
fick and lame Poor from all Parts of the Kingdom ; the 
firft Stone of which was laid the 6th of July 1738. 'Trs 
a noble Building, being 100 Feet in Front, and 90 
deep, and capable of receiving 150 Patients. 

On the loth of March 1739-40, the firft Stone of 
another new Square was laid in the Gardens adjoining to 
the South Side of the City by the jfvon^ and whenfinifli- 
ed anfwerable to the grand Defign, will probably exceed 
any thing of that Kind in Europe, 

St. Peier^s Cathedral, which was the Abbey Church, 
is fuppofed to be built on the Spot where flood the Ra^ 
man Temple oi Minerva^ the Patronefs of B^ths ; 'tis 
a lofty venerable Pile. The principal Front, which is 
at the W, End, is beautified with the Figures of Angels 
afcending and defcending. 

Hard by the Crofs Bath is St. John*s Hofpital^ founded 
by Fit'/. Jcceline^ a Bifliop of this See. 

IVells^ 16 M. from Bath y 1 5 from jBr (/?(?/, 120 from 
Lonci, is a fmall but neat City, at the Bottom of Mendip 
Hills ; it has its prefent Name from the Wells dug m 
all Parts of it. The Buildings are remarkably good. The 
Front of this Cathedral is greatly admired by Strangers 
for its excellent Imagery and carved Stone Work ; 
though the Tafte is a little too Gothic to pleafe the 
Critics in Sculpture. The Cloyfters adjoining to it are 
very large and fpacious. The Chapter Hcufe is a Ro- 
tund, fupported by a Pillar in the Center ; and the 
Window in the Front curioufly painted. The Vicars 
Dwellings in the Clofe are very pretty, but their Hall 
is turned into a Mufic Room, where are frequent Con- 
certi. There is a Charity School here for 20 Boys and 20 
Girls. The eldeft Vicar teaches the Boys to fing. The 
Tqwti Hall ftands over Biihop Bubbewith^s Hofpital, which 
maintains 30 poor Men and Women. There is another

founded by Bp. 5//// for Women. Mr. Brtcksh\i\]t an 
Alms Houfc for four poor Men j Mr, Llewelln another 
for Women* Archibald Harper^ a Stocking Man, built 
another Eiofpital here, and endowed it with 500 /. to 
maintain 4 poor Woolcombers. Mr, Jndrezvs^ a Mer- 
cer, gave an Alms Houfe for 4 poor Women. 

The Bp's. Palace is one of the handfomeft in the K. 
On the S. Side it looks like a Caftle, being fortified by 
Ralph de Salopian in the Reign of Ed. I. with Walls and 
a Moat ; and near it is St. Andrew's IVelly one of the 
fineft Springs in EngL The Deanry is alfo a fine Houfe, 
and here are alfo good Houfes for the Prebendaries ; the 
Streets are broad, and the Houfes about 600. Some 
Bone Lace is made here, but the Poor are moftly cm - 
ployed in knitting of Hofe. St. Cuthhert*s Parifli is 7 
M. long and four broad, and contains feveral Hamlets, 
In the Middle of the Town was the old Market Place, 
called the Crofsy and near it is another Market Houfe 
lately built, which is alfo the Town Houfe, where the 
Corporation meet, and where the Judges hold their 
Affizes. The Town itfcif has a little River, called 
the Welve^ running at the Back of it. 

BridgewaUry 143 M. from Lond. is one of the moft 
coniiderable T. in the Shire, as it is a Port, aParliament- 
Bor. and a Thoroughfare. The Caftle was built by IV, de 
Briwerey who alfo founded St. JohrCs Hofpital. The Key 
called the Haven was made firft by him, after which he 
began building the Stone Bridge over the Parrety which 
was finiflied by Thomas Trivet y a Cornijh Man. Afterfinifh - 
ing thefe Buildings, the Town began to flourifli. When 
the. Duke of Monmouth came here in 1685, he refided 
at the Caftle, was here proclaimed King, and touched 
for the Evil with as much EfFe^l as any of his Anceftors. 
The River Parret is navigable to the Thaney and from 
thence to Taunton. The Tide runs ftrong 10 M. above 
Bridgewater, On a Spring the Head of the Tide, or, 
as it is here called the Boar, comes in foaming and roar- 
ing fd furioufly, that it would do Mifchief, if the Sail- 
ors and Boatmen, who hear it coming a good Way off, 
were not on chcir Guard. The Rcafcn of thi« Boar i* 
C5 afcribc i 
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afcribed to the heightning and flioaling of the RiVer *; 
the Town ftands 12 M. from the Start Pointy where 
the River difcharges itfelf into the Briflol Channel^ and 
a Spring Tide rifcs 22 F. at the Key. This River a- 
bounds with Salmon, Roach, Dace, Jack, Eels, and 
Elvers t* Ships of 200 Tons may come up to the Key. 
This Convenience for Navigation caufes a good Coaft 
Trade to Brijlol^ and all down the Severn^ to Wales for 
Coals, and to Cornwall for Slates : the Receipt of the 
Cuftoms amount to 3000 /. a Year, clear of Salaries^ 
Incidents, &c.^ Its foreign Trade is chiefly Portugal and 
Newfoundland^ and fometimes up the Streights. Here 
is a. good Market, which abounds with Provifions of all 
Kinds, and furniflies Corn for Exportation : it has been 
famous for the Woolen Manufaftory, but now chiefly 
for Leather. The Freemen are free of all the Ports of 
EngL but Lond, and of Ireland except Dublin. The 
Town fl:ands on a fmall Afcent, for the moft Part on a 
Gravelly Soil. There is a fpacious Town Hall and 
high Crofs, plain but in good Repair, and over it a 
Ciftern, to which Water is conveyed from a Brook by 
an Engine fixed in that formerly called the Queen's Mill, 
and from this Ciftern it is carried ' into moft of the 
Streets, The Church is large but plain, and its Spire 
the *hird lofticft in Engl. Here is alfo a large Free School 
built of Free Stone, and under it are Lodgings for the 
Poor of the Parlfli ; and there is a very neat Alms- 
Houfe built by Mayor Ingram. This Town is famous 
for the Birth of Admiral Blake. The Country betwixt 
this Place and the Sea, and'Northward upon the Coaft, 
lies low, and is employed for Pafture. The Road, 
called the lower Way from hence to Brijial^ is not al- 
ways pafl^able, being fubjeft to dangerous Inundations. 

Mtnehead^ 23 M. from Bridgewater^ r67 from Lond4 
is an ancient Borough Town on the Brijlol Channel near

4 Dunlier 
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Dunfter Caftle, much frequented by PafTengers to and 
from Ireland. Here have been fcveral ufeful, tho* ex^* 
pen/ive^ Improvements made in theKey, Pier, and Beach, 
which are of very -great Emolument to the Inhabitants. 
The Town is well built, and fituate on the Declivity of 
a Hill. The Pier is capable of receiving Ships of the 
largeft Burthen. The Cuftom-Houfe joins to the Pier. 

Taunton^ 148 M. from Lond. on the River Tone^ one 
of the biggeft Boroughs in Engl, delightfully feated, 
and very populous ; a Place of great ^fote for Manu- 
fadturcsof Serges, Duroys, Sagathecs, &t. The River 
Tone is made navigable hither. There is alfo a Bridge 
over the Tone of fix Arches. The Streets are fpacious^ 
and kept' dean. St. Mary Magdalen's Church is afpa- 
cious Edifice, with a lofty Tower and (lately Pinacles, 
adorned with carv'd Work. Gre/s Hofpital is a large 
brick Building, for the Support of fix Men and ten 
Women at 2s. a Week ; here is alfo a well-endowed 
Grammar School. The Country for about 30 M. is 
called the Vale of Taunton^ and commonly called Taunton^ 
Dean, a very pleafant fruitful Country. Where the Parret 
mixes with the Tone^ a little Ifland is formed called jfiheU 
ney^ faid^o be the Hiding-place of the Saxon King Alfred. 

Illchejler or Ivelchejler^ 125 M. from Lond. fo called 
becaufe it once had a Caftle, and fituated on the River 
/v//, over which is a Bridge. 'Tis noted for being the 
Birth Place of Friar Bacon. 

Milbourn Port, 2 M. from Sherborne^ 115 from LorJ. 
15 fo very antient a Borough, as to be mentioned in 
Domefday Book, but has nothing remarkable. 

Gkftonbury^ 5 M. from WeHs, J2i from Lond. is in 
a Spot almoft encompafied with Rivers. 7^he Soil is 
fertile, and adapted to the Growth of Appks. The Ab- 
bey is faid to have been founded about 30 Years aftef 
the Death of Chrtjl^ by Jofeph of Arimaihea^ who, as 
well as his immediate oucceffors, lived in a Jlutt maJe 
of Earth, and covered with Boughs. But however that 
be, there are authentic Accounts of a Settlement of 
Chriftian Monks at this Place in the beginning of tho 
5th Century. The Church is faid to have been built by 
, . ' C6 thu 
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the JV, Saxon King Ina^ who loaded it with immenfe 
Revenue. 

The Torr^ fo called from the Tower that ftands on it, 
is a Hill that rifes like a Pyramid to a great Height, and 
is a Land Mark to Seamen, it being higher Ground than 
•any within 10 M. of the Place, and the Afcent extream- 
ly difficult. The Abbey was one of the richeft and 
mod magnificent in the World, as is evident from its 
Ruins : Many of the Saxon Kings were interred in it. The 
Walls that ftill remain, are overgrown with Ivy, and the 
Afpeft of the whole is venerable. The Kitchen belong- 
ing to the Abbey is ftill entire 5 built of Stone, without 
,the Addition of any Thing combuftible. 

Moft Perfons have read or heard of the Hawthorn^ 
/aid to bloffom on Chriftmas Day. That there was a 
Hawthorn in the Church Yard, and that it was of a par- 
ticular Kind, and bloffomed earlier than common, is 
true ; but that it was at Chriftmas is falfe. A mineral 
Water was difcovered here a few Years fince j it arifes 
from feveral united Streams, impregnated with Minerals 
of very diiFerent Natures. The Blood or Chalice^well is 
fituated on the Declivity of a Hill, and has 2 Sources. 
Something higher on the Side of the fame Hill is another 
Spring, equal in its mineral Properties to the Waters of 
the Chalice^well'y and farther to the Southward arifes 
another Stream, the Water of which, from its uncom- 
mon Softnefs, feems to be impregnated with Lime or 
Chalk Stone. Ihefe, all joining at the Foot of the Hill, 
form one Stream, and are the Waters drank at this 
Place. 

^VelUngton on the River Thone^ 151 M. from Lofid. 
has a large Church in the Road from Taunton to Exeter. 

Duhertony 168 M. from Land, ftands in the Road 
fiom Lond^ to Truro^ on a hilly Moor, with a Stone 
i ridge over a Branch of the River Ex. * lis a pretty 
Town with a good Market, and in the Neighbourhood 
arc Mines of Lead, 

Langport^ 1 30 Miles from London^ a well frequented 
Town oa the Par'^^t^ between Brid^iwater and Crew^ 
hern^ 

DunJIer^ 
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Dunfter^ 2 M. ixom Mtnehead^ 164. from Lond. is an 

ancient Town on the Shore of the Severn Sea, cncom- 

* pafTed on all Sides, except that towards the Sea, with 

. Hills. The Caftle has two Wings and three Towers, 

and has a fine Profpefl of a Vate 2 M. long, bounded 

-by the Severn: The Fortifications are in a ruinous 

Condition. It was given, by fVilliam the Conquerory to 

ff^illiam de Mdhun j but, in Procefs of Time, was /old 

to the Lady Elizabeth Lutterell, Daughter of Hugh Cour^ 

ienaiy E. of Devonjhire^ and Widow of Sir Andrew Lut^ 

terelly Kt. in wbofe Family itftill continues. 

tVatchety 153 M. from London is an ancient Sea- 
Port on the fame Coaft, having a Pier built by Sir 
IViUiam Windham. The Inhabitants extract a great 
Quantity of alcaline Salt from the Aflies of Sea Weed, 
and fell it to the Glafs Manufa£(urers at BrifioL 

Teovilj 124 M. from Lond, fometimes called Ivii from 
a River of that Name, a Branch of the Parret betwixt 
Crewkern and Sherborn. It is a Thoroughfare on the W. 
Poft Road to the Land's End. The Streets are narrow, 
•and, for the moft Part, mean ; but the Church is large, 
and has a: good Ring of Bells. 

At Camakt and Chejierton jiear Somerton are the Re- 
mains of a Roman Camp, and Abundance of Coins and 
other Antiquities are often dug up here. 

Somerton ftands on a Branch of the River Parret^ 129 
•M. from Lond. in the Midway between TVells and Crew^ 
kern. This Town gave Name to the County ; it is a 
Poft Town, and very healthy, though the Moors are fo 
.near it. The chief Support of it are its Market, and 
Fairs for Cattle, which are fed on a Moor about a M. 
ofF, where are 20,000 Acres of good grazing Land, on 
i^hich all the Inhabitants have a Right of commoning. 

Jxbridge^ 1 30 M. from Lend, a Borough under 
Mendip Hills, takes its Name from the River Axe^ by 
which 'tis watered, about 7 M. from it« Mouth. The 
Church is a large Building, whofe Torwer has two an- 
tique Statues, one on the £• another on the W. Here is 
an Almflioufe v^ell endowed \ the Town is fmall, but 
very neat. 

Cheddery 
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Chidder^ which is the next Parifli, is fatped for the 
fineft Chcefe in the World, except the Parmefariy and i^ 
23 M. in Compafa, abounding with Pafture. 'Tis com- 
mon here for three or four Dairies to join their Milk, 
to make one great Cheefe of 100 or 150 /A. Weight, 
which they fell on the Spot for Sixpence a Pound. 
There are alfo fuch great Plantations of Apples in this 
Parifli, that 3000 Hogflieads of Cyder have been ma& 
here in one Seafon ; and 30 or 40 Horfeloads fent week- 
ly to Shepton Mallet, It has a large handfome Church, 
with a neat Tower, painted Windows, and a good Ring 
of Bells. 

Above this Town there is a Chafm of a M. long, bei- 
tween a CliflF and a tremendous Rock, 2 or 300 Feet 
high, with Hollows equally awful and furprizirrg, which 
is in the Road to BrtftoL Out of thefe Hills a Stream 
fprings fo rapid, that it foon forms a little River, which 
drives 1 2 Mills within a Mile of its Head, and after 
many Meanders falls into the River Jxe. 

fVrinUn^ a pretty Town among the Mendip HiUs^ 
which had the Honour to give Birth to that great Philot* 
fopher Mr. John Locke, It is 6 M. from Axbridge. 

The Lapis Calaminaris is dug and prepared near this 
Town. Here is a handfome Church with a high Tower^ 
adorned with four Pinacles. 

IlnUnfiers 9 M. from Taunton^ 138 from Lond. is a 
Parifh 5 M. in Length, very conftderable for. the wool- 
len Manufa£lure. 

Chard^ 4 M, from Ilminfter^ is aPoft Town, fituated 
on a Defcent, with feveral Streams running through it, 
which keep it clean ;. it confifts of four Streets, which 
terminate near the Market-Place. The woollen Manu«^ 
failure is the principal Support of the Inhabitants.. 

Keynjham^ 1 1 2 M* from L9nd. is a Thoroughfare in 
the lower Road between Bath and Brifloh It has a fine 
large Church, a Stone Bridge of 15 Arches over the 
jivon into Gloucejierjbire^ and another Bridge over the 
River Chew. In the Neighbourhood's a Quarry, where 
Siones are frequently found of a Serpentine Form, but 
> gene-- 
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generally without the Reprefentation of the Head. 
Here is a Charity* School for 20 Boys. 

Brifiletsn^ hctwixt Kiynftknn znd ari/lol, has Mines ot 
Coal like thofe of Newcaftk^ covered with a hard Cruft^ 
called Wark, refemblingin Shape a Fern Leaf^ it will 
fplit like black Slate, but is much more brittle. 

Brutdtt^ 93 M. from Lend, in the Hoad to Bridgi-^ 
waier^ ftands on the River Enw^ over which it has a 
Stone Bridge ; it has a fine Church, a good Free School^ 
a (lately Alms Houfe, and drives a great Trade in Serge 
and Stockings : In the Church are* many remarkable 
Tombs. Over the Market Houfe is a fpacious Hall for 
holding Seffions, (ffr. 

Caflle-Carefi 3 M. from Brutcn^ is a fmall Town 
of no other Note^ than for its mineral Waters, which| 
according to Gmdot^ are much like thofe of Epfom. 

Sbepton-Mallet^ 2 M. from fFells^ is a large Town, 
has about 1200 Houfes, the Refidence of many confi* 
derable Clothiers. The Streets are narrow, fteep, very 
irregular and uneven ; but well watered with Rivulets, 
convenient for the Clothworkers. 

North Pithirton^ between Bridgewatir and Taunton^ is 
a large Parifli, 7 M. long, carries on a ManufaSory of 
Serge, has a handfome Church with %n Organ, a fine 
lofty Tower, and a good Ring of Bells. 

Mendip Hills ftretch out a great Way in Length and 
Breadth, and are the moft famous in Britain both for 
Lead and Coals. 

Bijhop^s Chew^ called alfo Chew magna^ is'bneof the 
largeft Pariflies in the County, and the Houfes, evert 
of the poorer Sort of People, remarkably neat,' and ge«- 
nerally accommodated with little Gardens. InthisPariih 
is Bow Ditchj fo called from its circular Form : It was 
a large Camp on a Hill trebly fortified, from whence 
there is a Profpecft of the Iflands called Flatholm^ and 
Steepholm, in the BriJ^ol Channel. 

Frame Selwood, 10 M. from Bath^ has a long hand* 
(bme Church, with a noble Organ, and a fine Ring of 
Bells. Though the Town is longer than fome Cities, 
yet it has qhq Church only. A »ew Alms Houfe was 
. . lately 
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lately built at the Expcnce of the Town, in the room of 
the old one near the Bridge, which confifts of 2 Wings 
with a Chapel. The Woolen Manufadure is reckoned 
more confiderable here than in any Part of Engl, and more 
Wire Cards arc made here than in any other T. in Britain* 

Jntiquiiies of Somerfeijhire, • • 
Moniactde-'Priory^ . of which confiderable Ruin^ ftill 
remain, was founded by ff^iMiamK. of Moreton, 

Sioh'Courci CaJiUy was the Head of the Barony of 
Robert and William de Courci^ Sewers to the Emprefs 
Maud^ and Hen. 11. In Procefi of Time, it d^efcended to 
Eleanor Wife of Hen. Piercy^ E. of Northumberland. In 
the 35th Year of the Reign of Men. VI. it was furprifed 
and burnt by hard Bonville^ and has ever iince lain in 
Ruins, but continued in thePoflTsilion of the PiVrry Family.

WILTSHIRE 
I S bounded hySomerfeiJhire and Part of Gloucefierjhire on 

* the W. by Berkjhire and Hampjbireon the E. by <?/w- 
ctfterjhirfi on the N. and by Dorfitjhin and Part of Hamp» 
Jhireon the S. It is about 44.M. iii Length, 40 in Breadth, 
and 140 in Circumference; containing 29 Hundreds, 23 
Market Towns, and 304 Parifhes. 

The Northern Part, called North ff^ltjhirey is watered 
with clear Streams, and interfperfed with fmall Hills 
which afford a delightful Profpe£t. The Soil of the 
Valleys is very fruitful, but that of the Hills chalky, 
and in fome Places barren. Prodigious Flocks of Sheep 
are however fed on the Downs, and prefent the Spe6bt- 
tor with one of the moft charming Profpe£ls imaginable. 

• Its chief Rivers are the IftSy Kennet^ Upper and Lower 
Jvofiy IViUey^ Bourne^ and Nadder. 

Salt/bury^ or New Sarum^ 17 M. from Andovtr^ and 
84 from Lond* is an Epifcopal See, axid a large v/ell-built 
pleafant City, near which 4 of the abovementioned Rivers 
join their Streams, and flow through the Streets. The 
Cathedral is confidered as the moft elegant and regular 
in the Kingdom. 'Tis built in Form of a Lantern, with 
its Spire in the Center, and only ButtreiTes and Glafs 
Windows on the Outfide, without any Wall. The 
crofs Ifle is very beautiful and lightfome ; the Doors and 
Chapels equal the Number of Months in a Year, the 
Windows the Days, and the Pillars and Pillafters the 
Hours. The latter are of fufible Marble, an ancient 
Art now little known, if not entirely forgotten. The 
Outfide is truly magnificent, but the Infide does not 
equal it, the Panting being but indifferent ; the Carving, 
what little there is of it, is elegantly performed. 

There are three other Churches befides the Cathedral. 
The Market Place, in which is a fine Town Houfe, is 
a Square fo fpaclous that three or four Battalions of 

Foot 
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Foot may be muftered without being crowded, Thcre^ 
aie fome remarkable Monuments in the Cathedral and 
other Places, that cannot fail of entertaining the curi- 
ous. 

Old Sarum^ from the Ruins whereof arofe the Nnu^," 
is about I M. from it to the N. and is as antient as the 
old BriioHi. The Ruins have /bme thing of an auguft 
Afpe£l, and the Place, though confifting of only x or a 
Houfes, is reprefented in Parliament by as many Mem- 
bers as the City of York. 

IVihofiy 3M. from Sedijbury^ is fituate near the Conflux 
of the Nadder with the WllUy ; from whence it had its 
Name. It was once the Shire Town, with 12 Church- 
es ; now a fmall Plajcc 

Downion, pleafandv fituated on the River -Avon ^ an 
ancient Borough 84 M. from iond. 

JfSmbr^ 90 M. from Lond. another fmall Borough on 
^bc Borders of Dorfot/bire. 

Heyiejbisryrt is fituated near the W. Borders of the 
•Coumy, on the River WiUey. Here is a Collegiate Church 
and a Free School. 

Wefihury^ 4 M. from Trowbridge^ a fmall Borough 
Town in an open County adjoining to Salijlury. Plain^ 
l)as a good Church, a Peculiar to that of Salijiury. 

Calne^ I2 M. from Marlborough^ ftands on a little Ri- 
ver ; is a fmall but populous well-built Town : remarka- 
ble for a Synod held here. Anno 977, about the Celibacy 
of the Clergy. 

Z>W2«, 89 M. (torn Lond. faid to have been inhabit- 
ed by the Romans^ becaufe on Round Way Hill^ whicb 
overlooks the Town, there is a Square Camp with a fm- 
gle Trench, where Roman Coins are frequently found. 
It is a Town of large Trade, and has fcveral flourifhing 
Manufaftures of Woolen Cloth. The Town is not fo 
well fupplied with Water as it might, if the Water from 
the fine Spring at the Foot of Round Way Hill was pro* 
perly conveyed to it. The Buildings are old but good, 
and make an elegant Appearance. 

Chippenhanij commonly called Chipnam^ on the River 
Jvon^ is a large populous well-built Town, 6 M. fron^ 

Calney 
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Cahe^ 94 from Lond. has a good Bridge confifiing of t6 
Arches. The Church is magnificent, having on the 
Walls and Windows the Arms of the Hungerfardsj who, 
if they did not ereft it^ as fome thinks are fuppofed to 
have beautified it, when, by Licence from Jifs* VL they 
built a ChapeL 

Malmjhury^ 90 M. from Loni. ftands on a Hill, with 
no lefs than 6 Bridges over the River Avon. It former** 
ly had Walls^ and a large ftrong Caftle, which has been 
long (ince rafed. It is a neat Town, and carries on a 
confiderable Trade in the Woolen Manu&Qure. This 
Pface was formerly famous for its Abbey, great Part of 
which dill remains. It was at firft only an Hermitage, 
where MaiUulpbus a famous Hermit refided, and from 
whom the Town took its Name. After refiding in thii 
Solitude fome Years^ he found Means to change his Her- 
mitage intoaMonailery, and was htmfelf the nrft Abboti 

Cricklade^ 10 M. from Malmfhurj^ apd 81 from Lvnd^ 
was antientjy a Town of great Note, fituated at the In* 
flux of the Rivulets Chwn and Re^ into the 7/ir. 

Gnat BedwtHy formerly a City, and the Metropolis of 
Cljfa^ Viceroy of Wiltjhire and B^rkflnn in the Time of 
the Saxons^ is 72 M. from Lond. The ChArch, which is 
a fpacious Fabric, is built of Flints with a Cement alnK)ft 
as hard as the Stone, in the Form of a Crofs ; and has a 
lofty Tower in the Center, It has feveral ancient Mo* 
numcfhts, particularly that to the Memory of Sir John 
Seymour^ Father to the Proteftor. 

Luggirjhall^ 68 M. from Lond, is a Borough by Pre<« 
fcription, though only a fmalf Hamlet Town. It is fitu- 
ated in a delightful Country, which was the Refidence of 
feveralKings. 

ff^otten Baffiu 8 M. from Malmfluryy and 78 froni 
Lofid. is a Borough both by Charter and Prefcription, 
but affords nothing remarkable. 

Marlborough^ 75 M. from Lond. fo called from the 
chalky Soil in which it is fituated, is prettily built, but 
confifts chiefly of one large flraight Street, with Piazza's 
all along one Side of it. It has 2 Parifh Churches and 
feveral commodious Inns, being the grand Thorough* 

fair 
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fair from Land, to Bath zni Brt/ioLl To theS. are fdnl^ 
Ruins of a Priory, particularly the Gatehoufe, The E. 
of Northumberland s Seat here 'was the. Site of. the Raman 
Caftrum ; they have diicovered the Foondations, and fe-* 
veral Reman Coins ; and towards. the River, without the 
Garden Walls, one Angle of it manifeftly remains. The 
Road going over the Ditch cuts it off from the prefent 
Caftle ; the Ditch is ftiil in foroe Parts 20 F. wide. The 
Mount at the W. End of the Town was the Keep^ or 
main Guard of the Caftle, and is now a pretty fpir^ 
Walk, on the Top of which is an elegant Summer 
Houfe, from whence there is a fine View of the Town 
and Country. 

Trowbridge^ 99 M. from Lond. in the W. Part of the 
County, has a good Stone Bridge over the River Were. 
" Bradford^ 4 M. from Trowbridge y has a Bridge over 
riiai called Lower Jvon^ which rifes^ in N. Wiltjhire^ 
croiTes the FoJJway^ and runs by Maln^/bury^ Chippenhaniy 
and this Town. 

Betwixt this Place and Bath lies Holt^ a Village very 
Tamdus by its mrneral Waters, and refortcd to for the 
Cure of the Scurvy and other fcrophulous Diftempers. 
This medicinal Spring was firft difcovered in 17 18. 

Cojham^ 3 M. from Gbippenhamy and 9 from Bathy 
fiands in a dry ftony Soil, not very fertile, but is a moft 
pleafant Village ; and, if we may credit the Countenan- 
ces of the Living, and the Monuments of their Dead in 
the Church-yard, it is the Seat of Health and long Life, 
Ethelredy one of our Saxon Kings had a Palace, and kept 
his Court here. Since the Reftoration, Lady Hungerford 
built here an Alms Houfe and a Free School. 

Lavington^ called formerly Market Lavingtony is fituated 
in a very pleafant Country, 7 M. from the Devizes. Here 
are 2 Alms Houfes and a Free School founded and libe- 
rally endowed. * 

Maiden Bradley is a Village on the Borders of Som^r^ 
fetjhirey where there was formerly a Priory for Canons^ 
but at prefent noted for the D. of Somerfefs Seat. 

Merey 103 M. from Lond, in an Angle of this County^ 
bordering upon Somerfetjhire and Dorfetjhire^ .is efteemed 
as the principal Staple for Wool. ^ . IVar^ 
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' Watmmfter^ lOO M. from Lond^ through which the 
ll'iver Devirel runs, is a v€fry antieijt Town, and has a 
confiderable Trade. On the HHls to the eaftward of the 
Town are two ancient Camps, one called Battlebury^ 
fuppofed from its double Works to be Danijh j the other 
&cratchbury^ a fquare Fortification, and has only a fingle 
Trench. . ; 

A little to the W. of this Town is C&y Hilk re- 
markable for its Height, iwtiich renders it c^fpici^ous 
for many M, round j and for a Hillock on the Top, 
which, at a Diftance, appears, like the. Crown of a 
Man's Hat. The Downs on the S. N. and E. Sides of 
iVarminfter^ generally called. Salijbury Plainiy extend 
into Dorfet/hire^ and Hampjbire ; they feed innumerable 
Flocks of Sheep, though great Part has lately been cul- 
tivated and rendered arable. 

The firft remarkable Place on the Dorfetjhhre Side of 
thefe Plains is Wardour^ ot Warder Cajlle^ where the 
Lady ArundeU being attacked with 1300 Men of the Par- 
liament Army, defended herfclf bravely for a Week with 
only 25 Men, and at laft furrendered upon honourable 
Terms. 

2. Clarendon Parky on the E. Side of Salijbury Platn^ 
is large and beautiful, and moft commodious for keep- 
ing and breeding Deer. There are 20 Groves in this 
Park, each of them a M. in Compafs. About half a 
M. from it is a remarkable Roman Camp, being a cir- 
cular Fortification, and fituated on a dry ghalky Hill. 

3. Stone-Hengy about 6 M. N. oi Salijbury ^ is reckon- 
ed one of the Wonders of this Ifland. The learned 
have taken great Pains about this remarkable Piece of 
Antiquity, which fills the Beholder with Aftonifhment, 
and has attrafted, by its extravagant Grandeur, the Ad- 
miration of all Ages. Antiquaries have been greatly 
divided in their Opinions with regard to this famous an- 
tique Strufture ; at prefent they Teem to acquiefce in the 
Opinion of the learned Dr. Stukely, that it was one of 
the grand Temples of the Britijh Druids. 

The Stones which compofe this Building are natural, 
not fadlitious, as fome have fufpeded i and muft, not- 

with- 
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withftanding tbeir enormbus Weighty htve been brcnight 
15 or 16 Al. namely, from the Grty-Wetb^n^ near Au^ 
hery on Marlborou^ Downs^ all the larger Stpnes, the 
Altar only excepted, being of that Kind, 

This ftupendous Work is fituated near the Summit of 
ft Hill : the Appearance even at the Diftance of half a 
M. is aweful ; but as yoa advance up the Avenue on the 
N. £. Side, the Greatnefs of iits Oeiiter £Ils the Eye m 
an aftonifliing Manner. It is mcld&d in a circular 
Ditch, which having pafied, you afcend 35 Yards befotre 
yoH come to the Work, on entering which you are af- 
fe£ied m a Manner Impoffible to be defcrihed, by the 
yawning Kuins that furround you. The Stones of which 
this ancient Temple is compofed are of amazing Magni*^ 
tude : One of them, thou^ not the lar^fl^ which ia 
fallen down and broke, weighs above 40 Tons. As you 
advance farther, the dark Part of the ponderous Im- 
pofts over your Head, the Chafms of Sky between the 
Jambs of the Cell, the odd ConftruAion of the whole» 
and the Greatnefs of every Part, farprize* If you look 
upon the perfeift Part, you fancy entire Quarries mount* 
ed up into the Air j if upon the rude Havock below^ 
you fee, as it were, the Bowels of a Mountain turned 
, rnfide out. ^ 

Stane-henge confifts of two Circles and two Ovals re- 
fpeftively concentrick ; the outer Circle being 108 Feet 
in Diameter. The Intention of tiie Founders feems to 
have been this. Tbe whole Circle was to confift of 100 
upright Stones, each Stone to be four Cubits broad, 
and each Interval two Cubits. Of the outer Circle^ 
which in its Perfedion confifted of 60 Stones, and 30 
Impofts,. there are 17 Uprights left ftanding, 11 of 
which ^re contiguous by the grand Entrance, and have 
five Impofts upon them. The leffer Cirde, which 
never had any Impofts, is fomewhat more than 8 Feet 
from the Infide of the outward one, and confifted of 
40 leffer Stones, forming, with the. outward Circle, a 
Kind of circular Portico, There are only 19 of the 
forty left, but 1 1 of them are ftanding in Jitu^ 5 in i 
Place contiguous, 3 in another, 2 iii another. The Walk 

betweea 
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httwten thefetwe CliickS) ^ich is 300 Feet in Cir« 
cumference, is equally grand and delightful. « The Ad- 
ytum or Cell, into which none but the upper Order of 
Druids entered, is compofed of certain Compages of 
Intones, or Triiitbons coniiftisig of two upright Stones 
and an Impoft at Top ; there are e?ideiidy 5 of thefe 
remainiiig) 3 of wMch are lotirs, two are mined in fome 
meafure, but the Stones remain in fiUu The Stonei 
that cmipofe it are reaiiy ftupendous ; their Height, 
Sreadth, and Thickners.are enormous \ and to fee 
fo many of them placed together in a nice and criti* 
cal Figure -with Exa^Stiefs^ to conitder, as it were, not 
a Pillar of one Stone, but a wiiole Wall, a Side, and 
End df a Temple, of one' Sione ; to view them curi* 
oufly, creates fuch a Motion in the Mind, as Words 
cannot exprefs. The Stones, which form the two 
Ovaisi rife in Height, as they approach nearer the up- 
per End of the Adytum. 

With regard to the Altar, it is laid, towards the upper 
End of the Ad)rtum, at prefent flat on the Ground, and 
fqueezed into it, as it were, by the Weight of the Ruins 
upon it. It is a Kind of blue coaife Marble, like that 
of Derby/hiri'y two Cubits three Palms in Breadth, 10 
Cubits in Length, and one Cubit, ex 20 Inches in 
Thicknefs. The Number of Stones now remaining of 
this famous Temple is 140. 

Near this ftupendous Work of Antiquity, are a great 
Number of Elevations fomething refembling theFormof 
a Bell, called Barrows j thefearefepulchral Tumuli, or 
Graves wherein the ancient Britons depofiCed the Alhes 
of their dead. 

Amhersbury^ 80 M. from Lond. is a Place of great 
Antiquity. Here was once a famous Nunnery of Bene* 
di£tines ; Eleanor^ Queen to //. III. retired, died and 
was buried here; as were alfo Aurelius and feveral other 
Britijh Princes. The Place is at prefent remarkable for 
a fmall Fiih taken in the River, called a Loach, which 
the Company who refort hither, put into a Glafs of Sack, 
and fwallow alive. 

IVamfdyke is a prodigious Trench, thrown up for many 
M. in Length, about the Middle of this County ; but

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when or for what Reaibnit was dug^ is lu^tjugrced upon 
by Authors.

HAMPSHIRE 

IS bounded on the W. by Dorfetjhire and Wiltjhire ; 
on the N. by Berkjhire ; on the f-. by Surrey and Suffex \ 
and on the S. by the Englijh Channel. According to 
Templeman's Survey it is 64 M. in Length, from N. to 
S. and 36 in Breadth from E, to W. is above 150 M. 
in Circumference, contains 39 Hundreds, one City, 18 
Market Towns, and 253 Pariflies. The Soil of Hamp^ 
Jhire is various as to its Fertility, the hilly Parts being 

barren 
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barren like other Downs, and fit only forShcep ; but 
the .lower Grounds are very fruitful both in Corn and 
Pafture. No County in EngL exceeds this for good 
JBacon, and fine Woods9 in which there ftill remains an 
immenfe Quantity of exceliexit Timber, notwitbftand- 
ing the prodigious Confumption that hgs been made of 
it unce the Revolution, in building and repairing Ships^ 
both for the Navy and Merchants Service. 

The chief Rivers are the Jvon^ the Antan^ the Mre^ 
the Ttjl or 2^, the Stown and the lichen. 

Winchejier^ or Wintpn^ 6^ M. fxom Lond, is the Me- 
tropolis of this County ; it ftands on tfaeJRlver Itching^ 
in a Vale, where another fmall River joins it. Thia 
City lies in a Bottom, like an Amphitheatre, furround- 
ed with Chalk Hills, and is of great Antiquity. It 
was very fiimous in the Time f^ t\it Romans.^ when, 
according to Ctgadus^ there were Looms here for weav- 
ing Cloths for the Emperors and their Armies. Qn St. 
Catharine's Hill, near the City, is a Camp $ and on the 
Side of the W. Gate, was a Cajlkj where the W, 
Saxon Kings kept their Court. That there was a Col- 
lege here for religious Men in the earlieft Ages of Chiif- 
tianity, is very probable, and th'e old Piece of Wall^ 
near -the W. Gate of the Cathedral, is thought to be 
the Remains of it. 'Tis of great Strength and Thick- 
iiefs, with (everal Windows in it, and built with fmall 
flint and Mojtar as hard as Stone. The Cathedral it 
a large Structure, and has a venerable A({>e£l, but not 
very elegant* Inilead of a Steeple or Spire, it has only 
a flat Tower. The moft remarkable Particulars in this 
Stru£lureare the Font, which confifts of black Marble ^ 
the Afcent to the Choir, the Biihop's Throne, the Stalls 
of the Prebendaries, the Afcent to the Altar, the Altar 
Piece, efteemed by much the nobleft in EngL and ithe 
great E. Window curioufly painted : There are befides 
&e Cathedral 6 other Churches. The City Is almoft 
furrounded by a Wall, and plentifully fupplied with 
Water. The Hofpital of St. Cro/sy founded by BiQiop 
£Jois, is worth the Obfervation of the curious i whett 
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there Ts "Provifion rhadc for the comfortable Subfiftalice 
of 12 decayed Gentlemen or Tradcfmcn. 

'Here is a College founded by Witlidm of Wickhami 
befides fcveral public Schools for Promotion of Know- 
ledge ; and an Hofpital built and endowed in 16729 by 
Bifliop Morlejy for 10 Clergymen's Widows. 

The Raman Highway leads from this City to Akon^ 
and thence, as fuppofed, to Lofid. The Plains and 
Downs about this City, render it pleafarrt and healthful, 
notwithftanding it lies in a Bottom. The River Itching^ 
which runs on the Borders of it,, is made navigable from 
Southampton to this City, 

Beyofnd the River Eaftward is a high Hill, called St. 
Giks^Sy where is a very large Fair for Chcefe 5 and 6n 
that called Maudlin Hilly a fmall Diftance from thence, 
•a Pair on the 24th of O^. efteemed the largeft One-Day 
Fair in England. Among the fevcral elegwt Buildings 
of this City, the royal and Bilhop's Palaces, the Affize 
Hall, and Council Houfe, merit Attention. The royal 
Palace was begun by King Charles II. but Death pre- 
vented his finifhing tnc StruSure, nor has any Monarch 
rmce refumcd the Work, fo that it is now almoft in 
Ruins. . 

Southampton J 12 M. from Wincheflery 78 from Land. 
ftands between two large Rivers, the Itching on the £• 
and t\it *Tefe on the W. that fell here into that called 
Southampton Water. It has a Wall almoft all round it 
of a hard Kind of Stone. The chief Street is one of the 
broadeft and longcft in England; it has one large Key, 
and one other called Weft Key, where the Guernfey and 
Jerfey Veffels always anchor, with which Iflands they 
carry on a confiderable Trade. 

There are feveral curious Springs about the Town, 
and Conduits which fupply the Inhabitants with Water. 

Porifmouthy 73 M. from Lond, the great Key of Eng^ 
landy is regularly fortified, and ftands at the Entrance 
of a Creek, on tne Ifland of Portfea, It is alfo defend- 
ed by South-Sea Caftle, Blockhouje Caftle, and a Chain 
that goes acrofs the Harbour from the^ round Tower to 
the oppoilte Shore. This is the narroweft Point of £n« 
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tnttice fc a krge and fafe Hatbour. The Dock Yard is 
as canvenient as can be imagined, capable of docking 
25 or 30 Ships in a Fortnight : In the Dock is likewife 
a royal Academy. The Common, as it is called, is 
the Refidence chiefly of the Artificers and Officers of 
the Dock ; but at this Time has more Houfes and In- 
habitants than the Town itfelf. All Kinds of Providon, 
lyodging, &c. are exccffive dear during the Time of 
Wan Befides the Chapel, there is one very magnificent 
Church, having on the Top of its Steeple a Ship for a 
Weather-Cock : Here is a lar^e Gun Wharf deferving 
Notice, "tind indeed all public Offices are adapted to ren- 
der it a compleat naval Magazine^ 

PetersfieUy 55 M. from Lond, is a populous Town in 
a pleafant fruitful Soil, and accommodated with many 
good Inns ; feveral Gentlemen alfo refide here, it being 
fituated in the Midft of a fine woody Country. 

Stockhridgiy 6 M. from Andever^ 69 from L^nd^ is a 
Borough, and a thoroughfare Town, with fome good . 
Inns in the S. W. Road from Lond. 
' Chrtft Churchy is a large populous Borough, at the 
Confhix of the ^w^t Avon with the Stowre from D^- 
fetjhirei is lOi M. from Lond* Its chief Manufactures 
are Silk Stockings and Gloves. 

Limingtony 85 M. from Land, is a finall Sea-Port 
Town, remarkable for large conyenient Salterns,' and 
Brick- Kilns. It lies oppofite to the Weft End rfthe 
Ifle of ^^*/ near the iV*<p^dtt?^ 

Whitchurch^ 58 M. from Lond. though a finall Town, 
is pleafantly fitnated on the Skirts of thePoreft of Chute. 
Its principal Trade is in Shalloons, Serges, and other 
Articles in the Woollen Manufactory. I'he great W. 
Road from Baftng-Jioke is through this Town. 

JndeveTy 16 M.from Bajmg-ftokty 66 horn Lond, a 
large, handfome, well-built, and populous 5 pleafantly 
fituated on the Side of the Downs, which makes it as 
healthy as it is delightful. 'Tis a great malting Town, 
sand Its chief Manufadure is Shalloons. On the W. of 
it IS a Village, at the Beginning of Salijbury Plain, call- 
ed fFej-Hill^ which, though containing on;y a defolate 
D 2 Church 
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Church 6n a rifing Ground, and a few ftragglnig Houfet^ 
is remarkable for one of the largeft Fairs in England^ for 
Hops, Cheefe, and Sheep. 

Ringwot^d^ 97 M. from Loni. is a large thriving 
Place, full of good Brick Houfes, on the River Avon ; 
ftands in a Valley, well watered by the Streams, into 
which the River here divides itfelf, and frequently over- 
flows great Part of the adjoining Meadow. 

The New For eft ^ on the E. Side of the River Avm^< 
is a Name given about 700 Years ago h^ William the 
Conqueror, to a large Tra£l of Land in this County, 
of near 30 M. in Circumference, which had many Vil- 
lages and Towns in it, and no lefs than 36 Mother. 
Churches : All which this inhuman Tyrant deftroyed, 
and turned the whole into a Foreft. W. Rufus was kill- 
ed here, 

Hurft CaJUe^ or rather a Block Houfe, built by King 
Henry VIII. for Defence of the New Foreft^ which had 
Iain fevera) Ages open and expofed to a foreign Enemy, 
(lands on a fmall Neck of Land, which runs from AliU 
ford 1 M« into th^ Sea, and makes the fliort Pailage call- 
ed the Needles. *Tis join'd to the Terra firma by a nar- 
row Neck of Land, againft which the Sea beats with 
prodigious Violence, efpecially in Spring Tides and 
ftormy Weather. The Caftle, which commands the 
Sea on every Side, has very thick Stone Walls with re- 
gular Platforms, mounted with Ordnance. 

Caljhot Caftle^ fome M. to the N. E. of Hurft Caftle^ 
cffcr againft Cows in the lile of Wtghty has alfo a fmall 
Garrifon, and a commodious Harbour. It was built 
by Henry VIII. to defend the Entrance into what is call- 
ed SouthamfftonWztcu 

Rumfeyj 79 M. from Lond. on the River Tefey is a 
pretty large, as well as ancient Town, in the Road be- 
tween Southampton and Salisbury ; very delightfully fitu- 
ated, with Woods, Meadows, Hills, Corn Fields, and 
Rivulets, around it. The Church is very magnificent,, 
arched with Stone in the Form of a Crofs, and has feml- 
circular Chapels in the upper Angles. In the old Church 
^hich wa$ formerly a Nunnery, founded by King Ed- 
gar 
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ginr for Nuns of the Bimdiaine Order) were buried King 
Edward and his Son Alfreds 

Alresford^ 6o M. from Lond. (lands in the Road be- 
twixt Lond, and Wtnchefter^ on the Banks of theRiver 
Alrt. Part of a Roman High-way, that goes from this 
Part to Alim and Lond. ferves for the Head of a great 
Pond near this Town, 

Bafingfi^ke^ 48 M. from Lond. on the N. Side of the 
Shire;, is a large populous Place, and has a good Market 
for all Sorts of Corn, efpecially Barley, there being a 
great Malt Tradecarried on here. A Brook runs by it, 
fiunous for Plenty of Trout^ and the adjacent Soil is rich 
in Paftnre, and furrounded with Woods, The Hiftory 
of the Apoftles is artiiiciajly defcribed on the Roof of the 
Chapel. 

Odiamy 8 M. N. E. of Bafing':fi$i^^ 41 M. frx>m Lend. 
.is a fmaH corporate Town. 

SUfhefter^ on the Borders of Btrkflure^ is famous for 
its Antiquity; being the Ruins of the ancient City ^/i- 
dama or Vtnd9num^ faid to have been built by Conjtantine^ 
•the Son of Cff»^ntitu the Great, and tl>at he fow'd Corn 
in the Track of the Walls, as an Omen of their Perpe- 
tuity ; but now,, befidek one Farm Houfe, a. Church, 
and Part of the old. Ronum W«^,. icacce any Veftige 
remains* . 

Kihg*S'ckre^ 5 M* from Newbery^ 52 from L§nd. a 
pleafant Town, remarkable for having been the Red- 
iknee of the Sasion Kings*. 

Jntiquities of Hampjhire^^ 

Niiliy-AUiyy near Soutbamptotiy ^y92& founded in the 
Year 1239, hyUknry III. for C^^nair Monks. Great 
Part of this large StnuShure is now in Ruins.* 

Tiiebfiild Abbeys founded by Petir de Rupibusy Bifhop 
^Winchefter^ in the Reign of Henry III. for Prenion»- 
ftratenfion Canons, was once a noble Strudure. 

Porchiflir^Ca/He^ i9 the Remains of the Walls and 
Fortifications of a very ancient and famous Town, call- 
ed Port Pirisy to which the Name of PortAiftiry92A af^ 

terwaxds 
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terwtrds g^ii« Thi$ is fuppoied to be the Place where 
the Emperor Vtfpajian landed. 



ISLE OF WIGHT 

IS of an elliptical Form, 22 Mile^ in Lengthy 12 in 
Breadth, and 60 in Circumference. It is diTided 
into 29 Parifhes. The Air is univerfally efteemed to 
be as pare and healthful as any in t^e Kingdom^ and 
the Soil fo rich, that it produces Corn enough in one 
Year to fenre it feven. Through the MidiUe of the 
Ifland runs a Ridge of lofty Hills, which not only affbnl 
plentiful Pafture, but a delightful Profped of the Sea* 
The Vales below, cohfift of Meadow and ftately Corn 
Fields ; nor is the Coaft deftitute of natural Curioiitie^ ; 
here is excellent Fiftt of various Kinds. Tlie Extremi- 
ties of the Coaft on the S. ant W. Sides are very rocky ; 
and Weftward, not for fix)m the Shore, are the Needles^ 
fo called from their Sharpnefs. Farther to the' Souths 
ward are the Shingles ; at both which VhccB the Ifland 
is inacceffible : and vi^ere it is ahnoft ievcl, as it is to^ 
wards the S. E. it is fortified by Art. 

Newport^ the principal Town in llie Ifland, abont 5 
M. {xonx-Ctnjoeij is a very an^»ent B^ough, and a large 
populous Town, greatly enriched by its Plswty and 
Commerce, whach the Inhafbitants h^e * not failed to 
improve. T^ Genius of the People is very much turn^ 
ed that Way, and as they are of late gi^own very polite^ 
they have, at a prodigious Expence, levelled and new 
pitched the Town ; pofted and paved it with broad 
Dtone, about 5 Feet from ^ Houfes, for Paft&ng^s ; 
•for beingfheoBly Market Totva, it is.o^n'xery much 
crowded, the Corn being generally brou^t to* Market 
and not fold by Sample. ,C<6wes River is navigaMe by 
jSarges to Newport Key, which extends itfelf round gocm 
jPartofthe Town, which renders their (hipping off 
<?oods from -the Storehoufes very ^x^tnnlodious : The 
Streets are regular and 'uniform^ meeiitig ait ri^t Ar^ 
les. The Corn, Beaft, atnd 8u«ter Morkpcsaee kept in 
iiftin£l. Squares, very large and commodious. The 

Buildings 
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ButldifigB are greatly improved, but neither grand nor 
regular. . The Church i« a lar^e Building, with a iquare 
Tower, and the Inhabitants have lately erefled a very 
curious Organ, and o^herwife greatly decorated it : Yet 
this Church is but a Chapel of £afe to Carifirook^ a fmall 
Village fttuated an a very lofty Eminence, about a M. 
from Newport^ and is famous for a Caftle, now greaxly 
decayed by Time ; but the Intrenchment without the 
Waits, the inany Curi^fitie* within, and the extenfive 
Ffo4><(^ it afFpr^Sj refidier it'We of the greatcft Curiofi- 
ties in the Ifland. Here King Charles I. was confine^ 
'till removed to Hurfi Ca^ije. 

About two Miles from ^ewportj near St. Georgij 
Down, are large Rocks, f^om whence Water continu* 
ally drops; in the koad to which is Shidebridge z TQmd^i)^^ 
able fdeafant Walk, and famojis for a conftant Spring of 
prodigioully fine Water, 

jBip&les Nru^rt thene are two other Boroughs, yiz. 
Tarmouth and Newtotv?iy the latter the mod ancient, but 
At prefent only a fao^ll Place* 

/in»««rit, 7 M. from Nexvpdrt^ oppofite to Lymington^ 
is a Place for Fifhermen, and where VeiTels fometuBOs 
putiii; flHiwn the Weathipr woj^'t permit them to iail by 
4hc^kil£S* 

C^wks n a remarkable Port and Harbour, at the 
Month qf NMWpart. There is lately a fine large Sakern 
ereded at W. Cowes ; and at E. Cowes^ Ships of pretty 
large Burthen are built* The former ha« a Caftle built 
by /&«. VIII. 

St. Helkns lies at th? £/End of the Ifland, 12 M, 
from Newport. It is only remarkable for its IRoad^ which 
is large enough to contain the whole Navy of England. 

FreJhwaUr is a fmall Village, io M, from Newport^ 
famous for its Cliffs, which are of a fiupendous Height, 
and.pften vifited by Strangers, on account of the great 
Number of exotic Birds, which annually refort to thefe 
Cliffy tolaytb«ir £ggSj hatch, and breed their Young. 
&$au of the Nohilit^ and, Gmrf. • 

BeauUeUj in the new Fore/i^ belonging to the lale 
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Hawhoodd and Bajmgbeufej both near Bafmgjloh % 
and Abhotfton near Altony all bdongmg to the Duke of 
Bolton.

BERKSHIRE 

IS bounded on the S. by Hampjhire 5 on the W. by 
Wiltjhire ; on the N. by the Tbamesy which divides 
' it from the Counties of Buciingham and Oxford i and 
on the E. by Surry. 

It is about 39 M. long, 29 broad, and igto in Circum- 
ference ; contains four parliamentary Boroughs, 20 
Hundreds^ 12 Market Towns, 140 Pariihes, and 671 
Villages. 

The Soil is very fertile, where cultivated, and the 
whole Cbuntv, one of the moft pleafant in £»;/• is well 
ftored with Cattle and Timber. 

Its principal Rivers are the Thames and the Kennet i 
the former flows on the N. Side, and the latter on the 
S. Its chief Manufactures are Woollencloth, Sail-<loth, 
and Malt. 

The Parliamentary Boroughs are^ 

t. Wind/or^ 24 M. from Lond. on the River Thames^ 
a very ancient Town, and confifts of feveral good Streets, 
•withahandfome Town Hall. The Parifh Chui^ch is 
a large, but inelegant StuAure. 

fP^illiam the Conqueror, charmed with the fine Situa- 
' tion of Windfir^ built a Caftle here : Henry I. rebuilt 
and fortified it. Queen Eleanor^ Wife to Edward J. fo 
greatly delighted in this Palace, that fhe had four Chil- 
dren here: £^/ti;^r// III. who was born here, enlarged 
and beautified it ; built the royal Palace and Chapel, fo- . 
gethcr with St. George's Hall and its Chapel, and infti- 
tuted here the Order of the Garter. 

Queen Elizabeth added the noble Terrace, faced with 
Free- Stone Ramparts, like thofe of a fortified City, 
which is fcarce to be equalled in Europe. 

•King Charles II. laid out great Sums in repairmg, 
new modelling, and furnifliing this Palace ; and there 
is a fine equeftrian Statue of him, eredled in 1680 over 
a great Well in the inner Court, 

D s ^ King 
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ings, perlbnuiBd hy that great Actift /irw; He alib 
enlarged the Park, augmented the Avenue of Trees, 
'&c. The Paintings are in general from the fineft Oe- 
figns, and exeeuted by the fceft Mafters : St. Georges 
Hall i6 efteemed one of the fineft in Eur/^». . Thp iJ^pal 
Chapel is beautifully adorned with curious Paintifigs |>y 
^i?rr/#. The round Tower is built lik? "syi A^npbi^- 
atre, very high,' with elegant Aparljicnts* Qii thcN* 
Side is St: Gcprg/s^ qx £e Cha{xel t>f iJxe Garter, otie 
of the moft elegant gotlnc Structures in tbe ITiuyerfip. 
In the Choir are the Stalls of the %b Knights of the Or- 
der, and their Banners over them, with a TKronc fyr 
thek Sovereign. 

There arie two Parks, .one jcaU«d tjie little Park, abo^t 
three M. in Compafs ; the other, ^iled the great Park, 
14 Miles in Circumference ; ftocked with 2l Kuyi of 
Game, and lavifhly embeliihed by the Hand of Natur^. 
In the Forefi, which is 30 M. rounds are feveral Seais 
or Lodges, particularly Cranburn Lodge, which ftands 
on the Top o/a Hill, and Jtiais a Vkwfio^^y of Wind" 
Jir and its Park9» but diLond. zvA the adjacent Country. 
His Royal Higbne& the Duke of Cumherlandy vrho is 
Ranger of both Parks, has fix'd his Reildence here* 
The Gardens are alfo large and elegant* 

2. Readings the principal Town of the County, 12 
M. from Maidenhead^ and 40 from Londm^ ftands on the 
River Thames^ near the Influx of th^ Kenmty has lihree 
Pahfii Churches, bnilt of Flint and f(guare Stpn^ : An 
Hofpital was founded here^ s^nd liberally endowed by 
Arcbbiihop Laud. It had anciently a Monaftery^ '^Si^" - 
to moft in England, both for Riches and Beauty : The 
Gate-houfe is ftill pretty entire, and thore are fome Re- 
mains ofitsWalls 8 Feet thick* The moftremarkableCuri- 
ofity of natural Hiftory is, a continued Bed of Qyflpr 
Shells, which, for many Generations, has been found 
near this Place, extendmg through the Circumference 
of 5 or 6 Acres of Ground. 

3. IFaUingfordy 1 1 M. from Readings is a pretty 
Town, with a Stone Bridge 309 Yards long, tuvii^g 
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Id ArcKffi and Drafw-Bridges : Its cbi^f Support k tbe 
Male Trade, from the Cooveniency of fending to Lpnd. 
Here are 4 Churches, z welUbuilt Towa-Hall and a 
fnee School. It bad formerly a femous Caftk, fome 
Ruins of which are ftill to be fecn. 

4, Jibingunox ^iingJofif about 55 M.from LfivJ' ve* 
ry r^mark^ble, in the T^io^ of the J^ritimh for the Con- 
\SxfiQn of manV Pagfns to Chrifti^ityi and for being 
thf Seat of the King. H^re w^s a very mi^gf^ificent Ab- 
bey, founded by C0i^ btit deftroyed at the general Dif- 
folution of Monafieries : Here was alfo a fine Crofs and 
Market Houfe ; ' but botb^ during the civil Wars, fbare4 
the fame Fate with the Abbey j the Jliof? of the latter 
was however, pot many Years ago, fupplied by a new 
one of Aflilpr Work, built on lofty Pilars, with a largp 
H^U of Free Stone above, in which the bounty AtRw 
arj? frequently held. 

The Streets of the Town are well paved^ and center 
in a fpaclou^s Arpa^ where the Market is held, which \» 
very coniiderable, efpecially for Barley. 

Other places of Note in Ber^re are, 

1. Farringdon^ 7 M. from Wantage^ 68 from Limi* 
^ neat clean Town, pleafantly fitufite on a Hill, nearth^ 
River Oufe : The Church is a large handfome Strufture. 
From hence, almoft tp Jbingdan^ extends that fertile 
Valf, called the Vale of H^hite Horfi^ from the bare 
Sid^ of a chalky Hill, repr^fepting that Animal, which 
th^ Inhabitants of the adjacent Villages t^ke fpme Pains, 
pnce a Year, to trim and keep to its S^ape ; Land is 
laid to be dearer hcrei than any wliere elfe, at that di^ 
Jli^we from Land. 

2. IVaniagey 7 M- frpm Ahingdon^ 59 from Lmd. is 
9 pretty neat Town, noted for being formerly a royal 
ViU^, ?nd the birtb-place of King Jlfred. A little 
River runs by it, out of the Vale of White Horfi^ intp 

3. Hungirfardy 64 M. from Lond, ftands on the Ri-* 
ver Kennety famous for the beft Troi^ts and Cray Fifla } 
neither its BUildings nor Market are confiderable. T^e 
Cpnftablc, who ischpfp yearly, is Lprdof th^iVlanar^ 
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and holds it immediately under the King. They haver » 
Horn here, holding about a Quart, which, the Infcrip- 
tion fays, was given by yahn of Gaunt. 

4. Newbury or Ninv Jaotoughj 57 M, from Lotul^ re- 
markable for being the Birth-place of that great Clothier 
yacktyf Newhery, A large Qjtantity of Shalloons and 

'Druggets are ftill made here; which, with its other 
Trades, render it a flourilhing Tovm. It fFands veiy 
pleafenriy in a fruitfuf Plain, on the River Kennet. Thse 
Streets are fpacious, particularly the Marltet-place, in 
Which ftands the Guildhall. Fox reports, that at the 
Sand-pits near this Town, feveraJ were' Burnt for their 
Religion, in the bloody Reign of Queen Mary. 

5. Ldmhorn or Langhomy 10 M. from Newbury, fia» 
its Name from a little River that runs by it^ and falls 
'into the River Kenneth near ThacBam* It ftands on the 
S. Side of fFhite Horfe Hill, in a pleafant fportingCoun*- 
try : *Tis particularly noted for its Rivulet, which is al- 
ways higheft in Summer^ but fo low in Winter, as to 
be almoft entirely loft. 

. 6. Sunning^ % M. from Rivding, ftands on a fine 
Rife of Ground, with the Thames flowing^tn a very pFea- 
fant Vale below it. It is now only^a Farifb, but Ltland 
fays it was once the See of a Bifhop. 

7. Matdenheady 7 M. from Windfar, a8 from Lend, is 
a confidcrable Town, lince a Bridge was built here over 
iheTbames., It ftands in two Pariihes, JJr/Tyand Cock* 
bam ; and carries on a confiderable Trade in Malt^ 
Meal, and Timber, which they carry in Barges ta 
LaTndonm 

8. Bray, about a M. from Maidenhead, and is very 
famous, both on Account of its Antiquity and Vicar, 
who was twice a Papift and Twice a Proteftant, in the 
Jleign of Henry VIIL Edwatd VI. and the Queens 
Mary and Elizabeth, 

9. Oakingham, 5 M.from Reading, is the chief Place 
in Windfir Foreft, confiftingof feveral Streets, a Market 
Houfe, and Manufadures of filk Stockings ^d Cloth.

SURREY 

IS bounded on the W. by Berkjbire and Hampjhire^ 
on the S. by Sa^;r ; on the E. by JO«r; and on the 
. by Middlefex. It is about 34 M. in Length, 2i ip 
'Breadth, a,nd 112 in Circumference ; contains 13 Hunr- 
dreds, 140 Parilhes, 11 Market Towns, 450 Villages 
and Hamlets, and about 592000 Acres. 

It is a very healthy County, and boafts of feveral 
royal Palaces, and a great many Seats of the Nobility 
and Gentry. It is very fruitful in Corn and Hay, ef- 
pecially on the S. about Hotmfdaky and on tfie N. tow- 
ards the Tthames, 

The chief Rivers of Surrey befides the Thames^ arp 
the Mole^ the fFey and ^he handle ; all which abound 
with Fifh. 

Southwark^ bordering on the Thames^ which feparates 
it from Lond. confifts of 8 Pariflies, which together with 
thofe of St. Mary at Lambeth^ St. Mary Magdalerfi Ber» 
mondfeyy St. Mar/s Newtngton^ and St. Mary Rotherhithe^ 
cortpofe that Part of the Diftrift within |lie Bill? of 
Mortality on the Surrey Side of the River.

are the fpacious and ftately Parifli Church, a- new Mar- 
ket Place, 2 Machines for raiftng Water, Vt. 

St. Thomas. The Church of this Partih was founded 
as well as the Hofpltal- of the fame Name, by Ed. VI. 
>« but being decayed, was pulled down in 1702 and rebuilt. 
The Hofpital of St. Thomas was ereded in the Year 
121 3, in a Place where the Prior of Bsrmondfey bad 2 
Years, before built an Alms Houfe for poor Profelytes 
and Children. It now confifts of 3 beautiful Squares, 
well paved and fupported by Pillars. In the Middle of 
the third Court is an elegant Statue of Sh: Robirt Clayton^ 
, a great Benefador to this Hofpital. ' 

There is another Hbfpital in this Partih, called GiQr'x 
Hofpital^ from its Pounder Thomas G«x, a BookfeUer in 
Lombard'Stnet. It confifts of 2 beautiful Squares^ in 
the principal of whieh is a Statue of the Founder. 

The next Borough Town of Note in this County is 

Guilford^ a large handfome, neat, well built Town, on 

tlie River Wey^ which is hence navigable to the Thamos^ 

7 M. from Farnham^ 30 from Lond. Not far from the 

River are the ruinous Walls of an old Caftle, this Place 

. having in the Saxon Times been a royal Villa, where 

many of our Kings kept their Feftivals. Here are 3 

Churches belonging to 3 Pari(hes of which this Towa 

cpnfifts ; that belonging to the upper Pariih has been 

lately rebuilt in a very magnificent Manner. The Road 

.to Cbichefter and Portfmotuh lies through this Town, 

which has long been famous for good Inns and Accom- 

.modations. Here are alio Alms Houfes liberally endow- 

ed, and the Remains of a once famous Manufacture of 

- Cloth. In the Neighbourhood are the outfide Walls of 

that formerly called St. Catherines Chapel^ built witha 

Sort of Tile, which, when broken, has the Appearance 

.of Iron, and the Cement of them is fo hard, as to be, 

in a Manner, impenetrable. The Road leading from 

. Guilford to Farnham is very remarkable, running along 

upon the Ridge of a high chalky Hill, called St. Cathi-' 

rine's^ 
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rin/Si no wider than the Road ideify from whence there 
is a Airprifing and delightful Profpe£l« 

JSefides Soutbwark and Gnilttfordj there are '4 other 
Borough Towns in this County, namely, BUdnngfy^ 
^yS^^9 GattffHy and HaJUmere ; but being ytry iaaS^ 
we fhall proceed to other Places more remarkable. 

Duhmcby 5 M. from L$nd. has a pretty College and 
neat Chapel, ert£ted and endowed by Mr. Atteyn^ a Play* 
er, in 16 19, for 6 Men and 6 Women, with a School 
for the Eucation of I a Children. Here are alfo medi-^ 
cinal Springs, called Sydenham WtUi^ much reforted to 
in the Summer ; their Waters are nearly the iame» but 
ftronger than thofe at Epfim. 

Egham, 3 M. from Jrindfor^ 20 from L$ml. is fituatd 
on the lUver Thames^ has fome good Inns, and an Alms 
Houie built and endowed by Baron Ditihatn, In this 
Fariih is Cowpn^s Hill, well known from a celebrated 
Poem wrote by Sir John Denbanij who lived many Ycarft 
at that which is now the Paribnage Houfe. 

Near this is Running Miod^ where King Jobn^ ter- 
rified at the numerous Army of his Barons who met him 
here^ figned die great Charter of EngUfi Liberty, called 
Magna Charts^ 

Epfonij 16 M, from Land, is fituated in a healthful 
Air, and much reforted to on Account of its Mineral 
Waters, The Form of the Town is fcmi-circular, and 
lies open to ^anftead Dawns f in ihort Nature and Art 
have united to render it a very pleafaiU and agreeable 
Place, 

Darkingy I2 M. from Guildford^ 24 from Lond. lies 
4>n a Branch of the River MoU \ the Roman Caufeway 
paflTes through the Church-yard, and is 10 Yards broad 
infome Places, and 7 in others, and may be traced near 
3 M. inlength» 

There are feveral Hill&of Note near this Place, name- 
ly, Homefiuryi MUy near which by the Road Side lead« 
ing from Dorking to Arundilj is a very, large Camp, 
douUe trenched, containing 10 Acres atleaft;, and from 
hence a fine and extenfive Profped over the. fyild into 
Kint and Suflpx. Contiguous to this is Bo^biUy (o cal- 
led 
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led from the incfledible Quantity of Box which covers 
great Part of its Summit and Sides* It has a moft en- 
chanting Profpe6l^ and on that Account greatly refprted 
to by the iieighbotiring Gentry. 

Farnhamj 40 M. from Land, in the WincheJUr Road* 
is a pretty large and populous Town. It was formerly 
a great Market for Wheat, but of la&e Years much 
more remarkable for Hops, of which there ane very large 
Plantations* Heve is a magnificent and ancient Struc- 
ture belonging to the Bifhop of tVinchifiery built by 
Henry of BMs^ Bifliop of that See, and Brodier to King 
Stephen. 

Frenjhamj about 3 M. from Farnhamj has a large 
Fifhpond near it, about 3 M« in Circumference, noted 
ifor excellent Carp, and two others ai{brdlng Plenty of 

In the-Side of a< Hill, near Moar^Park jn thii Parifii^ 
h a curious natural Grotto, neatly enclofed and pav&l : 
along the Middle of which flows a Stream of exceedmg 
cold dear Water.. You walk a considerable Difiance 
in it under the natural Vault : It is called hhiher Lui-' 
hw*s Hole. This Place, and the fliady Groares i^fhich 
furrround it, aflFord a pleafant Retreat in Ctiltry Weather* 

Godabning^ 3 M. froni GuU^ondj 35 from l^td. has 
a fine River that fuppUes the Infaabkants with W^ter^ 
and Plenty of good Fifli, 

Haflemerej 42 M. from Land, is an ancient Town» 
having fent Members to Parliament ever fiqce Edward 
thelVth. but is otherwife of little Note. 

Kingftm^ called, iingftim upon Tbamef^. la M. from 
Zond. has a woodeov Bridge of aa Pliers and 20 Arches^ 
over the Ithames* It is a populoais trading Town^ and 
has a good Market for C^om« There* is another Bridge 
of Brick over a Stream that flows from a Spring in a 
Cellar, 4 M. above the Town. At fome Diftance is 
Cwibe Nevilj a handibme Houfe with a Park, where 
cA4edals wd Coins of feveral of the Roman £mperor$ 
'have l>een found* Near this are feveral Springs, wbofe 
I Water is conveyed tx> Hamptm Court by Pipes under the 
Thames^ In the Neighbouchopd is New,Park^ one of the 

largeft 
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Jargeft and bcft in England', made in the Reign of Charted 
I. irtcloied by a Wall of confidcraWc Height, and faid 
to be It M. in CSrcumfercncc. 

Richmond^ anciently called Shern or Shinej 1 2 M. from 
Ijond. is remarkable for its beautiful Situation and royal 
Pajace for the Kings of England^ in which are many cu- 
rious Paintings by the moft eminent Mailers. His late 
Majefty took great Delight here, as well as his royal 
Conibrt, who diverted herfelf in her royal Dairy Houfe, 
in her beautiful Hermitage, czWtAMerlMi-Cavej and in 
the other charming Improvements which flie made to the 
Park and Gardens of this delightful Place. The Town 
runs up the Hill a full Mile to the Park, with Gardens 
declining all the Way to the Thames. On the Top of 
the Hill there is an Alms Houfe built by Duppa^ Bifligp 
of Winchefier^ which appears by an Infcription over the 
Gate to have been in Performance of a Vow he made 
during the Exile of King Charles II. 

Gaitony ^8 M. from Lund^ was antiently a confide^ 
rabteTown> but now only a Village, though aBorougb» 
and fends Members to Parliamjent. Sundry Raman 
Coins have been dug up here. "^ 

. Riygate^ 24 M* from Lmd. ftands in a Vale which 
runs a greit Way to the eaftward, yfually czWed Ifolmf- 
daUy probably from the Holm Trees which abound very 
much through all this Trad. It is a Borough, and has 
ilii] the Ruins of an ancient Caftle. Oh the S. Side is a 
tinePark full of little Groves. Under this there is a won- 
derful Viylt of ^rched Work made of Free Stone, the 
fame with that of the Hill itfetf, and hollowed' wit;^ 
gceatLabopr, 

JBleMMn^fyi/TL Boroggfa. Town, 5 M. from RhUgate^ 20 
from Land. Here was formerly a ftrong C^^ftle, the 
Ruiiis of which arc ftill vifible.

On Battle Hill, near this Place, are the Remains of 
a Roman Camp, with an oblong fmgle Rampart. 

ff^altinghantj near Blechingfy, is remarkable for a fine 
Spring in the nxidft of a Grove of Yew Trees, which 
flows in an extraordinary Manner at certain Times. 

Cr^don^ lotA. from Lond^ is fituated on the Edge of 
Banfiead Downi, and has a large Palac^belonging to the 
Arch-bifliop of Canterbury. The Church, is reckoned 
both the fineil and largeft in the whole County^ and has 
feveral curious and elegant Mpnuments. 

Bmnflead Downs in its Neighbourhood, are remarkable 
for their fine foft Carpet Ground, the pretty Villages 
which furround. th.em, and their enchanting rrofpeft. 

Other Antiquities and Remarkables not yet mentioned- 
are; i. The Remains of a Roman Camp of about 12 
Acres, at Walton upon Thames^ to which there runs a 
Rampart with its. Trench ft-om St. George^ s Hill, 1. 
A Military Work of aft orbicular Form near fFimbkdor^ 
.called Benfl>Hry^ where Cbeauha, King, of the Weft 
Saxons, fought and defeated one of the Kentijh Generals* 
3* At Effingham, S.. W. of Leatberhead, are^ the Foun- 
dations of Buildings, which denote that it was once a 
Town of great Note. It is laid to have had 16 Churches 
in it. 4. Aldbury^ 5 M. E. oi Guildfnd, is die Plat«* 
form of a Roman Temple. The Place is alfo remarka- 
bleVor a Perforation or PafTage of at leaft a Furlong, in 
Length, dug through the Bottom of a great Hill, and 
leading into a fine Vallgr. It was intended for a Way 
to the Houfe, than the Seat of Henry Duke of Norfolk; 
but the Defign being hindered by a Rock, it is now only 
preferved and admired as a Grotto. 5. The River Mole, 
which at a Place. caHed the SwalUws, near Boxhill, 
finks into the Earth, and, according to Tradition, works 
its Way under Ground to Leatherhead, where it rifes a- 
gain, and directs its Courfe ta the Thames.

SUSSEX 
S bounded on the N. by Surrey^ on the E. by £>»/» 
. on the W« by Hampjhire^ and on theS* by the ^ri- 
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iijb Channel. It is about 65 M. In Length, 29 in 
Breadth, and 107 in Circumference ; is divided ipto. 6 
Rapes, which have each its Caftle, River,* and Foreft; 
and fubdivided into 65 Hundreds, wherein are reckoned 
3i2Pariflies, one City, 18 Market Towns, and 1060 
Villages, Hamlets and Chapelries. The principal Rivers 
arc the Jruny the Jdur, the Oufe and the Rother \ be- 
fides which arc the Lavantj the Cuckmeer^ the Jljhburn^ 
and the Avden. 

The Soil is various, the hilly Parts lefs fruitful than 
the others, the Vales, efpecially in that called the 
JVeald^ dirty but very fertile. On the Sea-coaft are very 
high green Hills, called the South-Downs^ well known 
to Travellers for their beautiful Profpeft, but better to 
thofe who deal in Wool or Sheep, there being great 
Numbers bred here, whofe Wool, which is very fine, 
is too often exported clandeflinely to France. The Mid- 
dle Part of the County is delightfully chequered' with 
Meadows, Paftures, Groves, and Corn-fields, which 
produce great Quantities of Wheat and Barley* Ti^ 
N. Quarter is fliaded with Woods, from whence great 
Quantities of excellent Timber are carried to the Dock- 
yards, and of Charcoal to the Iron Works, in the 
Eaftern Part of the County. 

Chichefter^ or City of Ctjfay 63 M. from Lond. ftands 
on a Plain near an Arm ot the Sea. Jt is a very neat 
but finall City, walled about in a circular Form, in 
which are 4 Gates, opening to the four principal Streets, 
which meet in the Center, where is a beautiful Crofs. 
All the Space or Quarter, between the W, and S. Gates, 
is taken up with the Cathedral, the Bifliop's Palace, 
the Dean's, Prebendaries and Vicars Houfes. The 
Church itfelf is not large, but very neat, with a high 
Stone Spire of an oftagonal Form, efleemed a compleat 
Piece of Architedure. In the R E. Corner is a well- 
furni(h*d Library. 

The Trade of this City is chiefly ij> Corn and Flour, 
the Market is alfo plentifully furnilhedji^ith great Num- 
bers of fat Beafts, which chiefly fupp^ the great De- 
mand at Portjinouth, -

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A little M» to the N*, is a Rotboh Camp of an oblong 
Square ; and about 2 M. more N. is Roois^HiUj upon 
ivhich 18 ftill to be feen an old Camp, the Form circu* 
lar, from which it may be concluded to be Damjh. 

Eleven M. N. of Chiche/ierj 52 from Lond. in the 
Z^nd. Road, is Midhurfty a Market and a Borough 
Xown. -A fmall Rivulet, from the River Arun^ runs 
through it. 

Arundily 10 M. E. of Chichefiery 55 from Loni. had 
once a good Harbour, and Veflels of a confiderable Bur* 
then could come up to it ; but is now mucH ruined by 
Sand Banks, thrown up by the Sea; the River is how* 
ever ftill of great Ufe, and admits of Barges going many 
M, up the County. The Town is fituate on the Side 
of a Hill, overlooked by the Caftle,^ now the Duke of 
NorfoWs Seat, on the Summit. This Caftle is of fo 
great Antiquity, that no certain Account of its Foun- 
dation can be found. We however knows from au- 
thentic Records, that it Was famous in the Time of the 
Saxon Heptarchy. The ancient Stanet Street Caujej^ in 
ibme Places 10, in others 7 Yards broad, comes to this 
Town out of Surry by Biltinjhurji. 

Bramber^ 48 M. from Lond. is a fmall Village or lit- 
tle Street, near the River Adur^ which runs down to 
Ntw Shoreham^ and there empties itfelf. It is very re- 
markable, as one of the fmalleft Boroughs in Engh Here 
are the Ruins of an antient Caftle, a Bridge and other 
public Buildings. 

Steyningy about a M. from Bramh^r^ and 47 from 
Londn is a fmall Market and Borough Town, but boafts 
of great Antiquity, and of having had a Priory of black 
Cannons, afterwards changed into a College for a Dean 
and fecular Canons. It is watered by a fine Stream, 
ifiuing from a Spring at the Foot of a^Hill in the Neigh- 
bourhood. 

Brpadwirter lies in a Bottom, in the lower Road from 
Arundel to Shoreham Ferry. In the Church are fome 
remarkable Infcriptions. 

Shoreham Old and New^ 56 M. from London^ at the 
Mouth of the Adur : The latter, being (ituated nearer 

the 
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the Harbour, is much increafed. The Parifh Chiircli 
was formerly Collegiate. This Place is convenientlf 
fituated for Timber, and many Ships are built here. 

Horjhamj 35 M. from Dmd. is a Place, of confider- 
able Note, the County Affixes being held, here once ia 
3 Years. Here is a Quarry. of good Stone, either for 
, tyling or flooring ; and a large Parifh Churdu 

Newhaven^ 56 M. from Lond. at the Mouth -of the 
Oufe near Seafard^ is a fmall but populous Towji* with 
a convenient^ though little. Harbour, madefo by a large 
Qjll;* fronA whence Coals, Deals, l^c ase carried to 
LeweSy , which is£ M. up the Rurer. 

Adjoining to this Hai'en are very bigk Chalk ClifFs, 
and on the Hills above are found Variety of curious 
Foffib, and among the reft a great Quantity of tranf- 
parent Spar as clear as Cryftal, which lies in the £arth, 
in the Form of a Star, irradiating each Way, like 
Rays from a Centre* 

Another Thing remarkable here is a confiderable Quan- 
tity of that Shell-like Foffil, called at the Iron Furna- 
ces, Peafy Grey, ^nd is generally found near thofe 
Places where Iron Ore abounds. 

In this Haven, and on the Coaft from hence to New 
Shorehanty are found great Quantities of what the People 
there call Strumbul^. It is black and heavy, of a bitu- 
minous Qiiality, and burning very well, ferves the poor 
People for FeweL 

Seafordj between New Haven and Beachy Head^ is in 
the Liberty of the cinque Ports, and though but a fmall 
fifhing Town, is built with Stone and SUte, and de- 
fended by a good Fort. 

Eaji Grinjleady 12 M. from Horjham, 33 from Lond. 
qnce a coofiderable Town, but now called Eqfl Grinftead 
the lefiy to diftinguifh it from the Market Town of that 
Name in this County. 

Brighthelmft^ney 50 M. from Lond. and 8 from Lewes^ 
is a large Port, between Shoreham and New Haven. It 
is a populous Town, chiefly inhabited, by Fifhermen, 
who go from hence to Tarmouib fiChing Fair, on the 
Norfolk Coaft, and are there employed by Merchants %o

cfttch Herrings* The Situation is exceeding {Jea&at* 
Near it are beautiful Paflures, ^acious fertile Corn* 
fields furrounded, except on the Sea Side, witk fine 
Downs, where great Flocks of Sheep arc fed, and 
whofe Wool is exceeding fine. 

LeweSy 50 M. from Lond. one of thechief Towns in^ 
the County, for Extent, Populoufnefs and fine Build- 
ings ; fituated in an open Campaign Country, on a rif- 
ing Ground, on the Edge of the delightful South Downs* 
k has 2 handfome Streets, befides large Suburbs, and 6 
Parifli CHiurches. 

On the River Ou%e^ to which it joins, arefeveral IroA 
Mills, where Cannon are caft for Merchant Ships, and 
other ufeful Works of that Kind carried on. The Soil 
round it'is efteemed the richeft in EngL From a Wind- 
mill near this Town, is a Profpeft of fo large Extent^ 
as is fcarce to be equalled in Europe. On the £. Side 
of the Town has formerly been a Camp, with a Caftle,^ 
Part of which is ftill remaining, from whence there ia 
a delightful Profpe£fc, and a pleafant winding Walk from 
the Bottom to the Summit. This Caftle and the Pri- 
ory near it were founded by ff^ilUam de IVarren E. of 
Surrey, A. D. 1078. And the Place is famous for a 
bloody Battle between Hen, III. and his Barons* 

Eajib§rne or E borne lies under the Promontory, fo fa- 
mous for the Lofs^ of Ships, called Beachy^Head, in 
which arc feveral Caverns like Vaults, made by the Sea; 
The Height of thefe famous CliflFs is about 500 Feet. 

Pevenfey is fituated, in a.large extenfivePlain, called 
Penfey-Marjhy where great Numbers gf Cattle are con- 
ftantly fed. In this Place is a Caftle, whofe Walls in- 
clude i^ine Acres, perhaps the larg^ft Area of any in 
EngL It was built by IV. the Conqueror j but in all 
Probability, on the Remains of a more ancient Stru^lure, 
for in the Ruins of the Walk are ftill to be fecn regular 
Strata of Roman and Britifli Bricks. 
' Battel^ 37 M. from Lond, fo called from that decifive 
Battle fought near the Place, between K. Harold an4 
ff^, the Conqueror* It is at prefent moft remarkable for 
Gunpowder, that made here being efteemed preferable 
£ t# 
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to any other in EngLThe old Abbey, of which the 'Gate* 
way is ftili entire, was built by the Conqueror on the 
very Spot where Harold k\\^ as a Memorial of his Vic- 
tory, who ordered Mafs to be faid there for the Souls of 
thofe that fell in the Confli£l. 

Haftings^ 62 M« from Lond. a large Town, and is 
one of the Cinque Ports, had a good Harbour, now 
pretty much choaked with Sand. 

Rye^ 64 M. from Lond. on the Edge of Kent^ is a 
handfome Town pleafantly fituated on the N. Side of a 
Hill, which affords a delightful Profpedi: towards the 
Sea. It is fortified and wa£ed on 2 Sides by the Tide, 
and on the £• by the River Rother^ which render it a 
Sort of Peninfula : It is one of the Cinque Ports. 

Winchelfea^ 7 1 M. from Lond. is feated at the Corner 
of the County ♦. It was doubtlcfs a very ancient l^own, 
there being ftill fome Remains of the Stone Work of 3 
Gates, old Vaults and ruinous Materials : Of 3 Churches 
now only the Chancel of one remains. It had alfo a 
Monaftery, of which there are ftill fome Remains, built 
by^. de Buckingham.' The Caftle was built for the 
Defence of the old Town, which was fwallowed up 
by the Sea, A. D. 1250. 

Petworth^ 15 M. from Chicbefler^ 46 from Lond. i% 
a large handfome Town, and adorned with feveral ele* 
gant Seats. The Church is large, and contains feveral 
curious Monuments of the ftVr^Vj Earls of Northumbir-' 
land^ feveral of whom are here buried in a fpparate Vault* 
* ' Antiquities of Sujfex^ bejides tb^ff already mentioned. 
Begeham Aobey^ wzs foxxndQd by Ralph dfDene^ in the 
Reign of Hen. II. 

Boxgrovi Prioryj was founded in the Reign of Hen. 
I, by Robert de Haye^ of Halnaker. 

Bodiham CqfiU^ fituated on the River Rotber, was 
built by the Dalywriggs^ who fiouriihed in the Reign of 
Ed. III. It is now the Seat of Sir John ff^ebfter^ Bart. 

Ambetley Cajfli^ was built by (villiam Read^ Bifhop 
of Chichejier. 

* A Manufaaory of Cambricks has been lately eftabliOied at thitPlaoe^ by 
means of the FrMc^ Prifoners ftationed here in the late War; and it (ai4 
tt bt in a very hkel/ wdiy of fuccecding. ^

KENT 

IS bounded bjr Suffex on the S, W, by Surrey on the 
W. iby the Streights of Dover on the S. E. by the 
Downs on the E. and on the N. by the Thames^ which 
ieparates Jt from Ejffix. It is about 60 M. in Length,. 
30 in Breadth, and 160 in Circumference j contains. 
five Lathes^ 68 Hundreds, two Cities, 408, Parifh 
Churches, 30 conliderable Towns, i :( 80 Villages, and 
aebout 1,248,006 Acres. It is diftinguifhed into three 
Parts, .each of which ane different, both with Regard to 
Ah: and Soil ; the Eaftern or upper Part, being that con* 
tiguous to the Downs and the Mouth of the Thames ; the 
Middle and Parts near London ;. and the lower Parts a« 
bout Romney-marjhf called the ff^ld of Kent* 

Kent ^bounds with Plantations of Hops, Fields of 

Corn, Paftures, and Woods of Oak, Beech, and Chef- 

£ 2 nuts. 
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nuts, and fine Orchards ot Cherries and Apples. Tlie 
princrpal Rivers are the Medwajy the Dareni and Staun. 
The Inhabitants, who are faid to have been the firil 
Converts to Chriftianity, glory in the Defence they 
made for their Liberties, againft feveral Invaders of Bri^ 
/tfr»;' fewer Marks of Conqueft, and greater Privjlieges 
l>eing found here than jn other Counties. 

Canterbury^ 56 M. frgm Lend, is the chief City of this 
County, and the metropolitan See of all England. It 
was called by the BritoHSy Cq^^Kent^ i. e. The City of 
Kent, by way of eminence. Canterbury Caftle was buijt 
a Htde before the CdnqUeflr, with an Intention, perhaps, 
to repel the Invafion and Depredations of the Daneu 
The Cathedral is a noble Pile of Gothic Architcdure, 
and had, before the Reformation, 37 Altars, now reduced 
to one. Seven Kings are faid to be interred in this Church, 
and 7 Archbifhops lye .in i Vault. Here was the Shrink 
of TT>omas Beciety fo 5imous for its Riches offered by 
Votaries and Pilgrims from all Parts. Among the Ruins 
of the Roman and Saxon Buildings, and of many religious 
Houfes, are the Walls pf a Chapel, faid to have been a 
Chrifiian Tempk befpre SuAuguftint's Tim.e. On the 
N* Side of the City, at Dungeon Hill^ are the Ruins of 
a Caftle, fuppofed to have been built during the Wars 
between the Danes and Normans. Two Gates of the 
Monaftery, built by Etheibert^ King of Kerity about the 
Year 600, at the Requeft of jbijtin the Monk, ace ftill 
remaining. Here are 6 Wards, denominated ftoro ita 
6 Gates> f 5 Parifli Churches, a French Charity School,^ 
and 3 others, 7 Hofpitals, a fumptuous Market Houfe^ 
and an exceeding ufeful Condui^ which fupplies the 
City with Water. 

Kochefler^ 30 M. from Canterbury^ and the fame from 
Lond. lies in the Valley, on the £• Side of the Medtqayy 
and, next to Canterbury ^ is the oldcft See Jn England.. 
ItsCathedraf iis faid to have been burk by Ethelbert^ King 
of Kent. Here was fornw^rly a wooden Bridge ov«r the 
Medway \ but in the Reign of EdwarJ ILL it was takea 
figwnj and one of Stone evo&cdp confifting of 25 Arches, 

efteeiaed 
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t§teemti one of the iineft in England^ 'R^hft€r ap- 
pears to have been a Roman Station, from the Roman 
Watling Street running through the Town. It had 
a Caftle, built by Odoj Bi(hop of Bajsux in Normandy ; 
but it is now fallen to ruin, tho' Part of it is kept in 
JRepair, and ufed as a Magazine, a Party of Soidiers 
doing duty there, 

Chatham,, on the (ame Side of the Midway^ is, as it 
were, a Suburb to RiKhefier^ and perhaps the com** 
pleateft. nival Arfenal in the World. It was built by 
Charles II. and has fince been the Station of the Roy^ 
Navy. The Dock was indeed begun by Queen Eliza^ 
beth^ but received wonderful Improvements bj her Suc- 
cefTors. At Chatham alfo is xepofited that fuperb Fund 
of naval Charity, called The Chift at Chatham^ inftituted 
for the Relief of the fick and wounded Seamen, in the 
Service, of the Crown. 

Maidftmi^ 9 M. from Rjocbifter^ and 36 from London. 
is a large pqpulou^ Town. Its chief Trade is Linen 
•and Thread, and in the Country adjacent are many 
Plantations of Hops, Here is a fine Stone Bridge, over 
ikkt, Midway^ which waflies this Town; and as the Tide 
flows \ip to the Place, the River is navigable for Barges 
and fmall Vefiels of 50 or 60 Tons Burthen. In the 
Neighbourhood are ieveral fine Paper Mills : Here are 
tifo fome Dutch Inhabitants, who perform divine Ser- 
vice, in a Church called &t. FaitVs. 

Rjomney^ Old and N^w y the former, which lies a little 

to the S. W. of the latter, was a large Town, coiifift- 

-ing of 12 Wards, 5 Churches, a Pfiory and an Hofpital ; ' 

btit being deferted by the Sea, is now of no Note* The 

new Town, which it 73 M. from L$nd. and one of the

X inhabited^ Its chief Trade is grazing Cattle in that 

cxtenfive Level of very rich Pafture, called Romney^ 

^erfi).^ .at feveral fucceffive Periods inned from the Sea,' 

which by little and little withdrew itfelf from that Part 

oj tbeCoaft. This Marfh is computed to be 14 M. 
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long and 8 broad, inclading the adjacent lAztlkes of 
WattandzxiA Guifordi and has two Towns, iQPanflies, 
and 44,100 Acres of the richeft Pafture in England. In 
this Marfh, as well as \n other Parts of this County, 
Trees have been found lying at length, under Ground, 
as black as Ebony, and fit for Ufe when dried in the 
Sun. 

Hitbf^ 1^ VI. from Rumney^ 63 from Lwd. one of 
the Cinque Ports,, though it can at prefent hardly be 
called a Port, being (hut \xp with Sand Batiks, In a 
Vault under the Church is a furprffing ColU£lion of 
Bones and Skulls of a gigantick Size, placed in as good 
Order as Books in a Ltbrafy, with an Infcripttony de- 
noting that they are the Remains of the Danes^ killed in 
a Battle near this Place, before the Norman Conqueft. 
'The Pile is 28 Feet in Length, 6 in Breadth, and 8 in 
MeigKth. The Town is very remarkable for its plea*, 
fant Situation, the'Ground behind it beingonaconfi- 
derable Afcent ; and as the Soil is rich and fertile, and 
lies open to the enli^ning Sunbeams, here is the greats 
eft Quantity of Garden StuiF of all Kinds, produced in 
the utmoft Perfedion. Near this Town, among other 
natural' C'uriofities, '^are very hard Sort of Stones, moft 
of which are replete with Forms of Cockles and other 
Kinds of Shell FMh j but not the leaft Appearance of 
'their having ever been really Shells, this terreftrial Mi- 
micry of Shell Fi(b confifting of nothing more than the 
common Subftance of the Stone, Here is a fine paved 
Mrlitary-way from hence to Cant^rhury^ which evidently 
' appears to be the Work of the Romans \ it is called Sta-* 
vy Street. At a fmall Diftanee is a CskUe, on the De« 
clivity of a HiM, containing ten Acres ; it it a nobie 
Piece of Antiquity, and is thought to be the Pcrtus Lti'* 
manis of the Ramans 5 this is far from bein^ improbable^ 
as theSeadoubtlefs came up thus far, and as the Remains 
of the Walls contain many Roman Bricks, and a very 
' remarkable Cement^ fo ftrong, as ftill to retain perhaps 
ipore than its origimrt Hardnefs* The Walls were cons •• 
pofed of the Bricks abov^ mentioned, and Flints*. .

Doifir, 6 M. from Dealy and 7 1 from LonJ. another of 
the Cinque Ports, lies under a Ridge of Hills, fomewharhi 
the Form of a Semicircle. One of the Streets is cali'd Snare 
Gaitj from the dreadful Rocks of Chalk that hang over 
it. At the S. E. Entrance of the Town are the Re- 
mains of an HofpitaJ, founded by Hubert de Burghy E. 
of Kent. On the Pier of Dover K. Henrf the V tilth ex- 
pended 8o,oool. for making a Bulwark, which from y/r- 
cliff rzxi far out into the Sea to the Eaftward ; alfo in the 
Reigns oi Henry the Vllth and Edward the Vlth, great 
Care was taken to make this Harbour good, and keq> 
It in Repair. The Pier was finilhed A. D. 1585, by 
Queen Elizabeth's Care. It. was Sir John Thcn^ony CI. 
Parfon of .St. James's in Dover^ that made the Draught, 
and propofed to King Hefuy the Vlllth the repairing the 
Harbour and making the Pier, which was begun in I533> 
,and was compiled of two Rows of main Polls, aiui 
great Piles of 25 or 26 Feet in length, which were let into 
Holes hewn in the Rocks, and fome were (hod with 
Iron, and driven down into the chalky Ground i the 
Pofts and Piles were fattened together with Iron Bands, 
Bolts, Sec. and the Interftices filled with great Chalk 
Stones, Beach, &c« but the Bottom was all great Rocks 
of Stone, of twenty Tons each, brought from Folkftme 
thither, on Frames of Timber fupported by empty Ca(k$, 
&C. on the Water, at a fmall Expence ; and by the Con- 
trivance of one JahnYoungy to whom the King granted 
a Penitdn for his Ingenuity. The Pier was not finiflicd 
by 350 Feet fo far as it« Foundation went, which was 
called tlie Mole-beady and was made of Rocks broiig^t 
from a Place called Hark Cliffy or the Ca/ik J&y, and 
Foikfione, 

Dowr^Caftle is fituated upon the Southern End of that 
long Ridge of Rocks or fteep ClifFs, which run from 
Deal to that Opening which forms Dover Harbour, and 
receives the little River into the Sea. We (hall not attempt 
to defcribe thefe Cliffs ; it will be fufficient ^o recall 
to our Remembrance Shake/pearls beautiful Lines on the 
Sulgedl, in his Tragedy of King Ltar^

It lays 
claim to great Antiquity : Several old Writings fay it 
wa« buik by Juiim Cafar \ but the lofty Tower was 
built by Henry IL about the Year iiJ^J. lOot^r GajUg 
has been always ^iteem^d a Fortreft of grdat Conft* 
quence) kiid was by the Savons deenffbd the Key to the 
Kingdom^ biit is tdO high to hiirt any Slltp >at S&a> and 
by Land could not fkand a formal &\tgt half aDay. When 
ff^lliam thb Ctfnquei'dr had an Eye upbA this Kihgdom^ 
he made HarMf^^i^t to deliver him up this Caftie, with 
the WelU which is fixty Fa^om deep, feid to be the 
Work of Jafius Caf/ar, It is called by the Name of 
Mr. fP^tfon*s Cellar) and is round, large, aftd lined to 
the Bottom with Free-ftone. The Rcmaiftfe of the 
Royal PaIaoe> t^e Chapel^ Stables, and Offic^fi her^, 
thew the whole to have been very grand. There is kept 
here igt^t Oiriofity, coWitoonly called Queen Eliza^ 
trih's Pocket Piflol j it Is a Brafs Cannon, fuppofcd to 
be the longeft in the WorM, being aa Feetj and was 
l^refented to that Princefs by the States of Utrecht. It re- 
quires 15 Pounds of Powder, and fomefty it will throw a 
BaH 7 M. One Part of the Fortification is a circular Work, 
sa which ftands an "oM Church, faid le have beea built biy

Windows ar« more modern* The greateft Curiofity is 
l&e Rman Pharos^ or Wartch- tower, at the W. End of 
iti wherein was a Ring of Bells, which Sir George Raolf 
got removed to P^fmsuth* On another Rock, over 
againft the Caftle, and almoft as high, are Remains of 
another old Watch-tower, called Bredlnfltm^ and by the 
Vulgar DeviFs Drop^ from the Strength of the Mortar : 
By DyreJJy and others, it is called Aradefarh* Below the 
Caftle, under its fteepeft Cliff, near the oea, is aftrong 
Fort, and another oppofite to it, on the W, Side of the 
Harbour. 

£<7i/^toiV^ (probably' fb called from being a fandy 
Town) 10 M. from Canterbury^ 70 from Lend, the 
laft of the Cinque Ports, lies between Ramfgate and 
the South/orelandy at the B9ttom of a Bay, and at the 
Mouth of the Stoun It was formerly walled round, but 
now only on the N. and W» Sides, w;ith a Rampart 
and Ditch on the other. Here are 3 Churches 3 Hofpi- 
taJsj-a-free School and 2 Charity Schools : Its chief 
Trade at prefcnt confiftsin Shipping and Malting. Kinj 
Mdtoard the Confeflbr refided here a greatwhile. Near 
tbis Place Cafar probably landed, at both his Defcents 
upon Britain ; it being more likely than Dealy and bet- 
ter anfwers the Defcription he gives of the Place. It 
fuffefed much in jthc Wars with the Danes ^ &c. being the 
Place where King Canute^ in 10 15, inhumanly flit the 
Nofes, and cut off the Hands, of fuch Englijh as were gi- 
ven to Swain his Father for Hoftages. In 1217 it was 
burnt by the French. In 1457 ^^^ French/^gzxn plunder- 
ed and burnt this Town, landing 1500 Men, and kil- 
ling the Mayor and other Officers. Before the Gates 
are two Roman Tumult \ and on the S. Side by the 
Shore are 6 large broad Celtic Tumuli^ at equal Diftances, 
In the Way to Deal we pafs by ; 

Saiidcivn Cafile^ built together with Deai 2ind Wal^ 
m€r Cajlleim .by King Her^ry the Vlllth, to defend the 
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Coaft when he apprehended an Invafton, after be had 
thrown off the Pope's Yoke, and provoked the Esnperof 
by the Divorce of Queen Catharine. It confifts of four 
Luriets ofverythtck Stone arched Work, with many Port 
Holes for great Guns. In the Middle is a great round 
Tower with a Ciftem on the Top of it, and underneath 
an arched Cavern, Bomb-proof, The whole is cncom- 
pafied by a Foflce, over which is a Draw-bridge. 

^eenborough^ 34 M. from Lond, is a Borough Towny 
on tiie W. Side of the Ifland of Shepfey^ on the Bank 
of the MeJhjoaj. 

' In this Hand, on the N. Side, are Numbers of na- 
tural Curiofities found in the GHffs ; and feveral on the 
Beach, confifting of fine tranfpaxent Spars, like Cry- 
fial ; There are alfo among thefe a Sort of large Stone^ 
which, when broken, refembles Bees-wax, m feveral 
Parts of which there is a euxious Irradiation, in th^ 
torm of a Star, ufually called the ftarry waxen Vein : 
Befide which are manr curious Shells. 

Sheppey Ifland^ 7 M. from: Roehejfery lies between E» 
Swak and W. Swahy the 2 Mouths of the Midway^ 
of which the former faHs into the Sea, and the latter 
into the Thames \ it is 21 M. round, very fruitful in 
Corn, and always feeds a Multitude of Sheep, from 
which it takes its Name. The common Way to it from 
Kint is by King's Ferry: The Salt Marfhcs in this Ifland 
produce Abundance of marine Plants, and are viilted by 
Botantfls in the Summer Seafbn. 

Sheemefsy 2 M. from ^eenhorough^ 12 from Rochefter^ 
3 from Bbtck Stakes^ 37 from Lond. is a Town confift- 
ing of 3 clean Streets, has a regular Fortification and a 
Line of heavy Caimon.. Here is alfo a Yard for Builds 
ing Ships, which are generally 5th and 6th Rates, and 
the Channel from hence to Roehtfier affords a fafe Sation 
for Ships, On the 2 Shores of the Medway are 2 Cafties^ 
UpnorTLtii Gillingham^ which defend all the Ships riding 
above them. 

Other remarkable Places in Kent are, 

Bromleyy 9 M. from Lond, remarkable for the Palace 
cf the Bp* of Rochefter^ and a College pr Hofpital for 
^0 Qergymens Widows* Eltham

Ebbofttj 2 M. from Woolwich^ 7 from Lond* a pleafant 
litde Town, full of good Houfes. The ancient Fami- 
. ]y of the Vefch bad here their Capital Manfion, which 
Jintbony Beck Bp, of Durham afterwards converted in- 
to a Palace and gave it to Eleanor ^ Confort to Ed, L 
It is ttow a Seat of Sir John Shaw^ Bart. 

Sevenoakiy or as it is often called Sennocky from 7 tall 
Oaks formerly near it^ is 20 M. from Lond. and famous 
for ancient Battles. It is remarkable for an Hofpital and 
School, both well endowed, 

Dartfordy 7 M. from fFoolwichy 16 from Lond. is a 
handfome large Town, fituated on the River Dareni , 
The firft Paper Mill . in EngL was built here ; alfo the 
firft for flitting Bar Iron. Ed. Ill, built a Nunnery 
here, which Hen. VIII, converted into a Paface. In 
the Heath and Fields adjacent to Craysfordy about 3 M, 
. from Bromleyy are feveral Caves from 10 to ao Fathom 
deep, narrow at the Mouth and wide at the Bottom j 
faidto have been Receptacles for the Wives, Children 
andEffe<as of the SaxortSf whilft they were at War with 
the Britons, . 

Tunbridgey or Town of Bridges, fo called b^cadfe 
the River Tim^ and 4 other Streams of the River Aied- 
[ umy^ which rife in xhcTVeald^ run hither; over each of 
which is a Stone Bridge, 29 M, from Lond. and 5 S. E. 
of Sevenoakej has at prefentthe Ruins of aCaftlc, whifch 
flicw it to have been very large. It was built by Richard 
de Clarcy E. of Brionie in Normandy. The Caftle Hill 
affords a very beautiful Profpeft of the Town and ad- 
jacent Country, The River Medway is made navigable 
up to it, fince which the T6vvn has flourilhed : TJipre 
is alfo a free Grammar School. The Priory, of wMch 
there are ftill confiderale Remains, was founded alfol^y 
R* de Clare E. of Brionie. 

Five M, from Tunhridge Town, and 34 ixdm Lond. 
at the very Edge of the County, are Tunhridge JVelU j 
much frequented on account of their mineral Waters, 
The Weils, commonly called Tunbridge^ are in t3ie 
Vmfjxoi Speldhurjly at the Botton of the Wulksneas 
E 6 . the 
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the Chapel ; there are 2 of thenfi, htit 01* onTy orfcd hf 

thofe who drink the Waters, 

The Walks are hahdfomely paved ; on one S?de is the 
Affembly Room, the Coffee Rooifts^ the Bookfellers 
Libraries, Shops fdr Jewellers, Rtilliners, Toys^ Chma^ 
and Tunbridge Ware, which is itiStde htrre to great Per- 
fe<aion but of Holly, Chetry-Tree arid Sycamore j 
of which a great Quantity gro\^s hiereabotit. On the 
other Side the Walks are Coffee RocJms, another AlPem- 
bly . Room and Taverns, and a feW^OUfee for Lodg- 
ings. The Mufic Gallery is in the Kliddfc of the 
Walks, which are beautifulty ihaded with Trees : A 
Piazza extends from the upper End to the Bottom, 
quite down to the Wolls. Here is an exceeding good 
Market for Meat, Fifh, and Poultry. The Roufesand 
Lodgings are very neat and comttiodious ; moft of them 
on the Hills contiguous, called MouHt Sion^ Mount 
Ephraim and Mount rleafant. The Rocks, called the 
high Rocks, are about a M. from the Walks,, of which 
there are a vaft Number adjoining to each other, the 
Space of a Quarter of aM. Several of them are 70 or ^ 
J eet high ; and at many Places there are Cliffs and Ca^ 
vities, that lead through them by narrow dark Paffages j 
and their being fttuated among Woods, by a little wind* 
ing Brook, makes them afford a moft retired gloomy 
and delightful Scene, 

Iron Ore is alfo dug in feveral Parts hereabout, and 
there are feveral Founderies, within 3 or 4 M. of the 
Wells, where Cannon of large Dimenfions are made. 

Lenham^ a little Town at the Source of the Len^ a 
Rivulet, which falls into the Midway at Maidjlone^ nfi 
Miles from London^ 9 from Matdftone^ 

Siuinghorney 41 M. from Lond. is a neat and welL- 
built Village and is a Poft Town, though at prefent'it 
has no Market ; but being a confiderable Thorough- 
fare in the Road to Dover ^ is furnifhed with many 
good Inns. 

JVyey 10 M. from Lenham^ 57 from Lond. ftands on 
the River Siour^ over which it has a Bridge. Its Churchy 
which has not been long rebuUt| is a ftately Edifice. 

4/b/ord, 
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Mforij n^. ftom Hithfj 57 from Land, (lands in 
the Road from Lond, to Hitbe^ at a Ford over a Rivulet, 
near the Head of the Stour, Here is a far^e Church, 
which was JFormerly collegiate. We fliall finilh the To- 
pography of tCent^ with a Survey of the principal Places 
on the Coaft. 

Zyd in Romney Marfty^ 75 M. from Lond. is pretty 
populous, and the chief Town in Wtymarjh^ in which 
is uunginefsy Well known to Sailors. 

PalkJIanej 4 M. from Htthe^ 69 from Lond, one of the 
Cinque Ports, and has a Harbour for fmall Ships : Here 
are the Ruins of a Watch-Tower, on a Hill called Caffk^ 
HilL The Antiquity of this Town is fufficiently proved 
by the. great Number of Roman Coins, and Britijh or iJ«- 
man Bricks, which arc frequently found hfcre. 

Sandgate Cajile built by Hen. VIII. lies on the Sea- 
Shore, a little to the S* of Folkjfoney has many good 
Houfes in it, and 16 Guns or more to defend the Fifh- 
ing Craft, from Infults of Privateers in Time of War. 

Dealy 4 M. from Sandwich^ 74 from Lond. is a hand- 
fome large Town. Here Ships generally ftop, if home* 
ward bounds to diTpatch Letters, and notify their Arri- 
val ; if outward bound, to take in frefli Provifion. 
This Town is now become very populous, from the Rc- 
fortof Seamen lying in the Downs. It is defended on 
the N. by Sandown Cajile^ and on the S^ hy PealCaJlle ; 
at a fmall Diftance is fValmet^CaJHe^ in each of which 
are many Things remarkable. Thefe three were built 
by Hen, VIII. Hence to Dover^ there is a Ridge of 
Rocks, ftretching 7 M. along the Shore, which abounds 
with Samphire. 

IJle ofThaneSy about 9 M. in Length from E. to W, 
and 8 M. from N. to S. contains 10 Parifhes, but only 
7 Parifli Churches. The lower Side of the Ifland, on 
the S. and S. W. abounds in Pafturage, but it lies low 
and marfliy, and the Inhabitants of it arc much fubjeft 
to Agues. On the upper Part, to the E. and N. it is 
feparated from the Oceanbyahigh perpendicular ClifF 
of Chalk. The Roads about the Ifland ate rendered fo 
Intricate^ % means of many Ihort Turnings,^ as to be 
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extremely dMagreeable to thofe who are. not weir ac-' 
quainted with them j for the Bye-roads are Hy no means 
fit for quartering Carriages. In fome of the low Marfhes 
near the Sea, a large Field is opened to the Obfervation 
of the curious Botanift ; many rare and vuluable Plants 
being found there. The prodigious Quantity of Fennel, 
which grows wild, forms, in fome Places near the Sea^ 
Hedges of almoft a Mile in Length, If the Value of 
the Honey which is produced here was known, the In- 
habitants would certainly take Care to procure inore 
of it. It is remarkably fine, and probably receives 
its peculiar Advantage of Flavour from the great Abund- 
ance of wild Thyme which the Bees every where find, 
on the Banks and m the Hedge Rows. 

Mcngate, or St,JoM$y\s fituated on theN. Side of the 
Ifland, and is a Member of the Town and Port of Dover ^ 
to which it is fubjeft in all Matters of civil Jurifdiftion. 
It lies 72 M. S. £. of Lond. The principal Street is near 
a M. in Length, and built ^n an eafy Defcent, by which 
Means the upper Part is clean ana dry, but the lower 
End much other wife. It is difficult to determine at 
what Time Margate Pier was firft built ; but as, fince 
the Inning of the Level on the S. Side of this Ifland, the 
Sea has borne harder on the E. and N, Sides, fo that the 
Land on each Side the Creek was, in Procefs of Time, 
quite walhed away by the Sea, the Inhabitants were- 
obliged to build a Pier, to prevent their Town from being 
overflown* This Pier was at firft but fmall, and went 
but alittleWay from the Land j but the Cliffs ftill conti- 
nuing to wafli away» it has been by Degrees enlarged to 

* what it now is. This Pier is maintained and prefervpd 
by certain Rates or Payments, called Droits, for all.. 

' Goods and Commodities {hipped or landed. 

Provifions here are good, but in general dear. Large 
Quantities of Filh are. taken, the fineft of which bear a 
gcod Price, the reft are fold cheap enough. The prin- 
cipal Houfe of Entertainment is the New Inn, kept by 

. Mitchener, The Bathing-rooms are aot large, but con- 
venient. There are three of thefe Rooms which employ 
eleven Machines till near the Time oi High-wat^r,. 

which 
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^hkh, at the Ebb of thr Tide, ibmetitim runs two o^ 
tiiree hundred Yardy into the Bay. The Sands are fb 
:iafe and clean, and every Convenience for bathing, is 
-carried to fo great PerfcAion, that it is no Wonder thk 
Place ihould be freiquented' by,' fuch Multitudes of Peo- 
fie^ who go" into 'the Sea dither for Heakh orPleafure. 
TWoPhyfiddhs ufiialfy refide here, during the Summer 
Sesfhn^' The fioys vfually leave Margati on Friday tut 
S}tiUerdf^y lani Lmdon on Wtdnefiay or Thurfday. Pa£- 
fengers^^y ai. 6i:^ and the Freight of Baggage is incotir 
fideraible.. They fometimes make the Paflage in eight 
Hours, and at others in two or three Days, juft as the 
•Winds and Tides happen to be for, or againft,. them. 
The Aflembly Room here is Part of the New-Inn ; it 
fiands on the Fara^ and commands a fine View of the 
•Harbour and Roads. Here is a Play-Houfe, where a 
Company of Comedians from Canterhury perform three 
Times in the Week. It is ufual to walk for fome Timei 
after Bathing. The Places moft frequented for this Pur- 
pofe are the Parade, the. Fort, and the Rope Walk. . 
rWhen the Tide is ebbed, many Perfbns go on theSands, 
to collect Pebbles, Shells, Sea-weeds, &c. which, al- 
tho' of no great Value, are efteemed as Matters of Cu^ 
riofity by thofe to whom fuch ObjeSs have not been fa- 
miliar. Thefe Sands extend, for fome M. along the 
Shore, quite fmooth and dry, at low Water, and may 
be palTed with Safety 6 Hours in the Day. Here are 
thofe venerable Monuments of Antiquity, the Banks of 
Hacken-Down^ or Field of Battle- Axes. There are two 
Cumuli or Barr&weSy of Earth, the Tombs of fome of 
the chief Officers, killed in a bloody Battle, fought on 
this Spot, between the Saxons, Englijhy and the Danei^ 
in the Reign of King Ethehvolf, in the year 853. In the 
Light Houfe, which is a ftrong o£lagon Building of 
flint,, on an Eminence near the ClifF, on the Point of 
the North Foreland, a Fire of Coals is kept blazing all 
Night, on the Top of it, for the Direction of Mariners. 
As Parties refort thither for dining. Tea, &c. two Booths 
are built for their Reception, and Attendance is given 
by the Light-keeper.

This is intended as a 

Place of Refuge for Ships to flee to in hard Gales of 

Wind from S. E. to E. N. E. when they are expofed to 

the utmoA Danger mAie Dcmms^ htManJion^ in this 

Parifh, is a very large Cavern, cut out of the Cbklk, 

and fupported by Pillars of the fame. It being efteemed 

curious, many Strangers think it worth a Vifit. 

Feverjham^ 48 M« from Lond* commodioufly fituated 
in the moft plentiful Part of this County, has a Bay or 
Creek from the Swale^ very ufcful to Commerce ; it 
confifts chiefly of one long Street, but is very populous. 
Kearthts Place are fome antient Pits, 100 Feet deep, 
very narrow at the Top, but for what Ufe is uncertain* 
About half a M. from the Town, there appears in the 
Cliff, a Stratum of Shells of the white Conchites, in 
a greeniih Sand, not above 2 Feet from the Beach. The 
Abbey was founded by King Stephen^ A. D, 1148. and 
now belongs to the Marquis of Rockingham, 'Tis fo 
antient a Town, that it waft a royal Ikmefne in 802, 
and in JK?««J5^V Charter, called the King's little Town. 
King Atheljian in 903, fummoned a great Council here, 
in which he ena^ed feveral Laws. Here King James II* 
was flopped on board a Smack, when he was flying away 
to France^ on the Arrival of the Pr. of Or^ng^.^ 

Milton^ 
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Hdikon^ 10 M. from Rocheftcr^ 42 from Loni* The 
Church is near a M. from the Town, which has a Port 
fot Barges, but is fo hid among the Creeks of that called 
the E, Swak^ that it is hardly to be feen, though it is 
.a large Town, with a confiderable Market for Corn» 
Fruit, and other Provifions \ but it is mod remarkable 
/or the Quantity and Goodnefs of its Oyfters. 

Gravefend^ 22 M. from Lorul. is a populous PJace'y 
full of Seamen : The Church is one of the 50 new ones» 
built by Aft of Parliament. 

JVoolwich^ 3 M. from Gremwich^ 9 from Lond. is 
reckoned, in Point of Seniority, the Mother Dock of 
the royal Navy, and to have furniibed as many Ships of 
War, as any two Docks in EngL The whole Place is 
taken up with it ; the Gun Yard is called the Warren 
or Park, where they make Trial of their Guns, Mor- 
tars, ^c, 7 or 8000 Pieces of Ordnance have been laid 
up here at one Time for Ships and Batteries, together 
uvith Stores of all Kinds in great Plenty : The largcft 
Ships may ride here fafely, even at low Water : A 
Guard Ship generally rides here, efpecially in Time of 
War : Its Church is alfo one of the 50 new ones. 

"Gnenwiehy 5 M. from Lond. formerly noted for bct2% 
the Harbour of the Dtfw> Fleet ; after which the Town 
"Was remarkable for being a royal Seat, bnilt by Humphry 
Duke of Gloucejteu . On the Top of a Hill ii| the Park, 
there is a moft delightful Profpe£b of the winding Riveju 
Lond. green Meadows, l£c. Here K, Charles II. eredled 
a royal Obfervatbry. The Earl of Narthtitnpton built 
an Hofpital here, and liberally endowed it \ but what 
Greenwich particularly boafts of is, that the immortal 
Que^n Eiixeiheth wds bom there. It has fince been ren- 
dered remarkable, by a magnificent Hofpital for decayed 
Seamen, whohayeferved their King and Country. This 
fumptuous Edifice is fcarce to be paralleled in the World ; 
iti noblfe Hall is finely painted by the late Sir James, 
^Ixfmhiii: There is alfo a fine Statue of K. George IK 
on a Pedeftal in the Area, fronting its noble Terrace by 
^he iTjameSj and a moil. elegant Chapel is lately ereSed. 
The Number of difabled or fuperannuated Seamen main- 
tained 
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here are about loco : The fcveral Benefa^tiocs to this 
noble Charity, hung up at the'Entrance of the Hal), 
amounnt to 58,209 £. befide the late Earl of Derwent^ 
water^s Eftate of near 6000 ^, a Year, voted by Pan- 
liament to this Ufe/ Its Parifh Church is one of the 
50 new ones. 

The Heath near this Town, called Black-Heathy pcr^ 
. haps from its black Soil, enjoys a good Air, and has 
been the Scene of fevcral Anions with Rebels, as well 
as the Rendezvous of royal Armies, On the S. Side of 
it is an Hofpital, built by Sir John Morden. It is a fpa- 
cious Stru£lure, in the Form of a College, for the 
Reception of decayed Merchants, to the Number of 40. 

Charlton^ on the N, Side of the Heath, is a pleafant 
well-built Village, with one of the fineft Churches in 
the County. 

Deptford^ is the firft Town from Lond. in the Coun^ 
ty of Kent^ which, though it has no Market, is divided 
into upper and lower Towns, and has 2 Churches, the 
neweft of which is one of the 50 new Churches, lately 
built by the Commiffioners ; but what it \i more remark- 
able for, is the noble Dock, lately much enlarged ; it 
Jias a wet Dock of 2 Acres for Ships, and another of 
an Acre and a half for M^s, with all neceffary Officers 
.fcftf. Here is a Corporation, for the Benefit of Seamen 
.-and Navigation, in the Form of a College, called Trini^ 
^y-haufe. 

The chief Antiquities, ^c. of Kent. 

Mailing ^Abheyy was founded by Edmonds Brother to 
Athdftany A. D. 944. 

Reeuher Ahbty^ of which the Towers ftill remain, was 
built by oTi^BaJpiy a prieft, A. D. 669. 

Jllington CaJiUy was built by Sir Stiphinde Ptrche/ler,. 
about the Year 12B2. 

Bever CaftUy was built hy Xhomas de Hever^ in the 
.Reign of Edwardlil. It is now the Seat of iJtf*<rr Hum-- 
frefsy Efq. 

. Cowling CaJUi^ was built by l^xA CMam^ in the 
Year 1381. 
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Saltwaad CaJIky was built by the Romans. In the 
Year 1^36 3 Haldeny a noble Saxon^ gave it to Egelnotb 
Archbifliop of Canterbury \ but, in rrocefs of Time, 
it came to Sir Braoke Brit^esy Bart, in whofe Family it 
fiill continues. 

A Fortification near Woolwich^ on the River Ravenf^ , 
bom J the Area of which is inclofed with treble Ram- 
parts and Ditches, very high and deep, near 2 M« iit 
Compafs ; It is fuppofed to be a Work of the Romans^ 
but when,' is uncertain. 

A hard Floor or l^avement near Himton^ on the Aftrf- 
tvay. It lies about 6 Yards below the Surface of the 
Ground, and is compofed of Shell or Shell-like Stones^ 
an Inch Deep, and feveral Yards over : Though they 
are of the conchite Sort, and refemble the teftaceoust 
:Kind of Sea Fi(b, yet it does not appear, that any 
Floods from the River ever reached fo far as this Place. 

Ketth^Coif-'Houfe^ a Monunient of large Stones near 
\Aylesfordy fome pitched on one End, others lying acro6 ; 
fuppofed to be die Tombs of Kentegem and Morbus^ % 
Danijh Princes, killed here in Battle. 
, Ricbborougb CqftU^ i M. from Sandwich^ is a moft 
noble Remnant of Koman Antiquity built in the Time 
'0( Thfodafiuh It appears, to have had two Gate^; a 
large one in the Middle of the Weftern Wall, and a 
leflcr in th^JNorthcrn : Tivs Gate, having within a Cen- 
tury had the^ Figure of a Woman's Head over it in 
Stone, which was imagined by fome to be that of Qu. 
Bertha^ was. called the Maiden Gate* The Walls, on 
3 Sides, are pretty eilitice ; and the old Walls of a 
Tower, . built i|vith Flints and long Bricks, cemented 
with a Sort of Sand, /which by. Time is become as 
hard as a Stone : Roman Coins are often found h'ere. 
In the Way from hence t<%Sandwicby upon an Eminence, 
•is the Remainder of an Amphitheatre, made of Turf, 
fuppofed to have been for the Exercife or Diverfion 
of the Roman Garrlfoh. Before Sandwich Gate are a 
Roman Tumuli, and t6 the S; on, the Sea-fhorc, are 6

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5- Saxm*'ltis bounded on the S, by the Tbaf^t^ which 
divides it from Surrey j on the E. W. by the River Lea^ 
and Ai^re Ditcb^ which divide it from E£ix ; on the 
W, by the River C^/n and the Shire Ditch, which fcpa* 
^ate it from Buciingbaai/hire ; and on the N, by Hertford*' 
'jhire. It is about 2i M. in Length,, 15 in Breadth, and 
80 in Circumference ; contains the '^ vaft Cities .of 
Lond. and Weftmnfter^ 73 Pari&es, befides Chapels of 
Eafe, and 5 Market XownSj exclufive of the faid 
Cities ; is divided in(K> fix Hundreds and a Liberties. 

The Ufhole County is exceeding fruitful both in Corn 
and Pafture, and,' by the Neighbourhood of Lond, and 
fVe/iminJiery the moft rjch and populous in the Kingdom. 

London is the Met^opoV^. pf EtigL the Capital of all 
the Britijh Dominions, and the paoil celebrated City in 
the whole World, for the Number and Wealth of its 
Inhabitants, its univerfal Commerce, its Eftabliihments 
for Learning, and its numerous Fovindations of Charity* 
It was originally a .Roman City, and founded aboutthe 
Year49j. 

It isiituated on, the,N. Side of the Than^Sy with a 

identic Kife from that, noble Rivey, and.ftand^ on a gravel*^ 
y loamy Soil,.. which greatly conduces to the Health 
of its numerous Inhabitants. It is encompaflied witti 
fine Kitcl^en-gardens, delightful Plains, and beautiful 
Elevations, whiqh are adprned with a great Number of 
magnificent Coi^itry-houfe^ pf its Citizens. No City 
in the World is better fupplied. with Lights, the 
Allowance for thq publicje Lamps being icpoo /. a 
Year, exclufive of th# paa,ny private ones belbngiog ta 
the principal Citizens, Taverns, ^c* and with regiard 
to Water, alnaoft every Houfe is furniflied with Pipes, 
cither from the Thames^ the New Rwer^ or the Ponds at 
Hamflpad. 

A^ it would require mpre Room, than can be allowed 
In this Epitonie, to. d^Ccribe the fevera) Parts 9f th« 
City, and its ma|>y <;uri^us Particulars, we fhall only 
giveafhort Account of the puj^lick Suildings^ begin'^ 
xiipg wii^ the Chucchas. 
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. I. St. FauTs Cathedral, which is juftljr efteejned the 
moft fumptuous and magnificent Proteftant Church in the 
World. This Stru£ture is fuppofed to have been founded 
in the Year 6io, by Ethelbert^ the Saxon King, on or 
near the Place, where formerly there was a Temple oif 
Diana. It has fcveral Times fuffered greatly by Fire 
and Lightning j but by the general Conflagration in 
1666, it was entirely deftroved ; and afterwards rebuilt, 
after a Model of Sir Chriftopher Wren. It is tuilt of 
fint Portland Slone^ in Form of a Crofs, refembling St. 
PeUr^s at Rome. There are two Ranges of 120 Pilafters 
each on the Outfide, one above another, befides 20 Co- 
lumns at the E. and four on the W, End, befides thofe 
of the Porticoes. The Afcent to the N. Portico is by 
12 Steps of black Marble, the Dome of whic)i is fup« 
ported by 6 very ipacious Columns^ and over them the 
King's Arms with the Regalia, fupported by 2 Angels, 
under whofc Feet arc a Lion and an Unicorn. The 
Afcent to the South Portico is by 25 Steps, and over 
the Door-cafe is a Phoenix with its Wings expanded, 
in Flames, and under it the Word Refurgam. The 
W, Portico (to which there is an Afcent by elegant 
Stairs, fo broad, that at lead 80 Men a-breaft may 
inount the firft) is fupported by 12 C&lumns ; and a* 
bove them 8 others fupport a Gallery, on which the. 
Hiftdry of St. Pauti Converfion is boldly carved in 
Bas Relief. The Roof of the Choir is fupported by 6 
ipacious Pillars ; and the Roof of the Church by 2 
Rargers, coniifting of 20 more. The Gupulo has 8, 
and there are 2 very large ones at the W. End, all of 
them adorned with Pilafters of the Corinthian and Com* 
pofite Orders; an elegant Balcony of Iron runs round the - 
Cupola, on the Infide, which is finely painted in Chiart 
ofcuro by the late Sir James ThomhilL The Floor ot the 
Choir is of Marble, and that within the Rails of Por- 
phyry, finely poliflied. The Altar-piece has 4 noble 
Pilafters, finely painted and veined with Gold, in. li- 
mitation of Lapis Lazuli, with Enrichments and Capi- 
tals double gilt. Between the inner and outer Roof of 
the Church, there is a confiderable Space, wherein, at 
I the 
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the E. End, i'ound the circular Sweep, is a whifpering 
Place, where the Beating of a Watch may be heard, at 
^he Diftance of i lo Feet. 

2. St. Mary U Bow is a large and elegant Strudure ; 
. but its greatdft Ornament is its Steeple, the Architect 
ture of which excels that of any other parochial Church 
in Europt. 

3* St. BHigefs^ or St. Brid^s^ is a very beautiful 
Struifture, and moft elegant Steeple; Built by Sir Chrifto-^ 
pber Wren. 

4. St. Stephen Walbrooke is one of the moft elegant 
Pariih Churches in EngL and was alfo built by that cele* 
brated Architeft Sir Chriftopher IVren. It is iituated be-, 
bind the Manfion Houfe ; and from its Appearance on 
the Outfide, no Perfon would expe£t to find fo many 
beauties within. 

5. Temple Church is one of the moft elegant Gothic 
S trudures inEngL fupported by neat flender Pillars of SuJ/ex 
Marble. Here are many remarkable antient Monu-> 
ments, particularly of 9 Knights Templars, executed in 
Marble in their full Proportions : . 6 of them are crofs* 
legged, and therefore fuppofed to have been engaged in a 
croifade Expedition againft the Infidels in the^^^ Land., 

Several other Churches, befides thofe we have men'* 
tioned, equally merit Obfervation \ but the Limits we 
are confined to, oblige us to haften to the other publick 
Buildings in this Metropolis. 

I. The Tower. This was formerly a royal Palace^ 
but at prefent the chief Fortrefs of the City. Here are 
kept the Artillery, and a M^azine of fmall Arms for 
60, 000 Men ; here is alfo a beautiful and grand Horfe Ar« 
niour}^, like thofe of Brpjfeh zn^ Drefden^ where, a- 
mong others, are 15 Figures of \iitEngliJh Kings on 
Horfeback, both the Men and Horfes as big as the 
Xife, together with a filver Armour of ^ John of Gaunt 
ieven or ^ight Feet high. Here are kept the antient 
Records of the Court -of Wejiminjier \ the Jewels and 
Ornaments of the Crown, and other Regalia ; the Board 
of Ordnance ; a Mint for coining .Money ; Dens foe 
Lyons^ Tygers, and other foreign Beafts, (Su 

i 
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2. The Royal Exchange^ fituated on Cornhill^ near 
th€ .Middle of the City, is the fintft Building of the 
Kind in the World. It was firft ere£led by Sir Thomas 
Grejham ; but that Building being deftroyed by the dread* 
fill Fire in 1666, another more large and elegant was 
finiflied in 1669. 'Tis 203 Fe^t long without, and 
171 broad ; and the Quadrangle within, which is a 
Parallelogram, is 144 Feet long and 117 broad, having 
Piazzas all rpund fupported with 28 Columns, to (bel- 
ter the Merchants from Sun or Rain. Over thefe Piaz- 
zas are 24. Niches, 1 8 of which are filled with Statues of 
the Kings and Queens, from Ed. I. to his late Ma)efty, 
all adorned with the Enfigns of Royalty, c?ccept that of 
yames II. which is drefled in Habit of a Roman Cafar^ 
with a brcdccn Batoon in his Hand. In the Center, on 
a Marble Pedeftal 8 Feet high, is the Statue of King 
Charles II. in a Roman Drefs. 

3. London-Bridge^ which connefts the City to South' 
warky is a very expenfive, but inelegant Stru£ture. It 
had two Rows of Houfes on it like a Street 5 but thefe 
are now taken down; and the whole Fabrick repaired, 
which has rendered the paifing over it more eafy, and 
alfo prevented the many terrible Accidents, that have 
attended feveral, who have at-tempted to pafs under the 
Arches in Boats, ^e. 

' 4. The Monument is p magnificent round Pillar of 
Portland Stone of the Doric Order, erefted to perpe* 
ftuate the Memory ot the dreadful Conflagration of this 
City, in the Beginning of September 1666. It is 15 
Feet Diameter, and 202 Feet high from the Ground, 
theexa<St Diftance of the very Spot from it, where the 
Fire broke out. It ftands on a Pedeftal, 40 Feet high 
and 21 fquare, adorned with ingenious Emblems in 
Bajfo Relievo, Within the Pillar is a curious geome- 
trical winding Stair-cafe of 345 Steps, with Iron Rails 
all the Way up to a fair Balcony, within 30 Feet of the 
Top; to which it is finely fluted on the Outfide, from 
the Pedeftal to the very roint, which refemblcs an Urn 
with a golea Flame, 

5. The 
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5. The Mmnfim Houfe is a very grand StnuElurey qccc- 
ted qa the Site of Stocks- Market^ for the Refidence of 
tile Lord Mayor of this City.' 

. 6. GdU^katt^ or the Tawa^houfe of LomL is a vene- 
rable andcommodious Pile of j^uilding. The great Hall 
IS 153 Feet in Length, 50 in ^readth, and 55 in 
Heighth. Befides the Figures of 2 Giants, which 
werp here before the Fire, it is adorned with fev^ral iine 
Pieces of Painting, and feveral Colours and Standards^ 
t^ken from the French at th^ Battle of RamilUiS. 

7. Si9n College^ near Lond. Wall, is oarticularly ap- 
propriated to the Ufe of the Clergy 01 Lond. who are 
eonftituted a Corporation,, by the Name of the Prefident 
land Fellows of Sion Colltge. Here is a v^y flourifliijig 
publick Library, of about 2O9OOO Books in mod Lan- 
guages and Faculties, both printed and manufcript. 

8. CilUge ofPhyJicianSj is, x large and magnificent Struc- 
ture, (on the W. Side of (VarwUk-Laney) cre^ed in 
1682. In the Front of the Hall towards the Court, is 
a Statue of KixigCharUs 11. well executed in Stone i 
another pf Sir John Cutler^ on the W, Side of the ana- 
tomical Theatre ; and in theg^eat Hall a oioit elegant 
marble Bufto of Dr. Harvey. 

. 9. College of Heralds^ is a neat and fpacious Build- 
ing, and the Hall adorned with feveral excellent Portrait 
Paintit^s, Here are kept Records of the Coats of 
Arms of all the Families and Names in Er^. when 
granted, and oia what Occafion. 

10* Do£iors Commons^ is a fpacious commodious Struc- 
ture, with feveral handfome Courts. Here the Judges 
oi the Admiralty, thofe of the Court of Delegates, 
the Court of Arches, the Prerogative Court and Office, 
with the Dodors that plead Caufes, and the Proctors 
that d^aw up the Pickings, all live in a collegiate 
Manner. 

II. The two Temples, diftingaiflied by the Inner and 
Mddle Temples J were antiently the Dwellings of two re- 
iigioiis Orders ; namely the Knights Templars, and the 
Knights Hofpitallers of St. John of JerufaUm. The 
Buddings are very neat, divided into feveral Courts, 
t have 
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hzvt each a fpacious Hall adorned with the Portraife of 
feveral Noblemen j and very pleafant Gardens to the 
Banks of the Thames. 

BtCides the 7 emplesy there are Inns of Chancery with- 
in the Liberties of the City, namely, Furnevah Inn, 
Staplers Inn^ Bamard''5 Irm^ Thavy^s inrt, Oifforts "titn, 
NeVQ Inn znA Serjeanfs Innu 

12. Chrift*s 'Hofpitalj was formerly a Houfe of Gny 
'Friarsy but now a royal Foundation, adjoining to Chriji'^ 
Churcfj in Newgate- Street ^ founded by K. Ed, VI. for 
the Entertainment and Education of the Children of 
poor Citizens of both Sexes. A mathematical School 
was founded here rn 1673 by K. Charles II, iand a ftately 
Writing-School was eredled here in 1694 by ^itjohn 
'JH$^y Knight and Alderman, 

1 3. Grejham College is a noble antient Structure, found«- 
cd by Sir Thomas Gre/ham^ for Leftures in the feven liberal 
Sciences. It is built of Brick, round a Court 144. 
Tcet fquare* 

14. St. Bartholomew's Hofpiial is a very large and 
beautiful, Strufture, andlrt fo flo^urilhing a Condition, 
^hat in 7 Years 32,872 poor fickand lame People )iave 
been taken into it, and 30,543 cured and difchargedi 

15. Bethlehem Hofpiial^ vulgarly called Bedlam in Moor-' 
fields^ is a ftately Fabrick, for the Reception of poor 
Lunatics. It is 54b Feet in Length, and 40 in- Breadth 5 
containing a great Number of convenient Cells orfmaH 
Rooms, where the poor Patients are taken care of. Two 
beautiful Wings were lately added, for the Reception 
of fuch of the Lunatics as are incurable : Thefe Wings 
and the Portico are each of them adorned with 4 Pilaf- 
ters. Entablature, and circular Pediment of the Cfrw- 
thian Order, and on a Pediment over the grand 
Gate, ai^e theFigur^s'of two' Lunatics; exquifitely car- 
ved, by Mr. C/M^r Father of the late Poet Laureat. 

Weftniinjler has been for many Years famous for the 
Palaces of our Kings, the Seat of our Law-Tribunals^ 
and of the high Court of Parliament. 

The elegant Buildings in this City and its Liberties 
arc ilmoft innumerable, fo that we can only- mention 
the 'principal in tlxis compendious Treacife. i« 
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- 1. WeftmnfliT^Ahhtf^ or the Abbey Church of St,^ 
Peter y \^ a truly venerable Pile ; and in it moft of the' 
Britijh Monarchs have had thek Scepters and Sepulchres, • 
The Length of the Abbey \s 489 Feet, the Breadth of 
the W. End 66, and that of the Crols Ifle i8q : The 
Height of the middle Roof is 92 Feet. The Nave and 
Crofs-Ifles of the Church are fupported by 50 flendcr 
Pillars of Suffix Marble, all of the antient Gothic Or- 
der* This Stru^^ure has 12 Chapels^ viz. Edward the 
Confeflbr's, Henry VIFs, St. BenediO's^ St. EdmuncPs^ St, 
Nlcola^s, St. Patd^Sy St. John Baptifi^ £ra/miis\ St. 
yohn the Evangeltfi's^ St. MchaeFsy St. Jndrew\ and St. 
Blatffs ; and in thefe are the funecal Monuments of 
many of our Britijh Kings and Nobility^ In the Con- 
ieflbrfs Chapel are the two Cha<rs, in which our Kings 
and Queens have been crowned, ever fince Ed. I. wh« 
l$rought hither, among other Spoils taken from the ScoU 
in 1297^ the famous marble Stone, placed under one of 
the Chatr^y on which the Kings of £r^//(7»^/ had. been 
cit^wned maaiy Ages. But the Chapel of Hen. VII. is 
1»y fabthe nhoft magniii(^nt of all ; and LeJandczlls k 
^e Miracle if the World. At the W. End of it are 
three fpacious Portals of folid Brafs, finely adorned with 
Figures of Rofes, Iffc which open into a Room, where 
Ihe lower Houfe of Convocation formerly fat. The 
Roof is-fupported by 12 Pillars and Arches of the Gothic 
Order, enriched with carved. PortcuUices, Figures of 
Fruit, fcfr. The Floor is paved with Marble, and the 
whole Building is in Form of a Cathedral, with a Nave 
arid two Side-Ifles* At the Eaft*End is a fpacious Win- 
dow of painted Glafsj.befides 13 other Windows above, 
and as many below, on the N. and South Sides. Un- 
der each x>i. t^ie. upper Row of Windows, are 5 Figures 
jjlaced in. Niches, . and under thcra an equal N umber of 
Angels: fupportingi imperial Crowds. Here is a moft 
fuperb Monument, erefled to the Memory of the royal 
Founder and^his Queen.

Crofi ; St. Janufs^ on the S. Side of PkcadiUy ; St. 
FauFi Covent Garden, built after a Deiign of that 
great ArchiteS: Inigo Jones ; the Chapel of Line^Ws-hn^ 
by the fame Artift ; St. Leonar£s^ in Sh9re4itch ;. Cbrift'^ 
Churchy in Spittal-fieUs \ and St. Mary\ IJUngtm. 

The other pubiic BuUSngs^ which More fartia^rfy 4^- 
firve Notice^ he this City and Libertyy are^ 

1. fFeftminfler-Hallj fuppofed origioally tm have been 
been a Palace, and ere&ed by Ed, thr Gonfefibr. The- 
Hall is reckoned one of the largefl Rooms in Europe^ 
being 228 Feetlohg, 66 broad, and 90 high ; stnd not- 
withftanding its Dimenfidns, is fupported by Buttrefs 
without one Pillar. Here the three great Coitrts, nfinie- 
iy, the Cbaneeryj King^s Benchy and Compton'-PUaft ^^ 
held ; and above Stairs, that of the Exchequer.. 

2. The two Hou&s of Parliament, in one of which 
the Commons hold their Seffion, and in die other the Lords. 

3. We^minJier^Bridge^ allowed to be one of the ao- 
blelt Stru^urcs in Europe^ is built of thfe fineft Portland 
Stone, and contains 1 3 grand and fpacioas Arches. 

4. The Banquetting-Houfe at fVhiuhalL, built by the 
iselebrated Inigo Jones^ is a lofty, fpadous and noble 
Structure of hewn Stone, and adorned with an upper 
and lower Range of the Ionic and Compofite Orders. 
The Roof is covered with Lead, fixrrounided with a 
fialuftrade of Stone^ aad^the Ceiling curioufly painted 
by Rubens^ 

5. St. Jamei^s Palace^ on the N. Side of the Park, has 
been generally the Winter Refidence of our Kings, 
fmce the Burning of Whitehall, it is an irregular Build- 
n^, and. makes no extraordinary Appeamnce either to 

the 
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ifie Street or Park, but has many beautiful and magni- 
ficent Apartments. It was built by Hen, ill. upon the 
ruine of an Hofpital of that name. The Chapel is a 
royal Peculiar, exempt from all epifcopal JuriftliAioh. 
The Building is of Brick, with Battlements coped with 
Stone, incHoing to tJie Gothic Order. The Service of 
this Chapel is like that in Cathedrals ; and there belong 
to it a Dean, a Subdean, 48 Chaplains, who preach iH 
tbeiT Tarns before the iCing, 1 rriefts in ordinary wha 
rati Prayers-, laOentkmcn of the Chapel, 2 Organiftsy 
10 Boys and their MaAer, a Serjeajtt, a Yeoman, k^ 
Groom of the Vcftry, ami a Bell-Rii^er. Adjoiofing 
to the W. Part of the Palace, is a v^y handfome Stnjc- 
ture, called the ^een^s Library;^ from its Founder th^ 
kte Queen Caroline^ who placed in k a choke Colie£l4<' 
on of Books. 

6. The ^ien^s Palate (forraerfy BucktHghfim-HG»f0^ 
but lately pui*chaied by his prefent Majefty, fituated at 
the W, End of the Mall, in St. Jameses Park^ now morfc 
than erer, meets the attention of the curious, from the 
Paintings, the Library and other ^rioficks with which 
hJs Majefty has moft notly adorned it Among the for* 
iT|er are to befeen thofc matchlefs Faiatings, the Cartwm 
of the great Raphael Vrbwy removed hither from Hamp^ 
ton Court Vzhxx (in 1763) where they were originally 
depofitcd by K. fF. III. who brought tbem mt^ Engl. 

7. The royal Palace of Somerfet-Houfi^ fo called fronn 
the Duke of Somerfet, Unde to Ed. Vl. who ereifted 
it : Upon his Attainder it fell to the Crown. The 
Queen of James 1. kept her Court here ; and it ha». 
been generally afEgned as the Refidence of the Queen 
Dowager. 1 he S. Front, facing the River, eredted by 
King Charles II. after a Plan of Imgo J^nes^ makes a 
noble and beautiful Appearance, and commands a diar- 
mingProfpcft of the River and the Country beyond it;. 
In a Niche, on the S. Front, is Jpollo finely executed 
in Marble, with a Bow, Arrows, and Dogs ; and a 
iicat Figure of Cleopatra in Bra(s, with her Afp twined 
round one of her Arms, and fixed on her &reaih Bar- 

F J racks 
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racks have been lately built in this once fumptuous Palace 
for Soldiers, . 

8. Lincoln's Inn is, one of the -4 Inns of Courts and 
the moft flouriibing of them all. The Hall, where the 
Lord Chancellors have, of late Years, fat to hear Cau-- 
fes, is beautified and adorned with an elegant Piece of 
Painting by the celebrated Hsgarthn In the Gardens 
are the Statues of Julius Cafar^ Auguflusy Pampey 
and Mark Anthony. Here is a noble Terras, extending the 
whole Breadth of Lincoln* s Inn Fields^ into which it l;ooI^ 
and is fupported by a flrong Wall. 
/ 9^ Gray's Jnuy on the >!. Side of Holhorny is another 
Inn of Court, and has elegant Gardens, adorned with a 
great Variety of Terras and other Walks, Slopes, v isf^,-^ 
There are, befides thefc, other Inns,.fliled Inns of Chancery,. 
jizmdy^ CUment'sInn^nczx SuClemenfs Church ;znd New 
Jnn and Lyon'^s Inn^ oppoiite each other in fVycb Street.

II. The Charter^Houffy founded in 161 1 by Mr. 
Thomas SutloHy Citizen and 'Girdler of London^ is one 
of the greateft and nobleft Foundations for Charity^ 
ever given by any. one Man in this Nation. It retains 
the Name of the Charter Hpufe^, (ropi the old Priory 
here of the Chartreux or Carthujian Monisj which was- 
founded in the Reign of Ed. III. and fupprefTed at the 
.general Diflblution of MonalEteries* Mr.. Sutton endow- 
ed it with 15. Manors and other Lands,, to the Amount 
of near* 4500 /• which has fmce been encreafed to at 
!leaft 6ooqL per Annum, for the Maintenance of a 
Mafter or Governor, a Preacher,, two School-Mafters^ 
aPhyfician^. Regifter, Receiver^ Treafurcr, Manciple, 
Steward, Auditor, Organift, 6fc. and 80 old Men and 
40 Boys in the Houfe, befides 24 Students at the Uni^ 
verfities ; but 4 Boys being fmce added to the former 
Number, and 5 to the latter, by reafon of the great 
Improvement of the Rents, the Penfioners and Scholars 
together amount to 153, befides the Officers and Ser- 
vants of the Houfe»

5/. Mary la Bon, but properly Su Mary Borne^ is a 
large Village, whofe Houfes join to the N. W, Suburbs 
o( London* A new Church was eredled in the i5tK Cen^ 
tary, and dedicated to the Virgin Mary^ which ^ was 
alio called Borne^ from a Brook or Bourn in its Neigh* 
bourhood. 

ISghgatiy 4 M. from London^ had its Name from a 
high Gate on the Hilf, cre6led for the Convenience of 
paying Toll to the Bifhop of Lond. Its Church is a 
Chapel of Eafc to Pancas and Hornfey^ in which laft 
Parilh is Mufwell Hill^/whtxe was formerly a Chapel 
called our Lady of Mufwel^ from a Well in the Neigh- 
bourhood, near which was her Image, that was fre-: 
quently reforted to by Way of Pilgrimage, on account 
of fome pretended miraculous Cures performed by its 
Water,. » 

. Ham/leady 4 M, from London^ rs a large picafant Vil- 
lage, crowded with fine Buildings, but an irregular ro- 
mantic Situation. It ftands chiefly on the Side of a 
Hill, on which there's a Heath,, with the moft exten- 
live Profpeft of any within 20 M. of Londpn. 

Kenfmgton^ 2 M. from Lond, was a Place of 110 Note, 
till K. IVilliam IIL purchafed the Earl of NottinghanTt 
Seat, and converted it into a royal Palace. The Palace 
is an irregular StruSure ; but the Apartments are very 
fine and well difpofed. The, Gallery and Clofet of K." 
H^illiam^ contain a choice Colledtion of original Paint- 
ings. 

. J^otiEafi and tf^ejly the f3l-mer 4, the latter 5 M. from 
Lond. Tiie firft is noted for Wells of medicinal Waters. 
Between thefe Villages is Friers Place^ fuppofed from 
many Tokens to have been a Monaftery. 
. Coelfea^ % M. from Lond, remarkable for its agreeable 
Situation, and the Number of Gentlemens Houfes ; 
but much more for its Hofpital, for the Maintenance of 
P 4 wounded 
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wounded and fupcrannuated Soldiers, It is a noble 
Strufture, begun by K, Charles 11. carried on by King 
James 11. and finilhecl by King WtUiam III. It is in- 
dcjipd a Strudlurc becoming the Munificence of its royal 
Founders, being nobly accommodated with proper Offices, 
and adorned with fpacious Walks and Gardens. Near 
this Place are> the Phyiic Gardens, belonging to the 
Company of Apothecaries, where all Kinds of medici- 
nal Herbs are propagated : Here is alfo a curious Por- 
.celain Manufafture, in which Aey have made very great 
Improvements. 

Ramlagh Gardens^ formerly^ belonging to the Earl of 
Ranelagh j but now elegantly repaired, and converted 
into a Muiic Houfe, and Walks, for the Entertain-* 
,ment of the Public ; a Spacious Stru^ure being ereded 
for that Purpofe, which is a perfeft Rotund, refemb- 
Hng the Pantheon at Rmie, It has a Row of Window^ 
round the Attic Story, and 2 Ranges of S^ats within 
that, which will hold xoCO People. At the firA En- 
trance, when all illamin)i(ted, it's appearance b like a Kind 
of enchanted Place. In die middle of tbi.s vafi Am« 
phi theatre, h a magnificent Orcheftre. There are 4 
grand Portals in the Manner of triumphal Arches, and 
48 Boxes in a double How, with fuitable Pilallers be-' 
tween them. The Gardens ard adorned with a Canal 
anda.Bafon, finely Flfuminat^d with Lamps^ as ait sdfdf 
the Avenues from St. Jaffus^s ParL 

Fulham^ 4 M. from Land, is a large Parilh, with % 

Jrreat Number of Gentlemens Seats, and has a hand- 
QOiQ virodden Bridge over the River to Putmy. 
Chifwtckj 6 Miles from Lond^ is a very fteat Village. 
Great and little Ealing^ 6 M. W. from Lond. are two 
Parts joi as pleafant a Village, as any in the Count j^ 
and bas ain elegant Chiireh latdy rebuilt. 

terentfordj 7 M* from Lend, fo called /rom its Situa* 
tion on the Rivet Brent^ where it falls into the Thames. 
*Tis divided into old and new. 

VxhridgCy t6 M. frbm Lend, has many commodious 
inns, and lies in the Oxford Road, The Town is watered 
by the River C&lAey over wbkh thibre is a Stone Bridge

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that leader into Buckin£hamjbire : There are ftverfil Corp 
Mills on the River. 

liampton-C^urty z;^ M. from Lend* is watered on 3 
Sides by the River Thamfs. This Palace was foiiiide4 
by Cardinal Woolfij^ with as great Magnificence as chat 
Age would admit of ; it having theQ 5 fpacious Courts^, 
adorned with curious Workmsintb^ip, Ku|g Cfmrkst,. 
took great Pleafure in this PUce, makiiig ift bis Summvr 
R^dence. King fViUsam ai^d Queen M^ry vi^de many- 
noble Additions to this Place, a^d plainly difipovered how' 
much Architedhire bad beeo advanced fince its Founda-<- 
tion. The Gardens were alfo greatly im|>roved, not 
only in the Walks and great Variety of Bowers ; but 
widnGreeo-Houfes and Hot-Houfes, for preferving and^ 
jnataring exotic Plants 'y with FountMns and Bafoiis to* 
water them in drv Weather. The Palace abounds both* 
in the Beauties 0/ Natui« and Art.. It confifts of % large: 
Courts,^ beiides the Bafs Court for Officers and Servants.. 
On the left of the outer Court is a noble Chapel,, buik 
by Queen Ann ; and on the Right, as noUe a Portico,, 
/upported by Doric Pillars, leading to the grand Stair 
Caie^ wbjch is finely painted by Varia,. The inward. 
Ccairt w^ built by King fyUUam^ who furxiiflied the* 
magnificent Apartments in a grand Tafte.. I'he great 
Gallery liere^- was long rendered famous by means of 
the Cartoons ot Raphael Ur^in, buttbey are now (1764), 
jemoved to ^ Queen'a Palace in Sujomes's Park. la 
another there is a curious triumphal £i>try of a Roman' 
£mperor; with the Pi<3ures., at full Lrength, of the 
Ladies in Queen Ahry's- Retinue ; together with fine 
Pieces of Porcelain, and other Curiofitite> colleSed by 
;that Queen) and ibme of them worked by her owU' 
iiand. In diat which was King f^ii/iam's Clbfet, there 
is an excellent Collection of Flowers,. Birds and other 
curious Painting*. Moft of the Chimney Pieces are ad-- 
orned with Original* of Vandyke y, and there is a noble 
Piftureof King William on Horfeback^ by Sir Godfrey. 
Kneller. Queen Jlnn began an Apartment here for 
Prince George of Denmark^ which K. George X, fihilied 
aad finely g^iiited*. On the £. SSJe of this Palace, a. 
E 5, Gardcj^i 
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Garden is fiink lo Feet, to give a View from the Apart- 
ments to the River, and inclofed with a Baluftrade o€ 
Iron, finely wrought with the Arms and Devizes of the 
three Kingdoms, and the Cyphers of K. Witltam and Q» 
Mary. The Front to the E, which is very noble, is 
4ill of free Stone, and looks into the Park, over a ftate- 
W Parterre half a M. long, embellished with Statues, 
Vafcs, gravel and green Walks, and fcparated from the 
Park by a Baluftrade of Iron* In a little walled Gar- 
den, on the N. Side, is a moft curious Labyrinth or 
Wildernefs 5 and a long Terras Walk runs along the 
Side of the River, from the Palace to the Bowling* 
Green, in each Corner whereof is a large Pavilion. The 
noble Parks adjoining are welt planted, ftocked with 
•Deer, adorned with Canals, Plcafure-Houfes, Fifh- 
Ponds and Water- Works. 

StaimSy 18 M, from Lond. a Market Town, fituatc 
en the Banks of the Thames^ and has a large woodea 
JBridge over it. 

Harrow on the Hilly 10 M. from Londl 6 from AHoiTy 
So called from its Situation on a Hill, efteemed the high- 
efl; m Middle f ex. The Church, which has a lofty Stee- 
ple, is feen at a greater Diftance, than any iti tliisr or 
the neighbouring Counties. 

Edgwarey 10 M. from Lond. confifts chiefly of one 
Street ; the E, Side, where the Church ftands, being 
properly called Edgware ; and the W. Part, which be-^ 
longs to Little Stanmorej ff^itchurch. The military 
Rmnan Watling Way, which comes over Hamffead 
Heaths paiTes by this Place. 

Hvunjlow^ 10 M. from Lond, is a Market Town, be- 
longing to two Parifhes, the N. Side to He/loriy and the 
S. to IJUvoorib. Its Heath hath been the Scene of num- 
berlefs Robberies^ and the Place where K. James IL 
encamped his Forces, to awe the City of London. 

Enfield^ 10 M. from Lond. formerly called Enfetr^ 
from its Situation in moorifh or fenny Ground ; but 
it has been drained feveral Years, and is now excellent 
Meadow and Pafture Land. The Parifh is very large, 
and extends to the other Side of the royal Cbace> which 

was 
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was formerly very well ftocked with Deer and other 
Game J but in the civil Wars the Timber was cut dowir, 
and the Deer, &c. deftroycd. Since the Reftorationr 
many Woods and Groves were planted in it, and ftocked 
again with Deer j but will never perhaps be equal to 
what it forn^erly was* There is, however, an elegant 
Lodge for the Ranger. 

Tottenham^ 5 M. from Z^«rf. fituated on the River 
Lea^ in the N. Road, in a very healthy Soil. Its Church" 
fiandson a Hill, encompafled on the E.'N. and W, by 
a Rivulet called the MofeL ^The Crofs is fuppofed to 
have been, ereded, purfuant to a Decree of the Church . 
of Rome, that a Crofs fliould be eredled ih every fre- 
quented Place. Edwardl. adorned and repaired jti be- 
caufe the Corps of Eleanor his Queen refted here,, 
in its Way to London tp be buried.. 

Seats of the Nobility and Gentry 
' . Marlborough'Houfey on the N. Side of St. James^p 
Parky and near the royal Palace, a beautiful Stru£lure,. 
erefted by the grc/ifr Duke of Marlborough. It is ele- ' 
gantly adorncjd with Paintings,, of which that round the* 
Veftibule is prodigioufly admired, it being a Reprefen- 
tation of the famous Battle of Hhch/let^ where the Fi*< 
gures of Prince Eugene^ the Duke of Marlborough^ Lord< 
Cadogan^ and the French Marfhal Tallard their Prifoaer,. 
are finely done from the Life. 

^ Buckingham^Houfi^ a fine Seat, built by the late^^*;*^ 
Sheffield^ Duke of Buckingham, ,2X the W. End of St.. 
James*S:Parkj lately purchafed by his Majefty,. and now 
called the (Queen's Palace. 

Carlton Houfe^ on- the N. Side of St; Jameses Par k^ 
belonging to the Princefs Dowager of Wales.

Acres. It abounds with Corn, Cattle^ and wiJd Fowl 5 
»hd the N. Parte of it, cfpecially about Saff'ron-^a/den^ 
.produce great Quantities of Saffron. Abundance of 
I Oxen 
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Okenr an^ Sl&eep arc fcxJ in the MarQies near the Thamei y 
^d Cent to the Markets of London, They have Plenty 
of Fifli of all Sorts from the Sea and Rivers j and by tlw 
Sea-fide are Decoys, which, ih the Winter Sealbn, pro- 
duce great Profit to their Owhers, 

CoichefieTy 50 M. from Land, the chief Town of the 
County, is a Targe populoilrs. Place^ on the River Cah^ 
which palles through it^ is made navtgabfe for fmall 
Craft up ttt the Htthe, a long Street, which may be call- 
ed the flapping of Golchejkr^ whe^ there is a good Key j 
and at Fermoe^ within 3 M. of it, is a good Cuftom- 
Houfe, This, And aR the Towns round it, are noted 
for making of Bays, of which, great Quantities are ex- 
ported to Spain and the American Colonies, being the 
chief Cloathing of the Spanifo Nuns and Frjrars. For 
tfie Support of this Trade, there is a Corporation called 
Governors of the Dutch Bay-Hall, and Officers to exa- 
mine the Manufacture : This Town is aHb of Note for 
ks excellent QyAers, and for candying Kringo Roots. It 
is pleafantly fituate on the Top of a (fill, from whence 
2 long ftrcets run down to the Bottom, with very good 
Inns ami Springs.. Its Streets are hrge and beautifu}^ 
and, tho* the whole, is not feiely buik,^ yet it has a great 
many good Hou(es and ibme noble Buildings ; as the 
Bay-^Hatl^ the Guild- Haliy or Moot- Holly as they calf 
it. It is- reckoned about 3 M. in Circumference, has^ 
»0 Parifli Churches and 5 Meeting Houfes, of which 
a arc Quaker, befides a Dutch and ^i?»t^ Church. 'Tir 
a Liberty of itfelf, ,in the Hundred of Lexden^ and ex- 
lend& along the River as far as Merfey IJhnd : It had 
anciently a W'all and a ftrong Caftle, built by Edward^ 
Son to King Mfndy about the Year 912 ; but now few 
Marks remain of either. It is fuppofed to have been an- 
tiently a Roman Colony, many Ruins and fome Build- ^ 
ings of Roman Brick ft ill remaining. The Queen's 
Head, in the Market-* Place, is thought to be a Roman 
Stru^ure. St. John^s Abbey was erected by Eudo^ Stew- 
ard to ff^tlliam Rwfusy about the Year 1097. 

Maiden^ 30 M. from Lojid, ftands on an Eminence 
ii:ar the Sea, and was the firft Roman Colony in Britain, 

It 
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It is pretty large and populous^ tho' it confifb thk&y of 
one Street. It has a convenient Haven or Arm of the 
Sea for Ships of 400 Ton ; and fome of the Inhabitants 
drive a confiderable Trade in Coals, Iron, Deals and 
Corn. Here is a large Library for the Ufe of the Mi- 
nifters of the Place, and the Clergy of the neighbouring 
Hundreds. A little beyond the Town, begins Black-- 
water Bay^ famous for the Pits of thgfe excellent Oyfters,. 
called Wall^FUet^ from the Shore where they lie, which- 
is 5 M. long, and guarded by a Wall of Earth to keep 
ofF the Sea.. 

Harwich^ 60 M. from Land, ftands near the Mouth 
of the Stour. 'Tis a very fafe Harbour,, a large, well- 
built, clean, and populous Town, and not only de* 
fended by the Sea, which almoft encompaiTes it ; but by 
ftrong Fortifications^ It is walled round, and the Stress- 
paved for the moft Part with Clay, which tumbling down* 
from a ClifF, where there is a. petrifying Spring, be- 
tween the Town and Beacon Hill^ foon grows as hard 
as Stone ; and the Inhabitants boafl; the Wall is as 
ftrong, and the Streets as clean, as thofe that are actually 
built or paved with Stone. Here is a good Yard for 
building Ships, with the Conveniencies of Store-Houfes», 
Cranes, Launches, and all other Neceflaries. 'Tis the. 
Station iox the Packet Boats, which pafs to and from 
Hallandy Germany y and other Ports, with the Mails and> 
Paffengers. Oppofite to the Fort, on the Sv Side of the 
Mouth of the Harbour, is Beacon-HiU^ about Half a M« 
from the Town, to which there is a pleafant Walk v* 
there is a large and lofty Light-Houfe on this Hill, from 
whence there is an extenfive View of the Coaft of Suf^ 
folk and EJfexy the Town and Port of Harwicb^ and ther 
Men of War when riding at Gun^Fleet. At the Foot 
of the Hill is the above-mentioned Wcllj faid to tura- 
Wood into Metal j but it is only of a petrifying Nature j 
though it cannot be denied that the Stone along this> 
Shore is much of the Copperas Kind, and a great Deal 
of that Stone is found between this and the Naze ; and, 
both here and at Walton^ adjoining to the JV^z/, are fe- 
veral Works for preparing and boiling, the Liquids^, which* 

produce 
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pVbJucc at laft the Copperas iifelf. The Inns at Har^ 
TT/VA are good, but the Accommodations very dear, by 
Means of the great Concourfe of People to and from 
Holland. The Harbour is very fpacious, occafioned by 
the Influx of the Stour from Manmngtree^ and the Or- 
wel from Ipfwich into the Bay, and fuch Ufe made of it 
in the Dutch War, that more than lOO Sail of Men of 
War with their Tenders, befidcs great Numbers of Col- 
liers have rode it Anchor in it at a Time. There are z 
©r 3 Iflands S. of Harwidh^ called Pewet^ Horfey^ and 
Holmes^ that breed Sea- Fowl, which, when fat, arc de- 
licious. And on the fame Side are Thorpe Kirkley^ and 
fValtoHy included within that anciently caMed the Liberty * 
of the Soke^ in which the Sheriff of the County has 
no Power. Having thus defcrrbed the parliamentary 
Towns, we (hall next giv« an Account of other Places of 
moft Note. 

Manningtreey 59 M. from Lond. has a Bridge over th© 
Stour y thence often called Manningtree Water. It is a 
Town of good Trade. 

Braintrecy 42 M. from Lond. was formerly of great 
Note for the Manufafture of Bays and other Stuffs ^ but 
that Branch of Trade is now greatly decreafed. 

Bockingy parted from Braintree by a Rivulet, is one 
♦of the largeft Villages in £]^Ar, and adorned with fine 
fpacious Houfes of Clothrers, enriched by the Manufac- 
ture of Bays', of which this Village has a peculiar Sort, 
called Boekings^ Its Chtirch is a Deanery, and in the 
Gift of the Archbifliop of Canterbury^ 

Felftedy near Braintree^ upon the River Chimera is a 
fmall Place, but of Note for a flourifhing Grammar 
School, liberally endowed for 80 Children, Natives of 
EJex. 

Coggejhally 7 M. from Colchefter^ 4a from Lond. had 
formerly a large Trade for Bays, but now greatly de- 
creafed. Near, this Town in a Grotto by the Road Side, 
was found a Phial with a Lamp in it, covered with a 
Roman Tile ; alfo fome Urns and Crocks with Afhes 
jind Bones» 
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DunmoWf 38 M. from LonJ. a Pl^ceof great Antiqui- 
ty, pleafantly fituated on a high gravelly Hill. Some 
Places difcover the Remains of an old R$man Way. 
Here Fitzwalter^ in the Time of Henry III. inftituted a 
Ciiftom, that whatever married Man did not repent of 
his Marriage, nor quarrel with his Wiffe within a Year 
and a Day afcer it, IbouM go to the Pxiory of DunnwWy 
and have a Gammon or Flitch of Bacon. 

Tliaxted^ 42 M. from Lond. 6 from If^aldeny remark^ 
able for its Churchy . which is a very regular and ftately 
Building. 

Saffron Walien^ 42 M, from Lond. had its prefent 
Name from its Situation among many plcafant Fields of 
Saffron, a choice Product which k^n other Counties 
yield, and none can equal. It was firft brought into 
England in the Reign of Edward III. and has throve in 
this Soil to a prodigious Degree. It has a bulbous Root,, 
which being taken out. of the Ground in ^ul^y and re- 
planted in 20 Days, {hoots out a blueilh Flower about 
the End of September^ in the Midft whefeof are three 
yellow Chives ef Saffron. - Thefe are gathered in the 
Morning before Sun-rife, picked out of the Flower, and 
dry'd by a gentle Fire. Its Increafe is fo wonderful, 
that though every Flower Teems to yield fo little, an 
Acre of Grounc will produce So Pound of wet Sai&on^. 
which when dry*d will weigh 20 Pound.. 

Chtlmsfordy 28 M. from Lond. ftands in a beautiful 
Plain, having the little River Chdmer running through 
it, over which there is a Bridge. 'Tis a pretty large po^ 
' pulous Town almoft in the Center of the County ; and 
though not the largeft, its Situation renders it the moft- 
frequented, and is called the Shire Town.. The Church, 
which is large, appears to have been built about 30a 
Years ago. 

St. OJith Ifandy 10 M. from Chebnsfordj and 3 frooi-. 
Maiden^ is an Ifland abounding with great Plenty of 
wild Fowl at the Seafon of the Year. It ftands in a 
large Frith, or Inlet of the Sea, which the Filhermen: 
and Sailors who ufe it as a Port, call Maiden Water* 
Ic owes its Name to a Priory dedicated to St- OJyth^ a 

holjc 
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holy Virgin, wfio was mafiacred here by Pyrates. The 
Strudure was built by Ritbiord de Bibmisy Bifliop of 
London^ A. D. i J2o. There are ftill confklerable Re- 
mains of this Struf^ure. 

Merfeyy is another Ifland, lying between. Af«/dfc« Wa- 
ter and Cokhejier Water. It had formerly 8 Pariibes, 
now only two, diftinguiihed by E. and W. Mirfey, 'Ti* 
a Place fo inaccelEble and ftrong by Nature, that it may 
be called impregnable. 

Ingerftme^ 23 M. from L^nd. 5 from Chittmford^ has 
i confiderable Trade, and its Market is noted for Cat- 
tle brought out of Suffolk and other Parts. It is remark •» 
able for having been the Refidence of Sir William Petres^ 
who lies buried under a ftately Monument in the Church.

IVeft Tilbury^ may be reckoned the Key of the City of 
Lond. there being here a regular Fortification^ defended 
by a conftant Garrifon* The Efplanade is very large, 
and the Bailions, which are faced with Brick, the largeft 
in England, It has a double Ditch, the innermofl of 
which is 1 80 Feet wide, a good Counterfcarp, and a co- 
vered Way marked out with Ravelins and Tenailles, 

Greys T^hurrock^ 9 M. from Barkings has a good Mar-« 
ket for Corn and Catdc. We* read in the Philofophical 
Tranfa£lionSj that in the .Marfhes i^ear the Thanus about 
this Place, great Numbers of fubterraneous Trees, 
with their Roots, Boughs ahd Bark are frequently dif- 
covered.

Bedford^ 48 M. from L^nd, n the County Tovirn, 
a clean, well-built, populous Place* Hereare 5 Churdies, 
3 on the N. and two on the S. Side of the Riven The 
chief of them, 'and indeed the principal Ornament of 
the Town, is St. Ptmfu which had oiice a College of 
Prebendaries. The Priory, now belonging to tlie Earl 
tS jffhbumbam^ was founded before the Norman Con- 
queft, for fecular Canons. The neighbouring Soil is 
exceeding fruitful, and produces the bdl Wheat xtiBng^ 
iandy which is carried in Waggons 20 M. to the Mar- * 
kcts of Hitcbing and Hertford^ where it is often bought, 
ground, andfent in Meafto-L^fufeif. 

The Suildings of this Toivvi are pretty good^ and 
the Streets broad, efpecially the high Street. The N. 
and S. Parts are joined by a Stone Bridge over the Ou/^, 
Here was a famous Caii-Ie, demoliflied in the Reign of 
Hen. Vin. and the Site is now a Bdwling-Green ; it 
ftands high and pleafant, and is reckoned one of the 
fineft in Engl. The River Oafe often makes fuch an 
Inundation in the Ide of Efy^ that it is common to ia^, 
the BailifF of Bedford is coming, meaning this great 
River. 

Biggle/ivade^ 5 M. from Bedfhrdy 45 from Lend. no« 
ted for its Horfe Fair and Stone Bridge. It is a great 
Thoroughfare, in the Road from Lcndm to TorL 

yfmpthill^ 43 Miles from Lond^n^ is a pretty Market 
Town, pleafantly fituated between 2 Hills, almoft in 
the Heart of the County. 

Woburn^ 44 M. from Lond. is remarkable for that 
noble Palace of the Duke of Bedford^s called fFAurn 
jthbey . [formerly an antient Abbey, founded in 1 145.} 
It has a Canal before it, that carries a Yatcbt of 30 or 
40 Tons, and feveral Pleafure Boats. In 1724 about 
100 of the Houfes in the Town were burnt down, 
which are fince neatly rebuilt ; and a* fine Market Houfe 
ere£ted, at the Expence of his Grace the Duke of Bed-^ 
ford I fo that the Town makes a handfome Appearance. 
Here is a free School, founded by Francis Earl of Bid^ 
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fird; and aCharity School for 30 Boys, who ate doath- 
ed and taught. In and near this Place is a great Quan* 
tityof Fullers Earth dug, and there is another Sort at 
yi/p/ey G<nv<%^ which petrifies Wood. 

Leighten BuzTunrd^ 39 M. from Lond* 4 from ffoBum^ 
on the Borders of Buckingham/hire. Its Market is well 
ftored with Cattle, and ]s.^lVhit/unUdeYz\t yrithHorits. 

Dunjiahle^ 34 M. from Lond. fiands on a chalky ^^ill^ 
at the Entrance of that long Ridge of HUls called tl^i; 
Chiltertin It ftands on the old Roman Way, called Wat^ 
ling Street^ in the very Place where 'tis crofTed by the 
Idnild^Streety and hereabouts i^m/711 Coins have fome* 
times been found, vulgarly called madning Money^ 
Not far from the Town at the very Defcent of the Chi/^ 
tern HiUs^ is a large Area of 9 Acres, furrounded with 
a deep Ditch, and Ramparts called MaidiwEour^ The 
Larks hereabout are remarkably large, and efteemed the 
beft in EngU The Roads are plain, well beaten and 
broad, by reafon of the Meeting of many Roads to- 
gether that lead to Lond. which gave rife to the Sayings 
jii plain as Dunftable Road. There are 4 Streets in the 
Town anfwering the 4 Quarters of the World, and 
becaufe of the Drynefs of the Soil, where they cannot 
find any Springs, they have each a Pond, which though 
only fupplied by Rain Water is never dry-. There are 
feveral good Inns here, fome of which are like Palaces, 
it being not only a Thorough-fare to the N* and W. 
but to Ireland. The Parifli Church was formerly a 
Priory, and buijt by Henry I. 

Lutonj 29 M. from Lond, 3 from DunJiahU^ pleafantly 
fituated between Hilk, has a ManufaAure of Straw 
Hat5.

The beginning of March is 
the Seafon for. fowing it, and the middle of May for 
cropping it. *Tis beft in a dry Year, but more plentiful 
in a wet one '^is cropped commonly 4 or 5 Times 
a Year as it comes up \ but the iirft Cro^ is beft, and 
every one after is gradually worfe. When gathered it 
is immediately ground fmall in ii Mill, till it becomes 
fit to ball ; and when ball'd 'tis laid upon Hurdles to dry, 
and then ground into Powder J after this 'tis Ipread on « 
Floor and watered, ,which is called couching 5 and then 
turned every Day till ' it is perfectly dry and mouldy, 
"which is . mailed fil vcring. » After . filvering 'tis w'eighed 
and put into Bags, cont^ning 200 Weight, and then 
ient to the Dyer to try it, wfaofets a Price on it accord- 
ing to its Goodnefs. The beft is valued at 1 8 /. a Ton.

BUCKINGHAMSHIRE 

IS bounded on the S. l^the Thames^ wfatdi divides it 
frona B^fiire ; on the W. by Oxfrrdflxre\ on the 
N. by ttcrthampt(mfi)ire ; and on the £• by Btdfordjbire^ 
hienfordjhke and iSdMefe^^ It is 39 M. in Length, x8 
in breadth, and 138 in Circumference; contains 11 
Market Towns, e%ht Buftdreds, 185 Parifhcs, 615 
Villages, and about 44JOOO Acres. 

This County is ^verflfied with pleafant Woods, and 
fine Streams, which render it a charming. Retreat., Its 
chief Rivers are the. Thames^ the Oufcy and the Coin. 
The Soil is very fruitful both in Corn and Failure, and 
abiOunds with phyfical Plants. 

Buckingham^ 
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BucJb'ngbamy 60 M. from Land, is the County TowHf 
flands in a low Ground encompaffisd on all Sides 
but the North with the Kiver Ouji. The Gailb Qf , the 
Town, now in Ruina, was built in the middle of it^ 
and divides it into a Parts« In the N. Part ftands tho 
Town Hall, a very bandfome convenient StruAare^ in 
which ar6 kept the Weights and Meafures of the Coun-^ 
ty. This Town was for many Years a Staple for Wool, 
and feveral of its Wool Halls are yet ftanding, but that 
Trade is now loft here. 'Tis very populous^ and has 3 
Stone Bridges over the Ouji. Its Churchy which is in 
the W. Part of the Town, is a renr large Building, 
and when its Spire waa ftanding^ mig^t he reckoned thci 
beft in the whole County, and was as high as moft in 
EfigL but in 1698 was in part blown down and never 
fince rebuilt. The Buildings of the Town are * of late 
Tcrymuch improved* There is a Free School here. 
The County Gaii and Court is kept hets^ and fame-* 
times the Affiaies. There are feveral Paper Mills on 
the Oi^. 

Chip^ng-H^sBmh^ or High ff^Mmo^ 5 Miles from 
drntrfinm^ 32 from Lwd. Ues in a Vale on the turning^ 
of a little River, which from hence cutatts Way into 
the names. It was called CUpping from the Sgxon 
Word, denoting a Market Town; HFytmnki from the 
River on which it is iltuated, the Gtrmgns calling the 
Windings of the Sea, or a River Ificky and Ctmh^ a 
low Valley. This Town, which has on each Side 
fdeafant Hills fliaded with Woods, may ios Antiquity^ 
Extent and Beauty, compare with the greateft and beft 
in the Shire. The Market is efteemed the heft in the 
County, efpeeially for Com. It ha&a principal Streets^ 
one of which is fpacious and well built with good brick 
Houfes, and'' full of large Inns for Travellers on the 
Oxford Road, and odter Parts branching from it. The 
Church is a fair large Strudure with ahandfome. Steeple. 
There are feveral Mills near it bodi for Corn and Paper. 
After th^^Wheat is ground and dveflfed at the former^ 
it is lent to- Aiarlota, and put on board Barges for Lend^ 
Queen Elizabeth gave Lands for the Maintenance of a 
G 3 free 
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free Grammar School, and fome poor People fn thh 
Town. The Affixes are fometimes held here. lit 
y^fyj 1724^ as fome Workmen were digging in a Mea- 
dow near this Town, they difcovercd a Piece of Raman 
Antiquity', being a Pavement of about nine Feet fquarc^ 
with Stones of various Colours wrought with exquiftte 
Art, the biggeft not broader than the fquare of a Dye. 

Aylejburyy 44 M. from Lond. ftands at the £. End of 
a rich fruitful Vale, which feeds incredible Numbers of 
Cattle and Sheep^ remaj^kable for their fixe and fine 
Fleeces ; and extends almoft from Tamt on the Edge of 
Oxfordjhirej to Letghton in Beifordjbire. 'Tis. a very . 
antient Town* The Town Hall is a handfome Fabric 
built in the middle of the Market Place, where the 
County Affizes and Seffiotis are often held. 'Tis a neat 
C6mpa£l and populous Town, the beft and biggeft in the 
O^tiiity, and ftands on a rifing Ground, confifting of 
feveral fine Streets; The Market Place is a large hand- 
fome Square^ and has Plenty of all Manner of Provi« 
fions. 

Anirjham^ Or Agnumdejhmn^ 29 M. from Lrnid^ is x 
fmall but very antient Town, lying ma Vale with woodjr 
Hills on each Side. It has a handfome Town Hall and 
ft Free School. It is, no Corporation; 

fVendovefr an old corporate Town but a poor Place, 
and in a dirty Situation, at the Entrance of the Vale of 
Aylefbury ; th^ Hills on each Side are pleafant. 

Gnat Markw^ 3 M. from Wycotnh^ and 31 from 
Land, is a Borough though not incorporated ; it ukes its 
Name from the MarU which abounds in the adjacent 
Soil. 'Tis a pretty large Town with a Bridge over the 
Thamei^ myt for from the Place where it receives the 
Wycamb River ; and has a handfome Church and Town 
Hall. The chief Manufafkure of the Town is Bone- 
lace, but it is of much more Account, i. For theNa^ 
vigation carried on by the Thamis for Meal, Malt, and 
Beech Timber, a. For the feveral Corn and Paper Mills 
in its Neighbourhood, particularly en the little River 
JLoddon ^ and 3 remariiable ones called the Tmpk 14^U% 
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or the firafs Mills for making Ketdes^Pans, (ffc. befides 
a Mill for making Thimbles ; and another for preffing 
Oil from Rape and Flax Seed, 
• Other Places of Note are : 

Etoftj which is joined by a wooden Bridge over the 
Thames to Windfor. 'Tis famous for its beautiful Col- 
lege, the Revenue of which is about 5000 /. a Year, 
for the Maintenance of a Provoft^ and for the inftru^l*- 
ing 70 King's Scholars, who, when fitted for the Uni-^- 
verfity, are eleded to KingU College Cambridge ; where 
they are provided for by Scholarfhips and Fellow- 
fliips. There is at full Choir for the Chapel. The 
School is divided into upper and lower^ and each into 3: 
Clafles* There is a M after, with 4 IKbers to each 
School ; and here are feldom lefs than 300 other Schol* 
ars, befides thofe on the Foundation. The College has 
large Qloyfters like the Monafteries abroad. . The Chapet 
is a noble Pile, and the Building very ant tent, except 
.the School Room, but all has been repaired at great Ex-- 
pence within thefe it^ Years. A noble.Library is alfi> 
ere&ed for Books, and there is a fine Statue put up to 
the Honour of the Founder of the College, Hen. VI.Thcf 
Gardens extend from^ the College almpft to the Thames. 
t Celnhroek^ 18 M* frpm Lond, on the iBorders of Mid^ 
dlefex^ ftands on the ,Rive|: Coln^ here divided into 4 
Channc^ls ; over eac^ of which is a Bridge : It is a finall 
Town, but has fume great Inns which are its principal 
Support. 

Beaconsfield^ 8 Miles from Marlew^ 27 from London^ 
ftands on a Hill in the Oxford R^oad, with feveral good 
Inns j a]fo noted for being the Birth Place of Edmund 
Waller^ Efq; the famous Poet. 

Stony Stratford^ 5 M. from Newport Pagnel^ and 53 
from Lond. is a well frequented Town in the Road to 
Cbejhire^ with a Stone Bridge over the Oufe. It takes its 
Naune from the ftony Ford that led over the River there, 
ftands on the Roman Caufeway, called Watling-ftreet^ 
fome Remains of ^ which are plainly to be feen. 'Tis a 
large Town with 2 Farifh Churches^ and here King 
G4 Edxj^ard 
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Edward the I. ere^ked a ftately Crofs. The jn-incipal 
Manufadlure of this Place \& Bone-}ace« 

Newport Pagmlj 54 M. from Land, ftands on the Su

Circumference; contains one City, 15 Market Towns, 
280 Parilhes, 14 Hundreds, and about 534*000 Acres. 
Its chief Rivers arc the ThameSy the Ttf/;?^, the j^j, thfr 
Cbarwelly the Evenlade^ and the Windrujh. It is a very 
fruitful County, abounding in Corn, Meadow and 
Paftures, 

The City of Oxford, 55 M. from £^ffi. ftands at the 
Conflux of the Charwelly and jj^i .* the Name, feems to 
be derived from a 5^;vfl« Word, ^hich figmfies a Ford 
fox the Psfldgc of Oxen- The Town enjoys a moft 
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fwcet Air, in a plentiful Coantry, and in a fine Plain, 
and has every Wajr a moft delightful Profpeft : The 
private Buildings are neat, and the public fumptuous ; 
and the River, on the Banks of which it ftands, navi- 
gable for Barges. But that which gives it a Reputa-^ 
tion not only above its Neighbours, but all other Places 
in the Kingdon), is one of the oldeft and moft nobltt 
Univerfitics in Europei .; the Conftitutbn whereof is fo 
regular, the Difcipline (b ftrid, the Endowments fo 
plentiful, the Manfions fo convenient for Studies ; and 
in a Word every Thing fo agreeable to the Education of 
Youth and the Accomplifliment of Students, that no 
wonder it daily fends abroad fuch Numbers of learned 
Men for the Service of both Church and St^te.

'Tis famous for the Settlement of tte 
Honour and Manor for ever^on the unconquerable John 
Duke of Marlborough -.ixA his Dcfcendants, Male or Fc-^ 
male, as a Reward for. his Victories, particularly oik^ 
Augufl 2, 1704, over ^t. French and Bavarians at Blen?^ 
helm ; and that there might be a lafting Monument of 
the Glory he jgaineil that Day^ a. fiately. Palace by the 
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Name of Bknhdm Houfe was ere£led here at the public 
Charge, which is one of the^nobleft Seats belonging 
to any Subjed in Europe ; and in a Situation moft de- 
h'ghtful, which we fhall defcribe in the Account of Seats. 
For this Tenure the Duke's Defendants are obliged, 
by Way of Homage, to prefent a Standard to the Sove- 
reign every Year on the Day that Battle was fought. 

The Town is about half a Mile from BUnheim-HouJe: 
It has very good Inns, » well paved, and has a Maxiu« 
fa6ture of fine Steel Chains' for Watches, and other 
Things of poliihed Steel. The Park is well (locked with 
Deer. 

BarAtay^ 17 M. from Oxford^ 75 from Lond. is a 
pretty large Town on the River Charwell^ on the Edge 
of Nortbamptonjhirif. There is very good Land here- 
about, efpecially rich Meadows ; and in the Fields near 
^ it, the Coins of Roman Emperors are often found. Here 
is a fine large Church, and a free School. 

The chief Towns, which are not Parliamentary, 
are, 

Henley upon Thames^ 35 M. from Lond. is the oldeft 
in the County, a Town of good Wealth and bandfomc 
Buildings, fituated moft pleafantly on the Side of the ' 
River, which is navijgable to it by Barges. Its chief 
Trade is in Male and Corn, of which, it is thought, 
300 Cart Loads are often fold l^ere on a Market Day } 
and ks Inhabitants live by carrying Corn and Wood to 
Lond. The Bridge, whicn is now of Timber, was an* 
tiently of Stone. Here are 2 good free Schools, one a 
Grammar School, and one called the bhie Coat School, 
for teaching and cloathing poor Children, and putting 
them out Apprentices. 

DorchefieTy 49 Miles from Lond, which has a large 
Stone Bridge over the fame River, and a fine Churchy 
is a Place of great Antiquity and Dignity, was formerly 
an epifcopal See and had 5 Churches, but now a fmafl 
unfrequented Village. Its See was tranflated to Lincoln 
in the Reign of William the Conqueror, which, together 
with turning the high Road to Lond* another Way, fo 
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hurt the Town, diat fcarce any Veftige remains of ks- 
former Grandeur; 

Thame or Tami^ 10 M« from Oxfardj 45 from London^ 
is an old Town, ftaxids jufl: where the River, from 
which the Town and Hundred take their Name, enters 
Buckinihamfl)iri. Its Situation is the more pleafant, 
from heing watered by that River on the N. and by fmall 
Brooks that glide by on the £. and W« Sides of it. 
'Tis a large Town, with a fine Church, and one great 
Street, in the Middle whereof is the Market Place, 
which is well furnifhed with live Cattle, and all Kinds 
of Provifions, and the River is navigable to it by Barges. 
It has a beautiful free School, and an Alms-houfe. , 

Whitney or If^Uney^ 5 M. from IPqodftocky 64 from 
London^ a long ftraggling Place on the River Windrufi^ 
is a Town of great Antiquity. It has a Trade in ipin<- 
ning for the neighbouring Clothiers ; but its greateft 
Manufadure is Rugs and Blankets ; the latter of which 
are commonly from 10 to 12 Quarters wide. It is faid 
they work up 100 Packs of Wool here in a Week ; and 
as the Blankets are noted for Whitenefs, fame think it 
owing to their being waflied in Windrufi> Waters, which ' 
have a more abfterfive and nitrous Quality than any 
•ther: They alfo make Duffles here a Yard and three 
Quarters wide, which are exported to Virginia and Nev> 
England : Alfo Cuts for ' Hammocks, and TikCloaths- 
for Sargemen are made here : There is likewife cooii* 
deicable Bufinefs done by Fellmongers in the Town, who 
dreffing and {training Sheep Skins, make them into Jac- 
kets, Breeches, ^c. Here is a free Sd^ool liberally en* 
dowed, and a good Library adjoining to it. 

Burfordy 5 M. from Whitney^ 85 from Landon, Its- 
Market is of much Note for Saddles, and 7 Downs, 
pear it, fome of which are in Gloucejierjhire. 
. Chipping Norton^ 76 M. from London^ fronri its Pra^ 
mmeriy which is a Corruption of the Saxm Ceapan^ to* 
cheapen, feems to have been a Market in the Time of the 
Saxons. Here Raman Coins are frequently found j an4 
the Church is a Building after a curious Model, in. 
which there are Monuments^ with fo many Names of 
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Merchants on Biais Plates, asfhew it to have been once 
a Place of great Trade* 

Bumptoitj 5 Miles from Burfari^ 66 from Lmdon^ lies 
on a Riv«r navigable by Boats \ and its Market is noted 
for Fellmongers Wares, as. Leather Jackets, Gloves, 
Breeches, C!rc. which fupply many adjacent Counties, 
no Towfl in England having fucb a Trade for thefe 
Wares. 

EicefttTy Burceftir^ or Bijiter^t Miles from W^Jfioci^ 
52 M. from Londsn^ is a long ftraggling Town remark- - 
able for excellent Madt Liouor,. but more fo in Antiquity 
for having bad a famous C^ftrum on the W« Side of it, 
called Aldchejier^ where great Numbers of Roman Coins 
and other Antiques have been ploughed up. 

Diddington^ or DaJdingioHj 4 Miles from Banbury^ ifZ 
from London, a pretty large Town, where was anciently 
aCaftle, but of which few Marks now remain. 
The other Anti({uittes qf this County are : 

I.* The JRM'mh Stones in the W. Part of it ; thev 
are a Number of huge large Stones placed in a Circle 
like thofe at Stonehingey which (bme have thought to be 
Monuments of a Vidtory ; others a Burying-Place, and 
others a Place for the Coronation of the Danijh Kings ; 
and that RoUo their General being proclaimed King here 
by hb Soldiets^- wa» the Reafbn of«heir being fet up. 

' ht Stuntfieldy a largs <eflehtcid Rmm Pavt6ieitc Was 
difcovepAd 17 13, iortfiftftng of fonill fqttare Stones arid 
Bricks of 6 different Colours ftrongly cemented ; and 
near Great Tew another has been found cohiifting of rdd, 
white, blue, yellow, cubical Pieces fo difpofed as to 
form various beautiful Ffgu rfes» . . ' . 

About H^oodiatoHy ' Britijh Coins have been found, 
which were thofe of Ctertobekney^'who reigned hei^e about 
the Time of our Saviour's Binhi On one Side is the 
Figure of a Hbrfe with' an Ear of Corn over, and Cuno 
under him ; and on the Reverfe another* fuch £ar witW 
Camu for Camalodunumy or Maiden in E£e»y where 'the 
Pieced were ftruck. 

In a 'Common near the Romm Iknild J{reef^''x large 
Roflian Urn was found in 1720, whidi was' full of

GLOUCESTERSHIRE' 
I S bounded on the E. by fVarwickJhire^ Oxforijhire% 
* and Berkjhlre -y on the S. by Somerfetjhire and WiU^ 
ft)ire ; on the N. by JV$rce/ierfiire j arid on.the W.by 
Hereford/hire 2XiA Monmouthjhire : It is about 5$ M».i^ 
Length, 22 in Breadth, and 156 in Circumference^ 
contains 13 Hundreds, one City, 27 Market Towns, 
280 Parifhes, one Caftle, 2 Forefts, 19 Parks, and a- 
bout 800,000 Acres. It is watered' by feveral large 
Rivers, as the Severn^ the fFye^ the Aijon^ the Ifts^ ,the 
Ledariy the Frome^ the Stroud^ the Wimhuft)i and feveral 
other lefler Streams. The Soil is different in different 
Parts \ hilly in the E. woody in the W. but the middle 
enriched with a charming and fertile Vale. It abounds 
with all Sorts of Grain, Cattle, Fowl, and Game. ' 
Gloucefter^ 1 02 M. from London^ is a well built, clean, 
healthy City, fecured by the River on one Side, a Branch 
of which brings up Veflels of a confiderable Burthen to 
its Walls, it is beautified with a Cathedral and 5 Pa- 
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ri(h Churches,, and exceedingly well provided with Ho- 
fpitals. The Cathedral is an aatient but magnificent 
Fabric, and has a Tower faid to be one of die neateft and 
moft curious Pieces of Architecture in Enghmd^ and there 
is a whifpering Placei, as inthe'Cupolaof St. PauFsy 
London. It has beautiful Cloyflers ; and there are i2 
Chapels in it^ with the Arms and Monuments of feveral 
great Perfons. Here is an elegant Stone Bridge over the 
River with a Quay, Wharf, and Cuftom-Houfe. Ab- 
undanice 9f Croifes and Statues of the Kings QiEnghni 
difperfed in different Parts, of the City : Several Market 
Houfes iupported with. Pillars,, and large Remains of 
Monafteries. It« Town Hall for the Affiae is called Ac 
Bo^h HalL Under the Bridge is a curious Machine 
which raifes the Water to ferve the Town : though it is 
alfo fup|>lied from Robim Hood's Wdk which ia a Mile or 
^outo|theCjty» 

Cir^nc^ftery coi^t^only called Ciater^ 85 M. from Land. 
and 15 from Gloucejier^ is by fosie reckoned bodi tbeold-i 
f&aiidiacgeil Town in the County. Antient Coins 
have beeii. often dug up in and near it, togertier with Pil- 
lars and I'avements fuppofed to have been thofe of a 
Temple and Bath. It has only one Church, that of St- 
7jA»f which has 5 Chapels joining to. it and a lofty 
Tower. Two of the Roman confular Ways crofe each 
other at this Place, one of which is ftiU vifiblc with a 
high Ridge. This Town is much noted for the Wool- 
en Manufafture, and its Friday Market for Wool is the 
largeft in England. Here are a Free School, and other 
Charity Schoqls. Moft of the Windows of the Church 
land its Chapels have th^ Remains of fine painted Glafs, 
reprefenting all the Orders of the Church of Rome from 
the Pope to the Mendicant, 

Tewkjbury^ 97 M. from London^ ftands at the Conflux 
of the Severn and the Avon from tVarwickJhWe^ which, 
vjrith the Carron inid SwilyaUy 2 other little Rivers, en- 
Compafs.it. It is a large, beautiful and populous Town, 
of which the chief Manufafture is WooFen Cloth and 
Stockings. It confifts of j well built Streets, and many 
fide Lanes, and has 3 Bridges over the 3 Rivers. Here 
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IS z aoUe Church vrifk a Aateiy Tower, and federal Mo- 
numents of great Men. The doathing T>adc here b 
the better accommodated by Reabn of its Neamefs to 
CoUjivM Hills and Stroud Ivdier, of which die former 
furjiifli riic Ffuci and the latter the Dye. The Town 
has been Iqng noted for the Muftard BaHs tnade here* 
The Abhey was ereAed abotft the Year 715, by 2 Dukes 
of Meraa OdM and IhJki\ btrt rebtdlt auid enlarged A. Da 
,1102 \kj Xjfberi Pit»^Hamon, 

Canfdiny 86 M. fi^om LmAn, ftands on liht Edge of 
JVorcefierfiire^ and k famous for the Mantifafhire of 
Stodcin^. ThisParifhts to M. inCompafs, and has 
a very large handfome Church with noble Monuments 
of Marble, of which the mod fumptuous is for Sir Bap- 
tifl Hicbj who gave 10,000 /• in his I/ife-^time for build- 
iog and mdowing an Alins-houfe, and was otherwife a 
Benefactor to the To#n. 

Niwettt^ in the Foreft of />/»», 17 M. from Gloucejler^ 
■104 from L^nAtij Mes W» of the Severn on a Hiver navi- 
gable by Boats, and hAs its Name from an Inn called the 
New Infu It has a handiorfie Church, and fcveral Ham- 
lets beloneiog to its Pariih, which is 20 Miles in Com- 
pafs, and has many Geiftiemen's Houfes in it. 

Dean J 5 M. from Newtutj 113 from i^;i^n, is ano- 
ther T. in the fame FoFcft. Cloth was once, but Pins 
are noiw its chief Mftnufa£tare ; and the Owners of 
Lands here dig up old Iron Cinders, which they 'feH at a 
good Price to the Furnaces. Here is a g3od Chutch 
with a handfome Sfire, but the T. chiefly confifts of one 
Street. 

Cbehenham or Chikingham^ 9 M. from Glaucefter, 9^ 
from London^ fo caBed from the^ finall R, Chilt^ that rifci 
at Ddwdefivell^ and runs 'through this Pariih into the Ser 
vem. It drives a confiderable Trade in M^lt, and is 
much frequented on account of its Mineral Waters. 
which are faid to be much of the fame Qiiality as thofi 
of Scarborough. ^ The Parifh is 10 M. in Compafs, has 
a good Church, a Free School, and fome other chari- 
table Foundations. The Minifter of this Parifh muft 
be a Fellow of Jf/us CoUege^ nominated by that Society, 
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approved of by the K^t\ of Gainjiarougby smd can hold it 
jio longer than 6 Years. 

Stow on i^ fFouldy 1 1 M. from Cheltinghamy 77 from 
London^ is called in old Records Stow S. Edward. The 
Parifli is 12 Miles round, and its Fairs famous for 
Hops, Cbeefe, at>d Sheep. The Church ftands on a 
Hilli and is a large Building, has an high Tower and fe- 
veral Monuments, Here aif alfo. an Hofpital, Alm^- 
liotifes, and Free. School well endowed. By its hig^ 
JSituation it is fo greatly expofed, that it is a common Say- 
ing, they have but one Element, vi^ Air, there being 
neither Wood, common Field, nor Water belonging to 
the Town. The Roman FoJJi-'Wy pailes through this 
Place. 

North Leechy 3 M. from Stowy 89 ftom Londanyis a T* 
on the R. Leche^ which falls into the Thamn near Letch' 
lade. This Parifh is 9 Miles in Compafs, has a neat 
Church, feveral Alm$-1^9ufes,.and a Grammar School. 

Painfwicky 4 M. from Gloucefitr^ 94 from Londony pieas- 
fantly fituated on the R^ Sfroud^.^gresii Convenience to 
the Woolen Manufaflure, .which is; the pcincipal Trade 
carried on here. Its Air is efteemed exceeding whol- 
fome. The Parifh is 1 2 M. iq Compafs, and his a hand* 
fome Church with a neat Spire. ' 

Stroud^ 94. M. from 4^^«<&% ftands. on a Hill, at the 
Foot of which runs the R. commonly called Stroud-wa-- 
tery famous for its |ieculiar ;Qu2rlity in dying Scarlet 
Broad-cloth, anc^ ^U other Gwn Colours in the bcft 
Manner ; for this. Reafo|] many Clothier^s live near. 
And for 20 M. on the Banks of this R. Mills and other 
Conveniencies arc oreded for fulling, i^c. Here are a 
handfome Churcl^,. and a Free School, . 

Berkley y 1 1 1 M. Uoi^ Lond. 15 from Glcnnefter,. The 
Parifh is large, but lies very low i and is not efteemed a 
healthy or pleafant Village. Berhky Caftle was former- 
ly much larger and flronger than at pref^nt. Edward II. 
was for fometime confiqediin this.Caflle. . 

Durjley^ 5 M. from Berkleyy 97 from. London* The 
mofl remarkable Thing here is a Rock of Stone without 
any Chop or Slit in it, .of an incredible Durance, yet 
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(oft in hewiagi and icalied by thc;Inhabitants PufFStone, 
The Walls built with it (hew but little Decay in 500 
Yeans. 

Fairfordy 6 Miles from Cirencejier^ 20 from Ghucefter^ 
98 from London^ has % large Bridges pver the Colriy and a 
large haodforae Church with %^ Wiinda^s of the fineft 
painted Qafs in Bf^landy coni^ing^ of 1^9 moft* nxateri- 
al Hiflodes of the Old aiid New'l'eftam^t. The GlaTs 
was taken by one John Tame, a Merchant^ in a Prize 
Ship bound to Roine ; he afterwards purchafed the Ma- 
nor and built this Church to put up the Glafs in it, where 
by much Care it has been preferred^ in tire to this Day. 
The Parifh is iq Miles round ; many.Med^s and Urns 
are frequently dug up hereabout. 

LeUbJadty' 2 M. from Fairfon^^ 74 (xomXondon^ IFes 
on the Thames near the Confines of oerkJhireznA Oxford-- 
fbire^ in the Road from London to Glouceftef, It is fup* 
pofed to have been a Roman T. there being a very plain 
Roman Road that runs from it tp Cir^nceJUri "The 
Thamesy'zhQt having been formed, herq b)i jthe Conkinc- 
tion of the Lech% t\xt Cobi^ t^e Churn slti^^JjUs, begins to 
be navigable, and it has a good Trade- to and from Lond* 
in Butter, Cheefe, and other Goods. 

Thornburyy %i M. from Glouujler^ 1 06 from London, 
fiands 2 M. from the Severn on a Rivulet that runs into 
it. There are ftill to be feeu the Foundations of a^ mag- 
nificent Caftk intended, but never finifiied. Its Church 
is large in Form of a Cathedral, with fpacipus Ayleson 
each Side, . and a Crois, and it has la beautiful high 
Tower at the W. End. Here are 4 fmall Alms-hou&a 
and a Free School. 

Au/l, is fituate on a craggy ClifF, on a Bank of the &- 
vern^ The Ferry over the Severn here being found very 
incc^venient \ there is another 2 MiFes lower, which is 
reckoned fafer. . Aujl^ has a neat Chapel, with a high 
Tower at the W. End adorned with Pinnacles. 

JVotten Under-edge^ 7 M. from Thornbury^ 99 from Lon^ 
don, is a pretty T. long noted for making Cloth : It 
ftands on a pleafant and fruitful Rife j and its Parifli, in 
«vhich are abundance of the Woolen Manufailurers, is

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12 Miles in Circuit. Here is a ftatelj Church, a Free 

School, and an Alms-houfe. 

Titbury^ a handfome populous T. 94 M. from Lond. 
m a healthy Air and rifing Ground ; but Water is fo 
fcarce in a dryStzmmer, that liie Inhabitants are at great 
"Expence to ptoctrre it. There is a huree Market Houfe 
fn the middle of the T. for the Comnemencb^oFtfae Yam 
Trade, which ?s confideraWe here. The Parifli is t o M. 
in Compafs. The Avm has its Source tn it, which runs 
through Bath and Brtftol into the Severn \ and at the 
Town's End there is a long high Bridge. Here is a 
large handfome Church, a Free School, and an Ahns- 
houfe t at Kingfot>ty\ti the Neighbourhood, Roman Coins 
have been often found*. 

Chipping S&dburyy a very antient T. 12 M. from Brif- 
iolf has a fpacious Church, a Chapel of Eafe, a good 
Market for Corn and other Provifions, but e^cially 
Cheefe. The Bailiff and Burghers have a Power to dif • 
tribute Si Cow Pafturts to as many of the Itihabitants, 
and 8 Acres of Meadow for their own Lives, and thofe 
of their Widows, There is a Free School tn this Place 
befides other Charities. . . 

Mar^fieldy 5 Miles from Bath^ 102 from London, con- 
fifts chiefly of one Street of old Buildings near a Mile 
long, but carries on a good Trade in Malt. Here is a 
large Church, and well-endowed Ahns-houfes. 

Kingfwoody the Name of a Foreft near Sr^ff/,xontain- 
ing about 5000 Acr6s, confifts chiefly of Coal Mines. 
The Houfes here ate very compa£)t, as in a Market 
Town J and the Cloth Manufadure has made it pretty 
populous. On the Edge of this Foreft near the Bank of 
the Jvony about a Mile from Brijioi^ ai^ the famous 
Works for fmelting Copper. 

Cliftony one M.from Briflol^ has about 200 Houfes, 
and is noted for the hot Well in it ; and for thofe Rocks 
called St. Vincenfs^ which afford a View at once pleaixng 
and terrible. They are fteep and craggy, and the River 
between them is fo narrow that it appears li)cLe a Canal 
cut out for the Paflage of Ships to and from BriftoL 
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Pudkle Churth^ 6 Miles fmm Gkuteftir^ Wis once the 
Relidence of federal £<7jrMi Kings, the Remains of whofe 
BuiUSiiigd are ftiU vifible. The Church is pretty large, 
and has feveral good Monuments. 

The ojt^cf Antl<}uki€s and natural Curiofities ^ this 
Shire are: 

I. A curious Pavement of M9faii Work difcovered 
172a at W9odAiftir^ 9 M. from Ghucejler ; of confxder- 
able Extent, wUdi reprefents Bii^s suid Beafts m their 
luit&ral CohmrS) and is adorned with great Variety of 
beautiful Devices.

Ore, haft ar narrow Defcent near 40 Yards deep into a 
Rock, where it opens to a large Cave, in which is a 
Spring of fweet Water, though the lowcft Part of the 
Pool is 20 Yards higher than the higheft Tide of the &^ 
viTH^ which is .3 Miles diftant.

N- by Brecknock/hire and Herefordjhire ; .and on the S. 
by the Severn Sea. It is about 29 M. in J^ength, 20 in. 
Breadth, and 84. in, Circumference ; contains 6 Hun- 
dreds, 8 Market Towns, 1^7 Pariflies, and about 6490 
Houfire, The E. Parts are wQody, and W. mountaifi- 
ous ; but in general fruitful j the Hills feed Numbers of 
Cattle, Sheep, and Goats j the Vallies produce Plenty 
of Grafs and Corn. 

Monmouth y 12 M. from Hereford^ 127 .from London^ 
gives Name to the County, and has its,Qwn from the 
Mouth of the River Mynwy^ at which it is fi^uated. ' It 
is pleafantly (ituated between tl>ai River and the Wye^ o- 
ver each of which it has a Bridge* .It has been a Place 
of Note ever fince the Conqueft. ;. for the .CaftlCj now ip 
Ruins, was a ftately Edifice at that lt*ime. There are 
ftiil remaining fuch Parts of its Fortifications, as fhevir 
that it was formerly very ftrong j and by its natural Si- 
tuation might eafily be made fo agatn^ The Town is in 
a Manner furrounded by Water, the^re being anotlier 
River, viz^ the Trothy^ over which it hatji alfo a Bridge. 
It has a ftately Church, the E. End of which efpecially 
is curioufly built. The Place carries on a confiderablc 
Traffic with Brijiol by Means of the JVye. 

Chepflow^ 131 M. from London^ near the Mouth of 
the fFyey over which it has a Bridge, was a Place formerly 
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of great Note, and is ftill populous. It was formerly 
walled round and had a Caftle, part of which ftill remaij^s 
as alfo aMonaftery, the remainiDg Part of which is con- 
verted into a Parifli Church. The Name is of Saxon 
Orlgfnaf,- and" denotes that it was then a Pbce of Trade 
and Comtaerce. The old FenUf Silurum is about 4 M. 
. from it ; and fome attirm it rofe out of the Ruins of that 
ancient City. *Tis built on a Hill clofe by the River, 
and has fcveral Fields and Orchards within its Walls. 
'Tis the Port for all the Towns that ftand on the Rivers 
ffye and Lug ; Ships of good Burthen may come up to 
it,, and the Tide flows here in a violent Manner, rifing 
commonly 6 Fathom, or 6 and a half at the Bridge, 
which is a noble Fabric of Timber, no left than 70 Foot 
high from the Surface of the Water when the Tide is 
out. As half of it is in Gloueejfer/hire^ it is maintained at 
the Expencc of both Counties. A beautiful RamanVdM^" 
ment was difcovered here in 1 689. 

Jbergavenyy 142 M, from Lmdoriy has its Name from 
the River Gitueny^ which falls below it into the UJk. 'Tis 
encompafled with a Wall, has a ftrong Caftle, drives a 
great trade in Flannel, and is a great Thorough-fare 
from the W. Part pf Wales to Brifol by Cbefftow^ and 
from Monmouth to Gloucefter, 

Penelope^ 136 M. from London^ a fmall Town, chiefly 
noted for its Iron Mills. 

CotrUon^ 141 M. from Londoni has a Wooden Bridge 
over the XJJky ahd was formerly the Seat of a Roman 
"tegion,, and, fn the Time of the Briunsy a Kind of Uni- 
verfity ahd Ardhbifhop's See, removed afterwards to St. 
t)avid*s. The Ffoufts are of Stone, but the Fortificati- 
ons, in Ruins. 

'' Between ^\s and Chrifi-church aFree-ftone Coflin 
was difcovered in the laft Century, in which was inclofed 
an Iron Frame where lay a Skeleton, fu ppofed to be that of 
fome Perfdn of Dlftinaion, from a gilt Alabafter Statue 
found near it, rcprefenting a Man in Armour. In one 
,yan4 of the Sjatue was a fliort Sword, and in the other 
a Pair of Scales. In the right Hand Scale was the Buft 
•Pk-a Vir-yin, which was out-weigh'd by that of a Globe

HEREFORDSHIRE 

IS bounded on the E. by Wortifl^jhirt and Ghmefter'^ 
/hire ; on the N. by the County of Sdop.. It is about 
35 M. in Length, 30 in Breadth, and 108 in Circumfe- 
rence 5 containing onc'City^ 8 Market Towns, 2 Forcfis^ 
8 Parks, i x Hundreds, ^76 PariiheSy 391 Villages, and 
about 660,000 Acres. It is remarkably fruitful, abound* 
ing in Pafture, Wheat, WooJ, Water and Wood* It it 
watered by the fVye, Frome^ L&4orh Lug^lVadeU ArroxVy 
Daroy Afonow^ and other Icfler Streams. It's Cyder, of 
which it produces great <^ntitles, is far fuperior to 
that of any other County in England. 

Hereford^ the only City in this County, 150 M. from 
London^ has a good Stone Bridge of 8 Arches oyer the 
Wyij and is encompafled by Rivers on all Sijdes but the 
W. Its Name figniiies the Ford of^an Anpy, tt bavin^^ 
been for feveral 100 Years the" Head Quarters of the

Before the Civil Wars it had fix but now only 4 Church- 
es. The Cathedral it a beautiful and magnificent Struc- 
ture, and 'has the Monuments of its awcient Prelates, 
The Bi{hop's Caftle, the Clofe with the Dignitaries 
Houfes, and the College of the Vicars and Chorifters are 
pieafantly fituated^ but the Buildines are mean.

Wheat.: It lies in a rich Valjey, througl^ vfhich % Iliyers 
run fwiftly, befidcs others very near, on which the In- 
habitants have Mills, and other Machtniery for variotrs 
Branches of Trade> which is pretty confiderable. The

Branjilll Cafile, at the Foot of the W. Side of MaJ- 
vorn Hills, encompafled by a double Ditch ; and appears 
to be a Place of Antiquity. There was of late Years 
difcovered in it a Cavern, not vet opened. 

A Well below Richard's Caftlc, full of %iall Fi(h- 
bones, as Camden thinks ; and whenever it is emptied, 
a frefh Supply always fuccecds, thence called Boneff^elL 
It is near Croft Cajlle, in the Park of which is a large 
Camp with two great Ditches, called the Ambry. 

Marclay Hiilj near the Confluence of the Lug and 
ffye, was in the Year 1575 removed by an Earth-quake 
to a higher Place. 

In a common Meadow called the JVergins^ between 
Sutton and Hereford^ 2 large Stones fet'on End for a 
Water Mark, were removed in 1652, to about 11 Score 
Paces diftant, and no Body knowtf bow or when they 
were replaced. One of them required 9 Yoke of Oxen 
to draw it. 

At Eaton ^P^// upon the IVyi^ 2 M. from Henford^ is 
a Camp of about 30 or 40 Acres, the Works fmgle. 

At Craden Hill^ about fl M. from Kinchefter^ is ano- 
ther very great Camp and prodigious Works, the Graff 
being inwsirds and outwards, and the whole taking upl 
above forty /Veres. 

In Binder Pari(h is another Camp, called OyHer HilL 

Near Lanterdin is a Roman Camp, called Brandon^ a 
fingle fquare Work with 4 Ports ; near which are 2 Bar- 
rows, where, in 1 662, an Urn was found with Afhesr 
and Bones. About a M. from thence, on the other Side 
of the River Bardfield^ was the Britijh Camp called Crox"' 
ally now covered with large Oaks.

IS bounded on th^ W. by the Counties of Hereford%T\d 
Salop yon the N.^ by Stafford/hire j^ on the E. b)i 
Warudcifirire ; an4 Pn the. S. by Qlaucefierjhirt : Is about 
38 M. in Length) 31 in Bceadtb, and 130 in Circum-* 
Terence ; contains 7 Hundreds, and Part of 2 more ; one 
City, II Market Towns, 152 Parilhes, 500 Villages^ 
arid about 540,000 Acres* The Soil is very fruitful 
both in Corn and Paftwre. It is watered by the Severn^ 
Staur^ Jvon aiul Tine^ befides a great Number of RU 
vuleta. 

The City of fF^rcefter^ lU M- from L^d. is the 
Capital of the County, and fituated on the Banks of the 
Severn^ over which it has a fine Stone Bridge* The 
»0iarkable Battle in 1651, when King Charles 11. was 
dQfeate<tby Cromwell^ was fought near the S. Gate of 
the City, where Bones of thie (lain are fre^itently dug. 
Ufu About a M* and a Half above that Gate, is a 

Place 
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Place called Parywosd^ where CromwelTs Army lay 5 
and above in ^he Park is a large Work of 4 Bafiions, 
called tbe Royal M^unt^ from whence a Vallum and" 
Ditch run bodi Ways, to encompafe Part of the City ; 
which is very large, but» being fituated m a Bottom, can-- 
not be feen at any great Diibince. The chief Manu* 
fa&ures of the Place are broad. Cloth and Gloves, and 
by Means of the Sivtrn are in a flourijQiing Condition.. 
The public Buildings make a grand Appearance, efpe- 
eialty the QuiMhall and the Work-houfe. All their 
Markets are well fupplied with Corn and Provjfions. It 
had formerly a Caftle, as alfo Walls 1659 Paces round,, 
adorned with 3 Gates, and 5 Watch Towers j all long: 
fince deftroyed. The Qathedral, wbrch is exa£Uy. the 
Model of that at: BruJJil^ is a large Edifice, but not 
very elegant, excjspt the Choir of the Chapel, on the S. 
Side which is of very curious Workmanlhip and 1 20 
Feet long. The Length of the Church is 394. the 
Breadth 78, and the Height of the Tower 162 Feet^ 
A handfome Library belongs to the Cathedral, fupported 
by one fingle Pillar in the Middle. Here are die Monu- 
ments of King John^ Prince //rthur. Brother to Henryi' 
VIII. the Countefs of Salifburjj and other illuftrious 
Perfons. Befidcs the Cathedral, there are la. pariOi. 
Churches, 9 witWn the City, and 3 without. The 
Streets are broad and wcU'-paved j the Fwregateftreet is 
remarkably negular and beautiful. The Hofpitals deferve 
particular Notice, efpecially that noble one erefted by 
Robsrt Berkley of Sp^tchley^ who laid out 20OO /. in tlie* 
Building, and40oo /.- in endowing it for 12 poor Men. 
BeGdes tshia,. in and' about the City are 6 or 7 others. 
The Sev^rriy though generally rapid elfewhere, glides 
by IVorcefter very gently. Here is a good Water Houfe 
and Key. 

Droitivich^ 5 M. from Worceflevy 6 from Fewdley^ is 
remarkable for its Salt Springs, from which, and its wet 
Situation, Camden fays it takes its Name^ Itftands on* 
the Navigable River Salwarp. 'Tis.a corporate Bailiwick,r 
with about 400 Houfes, and 4 Churches; is much en- 
riched^ by its Salt Works, which may at lead be traced! 
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as high as the Saxons. It appears from Doomfday Book, 
that Salt was made here before the Conqueft, The 
Reader will probably expeft fome Account of thefe 
Springs, and the Nature of the Soil where they are 
found; but our Limits not admiting this ; we {hall re- 
fer the Reader to the Account grvcn of them by EXr. 
Thomas Rurally wHttcn on the Spot ; and only obferve 
that the annual Duty arifing from the Quantity made 
here, amotints to 5000 /. 

Eve/ham^ 12 M. from Worcefter^ g6 from Lond. is 
a neat Town, with a gentle Afcent from the Rivet Jvoriy 
over which it has a handfome Stone Bridge, wkh a Har- 
bour for Barges. The Town is incorporated, has pe- 
culiar Powers ^nd Privileges, can' try and execute for all 
criminal Cafesj except high Treafon : Its chief Manu- 
faiSture is that of Wool. At the Bridge Foot is the 
Divifion of Bingworih^^whtre was formerly a Caftle : 
Here are both a Grammar School and a Charity School 
liberally endowed. From this Town is an open Prof- 
peft or the'fpacJous Valicy, called hence the Vak of 
E^jejhamy which affords fuch Abundance of the beft 
Corn, as weiras Pafturefbr Sheep, that it may juftly be 
reckoned the Granary of thefe Parts; but its Roads, 
like thofe in moft fruitful Countries, are deep and miry. 
This V^Ie runs all along the Banks of the Avon^ from 
Tewkfbury to Perfljore^ and from thence to Stratford upon 
Jvon^ in the S. Part of Warwichjhire^ to which this fine 
kiver is navrgab}e. Evejham is famous in Hiftory for 
a great Viftory Which Prince Edtvard obtained over 
the Earl of tktcefiet, ' 

BewdUy, 8 Miles from Droitwichj 12% from London^ 
fometimes called Beaulieuy Vomits pleafant Situation on 
the Declivity of a Hill, on the W. Side of the River 
Severn^ over which it has a Stone Biidge. 'Tis a Place 
of confiderable Trade ; for by Means of the Severn 
great Ciuantities of Salt, Iron Ware, Glafs, ztAMan^ 
chefter Goods are put on board Barges here, and at 
Gloucefter aboard Troughs, for BriJIol^ Bridgewaterj and 
other rorts, which Trade renders this a populous thrivicig 
Town and Corporation » but its chief Manufadure is 

Caps 
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Capfs, w^icb the Dutchmen buy, and call Alanmouth 
Caps. The Town is well fupplied with Corn, Male 
aad Leather ; and every Saturday a Market for Hops. 
The Towns of chief Note next the Boroughs arc, 

Kidderminjierj 2 M« from Bewdliy^ 104 from London^ 
iituated on the Stour^ not far from the Severn. It is a 
coQip^d Town of 5 or 600 Houfes, and drives a pretty 
good Trade in Cloth, and weaving Linfeys and Wool- 
ieys. The Church is ahandforne Strudure, and a good 
free Schopl and Almlhoufes are founded here. 

Stourbri4ge^ 5 M. from Kiddermin/iery 1 18 from Lond^ 
fituated on. th^ Staur^ over which it has a Stone Bridge. 
It has been much enriched by Iron and Glafs Works ; 
' here are about 10 Ghfs Houfes where Glafs Bottles and 
Window Glafs are made, together with fine Stone Pots 
for Glafs-makerS' to found their ^ Metal in ^ the Clay 
whereof they are made heipg peculiar to the Place : 
Here is alfo a Manufacture of fine frieze Cloth, a Gram- 
mar School and a.Library. Near this, at Old Samford^ 
is an Hofpital for 60 poor Children. 

Broomfgrovey 7 M. from Stourbridge^ 93 from Lond. 
fituated near the Kife' of the River Sahuarpy has acon« 
fiderable Trade in the Cloathing Bufinefs. 

Perjhare^ 7 M. from Worcejler^ 103 from Lond. is a 
pretty large old Town on the River Avon^ and has a con- 
fiderable Stocking Manufadure. It is (aid to take its 
Name from' the Soil's being peculiarly adapted to the 
Pear Tree, which thrives remarkably here. The River 
JS«ft;.falls into the j/z/^;2 near this Place, which contains 
about 300 Houfes and has '2 Parifh Churches. 

VptoHy 6 M. from Perjhore^ 10 1 from Lond. has a good 
Bridge over the Severn^ with a Harbour for Barges. 

Before we quit this Shire, we mufl take Notice of 
Mahiorn Hills, which, fays Camdeny ^^ are great and 
** lofty for 7 M. together, riling one. higher than the 
'' other, and dividingthis County from that oi Hereford \ 
** and on that on the Top Gilbert de Clare caftup a Ditch, 
" to feparate his Lands from thbfe of th6 Church of 
** Wmeftery which Ditch is ftill to be feen." There 
are a iinall Pariflies, call'd Gr/^?/; and LUtU Malvvrn, 
U6 about 
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about 2 M. from one another ; and alfo z medicinal' 
Springs called hofy fFells : much reforted to, of late. 

The moft remarkable Antiquities, befidet thofemen-^ 
tioned already, are, 

• Great Mahem Abhey^ was in the Times of the Saxons 
an Hermitage of Urfo d^Abltoi \ and made a Priory in the 
1 8th' year of WHliam the Conqueror, by the Hermit 
jfidwin. 

D9mj on rite S. Side of the Shire, where are the 
Ruins of a City, which flood on the Roman Foflfe Way^ 
The Lines in which the Streets run may ftillbe eafiiy 
traced. Roman Coins have been dug up h^e. 

Abberton near Perjbore is famous for its minend Wa- 
ter, which is bitter and purging, of the Nature of Bp- 
fam Waters. 

Harrow Hill, famous for another tnedicinat Springs

WARWICKSHIRE 
S bounded on the W, by Worcefterjhire ; cm the S» 
by the Counties of Ghmej^r aad Q^d \ by theie 

of 
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fef Dsrby smd Stafford on the N, and on the E. by Norths 
mmphnjhire and Leicefitrjhire. It is about 33 Miles in 
Length, 22 in Breadth, and 122 \n Circumference : 
contains 5 Hundreds, 158 Pariflies, 17 Market Towns^ 
4 Caftles, 10 Rivers, 13 Parks, 2 Forcfts, and 780 
Villages. 

It is divided into 2 Parts, the Felden and the Wooi^ 
land ; the former on the S. Side and the latter on the N. 
Side of the Avon. The firft formerly afforded all the 
Pafture and Corn Grounds, but the fecond being coVered 
with Woods was of little Ufe, except for Fuel ; butj 
the Iron Works in the adjacent Counties have fo con- 
fumed the Wood, that they have long fince made Way 
for the Plough ; and, at prefent, by marling and other 
Methods of Hufeandry, all that Part yields Abundance 
of Corn, Cheefe and Butter ; Felden^ which ufed to 
fupply the other with Corn, Cheefe, and Butter, is now 
in a great Meafure turned into Pafture Land. The Soil 
of both produces excellent Corn' and Cheefe, efpecially 
the latter, which is noted in every Part of England. • 
Coventr^<i 8 M, from Warwick^ 90 from London^jom-^ 
ed with Litchfield in Staffbrdjhire^ is a Biflioprick. There 
are many traditional Stories relating to this City ; par- 
ticularly that of the great Affedion of a Lady, who, to 
obtain and perpetuate fome Privileges, rode naked thro' 
the Streets, and an annual ProceiSon is ftill made 
through the Town in Commemoration of it. The 
Walls of tfie City are demoliflied, but the Gates which 
are left ftanding are noble and beautiful. The Prince of 
Wakt has a large Park and Domain here, but very ill 
kept. Two remarkable Parliaments were held here, 
called the Learned zn^JJnlearmd^ alias Devils zrA Dunces^ 
in the Reign of Henry VI. In the Reien of Henry VIII. 
a ftatcly Crofs was erefted here by Sir IVilliam Holies^ 
Lord Mayor of London^ in the Middle of its fpacious 
Market Place, greatly admired for its Workmanfliip^ 
It is 66 Feet high, adorned with the Statues of moft of 
the Unglijh Kings as big as the Life, The City is large 
and populous, but the Buildings are old, and fome of 
them which ace built with Timber project outfo much^ 

' that 
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that i/i fbmc narrow Streets the Tops of the oppofite 
Houfes almoft touch. The chief of its Churches are St, . 
MichaeVs and Triniiyy which for their Archite<9:ure feem 
to rival each other j the former is large and well lighted, 
but not handfome ; its chief Beauty being its Stone 
Spire of excellent Workmanfliip*, about 300 Feet high. 
The Proteftant DiiTenters are a co«fiderable Body, hav- 
ing as many Meeting-hpufes as there are Churches. The 
Town-houfe is worxh feeing,, the Windows being of 
painted Glafs, reprefenting fome of the old Kings, faff, 
who have been Benefactors to the City. Its chief Manu- 
facture is Tammeys, and the weaving the cooimon Sort 
of Ribbon, 

Warwick^ 88 M. from Lond. is the Cour\ty Town, 
and ftands on the River Jvon^ on an Afcent fo rocky on 
all Sides, that the Ways leading to it are cut through 
a Rock. It has. However, rich pleafant Mea4ows to 
the S. and lofty Groves and fpacious Parks to the N. 
'Tis a Town of great Note, and of fuch Antiquity, 
that it is faid to have been founded by Kimleelitie^ one of 
ihQBrlHJb Kings, contemporary with our Saviour. There 
are 4 Ways leading to it anfwering the 4 Points, which 
lead through a Rock ovei a Current of Water, to an 
equal Number of Streets, which all meet in the Center 
of the Town. The Wells ai^d Cellars are made in the 
Rock, the Defcent to which every Way renders it both 
a clean and elegant Town. It is fupplied with Water 
by Pipes from Springs half a M. off; and. has a noble 
Stone-Bridge over the yfvon ofi^ Ai:ches. Here is a 
Caftle ftropg both by Art and Nature : the. Rock on 
which it ftands is 40 Feet from the River ;, but on the 
N. Side it is even with the Town. From its Terrace, 
which is above 50 Feet perpendicular above the j/von^ 
there is a Profpedt of the River, and a beautiful Country 
beyond it. The Apartments are well contrived, and 
many of them adorned with original Pi<Stures by l^an 
Dyke^ not inferior to fomc of the royal Palaces* I-t was 
built originally by William the Conqueror, and now be- 
longs to Earl Brooke. Though a populous Town, it has 
but 2 Pariih Churches^ of which St» Marfs is a beauti- 
ful 
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ful Edifice, and the greatcft Part of it with the lofty 
Tower new built. The other public Buildings arc a 
Town-Houfe of Free-ftone fupported by Pillars, an 
Hofpital and 3 Charity Schools, in which are taught and 
clothed 62 Boys and 42 Girls. Near the Town is Guy^s 
Cliffy where Guy Earl of Warwick is faid to have lived 
a Hermit after his defeating the Danijh Giant Cohbrand, 
His Sword and other Accoutrements are fttll Ihewn in 
theCaftle. 

Tatnworthy 6 M. froni Litchfield^ 107 from London^ is 
parted in the Middle by the River Tame^ fo that one half 
of the Town is in this Countyi and the other in Stafford* 
ftfire^ and each Part fends a Member to Parliament. 
'Tis a fine pleafant trading Town, the moft ancient in 
this Part of the Country ; and had a Caftle where the 
Mercian Kings often refided. This Structure was de- 
molifiied by the DaneSy and lay in Ruins till 914, when 
it was rebuilt by Ethelfleda Daughter to Alfred. Thq 
large Church here is in the Siaffordjhire Part of the 
Town, Here is a Grammar School founded by Q. E- 
li%abeth. This Town alfo enjoys a fine Charity of Mr, 
Guy, who founded that in Southwark^ London. Here is 
a confiderable Trade in narrow Cloth and other Manu- 
fa<9:ures. 

The other Towns in this County of Note in Trade, 
though not Borough Towns, arc ' 

Birmingham^ 106 M. from London^ a very large popu- 
lous Town, the upper Part of which ftartds dry on the 
Side of a Hill, but the lower is watry, and inhabited by^ 
the meaner Sort of People, They arc employed here 
in the Iron Works, in which they are fuch ingenious 
Artificers, that their Performances in the fmall Wares of 
Iron and Steel are admired both at home and abroad. 
'Tis much improved of late Years, both in public and 
private Buildings, Near this Town is a Seat befonging 
to Sir Lijier Holte, Bart, but now let out for a Public 
Houfe, where are Gardens, Wr. with an Organ and 
other Mufic, in Imitation of Vatixbally by which Name 
it goes in the Neighbourhood, 

Stratford^ 
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Stratford^ 6 M. from Warwick^ 97 from London^ has 
a fine Stone Bridge over the Jvcn, to which it is navi- 
gable by Barges. 'Tis a populous Town, its chief Com- 
modity Malt. Here is a Grammar School and an Alms- 
houfe. Ttrinity Church here is fuppofed to be almoft aa 
old as the Conqtieft, and glories in the Remains of the 
inimitable SA^^^^iir, interred Anno 1564. ThaNavi- 
gation of this River is of great Utility to the whole 
Country, and promotes their Trade to Brifioh 

AuicifteTy 105 Miles from Londm^ is a tery ancient 
Town and Corporation, which from the Roman Coins 
often dug up here, was undoubtedly a Roman Station. 
Here is a good Market for Corn. The Roman Way 
called IckenUd-Jfreet paflcth through this Town. 

Kymtony 89 Miles from London^ at the Foot of the Hill 
has a Spring called K. Johrii WelU virhich is very fine 
Water. Its Market is noted for black Cattle. 

Edgehilly in the Neighbourhood, famous for the firft 
Battle between Charles I. and the Parliament in 1642. 
It is otherwife called the VaU of Red-Horfoy from the 
Form of that Animal put by the Country People on the 
Side of the Hill, upon a red Soil near Tyfoe ; fome neigh- 
bouring Freeholders are obliged by their Tenure to keep 
it clean and in Shape. 

Athirjion^ loj M. from London^ on the S/wr, is fa- 
mous for a Cheefe Fair, the greateft in England. Here 
the Cheefe Fa^Siors purchafe great Quantities to carry to 
Stourbridge Fair. 'Tis g pretty large well built Town. 
Nuneaton^ xo8 M. from London^ on the Bmcx Anker^, 
has a Manufadure of Woolen Cloth. Here arc the 
Suins of a Nunnery, founded in the Reign of Henry II» 
for Benedidine Nuns. 

Leamington, near Keynton^ is noted for a Salt Spring 
i|fed by the poorer Sort of Inhabitants to fait their 
Bread. It rifes near the River Leam, 

Newenham Regisj over^againft Rugby^ and near the 
River Swift y is remarkable for its Medicinal Waters a- 
hfing from 3 Springs^ fuppofed to be percolated through? 
a Mineral of Allom. The Waters, which are of milky. 
Colour and Tafte, arc reckoned good fot the Stone^. 
4 They 
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They' are certainly very diuretic, and clofe and heal 
green Wounds ; being drank with Salt they are laxative, 
and with $ugar reftringeilL 

KtneluuortAy in the Center of this Shire, famous for its 
noble Caftle,once a Prifoo for K. £dw»rdlh afterwarda 
a Palace to the Earl o( Liictftir^ who entertained Q. £- 
lixabetb and her Court here 17 Days. Here are alfo the 
remains of a Priory ibunded in the Year 1 1 o6« 

Dovebridge^ upon the Av9n^ was antiently a jRmuh 
Station, called Tripontium, Here the Stream div^s m 
two. It has an Infcription, denoting it is flsaintittned at 
the Expence of 3 Counties.

•' Pitetfd^nojghj 76 M.irom Ltmdon^ is teckoned theleaft 
City and, except Brijlol^ thepooneft JBkfhoprick in £«f- 
land. It ftands upon the River Nen^ over which it has a 
Bridge. The Cathedral is a moft noble GAhic Building, 
but was much more beautiful before the Civil Wars. 
'Tis faid to be about 1000 Years old, thou^gh it feems to 
be moremodefn.\ [*;73s.4<97 F^et long, ^oj.broad in the 
Tranfept from N. to S. and the Breadth of the Nave and 
§y^. Ayl<^ is 91. ^,Ti^ W. Front, which is 156 Feet 
in Breadth,' is the moft ftately of any in England^ being 
fupported by J of t^ talleft Arches any where to be feen, 
^nd Columns curiqufly ad9^ned. The Windows of the 
Cloyfters are ftn^ly ft^jued with Scripture Hiftory, that 
of,.it;s Fou|ide;r fuadt^eSiJipceffionqf its Abbots. . Here 
are many* curious Monutpe^ts of ilLuflrioss Perfonages, 
arid the Figure of one ^^i&^, a Sexton^ who died aged 
9S5 and had buried 2 Queens, and all the Houfe- keepers 
of the City twiq? over. The Streets are wide, and vvcll- 
built, and befides its Cathedral here is one Parifh Church 
and a handfome Market-Houfe, over which the Affizes 
aml-SeiSonr'areinrpt.* The Air here- ts note ftecm cd 
very wbolefome,: but the Water is fwet, tjie higheft 
Spring' Tide never coming within 5 yt, of the Town.

\ Northampton^ 66 M. from Lond. ftands upon the Nen^

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very handfome, and the Town pretty large, having feven 
Parifli Churches within the Walls and 2 without ; but 
it was reduced to Afhes by a dreadful Fire, Sept. 3, 1675. 
Liberal Contributions from all Part pf the Kingdom 
have reftored it in a great Meafure to its original Size j 
and for Neatncfs, Beaoty, and' Situation, few Towns 
equal it. It has 4 Churches, of which the great one,' 
viz. JUhallows^ h a handfome Edifice, with a (lately^ 
Portico of 12 lofty hnic Columns, and a Statue of K. 
CharUs II. on the Balluftrade. It ftands near the Cen- 
ter of the Town, and at the meeting of \ fpacious Streets/ 
The Seffio^ia and AffizeHoufe is a very beautiful Build^^ 
ing of ^e Corinthian Orde^ The .Market Place is re-* 
gular and fpaciousj and one pf the fineft in Europe. The 
Horfe Market . is thought t6 ej^ceed any Other of the 
Kind in England. Its moft famous Manufa^ure is Shoes, 
of which great NoinbetB are exported ; »afid rk%t to that 
Stockings, The Walls a4)e> 2t20 I^aces; in Compafs.^ 
Among the public Buildings,* which all ttutke a grand 
Appearance, the Geofge^'/nn looks tndre like a Palace f 
and ais foon as it was finiflied at the Expente of 2OOO /• 
the Owner, John DryeUn^ generoufly g<ivift'ic to the Poor.* 
The Town is rich and populous, as; it is a Thorough- 
fare both in the N. and W. Roads>; fortbeing 80 Miles' 
from the Sea, it can bavi tio ComirferGe by Navigations 
A County Hofplbl is built' here after the Manner of the 
Infirmaries of London^ Brijtoly Bathj &c. and the River 
Nen has lately been made navigable up to the Town^ 
which will be a Means of fupplying it with Coals, and 
other heavy Goods, at a cheaper Rate than heretofore.

It has a 
handfome Church, and 3 Bridges over the 3 Streams, in- 
to which the little River is here divided. The military 
Way, called fVatUng-^Street^ runs through it^ and appears 
yi^xy plainly^ in the Road to Siony Stratford. The In- 
habitants 
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habitants here, of all Age^^ are employed in Lace and a 
Manufadure of Silk. 

Davif^. 10 M. fronft T^wceflerj 7 j from Londm^ h 
a great Thorough-fare to and from the N. W. Coun^ 
ties ; and has many good Inns. On Burrough HiUzte 
the Remains of ^n old Roman Fortification, which take 
in about aoo Acre$ of Ground. The Roman WatKng^ 
Street was turned through it, and runs to Dunfmor^ 
Heath. The Priory belongs to Chrtft CoUege^ Oxford. 

Kettering^ 15 M, from Daventryy 72 from London^ h 
a handfome Town, of good Trade, pleafantly fituated 
on a riiing Ground, by a River that runs into the Nen. 
It has a Seffions-Houfe for th^ County, a Church hand- 
fomely built, with a fine Spire, and a fmall Hofpital. 
Near 2000 Hands are (aid to be employed here in the 
Manufacture of Serges^ Shalloons, Tammies, ^c. 

Rotbwelly 2 M. from Kettering^ 69 from London^ is a 
pretty good Town^ noted for a Horfe-Fair. Here is a 
fine Market Houfe, a iquare Building of A(h1er Stone, 
adorned with the Arms of moft of the Gentry of the 
County. 

Rockinghnm^ 83 M. from London^ (lands on the River 
WeVand^ and has a Caftle, firft: built by William the 
Conqueror. 

The Places not yet mentioned, remarkable for A/i- 
tiquities, are, 

1. Within the Demefnes of Broughton^ is a petrifying 
Well, from whence a Skull all over Stone both within 
and without, was brought to Sidney College inCam^ 
bridge, and there preferved. 

2. At Cordyke^ near Peterborough, it an ancient 
Fofs, a great Work of the Romans^ for draining the 
Fens and promoting Commerce : Its Dimenfions art 
very large. 

3. Caftor, which fcems to have been antiently of great 
Note from chequered Pavements found there, with Ro* 
man Urns, Coins, Bricks and Tiles. 

4. At Oxenden, near Kettering, is a remarkable Echo 
that will repeat 12 or i^ Syllables very diftin^Uy, and is 
formed by the fquarc Tower of the Church.

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5. Near Goldjborough^ between the Springs of the Avon 
and Nen was a Roman Camp, whofe Situation was the 
more remarkable, as it was the only Pafs between the 
N. and S. Parts oif England^ not intercepted by any 
River. The Camp was fecured only by a fingle Intrench- 
ment, but that very broad and deep. 

6. Nafsby^ 1 1 M. fro.m Northampton^ fuppofed to ftand 
in the Center, and on the higheft Ground in England^ 
remarkable for the bloody Battle fought there betwixt 
the Forces of K. Charles I. and thofe of the Parliament. 
Scarce any Traces of it now remain but a few Holes for 
the burying of Men and Horfes. It has been faid that^ 
4>urfuant to his laft Requeft, Oliver Cromwell was pri* 
vately interred here. 

7. At Culworthy 6 M. from Towcejier^ and its Neigh- 
bourhood, ar« found the Star-ftones. Among other 
Mineral Waters are thofe of Ajlrop Wellsj much recom- 
mended for the Scurvy, Afthma, ^c, 

8- At Chejfer was a Roman Camp of near 20 Acres, 
inclofed with a ftrong Wall, in the Area of which have 
been found many Pavements, Coins, fcfc. 
. 9; Fotheringhay Cajiky 2 M. from OundUj on a Branch 
of the Nen^ is encompafied with a Park and fine Mea- 
dows, and was formerly of great Note. 

10. The ancient Houfe ofHolmhy, near Northampton^ 
where King Charles I. was imprifoned.

A fine Cafcade and River runfung thro' 
the whole Garden. 

The Earl oi Exeter* Sy at Burleigh^ near Stamford^ upoA 
the River WeUand. It is one of the grandcft Structure* 
in England^ and appears'more like a Town than a Hovfe, 
in which the Towers and Pinnacles refemble Parifh 
Churches, and the large Spire covered with Lead in .th^ 
Center, a Cathedral. It is finely adorned with Statues, 
Painting, (s^iT. and the Gardens^ are extremely Veauti* 
ful. 

The Earl of NortbamptorCs^ at CaflU AJhby^ 6 M. from 
Northampton, 

The Earl ofSuJij^s^ at Eaflon-Mfluduit^ near Jf^elling- 
borough.

t)y Cambridge/hire, It is about 25 M. in Length, 20 in 
Breadth, and ^o in Circumference } contains 4 Hun- 
dreds, 6 Market Towns, 79 Pari(hes, 279 Villages, 2 
iR^ivers, 5 Bridges, and about 240,090 Acres. It is 
a great Corn Country, and though the hilly Parts do not 
produce fo much as the others, yet they afibrd fine Pafturc 
for Sheep. The low-Lands abound with Meadows and 
Paftures, which" feed Abundance of Cattle, and in the 
Mecrs are Plenty of Fifli and wild Fowl. 

Huntington^ 57 Miles from London^ ftands on a fmall 
Hill in the great N. Road, on the N. Side of the Oufij 
over which it has a Stone Bridge, and was formerly z 
much larger Town than at prefent. *Tis the conftant 
Place for the the Affize as well as the County Gaol, anJ 
is a pretty populous trading Town, confifting chiefly of 
one large Street well-built, with a handfqme Market- 
Place, and a good Grammar School.

SUFFOLK 

IS bounded on Ae E. by the German Ocean ; on the 
W. by Cambri'dgejhire ; on the 8. by. EJfex^ and on the 
N, by Norfolk. It is about 45 M. in Length; 20 in 
Breadth, and 140 in Circumference ; containing feven 
Rivers, 40 Parks, 22 Hundreds, 32 Market Towns, 
575 Pariflies, about 1500 Villages, and 995000 Acres. 
The Soil is various, that near the Sea being fandy and 
full of Heaths, but produces Rye, Peafe and Hemp, and 
feeds large Flocks of Sheep. The middle Parts abound 
with Wood and Pafture> and thofe towards the N. in 
Corn. 

Ipfwichy 68 M. from Lond. and 1 2 from Hanotahy 
was once in a very flourifcing State, as appears front 
the great Number of Ships that belonged to it, when its 
Harbour was more commodious, and 21 Churches, of 
which now only 12 remain.

iuilt fcy Cardinal fVo^ey^ who was boi-n here, and the 
Son of a Btttcher.. It appears to have been once 
Icaced about with a Wall or Rampart.. The moft dif- 
ttngui&ed Charity &t on Foot here, and continued 
through the County for Relief of Widows and Orphans

9 </• Chriji Churchy one of the 
6 or T^religious Houfes formerly in thi^ Town, has been 
converted to a Maa£on Houie, wher« is a fme Park and 
Sowfing-Greeiik Another of them is a Court of Judi- 
cature, where the Quarter SeiSons is held for ^fwich 
I)iviilon> and part of it is a Gaol. An ingenious Tra- 
vellef compared the Situation of thia Town to that of 
Romey with a rifing Ground at the Entrance on: the Left- 
hand, and a River on the Right, feparating it from the 
Suburbs, as the Tyber does. RoTne from St.. Petfr*s. The 
Town he compares to a ncble old Houfe which has ftood^ 
along Time untenanted, and out of Repair j but it is 
much improved of Jate.. , ' 

A Coifege begun here by Cardinal Wo^ey^ on the 
Ruins of afmall College of Bbck Canons^ though left 
unfinifhcd by him, ftill bears his Name. 

The Town ciijoys feveral confiderablc Privileges, as 
the paffing Fines and Recoveries, trying criminal and 
capital Caufcs, and even tbofe of the Crown, among 
themfelves, appointing the Affize of Bread, Wine, 
Beer, ^c. The Country round Tpfwichis chiefly applied 
to the Produ£libn of Corn, confiderable Quantities of 
which are fhipped off for Land, and fometimes for Hoi**- 
land. Many Gentry refide here. This County like- 
wise has aa iixexhauflible Store of Timber^ of whicfai

This is one of the beft IMaces in EnglandSox Families 
that are reduced to narrow Circumftances, from Houfr* 
rent being eafy, liaving Plenty of Provifions, Fi(b,F)eflt 
or Fowl, and eafy Pa&ge by Land or Water* Here's 
a convenient ICey ^xA duftomoHoufe^ and no Place in 
Britain is thought to be fo well quali^ed for the Gnen-^ 
landFifhcrY^ Qncc the fame Wind which carries a Ship 
out of the Harbour is quite fair to the Gre^nlirndScAs. 

Dtmuficby 95 M. from Lend. 9 from jfld^sugb ; in 
the Saxon Annals called D^mucy and by Bidfy Lhmmec and 
Dunmocy is a Town corporate^ fends Burgefles to Par^ 
liament, and tho*'onty a Parcel of poor Cottages^ yet is 
ftill chargeable with 80 /• a Year to the Crown. 

Orfbrdy 3 M. from Mdhoraughy S5 from Lond. fiandi 
at the Mouth of the River Ore ; the Towers of its 
Caftle and Church are a Sea Mark for thofe who come 
from Holland. There is alfo a Light*Moufe at the Ntfsf^ 
being a Guide efpecially for Colliers and Coaflers ) and 
the roint of Land aflfording great Shelter for them when • 
the Sea is ruffled by a ftrong N. £• Wind* 

AlSvQughy 88 M. from Lond^riy 9 from Durrwtchy has 
a good Harbour and fijQiing Trade, is pledfantly and 
ftrongly fituated in thcV alley ofSktttghdifty which extends 
from ^ihorp to the Havsn of Orfori^ It ha$ two Streets 
about a M. long, is cldin though meanly bvitt, and has 
a good Quay on the R* jftd^ many Wrfrehoufes and FIfh 
Houfes iox drying Fifh, abundance of Sprats, Soles and 
Lobfters being caught hereabooCs* It trades to Nnucajlh 
for Coals, and tfanfports Corn ; has a handfiMne Church 
on a Hill to the W. of the Town. 

Sudbury y 54. M. from London^ has a fnir Bridge on the 
R« Suury which alnioft furrounds theT. Barges come u'^ 
as far as U^ylandy which is of great Benefit to this Place-y 
it is an ancient Corporation, and has 3 handfome large 
Churches, and a good Trade in Pferpetuanas, Serges, 
iSc, The Buildings are pretty good, but the Streets im- 
paved^ It wajs one. of the firft Towns in which Edivani 
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Ill, intrdducfed the Woolen Mahufaftory By fettling the 

FUffiings here. 

Eye J a fmall Town, 92 M. from London^ 12 from If^ 
fwich^ 1 7 from Nortvicby ftands in what is called an Ifland, 
becaufe almoft furrounded by a Brook ; its Streets are 
dirty* The chief Manufadure is Bone-lace. 

St. Edmtend's Bury^ or Bury St. Edmtmd^s^ fo called 
from an Abbey built hereby King Canute^ A. D. 1025, 
in Honour of St. Edmund the laft King of the E. AngUi^ 
who was martyred there by the Danes in 886 vi Part of 
this Stru£lure is ftill remaining. It is 75 M. from Lond. 
and 10 from Newmarket ; is an ancient Town in a good 
Air, and fruitful Part of the Country ; it has 2 noble 
Churches, and a Gramtnar School. Angel Hill^ where 
the Fairs are k^pt^ and where is a handfbme fpacious 
Plain, affords great Amufement and Entertainment for 
the Gentry, who refort thither frequently, but cfpecially 
at the Time of the Fairs, which laft a Fortnight. This 
Place is called the Montpelier of England^ for the beaut^* 
ful Rife of the Town and its open andextenfive Profpeft, 
the Uniformity pf its Buildings, the regular Situation c^ 
the Streets^ ^hlch in general cut each other at right An- 
gles. The River Bourn, or Larke, on which it ftands, 
is navigable from Lynn to Farnhamy within 2 Miles of 
this Town. 

Other Places of chief Note in this County are, 
. Br0idon^ 78. M. from London, and 7 from MildenbaU^ 
has a Bridge oyer the little Oufey and a good Harbour, 
where is a Ferry about a M. from the Bridge, for con- 
veying Goods to and from the Ifle of Ely j a pretty well 
built Town, and had formerly a Market. 

Mildenhall ov Milnally 68 M- from Londwy 12 from 
Bury<^ is a large populous Town, on the River Larke \ 
has a handfome Church and lofty Steeple, the Streets r^» 
gular, and a Market well fupplied with Fifli and wild 
Fowl. 

Hale/worthy an ancient, large and populous Town 
on the River Blythe^ has a Manufacture of Linen 
Yarn.

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SoutbuMtd, 106 M. from Lofidofiy 14 from Hale/worth, 
a fmall Corporation- on the fame Coaft, ^ith a Draw- 
bridge on the fame River, It has a good Harbour, is a 
populous Town) (fa-ong by its Situation, and has al(b 
fojne Fortifications. It flands pleafantly, has a large 
Church almoft furrounded by the River Blythe on the 
W. and the Sea on the S. cfpecialiy at high Tide 5 
drives a great Trade in Salt and in the Herring Fiihery, 
Liftoff y or Leoftoff^ 113 Miles from London^ 6 from 
BeckUsy a little Town that feems to hang over the Sea. 
Fi(hing is the Employment of the Inhabitants in gene- 
ral, for Cod in the N. Sea, and for Herrings, Mackarell 
and Sprats at home. 

. BeckleSy 107 M. from London^ 6 from Leojioff^ on the 
Hiver fFaveney. *Tis a large populous Town, and the 
Streets well paved, the Buildings many of them mean. 
It has a noble Church and Steeple, and 2 Free Schools 
well endowed ; a Common belongs to it of near 1000 
Acrfw. _ 

Bungay, '2l lajge Town upon the fame River, which 
furrounds it, and is navigable hither from Tarmouth by 
Barges j . was a very ftrong Town in the Reign of 
Stephen, the Ruins are now to be feen. 

Buddefdale, 81 M, from London, 7 M. from Ixworth, 
is a long mean dirty Town with a poor Market j in the 
Road from Bury St. Edmund's to Tarmouth. 

Framlingham, 86 M, from London, 3 from Debenham^ 
is a large Town of Note. The Caftle is a moft remark- 
able Piece of Antiq.uity, being fuppofed to have been 
built by fome of the firtt Kings of the Eaji Angles, 
'Twas a large beautiful Fabric, and very ftrong, both by 
Art and Nature ; the Area within the Walls now ftand-i 
ing being above an Acre and a Rood of Land, the Walls 
44 Feet high and 8 thick, with 1 3 Towers 14 Feet abovd 
them. Hither the Princefs, afterwards Queen Mary, re- 
tired when hziy Jane Grey her Sifter and fhe were Com- 
petitors for the Crown. The Town ftands on a Clay- 
Hill in a fruitful Soil and healthy Air, near the Source of 
the River Ore^ and has a fpacious Market Place ; its

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greateft Otnament is its Cburcb» a large Edifice of black 

Flint, with a Steeple ipoFeet high. 

Dibenham^ 86 M, from L^nd§n^ 3 from Mendlefiamy 
fa callcil from the R. Diben^ which runs by it ; (ome 
w:ll have its true Name to be Deepenbam^ frotathe deep-^ 
nefs of it) Roads ; for which Reafon it is but little fjre«>> 
guented. 

^ Siow-marht^ is a large Town, 73 M. from Landmy oa 
the Banks of the Orwell^ in the Center Of the C6unt3v 
with a well ftored Market, a Manufa<£lure of Tammies 
and other NorwUh Stuffs. It has a fpacious beautiful 
Church with a large Steeple and. lofty Pinnacles. 

Needham^i on the fame River^ 71 M. from Lmdon^.K^ 
from Ipfu)tcb^ confifts of one good Street, and deald in 
Broadcloaths. . 

Wosdbridgey 75 M. from Lmdon^ on the River Debm^^ 
which being navigably by fliips of considerable Burtbea 
to the Town, its Inhabitants drive a pretty good Trade 
to London^ NewcaftU^ Holland^ &:c. in Sackcloth, Salt,. 
Hemp, and Cordage. It has 4 or 5 Docks for building 
Ships, with commodious Quays and Ware-hou&s. 

Lanhamy or Lav>enkam^ 62 M.. from London^ 10 from 
Stowy is a pleafant and pretty large Town on a Brancb 
of the River Breit^ from whence it has a gradual Rife to 
the Top of a Hill, where its Church and a fpacious Mar- 
ket-place encompaffed with 9 Streets or Dtvifions, are 
fituated in a very healthful Air. *Twas formerly very 
famous, and much enriched by a Staple Trade in bhie 
Cloths, and was divided into 3 Guilds es Companies, 
which had each their Hall. It has ftill a good Manur* 
failure, and there is a Wool Hall, of which many hun* 
dred Packs are fent from hence in a Year.. The Churcb 
and Steeple is 137 Feet high* The Roof is finely carv-» 
cd, and the 2 Pews belox^ing to the Families of the £.. 
of Oxfirdj and the SpringSy at whofe £xpcnce Tt was re*^ 
paired, are hardly to be equalled by any in Henry the 
YIIth*s Chapel ; and in the Church is Mr. Springes Sta- 
tue in BraiCs ; here are feveral remarkable Charitiea for 
tixe Support and Employment of the Poor.. .

Here are the Ruins of an old Caftle and Monafterjr, 
and has a ManofaAory of &ays> Imt is not a ^izry clean 
Town. 

' Hadley^ 64 M • from Londimy 8 from Sudbury^ is a pret- 
ty large populous Town, but being In a Bottom is dirty* 
Irs Markets are commooly well ftored with Provifions. 
*Tis of fome Note fur ks Manufaftory of 'Woolen 
Cloth. Its chief Or nament is the Church, which ftanda 
near the Middle of the Town. 

Neyland^ 54 M. from London^ has a handfome Bridge 
fever the Stdur^ which by rcafon of ks low Situation of- 
ten overflows it, but makes it Amends by bringing it 
Plenty of Coal, which muft otherwife be fetched at a 
great Diftance. It is a large Town, has a ManufadVure 
©F Bays and Says, but formerly was much larg.er ; what 
k moft remarkable is the Number of Marble Monu- 
ments inlaid with Brafs. to the Memory of Clothiers who 
had formerly lived here,, and had befides bequeathed con- 
fiderable Charities that perpetuated their Memories* 

Long-Melford, 50 M. from London^ 3 from Sudbury^ 
ftands near the StawTj as it runs from Uare to Sudiury^ 
one of the beft and biggeft Villages in England^ and has 
divers handfome Houfes. Lady Rivers^ Widow of yob» 
£• Rivers, had her Houfe plundered here at the Beginning 
of the Civil Wars in K. Charles Ift's Time, by which 
file loft near 50,000 /. Here is a handfome Church, a 
remarkable fine Tomb for Sir PFilliam Cordally Speaker of 
the Houfe of Commons, a Member of the Privy Councii 
to Queen Afuryy &c. 

• ffickhamy 4 M. from Wooikridge^ on the River Deben\ 
though but a Village is as big as feveral Market Towns^ 
From ks Church, though but 23 Yards high, being 
fituated on an Eminence, you have, in a clear Day,, a 
Profpedi of near 50 Parifli ChurcheSi. 

Stratford^ 12 M. from IpfwUh^ 56 from Londmy, has st 
Bridge on the Stow^^ and is a Thorough- fare Stage fron% 
Ipfwich to London. It carries OA a cooiidecable Trade 
vx the Woollen Maaiifa£ture» 

Ridgrcevi-^ 
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Ridgrave^ 9 M. from Buddtfdalty was for many Years 
the Seat of the Defcendants. of Sir Nicholas Bacon^ the 
firft Baronet of England, Its Church has a fine Marble 
Monument to the Memory of Lord Chief Juftice Holt.

iS bounded on the S. by the Rivers TVaveney^' zni the 
-* lefferOtt/J, which dividfe it from Suffolk \ by Cambridgi^ 
(hire on the W. and on the N. and E. by the German 
Ocean. It is about 57 M. in Length, 35 in Breadth, 
and 140 in Circumference $ containing 31 Hundreds, 
one City, 32 Market Towns, 666 Pari&es, and 1500 
Villages. The Soil is various according to its different 
Situations, but in general fruitful ; in many Parts ai:e fide 
Meadows and Paftares. Large Flocks of Sheep ire kept 
here, and fome ■ Villages are faid to feed no lefs than 
5000. 

Norwich J 108 M. from London^ 16 from Yarmouth^ is 
a large City near the Conflux of the Rivers Venfder and 
Tare. It ftands on the Side of a Hill, and is near two 
M. in Length and one in Breadth. The City is popu- 
lous, though not full of Houfes ; and the Town is if- 
regular, though the Buildings both public and private are 
neat and beautiful A great Part of the Manufacture is 
Crapes and Stuffs, of which great Quantities are fent 
from Yarmouth^ to Holland^ Germany^ Sweden^ and other 
Parts of the Baltic ; it being computed that the Goods 
made here of that Kind emplov not lefs than 120,000 
Perfons. It has 12 Gates and o Bridges over the 2^r^ ; 
3a Churches, beitdes the Cathedral, and Chapels aild 

Meeting 
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Meeting Houfes of all Denominations. Tkc Roof of 
the Cathedral, a large, venerable and handfomc Stru£kurc^ 
is adorned with the Hiftory of the Bible. The Choir 
k large and fpacious^ and the Steeple higher than that at 
Grantham^ but lower thah that at Saiijknyy being, about 
105 Yards from the Pavetnent of the Choir to the Pin« 
nacle on the Top. Here are a Churches for the I>ut£^ 
Sini French Flcmmings^ who enjoy finguhr Privileges. 
The other remarkable Buildings are, i» The Duke of 
Norfolk* 5 Palace, once reckoned the largeft in England 
out of London* 2. The Caftle, fuppofed to have been 
built in the Time of the Saxw$. 3. ThrTown Hatt 
in the Market-place. 4« The GuHAali^ fennerly the 
Monaftery of the Black Friars. 5. The King's School, 
founded by Edward VI. 

Tarmouth^ other wife called Grfgt Yarmouth^ lo Miles 
from Norwich, 123 from London, is a large, populous^ 
and well built Town, much increafed of late Years in 
, Shipping, Buildings and People;, and is greatly fuperior 
' to Norwich in Point of Situation for Trade. The Roa^, 
a. Place defended by Sands, is the principal Rendezvous 
of the Colliers between NewcafiU and London* The 
Harbour is fafe, but the Inhabitants are at a confiderable 
.Expence annually to clean it. It is confide'red as the 
.. Center of the Coal-trade, carries on a confiderahle Traffic 
' with Hollands and the N. and £. Seas* But ks Herring 
'.Fifliery renders it the greateft Town of Trade in all the 
E. Coaft of Engkndy except Hull. Forty Millions of 
Herrings are computed to be taken and cured annually 
* in this Place. Their Fiihing Fair here is at Michaelmas^ 
which lafis. about a Months during which Time alt 
Ships from any Part of England may catch, what.Fiih 
they can, and bring in and fell Toll free. The Town 
is neat, compact and regular ; and ftands on a Peninfula 
betwixt the Harbour and the Sea ; 'tis walled and forti- 
fied. Its chief Strength by Land is the River or Haven 
which lies on the W. Side, and has a Draw-bridge over 
it* The principal Curiofity is the Market-place^ the 
. fineft and beA furniihed of any in England, and its Quay 
or Wharf the longefi and largeft in Great Britain^ or

, Lymt^ Of Lyn^Regh^ 90 M. from Lwdon^ is an antient 
Town at the Mouth of the OwUy pretty well built> anA 
}^ formerly been rich, well inhabited, and a Place of 
Defence, as appears from, the Rains of the Works de*^ 
moiifiied in the late Wars. 

It ha» a ^ctbut fine Market-place, ^e Quadrangle 
ef which is adorned with a handfome Statue of fyiUiam 
III. and a fine Crofs with a Dome and Gallery round it» 
(tipported t>y 16 Pillars. The Markot Houfe is of Free 
Stone, after the modem Tafte, 70 Feet high, erected on 
4 Steps, neatly adorned with Statues and other Eni-» 
beUi&menits. 

Pour Rirulets, over which are 15 Bridges run through 
this Town, and the Tide of the Onxs^ which is about afr 
broad here as the River Thama above Lmdm Bridge^ riieis 
so Feet perpendicular. St» Jwis Platform mounts 
12 Guns, and commands, all Ships paffi^g near the 
Harbour. 

There are two large Churches, ttbfidea Meeting*^ 
Houfes $ the principal was formerly an Abbey,, and very 
large. The Town Houfe acid Cxchange are ancient 
and noble Fabricks^ St. Nicholas's Chapel, which ia

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are the Remains of a Priory founded A. D. 1103, by 
Roger Bigod^ Earl of Norfolk. 

Caflle Rifing^ 3 M. from Lynn^ 97 from London^ took ' 
its Name from its Situation on a high Hill, on which was 
aCaftle, built by WtUicm ^ Mini^'E.zA of Arundel mA 
Sujfexy in the Reign of Henry I. It has. a vaft circular 
Ditch according to the Gothic Method of Fortification, 
fuppofed to have been done by the Normans. An Hofpi- 
tal was founded and endowed here by H4nry Howardy 
Son of the Earl of Surry ^ &c. 

Other Towns of Note are, • 

Cromer^ 8 M. from Clay^ 127 from L^ndon^ a fifbing 
Town remarkable for Lobfters, of which great Quantities 
are fcnt to Norwich and London. 

Aylejham^ 6 M. from Waljham^ is a Town noted fof 
Knitters, and is pretty populous. 

tVorJied^ 12 M. from Norwich^ is remarkable for the 
Invention and twifting that Sort of Woolen Yarn and 
Thread which is from this Place called Worfted. Here 
is alfo a Manufacture of Worfted Stuffs and Stockings, 
which are both knit and wove here. 

Cajleny 19 M, from Norwich^ 128 from London^ has a 
Bridge over the River Bure. 'Tis noted for a brazen 
Hand being carried before the Steward of the Demefne 
tnftead of a Mace, but for what Reafon we know not. 

Reephamy 2 M. from Cqften^ noted for having former- 
ly had three Churches in one Church-yard, belong* 
ing to as many Lordfhips, vi%. Reepham^ Whitiwell^ and 
Hackford ; but having been long demolifhed, there is 
now only the Ruins of one for Ufe. Its chief Trade is 
in Malt. 

St. Ftf/MV, is a Village with a pretty good Street- 
way, noted for a Fair of lean Cattle, which the -ATi^iyii* 
Graziers, i^c. buy up. 

Clayy 6 Miles from Waljinghamy on the fame Coaft 
as Cromer^ has large Salt Works, where a great Quan-

Marham ztAWelk are two To#hs on the fame Coaft, 
where is a very confiderablc Trade carried on with 

Holland 
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Holland in Corn, which is a great Produce in this Coun- 
try, and in the Returns thence. 

The Seven Burnhams are feven Towns, lying in the 
North- weft Corner of the County, noted for its Salt 
Marflies, which are of fome Advantage to the Sheep. On 
the Shore are many little Hills, fuppofed to be the Tombs 
of Saxons and Danes killed hereabout. 

Walfmghamy a pretty good Town famous for the 
Ruins of an Abbey, where was a Shrine of the Vir-» 
gin Mary, called our Lady of Walfingham, as much 
frequented once as Thomas- a- Becket*s at Canterbury. 
The Soil is famed for producing good SafTron and 
Southernwood. 

' Downham, 5 M. from Seechy^ and 87 from London^ 
has a Port for Barges. 

Windham^ or Ivimondham^ 1 00 Miles from London^ 
a little Town, whofe Inhabitants, old and young, make 
fmall wooden Ware. It has had the Honour of giving 
Name to a flourifhing Family, that hath fpread itfelf in 
feveral Counties ; in it is a Church formerly an Ablsey; 
built by JVilliam de JWini, Butler to Henry I. with a high 
Steeple, on which Kit the Tanner was hanged by Sir 
JVilliam fFindham, SherifFof "Norfolk^ for Rebellion in 
the Reign oi Edward VI. 

Hln^}am\ J M. froni IVatton^ 93 from London, remark- 
able for the fafbionable Drefs of its Inhabitants, whence 
it is called Little London.

IS a large maritime County, bounded on the S. by 
the River JVellcmdy which divides it from Northamp" 
ionjhire ; on the N- by the HumUr^ which feparates it 
from Yorkjhire ; on the E. by the German Ocean ; and 
on the W. by fome Parts of Yorkjhire^ NMlnghamflnrh 
Leicejlerjhire^ and Rutland/hire. It is about 60 Miles m 
Length, 35 in Breadth, and i8o in Circumference i con- 
tains thirty Hundreds, one City, 34 Market TorniJ* 
688 Pariflies, and about 1 556 Villages, It has m^y 
large Rivers, particularly the Nen^ IVellandy Givajh^ IVt- 
iharriy Bane^ Trent^ Dun and Ankam^ The inland Parts 
produce Corn, the Fens Cole-feed, and the ricbeft P^*" 
turesj^ fo that their Cattle are larger than thofe of any

A« 

bout die End of EdwardX. Reign it was burnt down by 

Villains in the Difguifeof Monks and Priefts, who came 

in the Fair Time and carried away the Merchant Goods, 

It was made a Staple for Wool, and the Merchants of 

the Hans Towns fixed their Guild here ; it is a pleafant 

well built Town, and has a good foreign arid inland' 

Trade. Its Church is reckoned the largeft Parifti Church' 

without crofe Ayles in all the World. It is 300 Fttt 

long within the Walls, and 100 Feet wide, handfomely 

ceii'd with Irijh Oak, fupported by tall and flender Pil- 

lars. It has 365 Steps, 52 Windows ^ and 12 Pillars, 

anfwerablc to the Days, Weeks, and Moirths of the 

Year. Its Tower or Steeple is famous for its Height 

and Workmanfliip, being 282 Feet high. It has a 

beautiful Odagon Lanthorn on the Top, which is feen 

near 40 M. every Way, but efpecially on the Sea as far 

as the Entrance of the dangerous Channels called Lynn^ 

X)^/*and BoJIon-deeps^ fo that it is the Guide of Ma- 

rtnei« as^rell as the Wonder of Travellers. The Town 

has a commodious Haven, and is plentifully fupplied 

with frefli Water by Pipes from a Pond inclofcd in the 

great Common called the Wejf Fenn, The Land is 

very rich, feeding vaft Numbers of large Sheep and 

Oxen. Jehn Fvx the Martyrologift was born here. 

Near this Town is Taterjhal Cafik, belonging to the 

YzmWfof dint&H Earls oi Lincoln. The Parifli Church 

was made collegiate, and endowed with Lands, in the 

17th of Henry VI. 

Kirkton^ otKirton^ 3M. from Bojlon^ took its Name 
from its Kirk or Church, a fine ftately Building in 
Form of a Cathedral, and gives it to its Hundred, iii 
which are four Villages of the fame Name. 

Dunntngton^ 7 M. from Bi^ftm^ 99 from Lmd, has a 
Port for Barges, and is remarkaUe for large Quantities 
of Hemp and Hempfeed bought here.

There is a Communication by a 
Bridge over- againft the Weft End of the Abbey, built 
in a triangular Form to anfwer the Streets ; *tis fo curi- 
ous a Fabric as not to be equalled in England, if in 
Europe ; it is formed on three Segments of a Circle 
qfieeting in one Point, and each Bafe they fay ftands in 
a different County, viz, Lincolnjhire^ Camhridgejhire^ 
and Nortbamptonjhire. *Tis alfo fituate upon the Center 
of the Conflux of the River Nyne with the Wetland, 
Here is great Plenty of Fi(h and wild Ducks in then: 
Seafon ; the latter in the Month of Augujl are fo -nu- 
merous, being brought thither by decoy Ducks, that 
they fpmetimes drive 3CX)0 into a Net at a Time by 
Dogs trained to it. There are many Pools in and near 
the Town for the Liberty of fiihing there, andthefe 
they call their Corn Fields, becaufe none grows within 
five Miles of them. The fenny boggy Soil being im- 
paffable for Carts has occafioned this Proverb \ That all 
the Carts which came ta Crowlatid arejhod with Sihern, 

Spalding, g M. from Cr^wlaxd, lo hoxn Deeping, and 
98 from Land, is a much neater Town,- and itiore po- 
pulous than could be expefled, in a Place enconipalTed 
with Lakes, Canals, and Rivers 5 for the Drains of 
Bajlon and Langtoft centre upon it, and the Welland al- 
moif inclofes it, over which there is a Bridge with a 
navigable Port, which, though but f<nall^ has. feveral 
Barges. It has a handfome Jarge Market,. zxA a free

It is well butlt ; Here is' a 
ne large Church with a handfome Spire of Stone 280 
Feet high $ and by a Deception of the Sight (eems to 
ftand awry. AgooJ Free School was built and endow- 
ed here by Bifliop Fox^ where Sir -Ifmc Niiut»H received 
his firft Education* 

Sleafordy 14 M. from LincJn^ 102 from LonJ. the 
only Town of Notebefules in this Divifion, ftandsin a 
pleafant Valley, near the Head of the River Ska. I^ 
has a large PariCh Church of gdod Architedlure, a Free 
School, and a well endowed Hofpitali lias ^ confider- 
able Trade in Corn^ Cattle, and a large Market-place. 
Here are the Ruins of a Caftle built by Alexander^ Bp. 
of Lincoln. The River runs here with fuch Rapidity, 
that it is never frozen ; and within the Town, and tw6 
Miles below, it drives five Corn Mills, two Fulling 
Mills and a Paper Mill, and then falls into the River 
JVitham. This is called New Sleaford^ to diftinguifli it 
from 0/^£i^^j^^in its Neighbourhood. 

III. L I N D S E Y Divifion, containing, 
/ INti O LN City, 128 M. frdm Lond. antiently 
^^ called Nic9L Tis built on the Side of a Hill, at 
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thcHottdmof whidi runs the River Withmn in three 
fmall Channels, over which arc feveral Bridget. It is 
faid in Doonfs^Day Book to have had 1070 Houfes, and 
to be very populous. The Cathedral was efteemed the 
^jloryof Lincoln ; for its Magnificence and Elevation is 
'fuch, that the Monks concluded it would chagrin the 
Devil to lock at it, and thence a fljr four Look by a pra- 
verbial Expreffion is compared to the Devil's looking 
over Lincoln. The City formerly abounded with Monaf- 
terieS) Churches, &^f. So that many Bams, Stables, 
and eVcn Hogfties feem to be the Ruins of them, from 
the Stone Walls, and arched Windows and Doors. The 
River on the W. Side of the Town below the Hill 
forms itfelf iiito a grcatPool, called Swan Pool, from 
the great Number of Swans on it. The Roman North 
<jate, called Newport Gate, ilill remains entire ; it is a 
vaft Semi-circle of Stone not cemented, but as it were 
wedged in togedier ; and near this Gate is another curi- 
ous Piece of Roman Workmanihip, called the Mra 
ffally with alternate Layers ©f Brick and Stone, now 
ftill about 16. Feet high and. 40 long. In other Parts of 
the City are many Remains of the old Roman Wall, 
and feveral Futieral Monuments' of the Normans have 
been dug up over-againft tl\p Caftlc. To the W. is an 
Intrenchincnt made by King Stephen^ and here arc car- 
ved in Stone the Arms of John o^Gaunt, Duke of Lan- 
cajhjr. In the Center of the old Caftle, whioh was built 
^v thie Romans^ and repaired by the Saxons, is a modern 
StruSure where the Affixes are held. The City is a County 
of itfelf, and has extenfive Power and Privileges. Here 
are four Charily Schools, in which are 120 CfTildren 

530 to each) taught by Widows of Clerg)'men. On the 
>own of Lincoln is Sometimes ieen that large but rare 
Bird called the Buftard : the Country hereabout is very 
rich and agreeable ; the noble Tra£l of Lincoln Heath

efl in the whole Kingdonu The epifcopal Palace is a 
magnificent Structure, and was built b/ Rem'tgius firit 
Biihopof Lincoln* 

Great Grim/by^ 30 M. from Lincoln^ 158 from Lond. a 
parliamentary Borough, is half a Mile from the Number ; 
its chief Trade is in, Coals and Salt, brought by the 
JJumt^r^ and was a Place pf much greater Trade before 
the Harbour was choaked up. Here are feveral Streets 
of well built Houfes, and has a large haiidfome Church 
which looks like a Cathedral* 

Barton^ 14 M. from Grim/by^ 160 ftiorskLond* is a 
large firaggling Town, but of little Notcy except f^r a 
common but dangerous Ferry oyer the Number to Hull. 

Axbolaij is a River Ifland in the N« W« Part of this 
Divifion, encompalTed by the Trent, Dun^ and oth^r 
Rivers* It is noted for producing Alabafter and Flax in 
the middle Part, and a fweet Shrub called Gall or Pelts 
in the low marfhy Part. The dead Roots of Fir Trjees" 
are often found here. 

Gainfiorough^ is a well built Town of good Trade 
upon the Trent^ 137 M* from Lond. has a liarge fine 
Market; ics Chnrch being in a very ruinous State, in 
1735 ^^^ pulled down and rebuilt. Here are alfo feveral 
Meeting Houfes* The Trent brings up Ships of good

from the Diftacices and Marks of Antiquity. 

Cr$coc9kma appears to be tbkt which is now called An^ 
cafteTj not only from its Situation upon the Roman High- 
way, but from the Coins and Vaults that have been found 
here. . 

Kirkjied Abbey ^ near Horncafik^ founded about the 
Year 1 139, by Fitz Eudo Lord Taterjhal.

Lindfif Levels 'tis a broad deep Channel, which ^rmer* 
ly extended from the River Nen^ a little below Peter U-^ 
rough to the River Withaniy three M* below Uncoln^ al« 
moft 40 Miles, 

At Harlaxtmy a Village Qear Grantham^ a brazen 
Vefiel was plou^ied up in the laft Age but one, wherer 
in was. an old faihioned Gold Helmet ftudded witl^ 
Jewels, which was prefented to Catharine Qjieen Dowr 
ager of King Henry VIU* LsUmd iajft that ixk the fame 
Pot were found Beads of Silver* 

The High^Dyiey commonly called the High-Jlreet^ is 
the famous Roman high Way which pafies from Stam/orJ 
through Lincoln^ and from thence to the Humber. At 
Hiherfiow and about a Mtle from hc;nc6 are to be feen 
the Foundations oiRjmum Biiildings with Tiles, Coins^ 
and other Marks of Roman Antiquity. As alfo near 
Biccughton^ and at Roxhy was lately difcovered a Ramoft^ 
Pavement i at TVinterton Cliff RomanBnAixi^tgs \ and itf: 
Jlkbmrewy a M. more to the W. there is IHll a fmall 
iquare Intrenchment or Camp, now called CowOefs Clofe^ 
from a Counted of Warwick^ who they fay lived there^ 
or owned the £ftate. The Caitic was veqr convenient- 
ly placed by the Romans in the N. W. Angle of thf 
Shire, as a watdi Tower over alt Nottrngbamfinre and 
Torkjbire.

At Yarhorough^ are the Remainp of a large Romam 
Camp, where Fecks of Roman Coins have been founds 

Other Remarkables are the A(troites» (a Kind of figur- 
ed Stone, having on its Surface the Refembiance of a 
Star) found, about Bilvoir CqftU,. The Vale of this 
K X Name: 
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Name Hcs partly in this Shire, Leicefterjhire and fTottzng-^ 
bamjhirey and abounds with Corn and Pafturc. 
' There are many Spaws or Chalybeat Springs between 
'Stamford and Lincoln^ of which thofe moft in Ufe are 
Bourne 2ind fFalcot^ near Folktngham.

Iteemed equal in Strength with that-at JJlrop ff^ills^ and 
is much drank in the Summer. The other about 7 M. 
to the N. is deemed ibmewhat more purging, both by 
Urine and Stool. 

At Scrivelh', near the River Witham^ is a Manor of 
the Dimocks (the King's Champions)'*the Lord of which 
holds it by this Tenure, viz, that at his Coronation, he 
or feme Pcrfon in his Name, if he be not able, (hall com6 
into the royal Preftncc on a War Horfe, and make Pro- 
clamation that if any one (hall fay that the Sovereign has 
no Right to the Crown, he is ready to defend it with hi*. 
Body againft all that i^all oppofe it. 

Near the Humhfr are the Remains of Thornton College 
or Abbej^y where in taking down a Wall not many 
Years ago, the Workmen found a Skeleton of a Man, 
with a Table, Book and Candleftick, fuppofed to have 
been immured there for fome heinotis Crime. 

At Oumhyi near Market Renftn^ in the Field adjoining 

to the great Road between Stamford and Hull^ Brafs and 

Sliver Coins have been dug up with the Figure of Rime 

on one Side, and this Infcription, Urhs Roma^ and on the

The Soil is v^ fruitful in Corn and Paflure, which 
leed$ many Cattte^ efpeciallv Sheep^ whofe Wool is ob- 
ier\-ed to be better than in other Counties, from a peculiar 
Qiiaility in the Soil* It produces alfo Plenty of Wood 
fee Fuel. . 

Vakbam^ ^ M. from Lcntkn^ tfie Shire Town for the 
Affize ^ 19 fituate in the little but rich Vale. ofCatmSy 
is indiffiBrefitly well * built, and famous for its Market, 
Fairs, Caftle, Hofpitals, and Free School. 

'Tis particttlsaly remarkable for an ancient Cnftom 
flill kept up, viz. that every Peer of the Realm the firft 
Time he comes through this Town fhall give a Horfe- 
Shoe tb naii upon the Cqfik Gate ; and if heTcfufe, the 
jBailiff of the Manor has Power to ftop his Coach^ and 
take one ofFfrom his Hoffes. This is ^ow called the 
Order 6f the Horfe-ihoe ^ and It is common for the Do- 
nor tb have a large one made with his Name ftamped on 
it, and often .gilt. One over the Judges Seat in the Affile 
Hall is of curloos'Workmanfliip. This Caflle was biiilc

Jounger £ojs of the Earl of Derby. All Saints Church 
ere is a fine Stru£fcure, and hat a good Spire. 
Uppingham^ 3 M. from RBckingham^ 90 from Ldnd» it 
a neat compifb. well buQt Town, and a gbod Market for 
Cattle, Corn, iifc, has a Hofpital, Free School, i^c

Markety or Marged- Overton j had its latter Name from 
its Situation on a HiM.

IS almoff of a circular Form, bounded by Lincdnfiirer 
and Rutland/hire on the S. Warwickjhire on the W, 
and Derby/hire and Nittingham/hirt on the N. It is about 
33 Miles in Lefigthv28 in Breadthi and loo inCircum* 
ference ; contains, befides Leiceft er Tovrn^ 13 Market 
T.owns, 200 Parifhes, 558 Villages, 6 Hundreds, befides 
to Parks. Its Soil in the S* W. Part is rich for Corn. 
and Pafture, but fodeftitute of Fiiel that they burn Straw^. 
Cow-dung, £sr«. Here a good Sort of Cheefe is made^ 
The N. £. Parts, efpecially about the Wreche^ ^re hilly,.. 
but feed vaft Numbers of Sheep. In the N. W. Part^ 
Coals are. produced in good Plenty, The S» E. produces 
Wheat, Barley^ Peafe and Oats^ but moft luxuriant 
Crops of Beans.. 

Leicefter^ the chief Town, and the only one fending: 
Members to Parliament, 98 M. from Londoni 'Tis the 
largefty bed built, and nK)ft populous in the Shire, was a.< 
confiderable Town in the Time of the Romans^ fuppofed 
to be the Ruta or Ruga Coritanorum of Afitontntts j and 
fuice that' Time Hiftory makes mention of 32 P^rifh. 
Churches in it ; but it has fuffered much by Sieges^and- 
h*s now but fix Parifbes and five Churches. Its Market 
IS welt furniihed with Provifion3,efpecially Corn. The 
f reemen^ are eneinst from TQ]l.in.aU.Market$ in Eng-- 
K 5 lamh 
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JmU There is an exquiTite Piece of Workmanlhip in 
the High StreeU in Form of our Saviour's Crofs. The 
Hofpital built by Henry PJantagfnet^Duke ol Lancafier^ 
/continues in a tolerable Condition, and is fupported by 
fome Revenues of the Dutchy of Lancafier^ fo as to be 
capable of maintaining a hundred aged PeHons decently. 
•But the moft ftatcly Edifice now is the new Bede-Houfe 
(called Wigjiofts Hofpital) built in the Reign of Henry 
yill. for 12 poor Lazars with a Chapel ^nd Library. 
There is another near the Abbey for fix Widows. The 
Inhabitants have greatly improved in their Manufadure 
of Stockings wove in. Frames ; and are thought to re- 
turn in that Article 6o,coo /. per Annum. Before the 
Caflle was difmantled, it was a noble Work. Its Hall 
and" Kitchen -ftill remain entire, and the former is ti 
Jofty and fpacious that it is made the Courtof Jufticeat 
f he Affizes. One of the Gateways of this Palace has an 
Arch of curious Workman(hip, and in the Tower over 
it is kept tbe Magazine for the County Militia. In a 
Meadow near the Town was formerly a Monaftcry, 
founded in 1 143 by Robert Boffu^ Earl of Leicejier. Here 
the famous Cardinal //^^^ died. It is now a Dwelling- 
Hoiife, and the only Thing worth feeing is the Terrace 
Walk, fupported by an embattled Wall, with Lunettes 
hanging over the River and (haded with Trees. St. 
Margarets Church is a noble and elegant Strufture, and 
famous for a Ring of fix of the moft tunable Bells in 
the Kingdom. In St. Martinis Church \% an Epitaph on 
one jMfynV, wbo died in 1589, ^/^7/. 76, lived in one 
Houfe ^ith his Wife 52 Years, and in all that Time 
buried neither Man, Woman nor Child, though fomc- 
times 20 in Family ; and the Widow, who lived to be 
97,'^aw before her Death in Dec. x 61 1, of her Children, 
Grand Children, and Great Grand Children, to the 
Number of 143. 

Harhorough^ a great Thoroughfare Town in theRoaJ 
from London to Derhy^ 84 M. from the former, ftands on 
th^ River Wellandy near its Source, remarkable for ics 
Fair for Cattle, which, for want of Fields belonging ^^ 
the Town, they aie obliged to keep in the next Parift.

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'JBofworthj 104 ^^^8 from London^ ftandi ples^lantly 
upon a Hill in a wholefome Air alid fruitful Soil bottf 
for Corn aud Grafs. The Field of Aaion fo noted in 
Hiftory for the decifivc Battle between the HouTes of 
Tcrk and Lancaflery and in which Richard Xlh was flain,j 
was Redmere Tlain^ three M» from the T. in- which aro 
frequently dug up Pieces 'of Armour, Weapons, Hcadi 
of Arrows, fsff. 

Lutterworth^ 84 M. from London^ chiefly famous for' 
having that great and good Divine John Wickiiffi^ the' 
Day Star of our Reformation, for its Reflor, The 
Parlfh Church is very handfome^ with a lofty Spire, and' 
fome Years ap was beautified, but the old Pulpit is ftilL 
continued in Memory of that learned and pious Divine^ 
who died and was buried here in Peace ; yet by Order 
of the Council oiConftance his Bones were taken out o£ 
his Grave 40 Years after and burnt. The Rjaman tVat": 
Ung-Jireety runs on the W. Side of this Town. 

jifljby de la Zouch^gS Miles from London, has a hand-^ 
fome Church, a plentiful Market, and neat Scope Crofs^ 
Its Caille, where King Charhs had a Garrifon, was de-^ 
molifhed in 1648. The Ale of this Town is thought' 
not inferior to Burton^ and the Inhabitants remarkably 
fociable and generous. They have a Bowling-Green, 
which is much frequented. Irom the Remains ofthcr' 
Walls of the Earl of Huntingdon's Ca(Ue here, it muft 
have been one of the principal in England. KXn^yanus 
J. continued here with his whole Court for feveral Day« ; 
the Dinner being fervcd up every. Day by 30 ^poorr 
Knights, with Gold Chains and Velvet Gowns. Near 
this Town is a noted Mineral Water called Griffydam^. 

Melton Mowhrayy a large well boilt Town^ 88 Miles 
from London^ has the mod conGderable Market for Cattle^ 
of any in this Part of England. Its Church is remarkably 
large and handfome, and well built in ^he* Form of a 
Crofs^ The Town is almoft furrounded by a little 
River called the Eye, over which it ha* two fioe 
Bridges.

NOTTINGHAMSHIRE 
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NOTTINGHAMSHIRE; " 

IS bounded by Lincoln/bin on the E. Leicefterjhire on 
the S. E. and S. Derhyjhjre on the W. and Yorkjbirf 
on the N. W. and N. It is 43 Miles in Length, 2^ iii 
Breadth, and 1 10 in Compafa ; contains befides Notiing^ 
ham nine Market Towns, i6SPari{he$, 450 Villages, 8 
Hundreds, or rather iix Wapentakes and two Liberties* 
Its eaft Side is very fruitful in Corn and Pafture, but the 
Weft woody, and in fom^J[^laces producing nothing but 
Coal. Its Commodities are Cattle, Corn, Malt, Wool, 
Coil, Wood, Cheefe, Butter, Leather and Tallow, fevc- 
ral Sorts of Marl, a foft Stone like Alabafter, which when 
burnt makes a Plaftcr wherewith they floor their Rooms^ 
and is harder than that of Paris. 

Nottingham^ \^^ from London^ reckoned one of the 
neateft Places in England^ and has as good Trade as moft 
inland Towns. It ftands pleafantly on the Afcent of a 
Rock overlooking the River Trent y whicl\ runs parallel 
with it about a Mile to the S. and has been madenavi- 
eabk. It has 3 Churches, a grand Town Houfe built on 
Piazzas, a fine fpacious Market-place with two Crofles 
in it, and a Gaol for the Town and County : A Manu-. 
fa<36ry for weaving Frame Stockings ; and likewife for 
Glafs and Earthen Ware. It is a (porting Country, 
a fecond Newmarket for Races and other public Div€(r- 
ik)n9 ; there being a line Plain for a Horfe Courfe on the 
N. Side of the Town, The Rock on which the Towa 
ftands is fo remarkably foft, as to be capable of being cut 
out into Steps and other furpofes with great Eafe, The 
Cellars are many and very good for keeping Beer, and the 
Country abounds in Barley, that the Malt and Beer-trade 
are greatly followed. They pretend to rival Derby, ia 
Malt, which they fend into Lancalhire^ and Chejhire* 
Mere is a Houfe built on the Side of a Htll, where one 
enters at the Garret and afcends to the^Cellar, which is at 
the Top of the Houfe. Marflial Tallard was Prifoner 
in this Town 7 Years. As the CafHe has oftener been^ 
the Refidence of our Monarchs th^n any Place fo far 
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from Londorty the Town has more Gentleinens Houfe^ 
than any Town of the Bignefs in Britain. In the Duke 
of Newcajilis Park there is a Ledge of perpendicular 
Rocks hewn into a Church, Houfes, Chambers, Dove« 
Houfes, l^c. The Altar of the Church is natural Rock, 
and there appears to have been a Steeple and Prllars ; 
and between this and the Caftle there is a Hermitage of 
the like Workmanftiip. Thefe are eminent Specimens 
oi Britijh Antiquity. The Affixes, Seflions, ^f, arc 
held in a Place called King^s Hall. The Corporation 
have great Eftates for the Maintenance of the Free 
School, the public Bridges over the Trent^ &c. Tlierc 
is a noted Hofpital here called Plumtree*Sj from ts Foun- 
der, for 13 poor old Widows ; three Charity Schools, 
one for 35 Boys, who are cloathed and taught, and foe 
20 Girls ; an Alms-houfe endowed with 100/. a Year 
for 12 poor People j feveral religious Foundations, fsTr. 

Eaji Retford^ 26 Miles from Nottingham^ 135 from 
Lcndon^ is an ancient Borough in the midft of a large 
Plantation of Hops, in which, and in Barley for Malt it 
drives a great Trade. Here is a good Town Hall, a 
Free Grammar Sohool, and a handfome Church. This 
Place is joined by a Stone Bridge to another called fVeJl 
Retfordy where is Trinity Hofpital^ governed by a Matter 
who has 15/. a Year, and 10 Brethren 10/. befides 10 J. 
for Coals, and fix Yards of Cloth for a Gown ; an Al- 
lowance for reading Prayers, and 10/. to maintain a 
Scholar in Exeter College^ Oxford. 

Newark upon Trent^ 11 M. from Nottingham^ 118 
from London^ a great Thoroughfare on the fork Road, 
is a handfome well built Town with Bridges over that 
River, whi(:h here forms an Ifljfid, by dividing itfelf into 
two Streams two Miles above the Town, which meet 
again two Miles below it. The N. Gate is built of 
Stones that feem to be of a Roman (put. Many Antii^ui* 
ties have been found about it ; particularly four Urns, 
and a Brafs Lar or Houfhold God, an Inch and half in 
Length. Its Church is iine and fpacious, and the Mar- 
ket Place fo large, that Lord Bell'afyfe drew up 10,000 
Men in it, when he defended this T» for King Charlesl 
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flgaiiift the 5f^^ Army. It is a Place of pretty good 'Trade 
in Conij Cattle, Wool, l^c. The Cattle is faid to have 
been built by Akxander Biihop of Lincoln in the Reign 
of King Stephen. 

Other Towns of Note are, 

Mansfield^ 1 36 Miles from London^ a well built popu- 
lous Town in the Foreft of Shirwood^ which drives a 
great Trade in Malt ; the Market is well (locked with 
Corn, Cattle, and other Goods. It is well known for 
the old Stor^ and Song of Sir John Cockle j the Miller of 
Mansfield^ znd the frequent Refort of the Kings hither 
for PJeafure. Near this Place are the Remains of ^el^ 
beck Ahhey^ begun in the Reign of King Stephen and fi- 
niQied in Henry lid's. 

Workfop^ feven Miles from- Retford^ 133 from Land, 
IS a fmall Town near the Head of the River Rytony with 
a Market noted for Plenty of Malt. There are certain 
Oaks in this Parifh denominated Shire Oaks, from a 
large Oak that hangs over three Shires, vtz, Notttnghamj 
Derby, and Torkjhire. Here are the Ruins of a famous 
Monaftery called IVorkfop or Radford Abbey, founded in 
1103. It belongs to the Puke of Norfolk, and was fomc 
Years fince burnt down by an accidental Fire \ but is 
now rebuilding with great Magnificence. 
• Tuxford, the Poft and Stage Town betwixt Newark 
and Bawtree, Atuated on that Part of the Shire called 
South Clay, becaufe there is another called the North 
Clay. Here is a good Free School with 50 /. a Year for 
a Matter and Uflier, ao/. for boarding and teaching four 
Minors or decayed Gentlemens Sons, and 20/. more 
for teaching the Town Boys. 

Southwell, 5 Miles from Newark, 114 from London^ 
has a large Church called a Minifter, both Parochial and 
Collegiate ; theChapter hathJurifdiAion over 28 Church- 
es, to moft of which it has the Right of Prefentation, 
befiJes others in Lincoln/hire and Torkjhire, The Civil 
Government of its Jurifdidlion is diftin£l from that of 
the County, and is called the Soke of Sauthwel cum Scroo* 
by, which is another Town in this County. The Church 
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is in Form of a Croft, with a large Tower in the MidSler 
and two Spires at the Weft End. It is a plain Gothic 
Building without painted Window^} Iaia^& or Niches.- 
*Tis 306 Feet long and 59 broad. Pcrc is a Free 
School, with two Fellowfliips and two Scholarfhips- 
appropriated thereto, in St» John*! C^lege^ Cambridge.. 
Near this Town are the, Ruins of a Stru&ure c^led 
Smthwell Palaciy built in the Reign ofUemy VIIL by 
Cardinal JVolpy. 

Bingham, a (mall Town, but noted^for<a PartbAageof 
great Value, 

Bliih^ has a large Churcb and Pariih. 

Gotham^ in regard of the tcite Proverb^ v»ar.. a wife Man< 
of Gotham^ muft not be pafled by, though this only ap- 
pears to be a Sarcaftn without any Foundation, it.being 
known to be the Birth Place of Perfcn^ of difttnguifhed 
Parts. It lies in the Hundred of Rufieliffy on a Rivulet 
that falls a little below it into the TrenU 

Thurgarton Pri&ry^ near Newark^ was foinided and 
endowed by Radulphus de Ayntourt, in the Reign of 
Henry II. 

Litileb^roughj in Nottiughamjbire^ three Miles, from; 
Gainjboroughy is the Agehaum^ or Segehcum of the R>- 
mans. An Urn full of Domitian^s Coin was found here^ 
and great Numbers of the Coins called Swind^perniies^ 
ploughed up here. 

The chief Antiquity found here was at Tyln^ in the 
Pariik of Hayton, viz. a Druid Amulet of an aqueous 
tranfparent Colour, with Streaks of yerllow, and many 
Cornelians with Roman Engraving, befides Roman Coins^. 
have been dug up in many other Parts.. 

The prindpalSeaU of the NohUiiy and Gentry arey.

Chatfwarth Hduff^ the ipagnifiejent Palace of the Duks 
of Devonjhirey which we fhall.fpeak of in another Place* 
On the E/Side of it rifcs a prodigious high Mountain, 
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fe thick planted with fine Trees, that it leems a Wood 
rifing gradually. Upon the Top of this Mountain they 
dig Mill-ftones, and here begiits a vaft large Moor^ 
which for 1} Miles together due N. has neither Hedge, 
Houfe.nor Tree, fo that Strangers are obliged to have 
Guides. On this Plain is a large Body of Water, 
which takes up near 30 Acres^ and from the Afcents 
round it receives as it were into a Ciftcm all the Water 
that falls, which through Pipes fupplies the Cafcades, 
Water Works, Ponds and Canals in the Gardens. 
. a« The fecoiui Wonder is. the Mountain railed Mamt^ 
Tor, or Mother Tower^ on the N. Side of the Road 
from Buxton to CaftUtotiy under which are feveral Lead 
Mines ; great Quantities of Earth, and large Stones 
are always falling down from it^ be the Weather ever 
{o calm, and with fo loud a Noife as often to frighten 
the Inhabitants. 

« 3. Etden Holi^ a vaft terrible Cbafm in the Skleof a 
Mountain, feven Yards in Breadth, and about twice at

M<iintenance of 8 Men and 4 Women ; and one Richard

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growing rich, he left 4000 7. to Charities. This Town 
depends chiefly on a retaU Trade, in buying and felling 
Corn, and in making Malt and brewing Ale, of both 
which great Qtiantities are (ent to Lond. Ih an Ifland of 
the Derwenty facing Deriy^ is a Machine, ereded in 
xy 34 by the late Sir TUmas Lombe^ for die Manufadure 
of Silk, the Model of which was brought out of Italy at 
litit Hazard of his Life* 'Tis a Mill which works the 
three capital Engines made Ufe of by the Italians for 
making Organzine or thrown Silk; fo that by this Ma- 
chinery one Hand*mill twifts as much Silk as could be 
done before by 50, and better. The Engine contains 
26586 Wheels, and 979746 Movements, whUrh woiks 
73,726 Yards of Silk Thread every Time the Water- 
wheel goesround; which is three Times in a Minute, 
and 318,504,960 Yards in one Day and Night. One 
Water-wheel gives Motion to all the reft, and any one 
of the Movements may beftopped feparately. One Fire- 
engine likewife conveys warm Air to every Part of the 
Machine, and thp whole is governed by one Regulator. 
The .Houfe which contains this Engiile is five or fix 
Stories high, and half a Quarter of a Mile in Length. 
Upon the Expiration of the Patent which the In trod uc- 
tor of it had obtained for 14 Years, the Parliament 
granted ^ir Thomas 14,000/. as a further Recompence 
for the great Hazard and Expence he had incurred in in- 
troducing and eredtin?

Wind blowSt as being 
the mod lafting of all. The People employed about 
this Work are called the Peakrills, and have a remark* 
able Court among them odled theBannoot, relating to 
the Mines and Controverfies among the Miners. The 
King claims the 13th Penny, for which they compound 
at the Rate of loco/. a Year, and it is fa!d that the 
Ty the of TVirkfwortb is worth as much yearly* Here is 
a fair Church, a Free School, and an Alms-houfe. 

Bakewelly 1 14 M. from Londoriy the beft Town on the 
N.. W. Side of the Peak^ is fuppofed to have been a Ro* 
man Town, from certain Altars dug up near it fome 
Years ago, in the Grounds belonging to fiaddon-houfit^ 
and cut in a rough Kind of Stone. To the £. of this 
Town is Scarfdale^ a rich fruitful Trafi, fo called from 
the Saxon Skarrs^ barren Rocks with which it is fur* 
rounded. 

Chefterfield^ 9 M. from Bakewelly 116 from Lond. the 
chief Town in Scarfdakj is hand fome and populous, 
with a fair Church ; the Spire of its Steeple, which is 
Timber covered with Lead, is warped awry. It has a 
Free School and lyge Market-place well (upplied with 
Lead, Grocery, Mercery, Malt, Leather, Stockings, 
Blankets, Bedding, isfc. in which it deals confiderably 
with the neighbouring Counties, and alfo with London. 

Alfreton, 10 M. from Derby^ and 135 from London^ is 
fuppofed to have been Mfred^s Town, chiefly famous for 
its nappy Ale, which though very ftrong has a curious * 
Flavour. 

Bolfovery a large well built Town, noted only for 
making fine Tobacco Pipes.

IS hy.far the largeft County in England^ having a great ^ 
Variety of Ground, both high and tow, rich and poor, 
marfliy and heathy. On the W. it is hounded by Lan^ 
€afnire and a Part of Cbe-Jhire ; on the S. hy Derbyflnre^ 
Noittnghamjhire and Lincolnjbir^ ; on the N. by Durbam 
and IVafimorehnd \ and on the E. by the German Ocean. 
Tis faid to be of the fame Dimenfions as. the Duchy 
of Wirtemberg in Germany. It is about J 14 Miles ia 
l^ength, and So in Breadths 

It is divided into 3 Parts, called Ridings, which ^re 
^iftinguiflied by W. K. andN. from their Situation with 
refpefl; to the City oiTori. The 3 Diviiions colledlive- 
ly contain, befides the City o(Tori, 49 Market Towns, 
563 Pairifhes, (with many Chapels of Eafe} 2330 Villages, 
and fend 30 Members to Parliament. 

Torkjhire is alfo fubdivided into 3 lefier Shires, vl%^ 
JkUbmondJhire^ AllerionJhir<ey Htmjdenjhir e^io which fome 
add Hallamjbire ; and again into other Partitions, as 
"Craven J Cleevela^idy Mixrfhlandy Holder nejj'ey &c. 

As the Situation is diflferent,'fo of courfeare the i^ 
^nd Soil. The marihy Lands are rich, and the hilly 
barren, in a greater or lefs Degree. 

Its natural Commodities are Alum, jet, Lime,Liquo- 
vrke, Horfesi its Manufadlures Knives, Bits, Spurs, 

L Stockings, 
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Stockings, &r. but- the greateft of all h Clodi, \irith 
which it in a great Mcafure fupplies Germartf^znA the 
Nv It abounds in Corn and^Cattle ; Ironfand Lead Mines 
have formerly been more plentifuljthan of late Years, tho' 
no lefs than 40,000 Perfons are employed in thclron 
Manufadures under about 600 Mafter Cutlers, who 
are incorporated by the Stile of the Cutlers of Hal" 
lamjbirt. 

Tork^ 1^1 yi. from London^ is an Archbiflioprick, and 
cbief of the Province of Yorkj as London is ofCanteriurj 5 
and, like Lfhid. its chief Magiftrate has the Stile of Lord 
Mayor, It was the Capital City of the Brigantes^ and 
therefore Ptolemy called it Brigantium. This City faffer- 
ed very much in the Danijb Ravages, but on the Efta- 
Wi&ment of the Normans it flourifhed again. In the 
Reign of K. Stephen the Cathedral and other Churches 
were burnt down, and in the Reign of Edward L began 
to be rebuilt, and was afterwards finifbed in the b^uti- 
ful Manner it now is, by the Ai&ftance of many liberal 
Benefadlions. Pope Pius extolled this Church in par- 
ticular for its wonderful Magnificence and Workman* 
fhip ; and for a lightfome Chapel with glazed Walls, 
united by flender Pillars. This is the beautiful Chapter- 
Houfe, one [of the neateft Structures in England^ with 
the following Line is written in Gold Letters. 
Ut Rojajios florum^Jk eft Domus ijla Domoriinu 

It has 32 Stalls round it all of fine Marble, with 
Pillars betwixt each Stall of one Piece of Alabafter j but 
none to fupport the Roof, which-depends entirely upon 
one Pin placed geometrically in the Center. The Room 
18 an 06lagon 2 1 Yards in Diameter, with the Windows 
of painted Glafs, and finifhcd with an Arch or Concave 
at the Top. 

• The Cathedral is built in the Gothic Tafte, and by 
feme thought to be the fineft in England^ if not in Italyy 
'lis dedicated to St. Peter. The Windows are a- 
dorncd with Glafs exquifitely painted with the Hifto- 
ry of the Bible, ' and other moft curious Figures in 
1 1 7 Partitions. In the S. Tower there is a deep Peal 
ef 12 Bdih. The Nave of this Church, which is bigger 

than 
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.than any except St. Piter's at iRom^ is feuf Feet aad. 
: hair wider, and ii Feet higher than that of St. Pouts. 
The Afceiit front it through the Choir to the Altar ia 
by fix Steps. The Entrance of the nsiddle Nave of the 
Church at the W. Door is under the largeft Gothic Arch 
in EtirspSj which binds and fopports the two Towers • 
• At the S. End of the iCrofs Ifle is a circular Window, 
called the Marigold Window, ftoai its Glafi being 
ftained of that Colour i and a large one at the N. End, 
con&fting of five Lights reaching almoft from Bottom ta 
Top, and ere&ed, as they fay, at the Charge of 5 oiaidea 
Sifters* The Painting reprefents Embroidery. 

The City, belongs to neither of the RidiftgSy but en^i 
joys its own Liberty, and a Jurifdiflion over 36 Villages 
and :Han[ilets in the Neigbourhood, on the . W. Side of 
thcOu/cj on which it ftands. This Liberty is caU^ 
the Ainfty^ :or County of the City oiYstrk. It was ge-^ 
.ncrally efteemed the fecond Citv in England in Camden* s 
Time, and may ftill with refpeato the Ground it takes 
up ; but as to Number of Houfes, Trade and Riches, 
Brlfiol much excels it ; notwithftanding which it is a 
£ne City, and the great Ornament of the Northern 
Parts. 

'Tis.pleafantly fituafred in a laiw Plain or Valley, in 
the Midft of the Shire, in a fertile Soil and healthful Air ; 
and Js divided into four Wards, containing 28 Parilhes, 
and walled, but not fortified with Artillery. — ^A band* 
fome Manfion Uoufe was erected here for the Lord 
Mayor in 1728. 

The River Oufe from the N. pafles through i(, and 
divides it into (»wo Parts, joined together by a Stone 
Bridge of five Arches, of which the middlemoft is rec^ 
koned, for Height, Breadth, and Arcbite<StMre, to be 
equal to the Rialto at Vemcey though not to that at Blen^ 
■heU». The great Council Chamber, the Exchequer, 
the Sheriffs Court, and the two City Prifons are kept 
upx>n this Bridge. The River brings large Veffels to the 
Quay, though at 60 M^Diftance from the Sea, It has 
four large well built Gates, and five Pofterns : The 
King's Palace, called the Manor Houfe, lies on the N.

The Hou*»' ate ^nerally ©f the old Tim- 
ber Building, like fhofe Bt CkmUtlwy ; but there is a- 
bundande of fine ents round the Min^r •; though tUe 
Biihop's Palace js almoft ih Ruins, and -the Prebendaries 
have no Houfes, but what they hire. 
< The iAJfemWy Room for the NoWlity a«d Gentry, 
'was defigned by the late Ead dSHriinffon. The grand 
^Egyptian }A2Xiy^)MQ\i is 123 Feet long, conamunicates 
with the common Ball Room, 66 Feet long, 22 in Height 
Jand Breadth. 'Tis thought that the Hall for its Archi- 
tedure is the beft Room in the. Kingdom, except the 
JBanqueting Houfe at ff^itehalL-^The Caftle, which 
Aands at the Confluence of the Oufe and the Fcfsy was 
Jbuilt by William the Conqueror ; -but -repaired, or rather 
rebuilt, for the Convenience of keeping the AiSze ia 
^701- 

The Cheapnefs and Plenty of Provifions brings many 
Strangers to refide here in the Winter; and the anci- 
ent Remains of the Roman Skill and Grandeur, beiides 
the Ruins of Abbeys, Churches and Caftles of a later 
'Date, attraft and detain every Traveller who is curious 
in Antiquities. Among others there is an Arch at 
Micklegate Bar^ and a Multangular Tower and Wall 
iiear a Place called the Mint Tard^ both built in the 
Time of the Romans ; and in other Parts of the City

Boroughbridgi^ 6 M. from Rippon^ 203 from London^ 
k a Borough and Poft Town ; fo called from its ftately 
Bridge of Stone oveV the River Ure^ which comes to it. 
from RippM ; and being joined a little below it by the 
River SwaUf is then called the Oufe. It is fuppofed that 
fcven or 8000 /. is laid out yearly liere in hard Ware, 
brought hither for Sale, at the Fair in June. 

P^nte/ra^t 18 M. from Tork^ 175 from London^ is a» 
neat built Town^ not far from the River Are^ and its 
Conflux with the Cald$r. In the ruinous Caftle is ftiil 
to be Teen the Place where the Collegiate Church of St. 
CUnunt ftood. The Floor, Walls and Roof are all o£ 
one Kind of Stone, dug out of the Rock. It was built 
by Kildebert Lacy^ in the Reign of ff^Uiam the Conq«? 
and demoliflied immediately after the Cataftrophe of K« 
Cbarks I. The Market-place, near the Middle of the. 
Town, is ipacious, commodious, and well ftored with 
Meat, Corh, and other Provifions, as its- Fairs are with 
Hof fes, Sheep, and other Cattle. In the Grounds a- 
bout this Town, vaft Quantities of the beft Liquorice are 
produced. • -At the Bottom of the Market-place ftands* 
the Town Hall. The Raman Way called Ermin-Jlriet^ 
from whicV it ftruck off^zt. Li ncoln^ and pafled over the 
united Rivers Are and CaUer to Tadca/ier^ and fo on ta 
firA, is plainly to be feen in feveral Places betwixt this 
and Doncafier. 

Other Towns pf Note in this Riding are, 
Shiffitldy . 163 M. from Lond, on the Borders of Dtrhy^ 
Jhirey is an ancient, large, thriving and pof^ulous Town^. 
on the River Dutiy over which it has a Stone Bridge : 
the Streets are narrow, and the Houfes look black from 
the continual Smoak of the Forges ; this Town ^having 
been noted feveral hundred of Years for Cutlers and 
Smiths Ware. The firft Mills in England for turning 
Grind-ftohes werefet up here. Here was a Caftle built 
by King Henry III. but demolifhed infter his Death. A . 
ftately Hofpital was ereSed here, and endowed by Gilbert 
Talbot^ one of the Earls of Shrew/bury^ . 

Rotbfrbam^ 
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Roihirhamyb M; from Sheffield^ i6i from London^ has 
a fine. Stone Bridge over the fame River, near its Con- 
flux with the Rtther^ and i$ a neat handforae Town, 
Rjftherham^ Archbifliop of York^ who was a Native of 
this Place, founded a College here, now converted into 
Dwelling Houfes.. On the Bridge was a handfom^ 
Chapel, now ufed as a Houfe for poor Inhabitants. 

Doncafter^ 1 60 Miles from London^ has its Name from 
its Situation on the River Dm or Dun^ and its now ruin- 
ous Caftle. It is a very axicient T. has formerly fufiered 
much by Fire, but is now noble, fpacious and populous 3 
and has a fine Gothic Church, with an admirable Steeple, 
and the Monuments of two remarkable Benefa£lors \ i, 
Thomas Etlis^ who founded St. Thomases Hofpital here ; 
and Rabirt Byrh, Who gave Rojington Wood to the Pub-* 
lie. 

The Town (lands in the Road from York to London, 
and has a good Market for Cattle, Corn, l^c. with feve- 
ral very good Inns. The Manufa&ures of this Place 
are knit Waiftcoats and Petticoats, Gloves and Stock* 
ings. It has two ftrong and lofty Stone Bridges over 
the Dun^ and a large Caufeway beyond them now dif^ 
tifed, a new Turnpike Road having been raifed in its 
ftead, and the Remains of the great Roman high Way 
mentioned at PoniefraSf. 

Tickhil^ 6 M. from DoncaJiiTj 156. from London, is a 
diftindl Liberty of itfelf ^ it appears to have been former- 
ly a Place of fome Figure, and to have taken its Name 
from a Mount or Hill, whereon was a Caftle j the Mount 
remains <o this Day. 

Bautry^ 152 M, from London, is a Town fituate neat; 
the Idle^ which parts this Riding from Nottingham/hire. 
^Tis of chief Note for its Trade in Mill-ftones ; and 
being a great Thoroughfare in the Road to Scotland^ is^ 
well furniihed with Inns. 

Barnejley, 15 M. from DoncafteVy 175 from London, 
is a well built Town noted for its Trade in Wire. It 
ftands on the Side of a Hill ; and is called Black Barnef- 
Uy, becaufe of its footy Look. 

L 4 WakefieUr 
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TPhiefietd^ Tl t/i, from Ferry Brrdge^ zni 179. front 
London^ iy a large well bailt Town, famous even in Cam^ 
de?is^ Time for its Gloth Trade, neat Bnildings,. great 
Markets, and its Bridge over the Colder. The Town 
cominues in a fiouriftiing Condition, and is iituated in 
a. fruitful Soil and pleafant Country. It confifis chiefly 
of three large Streets centring near the Church. In the 
Market-^place is a beautiful Crof^, being an open Colon- 
nade of the Doric Order, fupportit^ a Dome with an 
Afcent, by an open circular Pair of Stairs, leading- to a 
Room that receives Light from z Turret at tbc Top, 
and where they tranfeS the public Bufincfs. The 
Church, which was repaired in the Year 1724, is a large 
and ftatdy Gothic Structure with a lofty Spire, The

This is one of the five Towns in this County that have 
the greatefl Share ia the cloathitig Trade ; for which it 
has a large weekly Market. 

Snfikhy II M. from Pomf ret J 175 fiPorh London^ neat 
the Conjunftlon of the River Atre^ with the Daw, is a 
fmall Towfl> but has a pretty good Trade by means of 
the River* 

HaUfaxy 15 M^ from' Wakefield^ ii94frpm Land, flands 
OB the left Side of the Caider y extending from W, to E; 
ipon the' fteejp Defcent of a Hill* , 'Tis one of the moft 
populous,, a^ well as moft extenfiye Parifhes in England^ 
being about 30 M. in Circumference, and has 12 Cha- 
jliels, bcildes the Mother Church, and 16 Meeting- 
HotttT^s^ The Inhabitants are very numerous and in-* 
duftrious in the ' Woolen Trade* Tis remarked that 
this and the neighbouring Tbwns are all fo employed in

Ltedf^ 14 M. from Halifax^ 187 from Lcndonj is ve'ryr 
j^leafantly fituatcd on the N, Side of the Rrver Airty oyec 
which it has a magnificent Stone Bridge to the ^uburb^. 
It haa been a long Time famous for the Woolen Manu-^ 
£a£ture» and one of the largeft and moft flouriihing^ 
Tpwnft in the County. It has three Churches 5, thit 
6f Sr. fohn^s was built in 1634, by we Mr. Harrifon. 
He alfo built and endowed an Hofpitai' for the Relief o£ 
honeft Poor ; he alfo built a Free. SchooJ^ and a ftately 
Crofs for the Conveniency of the Market. *Tis fur- 
prizing to a Stranger when he firft comes ta this Towa 
tp fee the vafi Quantities of Pieces of Cloth for Sale on. < 
a Market Day. The Merchants of this Placc^ fl>ip them, 
off at HuUy for HpUandy Hamhurghy and tber Norths 
from whence they are difperfed into the Neibtrlandiy Ger* 
m^y Pdandy Ut» Its Cloth Market was formerly on. • 
the Bridge, afterwards in the High Street, hut was lately 
removed into a prodigious Building eredled a few Years 
fince for that very Purpofe. When the Bell ceafes^ the 
Merchants come into the Market, where they match. •• 
thejr Patterns, and treat for the Cloth in a few Words, 
and generally with a Whifper, becaufe the Clothiers ^ 
Aai>d fo near one another ; and perhaps 20,000 L Wortb 
is fold in an Houc's Time. Whoever comes to Leeds^ 
ought certainly to fee this Market for Cloth, which ia- 
bcld twice every Week, and of which a Stranger cannqt 
other wife fornv an adequate Idea.. Befides this gra^d 
Market, which is entirely for Mixt* Cloths, there is ano-' 
ther (hdd in a different Hall, alfo lately erected) for 
White Cloths, intended afterwards to be dyed, accord- 
ing ^a Order. The Shambles are daily covered with 
L J Fled s 
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Fleflr ; and the Town is well fupplied (though (b diftaiit 
from the Sea) twice a Week with Filh : and in the Sea- 
fon, with moft incredible Quantities of Fruit, particular^' 
ly AppUsy tic. of which latter 500 Load have been 
counted in a Day. The Guildhall is an elegant Build- 
ing, adorned with a fine Statue of Queen Anne in white 
Marble; The River Aire^ being navigable here by Boats, 
opens a Communication from the Town with Wakefield^ 
Tork and //»//, to which Places it exports other Goods 
befides the Woolen Manufafiure, and furniflies the City 
of nrk with Coals. On a Place called Tower HiSj the 
Ruins of an old Tower are ftill remaining ; and they 
fey that from the Materials of that Strudure, the Bridge 
was ereftcd over the Aire. It is very ftrong and fubftan- 
tial, being butlt of large fquare Stones fcarce to be par- 
alleled. * The Workhoufe in this Town is biiHt of, 
Free-ftone^ and Part of it has been ufed many Years as 
a HofpitaJ. The only parochial Church is^ St. Peter^s^ 
on the Cieling of which the ddivering of the Law to 
Mi/is is finely painted in Frefco by Parmentier ; 'tis a. 
ipacious, ftrong^ &nd very ancient Fabric, and feems to 
have been, the Labour of feveral Agesj and is built in the 
Cathedral Fafliion ; the Walls are of Ffee Stone, and 
the Roof, which b for the moft Piart covered with Lead, 
firpported by three Rows of Gothic Pillars j* the Steeple is 
founded upon four prodigious large Pillars and Arches» 
The new Church was>buiit about 40 Years ago, by Sub- 
fcrsption, and is a very eltgant Stru£liire, dedicated to* 
the Holy Trinity.*— Here are feveral Springs of the me- 
dicinal Kind,, v/s;. St. Peter* i^ aiv extreme cold one, 
^hich has proved of great Service in Rheumatifms, 
Weakneffes, Rickets, and therefore is much frequented' 
by thofe who formerly ufed to have R-ecourTe to Mongi^ 
WeHy at KnareJborougL 2. Eyebrtght Wells which fttnds 
on a Declivity near the MonPsPify is of Service in weak 
and inflamed jEycs. 3;. A Spring at the FoNOt of the' 
High Damj whofe Water by the Powder of Galk turns- 
Purple, and has been fometimes drank' medicinally with^ 
good Sttccefs.

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'Bradford^ g . M. from Lgeds^ is another Town etDi« 
nent for the Woolen Manufadure, 

Aberforth^ 8 M. from Luds^ 184 from London^ ftands 
on the great Reman Caufeway, which, in many Placest 
between this and CaftUford Bridge^ appears as entire as 
at its making. Near the Town is ilill to be feen the 
Ruins of an old Caftle, called by the Inhabitants CqftU 
Cary* The Manufafture of this Place is Pin-making. 

Sherborny 4 M. from Aberfard^ j8i from London^ ha) 
an Hofpital or School endowed by Robirt Htmgnte for 24 
poor Orphans. From this School four Exhibitionersj 
in St. Johrfs Cclkge, Cambridgey have an Allowance of 
7£* I3s..4d. per Ann., each, at the Nomination of tha 
Dean of Tori. 

Selbyy 7 M. from Sherbom^ is a populous though fmal} 
Town, with a good Trade, on the River Ou%£^ which 
brings up large vellels to it. In 1690 Part of its old 
beautiful Church with half the Steeple fell down, but 'tis 
iince rebuilt. 

Tadiafter^ nine Mtles^ from }Vi,.i88 from London^ i^ 
well provided for Travellers. Many Coins of Roman 
Emperors have been dug up here, and there are th« 
Marks of a Trench quite round the Town, and ofth« 
Platform of an old Caftle,. out of the Ruins of which 
about 140 Years ago a tine Stone Bridge was built over 
the River Wharf e. Dr. OgUtharpey Bifliop of Carltjky 
founded and endowed an Hofpital here. < 

Wither by y 6 Miles from '^^^^r, 19; from London^. 
is a good Town pleafantly fituated on the fame-River. .. 

Skipton^, 221 M. {torn London^ is iituated near the R, 
jfire^ and furrounded with fteep craggy Precipices. It 
is a.handfome Town,. confldering the Manner of build* 
ing. in thefe mountainous Parts.. In the Church is the 
Monument of George Clifford^ Earl of Cumberland^ the 
famous Sailor in Qj ^//z^J^Aft'j Time,..whadied in 1675, 
after having built or repaired, fix Callles, . ereded feven 
Chapels and Churches,, and richly. endowed two ftittely 
Hofpitals.. The Town is plentifully fupplied with all ^ 
Manner of Provifions ^ it has a handfome Church, with 
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« Grammaif School, and a Library for the Ufe of tkt 
and die Church.. 

^^P^^r 5 M' from Knarefi^ougk^ has a BrHgc over^ 
the Nyd^ and confifts chiefly of one Street. 

Burnfiit, 6 M* from SkiptcHi has a Stone Brid'ge over 
the Wharfe^ and a Free School liberaHy endowed by Sir 
WUlfam Craven, 

Burflall^ 7 M. from Leed$^ is a little Town noted for 
the Manufadiure of bi^oad Cloth, and for dying*

ftldy where is a triple Fortification ftill vifible.

4» Conijboraugh has an old Caftle called in BritiJhCaer- 
taneny which ftands upon a Rock near the River Durty 
ton a pleafant Afcent from the River. The Walls of this 
Piece of Antiq^uity are ftill ftanding. It la fuppofed to 
be the Place where Hengift was flain by the Britons. Ift 
the Church- yard under the Wall, lies a very ancient 
Stone of blue Marble, with antique Figures on it, one 
©f which reprefents a Man with a Target behind him*

Be^erleyy 8 M. from HuU^ 185 from Londbity Js rcv 
markable for feveral Antiquities* Upon opening a Grave 
here, a leaden Plate was found with an Infcriptbn> figr 
nifying that the Church was burnt in 1188 i and thajf 
in 119.7 Inq^uifitioix was made after the Bones ' of J^te 
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i^ BiverUyy which were found and re-interred on th« 
6th of the Idis of March 1197. '^^^ Minfter is one of 
the moft elegant Churches in England ; but few Cathe- 
drals exceeding it : the Roof is an Arch of Stone. In 
it arc feveral Monuments of the Piercfsy who have add- 
ed a little Chapel to the Choir, in the Windows of which 
are the Piflures of many of the Family drawn on the 
Glafs. Over the Altar is a magnificent wooden Arch 
curioufly engraved, and fupported by eight fluted Coi» 
lumns of the Corinthian Order.

At the 
upper End of the Choir, which is paved withMarble of 
four different Colours, ftands the Seat called the Freed

faid to have been brought from Dunbar in Scotland* At 
the upper End of the Body of the Church hangs an an* 
cicnt Table, with the PiSures of St. Jalm and King 
Jtbelft an x\it Founder ; at the Bottom, is a beautiful Font 
of Stone. The Church was repaired and beautified 17 10,, 
Sir IViUiam TVharton having left 4000 /» for keeping it in 
Repair. The has feveral pleafant Springs running thro! 
it. Befides its Minfter, which is dedicated to St. Jobn'^ 
it has another Ctirch called St. Marfsy which are reo* 
koned two of the fineft and largeft parochial Churches 
in the Kingdom. It has a Free School improved by two 
Fellowfhips,. fix Scholarfhips, and three Exhibitions to 
St. 'John's CoUegey Cambridge j a Workhoufe, and fevei; 
Alms-houfef. The Seffions for, this Riding are always 
held here, for which Purpofe there is. a fine large Seffions 
Houfe with a fpacious Hall, a public Garden and Walks* 
Here is a Houfe with p^-oper Ofiices built for the public 
Regifter of all Deeds, Wills, b*r. in this Ridings pur-r 
fcant to an Aft of Parliament procured for that Purpofe* 
Its principal Manufadures are Malt, Oatmeal, tanned 
Leather^ and Bonerlace. It has a Market on IFidne/dajf 
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for Catde, and another on Saturday for Corn and other 
Provliions. The Market-place is large and adorned 
vrith a beautiful Crofs fupported by eight Stone Columns, 
each of one entire Stone. The otreets are fpacious and 
ivell paved. The Creek or Gut, called Beverly Beck^ 
from the Town to the Rirer HuUj has been lately cleanf« 
ed and rendered navigable. 

' HttUj 176 M. from London^ denominated in all antient 
Writings King Jim upon HuU^ from its Situation on that 
River, has two Churches, one called the Trinity^ or 
High Churchy the other St. J//7ryV, or Low Chttrclr; the 
former is a fpacious beautiful Building, the Pillars of 
which are remarkably fmall ; and had before the Refor- 
mation 12 Chantries or Mafs Chapels, in one of which* 
is now a neat Library ; and at the Weft End of the 
Church are 12 Houfes, called Prie/i-rew '. the latter is 
fuppofed tobetheChapel Royal when King Henry rcfiied 
here. Here are alfo feveral Meeting-Houfes, an Ex- 
change built in 1 621, a Cuftom-Houfe, and an Engine 
for making Salt Water frefli. Here is alfo a Free School, 
with a Hall over it belonging to the Merchants, whor 
have founded an Hofpital called Trinity Houfe^ in which 
are maintained many diftrefied Seamen and their Wi^ 
dows. The Town carries on a great Trade in Sai}« 
making ; is large, clofe-built, and exceeding populous ;• 
has a wooden Bridge over the HulL Here arc feveraF 
Hofpitalsand a ChaHty School, in which area great 
Number of Children tavght, maintained, and wheit 
able put out Apprentice. The foreign Trade of this' 
Town is much more confiderable tban^their home Tiziky 
their Cuftoms being reckoned at be(»ween 30 and 40000 K 
per Annum \ and more Merchant Ships belong to it- 
than ta> any other Port in England^ except Londony^ 
Briflol and Tarmouth ; owing in fome Meafure to the 
great Number of Rivers which fall into the Sea near it. 

Ueadony 8 M. from Hutty is a fmall, pleafant, welt-. 
hailtrTawn near the. ifoiB^^r.. It was formerly confi- 
derable bothsfor Merchants and Shipping, and there are* 
iitli the Remains of two Churches, befides one in pre« 
' fentUfe ; but it has npt now. the leaft Appearance of- 
lis Grandeur.

Spurmhaetdh the very Point or outcrmoft Part of the 
Promontory, by fome called Conny Hill-y a Light- Houfd 
Vvas built on it, and in 1 686 a Day Mark was alfo 
created. 

Homfey {lands upon the Coaft of the German Oceenr^ 
a fmall Arm of which almoft furrounds it. The Church 
has a high Spire, which is a Sea-^mark though much 
decayed. 

Burlington^ lO Leagues from the Spurnbead^ 211 M.- 
from Londofiy is fituatedin a Bay or Creek, which id a 
fafe Harbour in Cafe of -ftrong^ Gales of Wind and 
Winter. Storms from N. N. W. *Tis of late become » 
Place of good Trade, and has a good Corn Market. A- 
little to the N, £• runs out that Promontory called Piemk* 
h/irougb Heady which has a Watch Tower with Lights 
for the Sailors.. 

The North Riding is^ as it were, the Frontier of the 
other t\to. Ridingiy extending along the Coaft fron that? 
called Filey Bay^ on the N. Side of Flamborougb Head as 
far as the mouth of the River Tees^ which feparates it 
on the N Jrom Dterham. It runs from the Siea in a nar* 
rowTrafltof near 60 M. as far as fVefimorelandy ai»d is 
bounded on the S. £. and S. W» with the Derweni and 
Xlre^. which divide it from the E. and W. Ridingu 
The N. W. Part of it is called Rickmendjhirt. The 
Boroughs of this Ridingy which fend Members to 
Parliament, are Scarhoroughy Makon^ Tbirjky N^tbat^ 
hrtojf^ and Richmand* 

Searborwgb^ 43 M. from Yerk^ [from .Ijmd$»y through 
Tork^ZJ^i M. hy Littcobt and Hull^%2% M«.j is an anticnt^*

fended on(beN, £. Side by a fteepljtiock' advancing a

la the Reign of King Stephfn^ but ^rebuilt in .a morf 
fplen<}id Manner by Henry IL It is ik>w almoft in Ruins* 
On the Top of the Rock is a pleafant Plain of about 
19 Acres of Land i and has a Fountain in it which ferfes 
the Garrifon. The Houfei, which are ftrong and well 
built, are in^^ai-omdntic Sltu^jtion, bending in Form of 
a half Moon to the Ocean, and extending €oi!^uredIy on 
the declining Side of the Rock from N*to S* , It hasiai 
good Trad^i aiod a commodious Key, with a conftder- 
able Number, of Veffels, chiefly employed in the Coal 
Trade between NewcaJiU and Lond. this Port and Hiilt 
being the only fofe Ports in ftormy Weather on this Side 
yarrmutb. ThePfef is maintained by a Duty upon Coals^ 
^nd thjB Mariners havceredted an Hofpital for Widowa 
and po(tf Seamen^ which is maintained by a Rate on 
y^h^ ^»i DeduSion&oiil of Seam^ens WageK Frota 
the middle of Novimb^r, Herrings are taken here in 
great Numbers, with which they fupply the City of 
yirij and other Parts of the County. Bcfides Herrings^ 
they catch. Ling, €o^{b, Haddock, Turbits,, and <h 
ther Kinds ofr Filb in great Plenty : and fometmiesy. hvk 
not ufually,; Whiting and MaekareL Befid«s. thde 
Advantages, the Town is much enriched by the great 
Number of Perfona that flock thither every Year in the 
S^on to drink the Waters of its Chalyb^^t Spring.. 
The Spaw Well is about.one fourth of a M*. South o£ 
the Town at the Foot of an exceeding higK.CIifF, riflng 
perpendicular out of the Earth like a boiling Pot, near 
the Level of high WaiCer Mark.' in Spring Tides, witll 
which it is often overflowed.. 'Tis never dry, and inan 
Hour yields 24 Gajlons 0/ Water* Its Qualities are a 
Compound of Vitriol, Iron, AHum> Nitre and Salt ;, 
it is very tranfparent, kiclioing fomewbat to a iky Co** 
lour ', haa^ a pleafant acid Tafte fronx the Vitrtol, and 
an inky SmelL 

Tbefe Waters, which are frequented moft in the 
hotceft Months^ ace purgaliYC and diucctic> nearly of 
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the fame Nature with ehdfe of Pyrmont in Girmany^ 6f 
Chelunhatn in Glouceflerjhire. There is good Accommo* 
dation for thofe who drink it, befides Aifetnblies and 
public Balls, as at B^h and Tunbridge. That called 
the Spaw Houfe lies a Quarter of a Mile S. of the 
Town on the Sands, fronting the Sea to the £• and has 
a high ClifF on the Back of it to the W. the Top of 
which was 54 Yards above high Water Level till 2>/f/iw- 
ber 1J2J9 when it rent 224 Yards in Liength from the 
main Land, and 36 in Breadth, to the Compafs of about 
an Acre, and funk with the Cattle feeding upon it neai^ 
12 Yards perpendicular. During this the Place under 
the CliiF where the People ufed to walk, rofe fix or feven 
Yards above its common Level, for above 100 Yards 
in Length, on each Side of the Staith or Wharf adjoin- 
ing to the Houfe ; and the Wells rifing with it, the 
Water failed, and the Spring was loft for fomc Time.^ 
but upon rebuilding the Wharf, and clearing away the 
Ruins, it was after a diligent Search recovered, to the 
great Joy of the Inhabitants. 

MaUotty 19 M. from Thrkj 217 from Lend, is a popu* 
lous Town, has a good Stone Bridge over the Derwent^ 
in that called RydaUy a very fine, pleafant and fruitful 
Vale^ The Derwent is made navigable to this Town 
from the River Oufe. The Town is divided by the Ri- 
ver into two Parts, the old and new. It ftands in the 
Road from Scarborough to Tork^ is accommodated with 
great Inns, one or two of them more like Neblemen's 
Houfes, and its Saturdays Market is the beft in the 
County for black Cattle and other Commodities. 

Thirjk^ 20 M. from York^ 214 from London^ had an- 
tiently a very ftrong Caftle, but demolifhed by King 
Hmrj II. 

NsHh^AUertofiy 8 M. from Thirfie^ 223 from London^ 
is a Borough of great Antiquitv, fituated in a level 
Country, watered by the River Ivijke^ and encompaifed 
with fruitful Fields. It confifts chiefly of one Street 
well built. David King of Scots was defeated near this 
Town by the EngUJh^ in that called the Battle of the 
Standard, becaufe of the extraordinary Standard then 
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brought into the Field by th^£nglijhy being a large 
Chariot with a very tall Maft fixed in it, on the Top o£ 
which was a Crofs, and under that a Banner. 'Tis ob* 
ferved by Hiftorians that this Banner was never difplayed 
but in the greateft Expeditions, when the very Govern- 
ment itfelf was at Stake. The Field of Battle is to 
this Day called Standard Hilly and fome hollow Places, 
where 'tis fuppofed the Slain were buried after the Battle, 
&fffs Pits. 

Richmottdy 15 M. ivom Norths JUerton^ ^^i from Lmd. 
is inclofed with Walls of a fmall Compafs, though it 
has populous Suburbs. The Walls with a very foong 
Caftle Were built by AlUn^ the firft Earl of Richmond^ 
who gave the Town this Name. It has a good Stone 
Bridge over the Swale^ which rufhes among the Rocks 
at the Bottom with a terrible Noife, and encompafles 
almoft half the Town. 'Tis well built and inhabited 
both by Gentry and Tradefmen, has two good Churches, 
a fpacious Market-place, neat Streets, and three Gates 
leading to its Suburbs. Many of the Houfes are built 
with Free Stone, and the Streets well paved. It has a 
good Trade in Stockings and Sailors Woolen Caps. 

Places of Note on the Coaft are, 

Robin. Hood^s Bay^^. of Scarborough^ about a Mile 
broad, a good Road for Ships, and the moft noted Place 
for the Fifliing Trade of any in thefe Parts, efpecially 
for Crabs and Lobfters i ana indeed for moft other kinds 
of Fi(b, with which they fupply even the moft diftant 
Parts of the Country ; on the adjacent Moor are three 
little Hills, called Robin Hood^s Butts. 

Whitby^ 18 M. from Scarborough^ 50 from JT?ri, is a 
well built Town on the River E/k^ where it falls into 
the Sea. It has a Cuftom-Houfe, a commodious Har- 
bour, and at leaft a hundred Ships belong to it of 80 
Tons Burthen. Here is a fmall Haven with Piers, 
which being decayed were lately repaired, or rather re- 
built. 

Gifioroughy 22 M. from TVhitbyj is a fine well built 
Town, in a delightful Situation, on a rifing Ground, 
5 M. from the Mouth of the River Tees. ; it ftands fo 
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high that it wciuld be very cold if the Breezes, from dw 
Sea wer^ n©t qualified by feme intervening Hills* 
. Pickering, 9 M. from Maltoxy 225 from London^ is »' 
pretty Iwgc Town oa a Hill, among the wild R/loi>»- 
uk\^ of Elackimrt. Here are the Ruins c^ an amdent 
Caftle^

The Soil of this County cannot be ranked among the 
moft fertile in Europe^ but it has a Variety of Corn 
Fields^ Meadows and Paftures, and is very rich in Mines 
of Coal, great Quantities of which are annually export* 
cd under the Name of Niwcaftle Coal. 

Durban^ 256 M. from London^ is fituated on a Hill 
almoft furrouiuled with a River ; and was built about 70 
Years before the ,Conqueft. . The Cathedral is a laige 
magmficent Pile, and adorned with a fineCloyfter on the 
S. a Library and Chapter Houfe on the £• a Dormitory 
on the W, under which arc the Treafury, finging 
School, and a new Library on the N. Side. The Church 
is 41 1 Feet long, and 80 broad, having in the Center a 
fpacious crofs Ifle 170 Feet ]<Mtg. At the W. End wa^ 
the Chapel of the Virgin Mary^ called Galilee^ adorned 
on the Outfide with two handfome Steeples* The 
Church has a Sett of eight mufical Bells, and the whole 
Building is ftrongly vaulted, and fupported by large Pil- 
lars. The Wainfcot of the Choir is well wrought ; 
the Organ large and good, and the Font of Marble* 
There is a, handfome Screen at the Entrance of the Choir 
117 Feet in length, and 33 in Breadth. The crofs Ifle 
beyond it is placed at the Extremity of the Church, in 
which refpedl it is not to be matched in anv other Ca« 
thedral. The Chapter-Houfe, where 16 Bimops are in- 
terred, is a ftately Room, arched over with Stone, 75 
Feet long, 33 broad, and has a fine Seat at the upper 
End for the Inftalment of the Biibops. The Oma^

J^CPQi'^tions . gf , this Church Jot ftrlmtni^ 
ilration of the divine Offices arc faid to be richer than 
thole jcf ^ny t>t!her Church 4ii 'En^and, for which we 
refer the curious td -Mr* Ddvi$s*s Account printed in 
1672, and {b'aU only o^erve that the 'Bones of cke vene- 
rabie Bede areintftncd in5t.

Beiides the Cath^ral here^ aue >& Barifli Churc^e^, 3 
ef which fiand in the principal Part of the Towm, and 
die other in the Suburbs*. Southward of die* Cathedral 
is the College, a fpacious Court, which has been all 
either new built or much repaired fince the Reftoration« 
Above the College. Gate is the £iccbeiquer, and at the 
W.the Gueft Hall, for the Entertainment ^^frangers* 
On the N. Side.of theCollege'School is a Httofie for the 
Mailer ; and between the Church^yttPd and Caftle zn 
open Area, called the Palace Grem j to theW. of whicTi 
is the Shir<e HaU, where the Affizes and Seffions are 
held for the County ; and near it a Library. On the 
£. is an Hofpital built and endowed 4)vBiflK>p£'^ ; on 
die Nt. Side is a Caftie, now the Biuiop's Palace, built 
by fViUiam the Conq)ueror, the outer Gatehoofe f>f 
which isat^refent the Cocmty GoaL The ToU Booth 
jiear St, Nscbilas*s Churchy and the Crofs and Conduit 
in the Market-place, with the two Bridges over the 
Wire^ are the other principaLpublic Buildings. 

The Form of this City is not improperly compared 
to a Crab, the Market«|daoe refembling the Body, and 
the Streets the Claws 5 for the Streets following the 
Courfe of the IVtrty which runs almoft round that Part 
of the City where the Cathedral and BtChop's Palace 
Hand, are fcaroe two of thiem joined together. 

Near this City are the Remains of the Rmnan Military 
Way, called Ikemtd-ftnet ; and 2XiiiwPs Crofiy in that 
Neighbourhood, the famous Battle in 1346 was tought, 
where the Scots Army was deftroyed, ahd their King 
David taken Prifoner. 

Barnard^4 CaflU^ 245 M. from Londm^ on tiie North 
Siderfthc River 7w, is a handfome Town, and well 
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builf, but conftfts only of one main Street, bdtdes 
feveral Lanes. branching out. The chief Manufa£lures 
are Stockhigs, Bfidjes and Belts,, and it is alfo noted for 
good Bread. The Place has its Name from a Cadle 
built here by Barn^ni j.gr^zt Grandfon of John BatioL 
The Ruins of this Strudture ftill remain. 
: Marwoodj is a little Town higher up the fame River, 
looted alfo for the Stocking Manufa<^ure, and a Park, 
Vrhich extex^ds itfelf from thence to Barnard s Caftle. 

Darlington^ 8 M. from Siecktm^ 238 from London^ 
has a good Stone Bridge Over the Skef-n^ which runs in- 
to the Tees, It is a large Market and Poft Town, a 
great Thoroughfare from London to Berwick^ and noted 
for the Linen ManufadLure, particularly that Sort called 
Hucabacks, of which great Quanrities are fent to Lond. 
Some fine Linen Cloth is alfo made here, and the Wa- 
ters o^theSkern have been efteemed fo famous for hleecfa* 
ijig Linen, that great Quantities have been fent hither 
from Scotland for that Purpofe. This Town confifts of 
feveral Streets, has a fpacious Market-place, and a hand- 
ibme Church with a tall Spire. 

. Oxenhall^ a Hamlet belonging to this Town, has 3 
^eep Wells, commonly called Hell Kettles^ taken No- 
tice, of by Travellers ; they are fuppofed to have been 
Pits funk by an Earthquake. There have been many 
abfurd Suppofitions and romantic Stpries concerning 
them, that they have a Communication by Caverns 
with the River Skern ; but it is Hidiiputable that 
the Waters are of a different Kind from the River 
Water. 

. Stocktotty 18 M. from Durham^ 240 from London^ is 
a well built Town of great Bufinefs, fituated on the 
7eesy two Leagues from its Mouth. The River is ca- 
pable of receiving large Shipo at the Entrance, but the 
Current renders it dangerous. Here is a new Church 
huilt on the Ruins of a fmall Chapel. A Bridge is 
now building over the Ti^s near this Town, the great 
Arch of which was key'd. Jug. 2, 1763. It meafures 
between the Landftowls 112 Feet ; and is faid, by the 
Architects, to be the largeft Arch in Europe. 

M Hartlepooly 
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HartJepooty 9 M. from Siocktm^ flands cb a little Fio«> 
tnontory, 6 Miles N. of the 7>#/^, and is eneomiMifled oa 
all Sides except the W. by thelSea ; 'tis a hmom aii-» 
dent Corporation wkh a very fafe Harbour. Its Mar- 
ket is much reduced, as theT. dopendsaknoft inttcdy 
on Fifhings and on the Harbour which is much fbequent* 
ed by Coliiers, efpecially in Strefe of Weailier. I'he 
Shore afFords an agreeable Profpcft to thofo who iaS by, 
exhibiting a pleafant Variety of Corn Fields, Meadows, 
Villages, and other Syhan Scenes. 

Sunderland J 10 Miles from Durham^ fix Leagues ftom 
the Mouth of the Taesy nine from Tifim$uth BoTj and 
266 Miles from London^ ftands on the South Bank of the 
River fFere^ and is a populous well built Borough and 
Sea Port, with a very fine Church. The Sea furrounds 
it almoft at high Water, making it a Peninfiiku It is 
much talked of for the Coal Trade, but the Smderland 
Coal burns fo flowly, that it is (aid to make tliree Fires. 
It contains a great Quantity of Pyri«es, and burns to a 
heavy reddifc Cinder, which the Magnet difcoversiobe 
Iron I yet were the Harbour fufficiently deep and ca- 
pacious to admit Ships of the fame Burthen as the R. 
Tyne does, it would be a great Lofs to Newcafiky for 
there is a great Variety in their Coal, and fome of it c- 
qual to any ill England, 

South Shieldfj is fo called to diftinguiih it from N$rtb 
Shields in Notibumhirkndy and becaufe it lies on the S. 
Side of the' River- Tyne. This is of great Note for itsf 
Sak Woiks, there being above ao© Pans for boiling Sea 
Water into Salt, of which the Quantity made is aJmoft 
incredible, i« being computed that there is annually con- 
fumed for this Purpofe 100,000 ChoWron of Coals. 
The Worlwnfen and Officers, ^c. employed in thefe 
WoAs make a confiderable Part of the Inhabitants : 
there are alfo fcveral Glafs-houfes along the Tyne* 

Aukland Bijbop^s^ 6 M. from Durham^ ftands pleafant- 
ly at the Side of a Hill near the Conflux of the IVere 
with the GaunUfsy a River that comes from the S. It 
has the Appellation #f Bijhep added from a magaificcnt 
Palace belonging to the ttfliops of Durham* This 

Town 
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Town ^tehti Me of the beft in tbs County,, flands in 
2ft good Aii^ and tlur UcMfcs are generftUy pretty well- 
builr. The Church is a handfome Edifice $ aikl,Biiiopr 
SifirfaWttmRxi a Stone Bridge here over the ff^irt^ in 
the i4fh Cfsieiiry* 

Stanhope in WgrefSak^ a Territory fo called from the. 
Ri^er ^lvr#, it aimall Town, 10 Miles (torn Durhatn^ 
buc hfitf a. 'Mry fpacious Park, where the. S^oU Army 
cweamped when Bity were befieged by K. Edward III. 

Tfctt pAticipal Antiquities of the Bilhoprick of Dur^ 
ham are^ 

Binchifler^ where appear large Ruins of Walls, and 
Roman Coins, called Binchejitr Pennies^ with Infcriptions. 
Seals, Urns, and other Marks of Antiquity, hafve been 
dug up. 

Lanchejher^ 8 M. from Durham^ has (he Paflbge of the 
Roman Watling Street through it. 'Tis now a tolerable 
Country Village with a handfome Church, but appears 
by^ the Ruins to have been much larger formerly, and 
fortified with a thick ftrong Wall, and to have contain** 
ed Temples, Palaces, Baracks for Soldiers, £9^r. 

Tf^tnflon^ four Miles from Bamard^s Caftk^ is another 
Place through which the Roman Way paflTes from C^/* 
tarick to Binchejler. % 

Percebridg^ or more properly Pritfibrid^e^ from two 
Neighbours of that Order, who built a Bridge here over 
the TeeSy is remarkable for a Roman Altar dug up here ; 
befides feveral Urns and . Coins which have alfo been 
found in the Neighbourhood. 

At EhAefter^ upon the Derwenty in the N* W. Part 
of the County, was obferved a Roman Station, with large 
Suburbs, where, among divers ancient Men amen ts, have 
been found an Altar and an Urn. The River Derwent 
has Mills, Furnaces and Forges all the Way down for 
the fmeldng of Lead and Silver, and the Manufadures 
of Iron and Steel. 

Other Remarkables of the BUhoprick are, 

Tarrow Monaftery^ built A. D. 674, by Ceolfridus^ K. 
of Northumberland^ The venerable Bfde was inftruded 
heret

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MmhaU Prhry^ near Durham^ was originally a Her- 
mitage inhabited by Godricus de Fincbale^ a Hcfrmit of 
great Sanftity. 

. HanwUkj which ftands on the other Side of the TS^iv, 
oppofitc to BincifteTy noted for its Wells both fwccjt and 
ftilphurous, to which there is great Refort. 

. A little below Brancepeth there are many high Stones 
in the Channel of t\it JVere^ which are never covered 
but when the River overflows. If Water be poured on 
them and it mix a little with the Stone, it becomes 
brackifh ; and at Butterfly when the River is Ihallow 
in the Summer, and funk below thefe Stones, a reddifh 
Salt Water, burfts out of them, which grows fo white 
and hard, that they who live thereabout ufe it for Salt. 
On the other Side of the Were there is alfo a medicinal 
Spring of ftrong Sulphur ; and lower toward Durham is 
a Mineral Water, of the Nature of which Dr. Wiljon 
has treated. 

At Shirburn^ one Mile E. of Durham^ is a very noble 
Hofpital founded by Hugh Pudfey^ an extraordinary rich 
Bifliop J and was in the Reign of Q. Elizabeth fettled 
by the Name oiChrift's Hofpital for a Mafter and 30 
Brethren. 

Seats of the Nobility and G entry • 

Lumley-Cajiley 6 Miles from Durham^ belonging to 
the Karl of Scarborough. It was originally a Manor- 
houfe, but converted into a Caftle by a Licence obtained 
from Richard II. 

Durham-Cajile^ in that City, the Seat of the Bi- 
flicp. 

BiJhop^S'Aukland^ another Seat belonging to that Pre- 
lv.tc. This Palace was firft erefted by Anthony Becky Bi- 
flop oi Durham ; and deftroyed in the Civil Wars, by 
/rthur Haflerig. In 1665 it was rebuilt and adorned 
V. ith a ftately Chapel by ff^lliam Cofinsy Bifeop of Dur-^ 
I arn.

NORTHUMBERLAND 

IS bounded on the S. by Durham j on the N. and W. 
by Scotland^ and Cumberland 5 and on the £. by the 
German Ocean, It is 50 Mi>les in Lengthy 40 in Bread tb^ 
and 150 in Circumference ; containing two Rivers, ii 
Market 'I'owns, 46 Parifhes, a8o Villages, and about 
370>ooo Acres. The Soil is various, that on the Sea 
Coaft very fruitful when properly cultivated^ producing 
Wheat and moft other Grain ; and on both Sides of the 
7y«^ there arc very large Meadows^ The Weftern 
Parts are mountainoiis, but afford Pafiure for Sheep» 
It abounds with Coal^ which is produfliye of a furpriz- 
ing Trade. 

The famous P/^V TVall was partly in this County, 
and partly in Cumberland. The Foundations of the 
Towers, or little Caftles, now termed Caftle-Jleedsy placed 
at the Diftance of a Mile from one another, and the 
fmall fortified Towns on the Infide called Cheftersj are 
M 3 ftill 
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ftill vifible 5 but the far greater Part of the Wall has 
been carried off to huM Houfes and Stone Walb about 
Inclofures ; and the remaining Parts, except thofe fit«- 
ated on Waftes and Mopfs, fcnre either as % Hedge be- 
tween Pafture and Arable Lands, or Pafture and Mea- 
dow Grounds, or to i^iftinguifli PoflefSens. Before the 
Wall is a broad Ditch, even upon the higheft Hilk, ffora 
Newcajile to Carfijte^ except thofe Places Aat are fuffi- 
ciently defended by Rocks. The Ditch is generaHjr 12 
Feet broad, and vifible in moft Places. 

Newcajile J 270 M. from Londort^ an ancient Town, 
the Glory of this County, ftands at the End of the PUfi 
IVall^ on the River *Tynii of^et which it has a fine 
Bridge into tlie Biiboprick of Durham^ and is called 
Ntw Caflh «pon Tyw, to diftinguilb it from Newcajile 
Under 'line in Stafford/hire^ It is much enlarge<t and en- 
riched by its Trade on the Goaft ^ Germany^ and by the 
Sale of its Coais to all Parts of En^hni ; for wnich, 
'and Merchandize, it is become the great Emporiun of 
the N. Parts oi England^ and of a good PartofS^^lAM 
dnd \%y n^xt to York^ the fineft and largeft Place in tjie 
N, The Town of NewcqftU may be faid to be fituate 
both in Nsrtluanherlattd SLod die 'E&ttiQptkk of \Durham ; 
though that Part of it which is in the latter* 19 Called 
Gatefide^ and is like Southward |o Londm ; the Liberties 
irommg no farther than the great Iron . Gate upon the 
Bridge, which has the Arnjs of the Bilhop of Durhm 
xrarved on the S* and thofe of Newcqftle on the N, Side. 
The Situation of the T. is very uneven and wnpleafant, 
efpecially that Part which is moil confiderable for Bufio' 
nefs, and which lies up^D the River; for it i$ built on 
the Declivity of a ftccp Hill# which makes ihe Street 
difficult and uneafy. 'Tis alfu crowded wth Houfes, 
efpecially in that Part of the Town beft fituated for 
Trade. The Caftle, though old and ruinous, overlook? 
the whole Town. The Exchange is a ne^le and mag- 
nificent Buildings itti^tod in the only broad Place of tba( 
Fart qf the Town ; but contiguous both to tj^e Kivtr 
and the Cnftom^Houfe^ and too much pcnit up .for Want 
of R,eenx. Between the Town Wall dod th«^ Rii^f i$ ^ 

fpacious 
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foftcious Place, firnnly wbarfe^ up with a Facing of Free 
Stone, and makes the fineft Q}i9j in England^ except 
that at Tarmouthi and far more fpacious and longer thaa 
thofe at London or Brj/iol^ though not equal to either for 
fufinefs or Buildings. Ships of any reaibnable Burthen 
lay their broad Side to this Quay, and load and unload 
with Pleafure ; bi«t the Coat Ships generally take ia 
their Lading bejow, between the Town and SbUldi^ 
which is feven Miks below ffewcaftit^ The Inhabi- 
tants of the Town hare built by Subfcription a noble 
Hofpttal for the Poor, which is well reguiated. Here 
are 6 Cfaurdxes or Chapels, befides that of St. NUbotas^ 
which is a curious Fabric,, built by David K. oi Scotland^ 
in Form of a Cathedra], with, a fine Steeple of curious 
Arcbitofbire. The Town is extremel^y populous \ thip 
Carporatioo isi itinarkable for hayijr^.tbe greaisft public 
Keveaue in its owft Right of any it^ the Kingdom, zr ' 
inountiag to no Icfs thaa 8000 /. per 4^^9wru 

Here are fev^ral public Edifices befides the £]^bange, 
m%^ a haadfome Manfion Houfe for the Mayor, who is 
allowed 600 /• a Yeacfor his TaUe, befides a Coach and 
Barge. The Bridge, which is very magnificent and 
irailly ftroog, is Wilt up on* both Sides, a finall Part 
excepted. The Arches of the Bridge are fpacious, to 
make Room for W^ierries, Keels,- and Coal Lighters, 
which are continually pafiing.to and from Shieldi. There 
jsalfo a SurgQons Hall, decorated with Skeletons and 
other Curiofities* Dr. Rob^t tbomlin gave 6000 Books 
to the Corporation, and 5 /. a Year £ox ever to buy a- 
.thers ; and Sir Waiter . Blackei^ Bart, exu^d a hand^ 
ibme Repofilory for them, and fettled 3^5 /• ^ Year for a 
Librarian. 

This Plaee is famous for Grind-ftones, much better 
than thofe that ufed to come from Spatfiy which are of 
too foft a Gritr and therefore not fo ufeful for many 
Purpofes. Hare are. feverai Glafs<houfes^ and aooalt- 
4er^e Manufa<5lure has been lately enedied for hard^ 
Ware and wrought Iron, reiembling that ^t Sheffield.

fiands on the River Wentjbeck^ over, which it iias a Bridge.

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ThesBody of the Town being on the N. Side of it, and 
the Church with the reft on the S. where alfo ftood 
on a ihady Hill theCaftle, now in Ruins. It has a good 
Market on Saturdays for Corn, Cattle, and all ncceffary 
Provifions ; but that on Wednefdaj is the largeft for Cat- 
tie in England^ except Smiihfield. *Tis a Poft Town 
^nd a good Thoroughfare. Here arc feveral Mills be- 
longing to the Earl of Carlijle^ whofe late Father built 
a noble TownHoufe for theBurgefles, 6ff. . 

Berwick^ 333 M. from Lond. fituated at the Mouth of 
the T'ufeed^ is a Town fortified with a ftrong Caftle, and 
errcompaffed with a Wall, except on the £• and S. £• 
where 'tis wafhed by the Sea, and on the South Weft^ 
where *tis watered by the River. It is the laft Town in 
the N. of England^ and the Country round it abounds 
with Corn, Hay, tSc. It was always before the Union 
a Bohe of Contention between the two Nations \ both 
had an Eye \ipon it, and therefore it was well fortified \ 
but now the Works are greatly impaired. 

'Tis a County and Town of itfelf, and though fitua* 
ted on the N. Side of the Tweedy is included in Northum* 
berland. At its Market, Corn, Salmon, and almoft ail 
other Provxfions are fold very cheap. It has handfome 
Streets and Houfes, a fine Parifh Churcli, a good Town- 
Houfe and Exchange, and a beautiful Bridge of 16 
Arches over the Tweedy 300 Yards long, built by Queen 
Eiizabethy and leads to Tweeds Mouthy a large Suburb, 
where is another large Church ; and betwixt the Town 
Wall and its once ftately Caftle is a handfome Suburb, 
called Gajiie Gate. Here is a noble Fiftiery of Salmon 
tfteemed equal to any in England \ alfo a confiderable 
Manufafture of fine Stockings. 

Other Towns of Note in this County arc. 
North Shields y on the N. Side of the Tyney at its Efflux 
into the Sea, may be confide red as an Appendage to 
Newcajite as Grave fend is to Lond, and like that chiefly 
inhabited by Sailors : It has a great Number of Veflels 
belonging to it. The Streets lieatong the Shore, where 
the River forms a little Bay, which is a deep and fafe 
Road for the laden Colliers. Sometimes 400 Ships \\^ 
here in Rows «r Tiers. Tinmotab 
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Ttfifkouth CafiUy is: a ]arge (lately CafUe on a very 
high' Rock, inacceffiUe towards the Ocean, and alfo 
on the £« andN. 'tis well mounted with Cannon, which 
defends the Harbobr, or Mouth of the Tyru^ where are 
dangerous Rocks, -called the Black Middins ; but to 
prevent Ships running on them in the Night, there are 
Light-boufes ere£led, zxid maintained by the Trinity 
Houfe in Newcaftle ; and near the Light-houfes a Fort 
called Gi^ffhrisy which aduaDy commands the Mouth 
of the River. Within 5Fi««?w«/* Caftic arc to be fecn 
the Ruins of a Monafiery, which was firequently plun* 
dered by the Danes, Robert de Mowbray a Norman^ 
created Earl of Northumberland by William the Con-*^ 
queror, ereAcd both the. CafUe and Monaftery* 

Hexham^ 22 Miles from NetucafiUy ftands oh the S. 
Side ot the Tyne^ a little below the Place where by the 
Conflux of the N. and S. Tyne^ the main Stream iis 
fofoied. It was once a very large magnificent Place, and 
the See of a Bifhop. The W. End of the Church is 
demoliflied, but the refl {lands in tire, and is a very flate* 
ly Strudure^ though much damaged in the Civil Wars.* 
'l*is a weU built Town, and in the Church are feveral 
remarkable Monuments ; and in and about the Towa 
feveral Remains of Antiquity. It is remarkable for 
feveral bloody Battles. 

Jlnwicky 304 M. from Lend, lies in the Lond. Road 
ta Berwick^ on the R. j^ \ femous likewife for bloody 
Battles, and for Bogs. The CaiUe, now in Poifeflion 
of th^ Nartbundfrian Family, is well known in Hiflory 
for the Death of Malcolm III. King of Scotu 

Cheviot Hillsy is that famous Range of Mountains to 
the N. W.. of Alnwick^ which feparate this County from 
Scotland^ and are fo high, efpecially on the.N. Side, 
that Snow lies^infome of the CliiFs till Midfummtr. 
They ferve alfo as Land Marks to Sailors.' One of 
them, which is much higher than the refb, looks at a 
Diftancelike the Pike of Temriffy and- is plainly feen 
from Rofemary Topping in the N.. Ridift^oi Yorkflnrey 
^o M. diflant. On the Top of it is a fmooth pleafant- 
Elain half a M*. in Diameter^, yuth. a large Fond in the

• Hoiy Iflaadf 8 M. from Berwicky fo called becaufe it: 
yras the oee of a Bibop, fmce removed to Durbam. It 
was the ancient LinSffam^ and has fiili the Remains 
of a Monaftery, built by Jidin the £/#<, who w^a fcL% 
into England, to preach the Gofpel to the hhtthumbrians 
about the Year 636. *Tis entompaffibd by the Sea at 
high Water, but at low Water there i& a Paffiige over 
Sands on the W. Side to the ContinenU It produces fome 
Corn and Rabbits, and Fifh abound on the Coaft. 
There is a pretty Town here, at the Side^of which Kea 
a coramodious Haven, defended by a Fort on the Hilis 
to the S. £. As this is the only openlPort between the' 
Frith of Edinburgh and the Humber^ or Yartmfotk Roads^ 
it has fometimes proved a great Shelter to our Merchant 
Ships, efpecially thofe from Archangel :^nA the Northern 
Parts of the World. •*

Car It/ley 7 M. from Scotland^ 301 from London^ was 
once a flourifliing City, and one of the Stations of the 
Ramans ; it has a pleafant Situation between the Conflux 
of three fine Rivers abounding with FiQi, vix. the Eden 
on the N. the PeterUl on the E. and the Caude or Cauda 
on the W. 'Tis a Sea Port, but without Ships, Mer- 
chants, or Trade ; 'tis of an oblong Form from E. to 
W. It has but two Parifli Chihches, viz. St. Cuth^ 
herfs and St. Marfi^ the latter ftands different from any 
other Parifli Church in England^ in the Body of the Ca- 
thedral, which is in the Middle of the City, inclofed by 
a Wall ; the E. or upper Part of the Cathedral, which 
is neweft, is a fine Piece of Workmanfliip ; the lower 
or W. Part fuffered much in the Civil Wars, when this 
City was befieged. The Choir of the Cathedral is 137 
Feet long, and 71 broad, and is an exad Piece of Ar- 
chitedure, has a ftateiy E. Window 48 Feet high, and 
30 broad, adorned with Pillars of curious Workmanfliip, 
The Roof is elegantly vaulted with Wood, and embel<- 
liflied with the Arms of France and England ; the Phrc/s, 
Lticy*s, fFarr^n*Sy &c. This Town is the Key of Eng^ 
land on the W. Sea, as Berwick upon Tweed is on the E. 
Sea ; It has a Bridge over the Eden, which is but a little 
Way from S^otland^ the S. Part of which indents in- 
to .Englandy at.leaft 50 .Miles farther than it does at 
Berwick. The Caftle, if not founded by the Romans^ is 
certainly as ancient as the Year 680. 

*Tis a wealthy populous Place, with well-built Houfes, 
and 3 Gates in the Walls, which are about one Mile iix 
Compafs, and broad enough for 3 Men to walk a-breafl 
on the'm> v/z. the C^tldn or Irijh Gati on the South ; the 

Richard 
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'Ricluiri or Scotch Gate on the North, and the Botbtr^ 
or Englijb Gate on the Eaft ; it trades chiefly in Fuftians ; 
in former Times divers Foundations have been found 
of old Ruins, as Pavement of Streets, old Arches, 
Doors, Coins and Po>s of Money, particularly in tak- 
ing up the oid Foundations 4>f St. Cutbbert^t Steeple, a 
Buihel of little Silver Money, called St. Cuibbert's Pence, 
which he and his Succeflbrs the Btihops of Durham had 
a Right to coin. 

Cockermouth^ I2 M. from Wbitebavenj 300 from Lendm 
IS a neat built trading Town, with a Harbour. It lies 
low between two Hills, upon one of which is the 
Church, and on the other, over-againft it on the W, 
Side of the Ccker^ and S. of the Derwentj is the Caftle, 
which is very ftrong ; on the Gates are the Anns of the 
MeltorCt^ HutnphramvilUs, Luc/s and Piercfs. The 
Walls are 600 Yards in Compa6. It vras buik foon 
after the Conqueft by ffi/liam de Mefchines. In this 
Place are the Remains of a vaulted Cellar, and fome 
Walls of a Chapel, which are well worth feeing. About 
2 Miles off are the Ruins of Papcqftlei pofTeiled by the 
Remans, Here was found a large Veflel of green Stone, 
curtoufly engraved with the Image of a Prieft dipping 
a Child in the Water, and a Dani/h Infcripdon in Runici 
Charaflers, fignifying.that Ekard^ one of their fi;reac 
Men, was baptizea here, whofe Example the reft folTow- 
ed. 'Tis ftill ufed as a Font in the neighbouring Church 
of Berwick* . • 

Ravenglafi^ 284 Miles from London^ ftands between- 
the Rivers EJk^ Erty and Mute^ which furround three 
Parts of the Town, and the Conflux of the EJk and 
Mttte^ which here falls into the Sea, forms a good Har« 
bour for Ships. Here is a good Fiihery, and It is a well- 
built Town. 

Egremonty 1 3 Miles from Ravenghfsy 297 from Lond. 
lies at a little Diftance from the Sea, where it has in' 
Harbour for Boats ; . it had formerly a Caftle,. built by. 
IFiiliam dr Mefchtnes^ foon after the Comqueft, but 
Time has demoliflied it ^ and it has two Bridges over the ' 
River Broadwater.

H^orkingtoH^ is noted for a Fiftery of Salmon, which* 
liko^ thofe of Carlifti are carried- from hence fre{h as they 
take them to London..

CaJIra Exploratorum^ if we regard the Diftances on 
either Hand, will fall in pretty well with the prefent Old 
Carlijlej at the Head of the little River Wize^ a Place 
which, by reafon of its high Situation, is fit for the Dif* 
covery of an Enemy, and where is found fuch Plenty of 
Roman Antiquities, as put it beyond all Difpute that it 
was a considerable Place under that People. • ^ 

Luguvailumf is by all agreed to be the prefent CarKJley 
and feems to owe the latter Part of iu Name to its 8t* 
tuation on the Pi£is Wall. 

Petrian^f feems to be OldPerkh^ where a broken Al- 
tar was dug up, implying that the Ala P^triana qv^tPiet' 
cd there. 

, Congavataj is fuppofed to be the Place we now call 
Rofe-Cajlli. 

Afica is thought to be Niiherbj^ on the Rivet MJk^ as 
fhewing vaft Ruins of an old City. 

Bremonium^ is fuppofed to be Brampton in GilUs^ 
land. 

A little after the Conflux of the Eden and Eimot ar^ 
two Villages and Forts, called SalkekTs. At LiuUSalkeld 
is a Circle of Stones, 77 in Number, each 10 Feet higb^ 
and before them at the Entrance is a fmgle one by itfelf, 
1 5 Feet in Height \ this the common reople cadi Long 
Mtg^ and the reft her Daughters ; and within the Cir- 
cle are two Heaps of Stones, under which it is faid are 
buried dead Bodies. It is thought to have been a Mo- 
nument ereded in Honour of fome Victory, or at the fo- 
lemn Inveftiture of fome Danijh King.

«^f the River Ede9i, which almoft cncompafies it, is very 
Agreeable. Its Name is a Corruption of the Malkia 
. in the Notitia^ and it was the Station of the Mauri 
j/ur^tuiniy a B«nd'of Romtn SoldiQiB fo called, becaufe 
they were fent hither by l^ Emperor JureSaiu Herb- 
is ttie beft Corn Market in all the North^n Parts ; but 
the chief Beauty of the Town confifts in one broad 
-Street, which runs with an eafy Afceotfrom S. to N. 
at the Head whereof is the Caftle, the Seat of the Earl 
of Thaneiy almoft furrounded with the River, and mch 
Trenches where the: River comes not. At ,the lower 
End of the Town are the Church and a School. Hcok 
alfo 4s an Hofpital fbraGov^niefs and 12 other Widows, 
called the Mol^ber and la^ifiors*

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The Town ftands on the Roman Military Way, 
which crofles the County from Rsar^o'ofs on Stainmore^ 
in the Eaft, to the River Edin^ a little bdow Fenritb ia 
the Weft. { 

Other Towns of chief Note are, > i ' 
Kendaly lo Miles from Appleby^ called aifi> Eirhbj Kan^ 
dfkj that 18, a Qhurch in the Valley upon the River 
Cany over which it has two Bridges of Stone and one of 
Wood, and a HarboUr for Boats 4 'tis much fuperior to 
Applehy in Trade, Buildings, and the Number and 
Wealth of the Inhabitants, and indeed is thelargeft T. 
in the County. It has two good Streets which crofs 
each other, and is enriched by the Induftry of the Townf^- 
men and die Woolen Manufacture, in which they have 
for a long Time drove a confiderable Trade. It is of 
Note alfo for the ManafaAure of Cottons, Druggets, 
Serges, Hats, Worfted and Yarn Stockings.. Here are 
feven trading Companies, vi%. Mercers, Sheermen-, 
Cordwainers, Tanners, Glovers, Taylors and Pewt^r- 
crs, who have each their Hall; The Church is verjr 
large and beaudful, it is fupported^by five Row& of hand- 
fome Pillars. Near the Church is a Free School wcU 
endowed. 

Kirkby LonfdaUy the chief Town of Lanfdale^ u e. a 
Valley upon the River Lone^ faid' to he adled Kirkby 
from a Bifhop of CarliJU of that Name, iiirho routed the 
&€otSy a|id was a Native of this Place. It is a large Towb 
with a Woolen Manufa&ire, and has a fair Church with 
a good Stone Bridge over the Lme^ 

Kirkby Stephm^ on the River Eiin^ is one of the T, 
in this County, noted fdr weaving Yarn Stockings, and 
a Free School, founded and endowed by the Family of 
py bar ton. 

AmbUJidiy 270 M. from Lwdon^ is another Town not- 
ed for a Manufa£ture of Cloth, and its Market is well 
fiored with Provi(ions. 

Brought fix M. from AppUhy^ 259 from Lcmd. ftands 
on a Rivulet about two Miles from the. River Edin^ and 
is divided into two Towns, was. Church Broughj where 
the Church ftands, with a Caftle and finall Fort called

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Cafar's Tower, th^formeEof Mrhici^ bfeBig demoliflied by 
Firci wa5 rphuik in i66i,\by 'the Countcf^ of Pendfroke. 
Near the Bridge a Spaw Well was lately dlfcovered. 
The other Part is cajled Lower Brought .from its Situa- 
tion ; and Market Brough from its 'Market, which is 
pretty confiderable. 

Milihorpy hve Miles from Kendal, at the Mouth of 
the Can, is the only Sea Port Town in the County, 
Commodities being broughthither in Veflels from Grange, 
in Lancajhire. 

Sbap, once called Chepe and Uepe, is a Market Town 
7 M. South of Penrith, it has a Moot-houfe, the upper 
Part of which is a Room for public Ijuilners. 

The antient Places of Note in this Couqty are,

be placed no where more commodioufly than at Amhle^ 
fide, upon Wtnander Mere, and the rather as it (hews the 
Ruins of an old City, with other Marks of Antiquity, 
and feveral Medals of Gold, Silver and Copper have 
been found here. 

Vertera muft be Brough under Stanemore, from its Si-

At Kirkhy-Jhore, begins the old Caufeway, called the 
Maiden Way, which runs 20 Miles from hence to Caer'- 
vorren, near the Pi£fs Wall. 

That by the Country People called King jtrihur*s 
Round Table, is a little to the S. of the^ Conflux of the 
Lowtherznd Eimot, On the Infide of it is a Trench, by 
which fon\e think it was a Place for Jufts and Tour- 
naments ; but N others that it was only a Cockpit, or 
Ring to wreftle in. . Near it is a Kind of Fortification, 
being a Pile of Stones heaped up in the Form of a Horfe- . 
fhoe, called Mayburgh.

IS pent up in narrow BoundB^ between York/hire oir 
the E, and the kijh Sea on the W. on the Sv SUe to- 
wards C^^Vtf'tfs broader, but gradoalljr grows narrower 
towards theK. where it borders o« IVefimoreland^ and th^ re 
*t»s divided by an Arm of riie Sea, fo as k confideraWc 
Part lies beyond the Bay^ and joins to Cumberland. This 
maritinie Connty w 68 Miles in Length from N. to S. 
and 40 in Breadth from E^ t^ W» It contains 27 
Market Towns, 60 Pariflies (fome of which arc very 
large) befides' Chapels ds big as many Parifh Churches, 
and 894 Villages. It enjoys a ferener Air than any ch 
ther maritime County, being the leaft fubje£t to Fogs 9 
fa that the People are generally ftrong and healthy, ex- 
cept near the Fens and Sea Shore, befides certain moift 
and unwholfome Spots of Ground called MofTes ; but 
they yield Turf for Fuel, and Marl for cultivating the 
Land, The Soil where plain and level yields moftly 
Store of Wheat and Barley ; and though the hilly Parts 
on the Eaft Side are generally ftony and barren, yet the 
Bottoms of thofe Hills produce excellent Oats. The 
PaftuTcs render the Cattle of a larger Size than thofe of 
any other County, and their Horns wider and bigger* 
Here is Plenty of Timber, Coal and Cannd Coal, (which 
not only ma^es a much clearer Fire than Pit Coal, but 
is capable of a PoUih like Marble, and wtil not foil a 
Handkerchief, though as bl^ck as jet) with Mines of 
Lead, Iroii and Copper, and Quarries of Stone, 4ffr.

Lancfijfter^'tht Shire Town, 133 M. from London^ has 
its Name from the Rirer Lonty on the Side of which it 
ia fituated near its Mouth, and gives Name to the whole 
Countjr ;' 't» the ancient Longovicum mentioned in the' 
hinerary. Here are frequentJjr found the Coins of Ro* 
man Emperors, efpccially where the Benediftine Friars 
had a Cloyftef, wlKich they fay was thv Area of aa' 
ancient City burnt to the Ground in 1322 by the Scots. * 
After this Conflagration they built nearer the River, by 
a green Hill, upon which ftands a Caftle, and on the 
Top of it a handfome Church ; at the Bottom of it 
there is a very fine Bridge over the Loriy arid on the fteep- 
eft Part of it hangs a Piece of very ancient iJ^m^n Wall,' 
now called Wery-WalL In digging a Cellar feveraf 
Cups were found that had been ufcd in Sacrifices. It 
was formerly more remarkable for Agriculture than 
Commerce ; but is much improved in the latter, being 
at prcfent a populous, thriving Corporation, with a to- 
lerable Harbour and Cuftom-houfe. The County Af- 
fizes are held in the Caftle, which is one of the ^irefl: 
Monuments of Antiquity in this Kingdom. The Ditch • 
was ma<fe by fhe Emperor Adrian^ A. D. 124, and the 
Garifon he placed there erefted for their better Security 
a Tower towards the Weft. A. D, 305, Conftaniirii 
Chlorus^ Father of" Confiantine the Greats built another 
Tower facing the Town ; both which are now ftanding. 
The beautiful Tower, now called the Gatehoufe, was 
ere£led by Jahn Earl of Morton and Lancqfier. In the 
Shire HalJ, above the Bench, are the King*s Arms, 
with W. M. above, and below it this liifcription. Lei 
Judgmtnt run down as l^aters^ and Right eoufnefs as a 
mighty Stream, It has a very large Market for Cattle, 
Veifels of 70 Tons go from hence to America with Hard- 
ware and Woolen Manufadures ; but the Country . 
hereabouts is fo thinly peopled by Reafon of the Barren- 
ftcfs of the Country, that they cannot take off the Sugars 
^efe Ships import. 

.4 'Prjftotiy 
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Preflevy 18 Miles from Lancqfter^ 211 from London^ 
h faid tohaverifcn out of the Ruins of RibhUdiefter. 
It is a beautiful Place^ and has a large Stone Bridge over 
the RibbUy which plentifully fupplies it with Fi(h, Coal, 
and other Commodities. This Place, for its Situation, 
delightful Eminence, handfome Streets, and Variety of 
Company that board here,' is reckoned one of the pret- 
tieft Retirements in England. Its Saturday Market is as 
confiderabic as any N. of TrenU for Corn, Fi(h, Fowl, 
G*r. There are Traces of a Roman Military Way over 
the neighbouring Common, from Ribcbejier to the 
Mouth of the Ribble. 

, Newtony 5 M. from l^igan^ 187 from London^ ftands 
almoft in the Center betwixt Wigan and JVarrington^ 
chiefly of Note for a Charity School founded in 1707, 
and endowed with 2000 /. by Mr. Hornby, The Re<ao- 
ry of fVinwickj to which Newton is only a Chapel, is 
efteemed worth 800 /. per Annum^^ 

U^igany or Wigin^ 195 M, from London^ ftands plea- 
fantly near the Rife of a Rivulet, called DugUfsj and 
is a well built Town> in the high Pod Road to Lan^ 
cafler. It is famous for the Manufa&ure of Coverlets, 
Rugs, Blankets, and other Sorts of Bedding \ and for 
its Pit Coal and Iron Work. It has a ftately Church, 
one of the beft endowed in the County, and the Re£lor 
is always Lord of the Manor. 

Liverpool J 14 from Wtgan^ 185 from London^ is not 
a very antient Town, but very neat and populous ; and 
the mod flourifhing Sea Port in thefc Parts, nearly equal 
to the City of Brt/loL The Cuftoms are increafcd 8 or 
zo Fold within thefe 50 Years. The Inhabitants are 
very numerous, and a great Number of them Merchants, 
who, notwithftanding their out of the Way Situation, 
drivQ an incredible Trade with great Succefs, and very 
large Stocks to all the Northern and Southern Parts of 
the World ; fo that there is no Trade but that of Turky^ 
Greenland^ and the Eqft Indies^ in which they are not 
concerned. They import almoft all Kinds of foreign 
Goods, have a large inland Trade, and {hare in that to 
Inland and tValei^ with Brijlol. *Tis alfo the moft 

convenient 
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convenient and Ynoft frequented Prfige 'ii^ ftelmdy 
ftandiag at.thcMouth,of the Merfei''9tXrtt, otLhrcfpoiL 
tPatiTy as the.aailofs call it. The Harbour 15 defended 
on the S. Side by a Caftle, and oh the W* by a Tower; 
on the River Merpty a ftatcly ftrong Piece of 'Bytldingi 
Imt the Town is ^uite open. . It i>as four handfotne 
Churches, one of which is but IsTtpfy built. All tbe neit 
Buiidingi are veiy hstndfome, Iri far^ fpax^fofcfif clea(i 
Streets ; the Houfes being of Brick, and as much Rkr 
thofe of London as pofllHc, oAly not quite fo high. They 
have a fine Town-Houfe ftanding upon 12 Free Stone 
Pillars and Archcp, and under it is their Exchange 
The wet I>ock with its Iron FlOod-^atcs at the £• End 
of the Town, is the only Thing rf its Kind hi Sritarfff 
and is a nsoft noble Work ; for though it has b^n at- 
tended with very great Expence, it fuHy anfwers the 
End, bv accommodating tbe Town, in ali the efTcntid 
Parrs of the Marine Birfinefs, whether hying up Ships, 
or fitting them out^ it being capable of containing 80 
or roo Sail, which may lie very quiet hcte^ bcii^ 
iheltered by the Town from the W, and N. Winds, and 
by the Hills from thofe of the El The Cuftom-Houfe 
IS a commodious degant Stmftm-e. There is a Nari- 
gaiSqn from hence up the Mirfet for Ships of Burthen, 
as high almoft as Warrington ; and aifo up the South 
Chatinel, which they call the River H^eaver. By this 
Kavigatibn they fetch their Rock Salt, which is dug out 
of the Earth both in this County and Che/hire^ and Ihip- 
ed off here in great Quantities, not only for Devonfinre^ 
Brifloly and other Parts of Somirfeiftnrf^ but to London^ 
and other S. Parts of Great Britain j where it is diflblvcd 
in Sea Water, and boiled into a ftronger and finer Sea 
Salt, of which the DutA make the St U^^V.Salt, and 
cure their Herrings with it. 

Liverpool has been beautified with many bandfome 

Buildings of hewn Stone. The Free School is a larj;c 

and beautiful Strudlure, formerly a Chapel ; at the W. 

* End whereof was a Statue of St, Niehdas^ longfincc de* 

ftroyed.* Here are feveral Alms-houfes, Workhoufes, fcfr.

The Mirjee abouiids with Salmon, Codfifh, Floun- 
ders, Turbets, Plaife and Sn^ielts, and at full Se^'tis more 
than two Miles over. There is a Ferry Here, and 
when People^ laqd on this Side, they are carried through 
jthe Water for a little Way on the Backs of Men^ who 
wait Kn^, dec^ in the Mud to take theni out of the 
!Boat$* Many Enlarg^ents or Improvements of this 
itiarbour have been made purfuant to A&s of Parlia- 
ment. , 

JVarringtofij jSa Miles from London^ has a fine Stone 
Bridge over the River Merfee^ that leads into Cbefiirt^ 
and is a pretty large^ neat, old built, but populous and 
rich To^n, with a condderable Market ; and famous 
for Malt« As it lies on the great Road to Carlifie and 
Scotland^ it has always been judged a Pafs of the utmoft 
Importance in a Time of War ; and therefore the En^" 
lijh Forces took Care to fecure it during the R^Uion in 
1745. The Town has a good Country Trade, and a 
particular Market every Week for Linen. 

ManchefttTj 68 M. from Tori^ 181 from Lond. ftancis 
near the Conflux of the Irk with the Irwell \ an^ is fo 
much improved in this and the laft Century, that tho' 
it is neither incorporated,. nor has the Privilege offending 
Members to Parliament, yet, as an inland Town, it has 
ihc bcft Trade of any in thefe Northern Parts,' and fur- 

S aires all the Towns thereabouts in Buildings, and 
lumber of Inhabitants, Maaufa£tures, fpacious Mar«- 
ket* place and College. The Fuftian Manufadlure, cal- 
led Manchifler Cottons, for which it has been famous 
for almoft 150 Years, Ifcas been much improved of late, 
by fome Inventions of dying and printing, which, with 
he grcateft Variety of other ManufaQures, known by 
he Name of Maache/UrGdoisy as Ticking, Tapes, Fil- 
leting and Linen Cloth, enrich not only the Town, but 
the whole Parifb, and render the People induftrious. 
Above 100 Year ago there were reckoned 2Q,000 Com- 
municants hi this Parifh, fnice which Time the Inhabi- 
t.nts are much more numerous in Proportion to the In- 
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cm£^ of tl^ij^ TTradp^, 'A jaew. i^arifli ,v^z$ erca«L aijj

more exfcenfivcly iifeful, is greatly to the Honour of tficr 
Bendadlorsy to the Creditpf the Place, and deferving the 
Notice of Travellers^, 

As Hague in Mollartd is defcrvedly called the moft* 
magnificent Village in Europe^ fo MaHchefler mzyj witK 
equal Propriety, be faid to be the greateft Village in Eng' 
Ifind ; the high«ft Magiftrate being only a Conftable or 
Headbprough,) though it. js more populous than i^ri^ 
or many other Cities in England. The People, includ- 
ing thofe in the Suburbs on the other Side of the River, 
are not lefs than 50,000. Here is not only a fpacious* 
Market-place, but a modern Exchange. For the Space . 
of about three Miles above the Town it has no lefs than 
60 Mills. The Weavers have Looms here by which 
they work 24 Laces at once i an Invention for which 
they are obliged to i^ie Dutch, 

Rodfedali^ X2 M. from Manchefier^ 193 from London y 
is another Town of good Trade and (lands in a Valley 
on the River Roch^ under the Hills, called Black/lone 
Edge ; which are fometimes covered with Snow in v/«- 
guft. 'Tts of late Years much improved in the Woolen 
Manufadure. 

Bury J 9 Miles from Manchejier^ is a Town alfo of 
good Trade, on the Irwell\ it is employed in the Fufti- 
an Manufadture, and drives a confiderable Trade in 
coarfe Qoods, called Half-thicks and Kerfies, for which 
there is a great Market, though the Town lies out of

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the VITay, and at Foot of Atf Moantama^i ttiat c^ktc^ 
wi(e it wouU not be mucb frequented. 

Bolton^ four Mites from Bwj^ h a Staple tot tnlBrnw

Fairs from afl Parts of the County^: Here arc rffo Me- 
dicinal Waters.

Kirkham^ fix M. from the M(hS^ TO kdat Pi'e/bn^ 
(lands near the RUbUj and has a Free School^ well en- 
dowed with three Maffers, by Mr. CoBifm; Citneen of 
tendon. It is fituate in that Partof the County caHcd 
fiild Landf between the Ritbb and a Kttle River fomtf 
Miles S. of Lancafter. In many Plictts or thfs Cbsft 
the Inhabitants gather great Quantitittr 6f Sand, which 
having lain fomc Time, they put irito Troughs witfi 
Holes in them, pour Water on it, and boR the Lccs 
into a white Salt. 

Ormjkirk^ 10 M. from Lherpooly is a. handibme T. 
with a good inland Trade, but is of mcrfl Note for s 
bituminous Earth, ftom which an Oil refembling that of 
Amber is extrafted, that prcferves' raw Flcfli-, and ferves 
the Country People fnflead of Candles ; and inthead-* 
jaccnt Country there is a Mineral Springy called MauMin 
Tfyell^ handfomcly walled in and covered ; the Waters 
of which have {>erformed rtotablc Cures. Tis impreg- 
nated with S^ulphur, Vftriol, Oker, and a marine Salt, 
unitedf with a bitter pur^ng Salt. It ' tried to throw up 
marine Shells in great Quantities, notWithftanding it w 
fituated far from the Sea or any Salt Rivers, till they 
fcund a Way to keep them down jtogethcr with the 
Sand, by laying Mill-flones upon the Spring. 

Hawiftitad^/ifi Miles from LancafiBr, 263- from Loni. 
18 a Town of good Trade in Cloth, rn that Part of 
the Country which lies towards Cumberland and ^5P$^- 
moreknd j it flands on the River Fofi.

Shire is a peculiar Sortof Ground, .cal]^ Mofles, 
j|i»Kind of niooriih, *>o|gy Earth, vjenjf '»ft^ngy an^ fat, 
put, of which ^re cut Turfs Jn Foym of Bricl^y a^ 
: <iried in the Sun. In thefe Moffes, cfpecially the black 
* • \. '• Sort, 
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iort^ are found Fir-trees (bmetimes 6 Feet or more un^ 
dcr Ground, which ferve the Country People for Can- 
dles, Fuel, and for fmall Timber Ures. The Frodua 
of this County is more particularly Cheefe and Salt. 
Its Cheefe is commended as the beft in Enghnd ; the 
Cheddar Cheefe of Smnirfetflnn only excepted. This 
County affords great Store of all Sorts of Provifions^ 
Corn, Fleifa, Fiih, and the beft of Salmon ; and it 
drives a confiderabie Trade, having within itfelf Salt- 
pits, Mines and Metals. It was ere£ted into a . Coun- 
ty Palatine by Wihiam the Comjtieror. It fends two 
Members to Parliament for the' County, and two for 

Chefter^ or as it is commonly called IVeJi Chefter^ i8a 
1M. from London^ a large, fine, well built City, full of 
wealthy Inhabitants,' who by its Neighbourhood to' the 
Severn and to Ireland drive a confiderabie Trade ; fo 
th^t Shopkeepers'have very good Bufinefs, as may be 
fcen by the great Fairs held here every Year j to which 
Abundance of Tradefmen ?nd Merchants -come from all 
Parts, but particularly from Sriftol and Dublin. That 
It was eminent in the Roman Times is utrqueftidnable 
ifrom the numerous Spoils of their Grandeur found here, 
as Vaults, vaft Foundations, Coins, Altars, Pavements 
of chequer Work, and the like. 

The Houfes are, generally fpeaking, diftinguifheA 
from all the Buildings in Britain ; they at^ 4br the moft 
Part of Timber, very large and fpacious, but are built 
with Galleries, Piazzas, or covered Walks before them, 
in which the People who walk are fo hid, that to look 
up or down the Streets one fees no Body (Hrring, except 
with Horfes, Carts, ^c, and yet they may be feid to 
be full of People. By the fame .Means alfo the Shops 
are as it were hid, little or no Part of them befingtobe 
feen,^ unlefs one is under thofc Rows, or juft oppofite to 
a Houfe. This was formerly reckoned the Glory and 
Beauty of Chefter^ but now its Difgrace and Deformity ; 
for to obtain this Convenience of walking dry from one 
End of the Street to the other when it tains, the Houfes 
are leflened, whofc Fronts would otherwife- come out 
into the Streets as far as thofe Galleries \ alfo the Shops 
N 4 ' are 
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^re dark and' ^fe, and many Ways incommodiotts ^ 
yet with all this Inconveniency and Disadvantage 'tis a 
very bandibme City ; and in thok Strtets where the 
Rows do not cloud ttw Buildings, there are very large 
and well built Iiou&s« The Streets areg^iterally firaight, 
large, and yery,broad» and ^rroffing one another in right 
Lines, meet in the Center as at Chichefter % and the 
principal are four StrecLU as at that City, £• W. N, S« 
The Walls of the City are firm, and built of very large 
S;one. OjH ^he S, Side of the Town, and on a riflog; 
Qroufid Airrounded in P^rtby its Rnrer, is a ver^ ftrong! 
and ftately Caftle, to whjch the Walls on that Sidejoin^ 
and from thence 'tis a xRfA agreeable Walk round the 
whole City iipoa the Walls, only 'tis intercepted by 
ibnae of the Towers over the Gates. 'Tis kept in good 
{iicpair, apd has always a Arpng Garrifon; forhis of 
very g|<eat ImportaiiGe when any Military Prepau^atioiia 
are making for Irdand^ or apy pifturbknce raifed oa 
ibat $^ thcf Countty, it being a good If^Jace for Maga- 
^nes. Befides the otreets already mentioned there are 
many public Edifices, the Cro(s, with the Town Houie 
and Exchange in the Middle, which is a neat Building 
f^pported by Columns 13 Feet high, of one Stone each.

regular, and adorned With many Gentlemens Houfi^* 
The Church is a krge beautiful Strufture, in the 'Form 
of a Crofsf like a Cathedral, with the Steeple in the 
MidtHe. • The Inhabitant* drive a coftfiderable Trade^^ 
and groW'rich^/iot'only by* Means 6f its large weekly 
Market, its Bartholomew Fatty and the Advantage of a 
great Road' to Ireland^ buf by Meians of its'Cheefc and 
Salt, which are made to* greater Perfeftibn here- than 
any where elfe. The Soil in and about this Town yields

, The Salt Springs i^ fome Places are hot above, direc 
or four Feet deep) biit the Pit in this Townftiip is full 
feven ; in two'Wacfes'fn Nantwich the Springs break 
6iAir6-'in the ' ifteadbWs; te io fret away not only the 

Grafs» 
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GralTs, but Part of the Earth, which has a SaltLfquof 
oozing as it were- out of the Mud. Our Springs are- 
aboat 30 Mil^ fiiom the Sea, and generally- lie all along 
the River ff^eav&y yet there is an Appearance of the 
fame Vein at A4iMewieh, nearer the River Dan than the 
Weavir. The Water is fo very cold at the Bottom of 
the Pit, that when the Briners foretimes go about to 
deanfe It, they cannot flay in if above half an Howrj' and 
in that -Time they are forced to drink ftrong Wa^ers.^ 
The Springs ane rich or pOor in a double Senfe ; foi* a- 
Spring may bench in Salt, but poor iii theQuartthy of 
Brine it afFords. Our Pit^yields about onePburrdoP 
Salt for fix Pound of Brine, but then it is always without* 
any fenfible Difference fo plentiftil a Spring, that tt^bert-^ 
as they feldom wall, i. e. make Salt, in above 6 Hoiifeap 
at a Time, and there are, or (hould be, above w WicW 
Houfes in the Town, this Pit is judged fuffitient tb fup-^ 
ply them all, without falling much lower thkri a Yard 
or two at moft. The quick Ufe of the' Pit adds- tx^ 
tremely to the Strength of the Brine, for much or ite^^ 
quent drawing makes Way for the Salt Springs^to ccMcl 
quicker, and' allows the tefs Time f6t the Adm'iffion' ^)^ 
frefti Springs. ^ 'Tis^obferved by the Briners, they ih^4{ 
more Salt with thc^feme Quantity ofBHne in d^ ttefrif 
ijh wet Weather.

The Ptos in which they boil their Salf k?e 
fet upoa Iron Bars, and clofed up on all 'Sides with Clajr 
and Bricks, that .neither Flame nor Smoak <tnay get 
through. Theyi firfk fill their Pans withBrin^ 0ut 6^

This appears by the Buitdings to be a very handfome 
Town, and lies fo near the middle of the County, that 
'tis often appointed for the meetirig of thie Juftices and 
other Gentlemen on public Affairs. Here is a free Gram- 
mar School, and a Houfe for the School-mafter, and 
7.80 A hath been bequeathed to purcbafe Lands for 
teaching 10 Boys to read, write, and cypher. On die 
8. Side of this Town, within thefe fifty Years, have alfi> 
been difcovered a great many Mines of Rock Salt, which 
they continue frequently to dig up and fend in great 
Lumps to the Sea Ports, where it is diflblved and made 
mto eating Salt. The Salt Quarries here, when a Per- 
{oh is let down by a Bucket into then> to the Depth of 
about 150 Feet aiFord a moft pleafant Profpe£t, looking^ 
like a fubterraneous Cathedral fupported by Rows of Pil^ 
lars, having CHryftal Roof, all of the fame Rock, tran- 
fparent and glittering from the numerous Candles burnt 
there to light the Workmen, who with their fteel Pick- 
axes dig it away. This Rock Work extends feveral 
Acres. There is a good' Church in this Town, with a 
fine Roof, and femicircular Choir. 

MiddUtmch^ 4 Miles from Northwicb^ 156 from Lond^ 
ftands near the Union of the Croke and Dan^ where are 
two Salt Water-Springs, which they caU Sheaths, and 
great Quantity of Salt is made here. Dr. Jackfgn fays, 
the rich Brine of the chief Pit here yields one fourth of 
Salt, yet is fo thrifty of its Brine, that the Inhabitanta 
are limited to their Proportions out of it, and their Quan- 
tity is fupplied by Pits that afford a weaker Brine. • >This 
is an ancierit Borough^ and a very large PariJQi, extending 
into many Tbwnfliips round about it, and has a fpacious 
fair Church.

STAFFORDSHIRE 

IS bounded on the £. by Wsrwick/h. and Dertxjt. on tbo 
S. by /f^^. on the W. by £bref^/b. and Chejb. which 
laft joining Dtrbyfi. on the N. where it ends in an obtufir 
Angle^ mdcfS the N« Border, It is divided 1^ the Trent 
into the N. £• and S. W. Parts ; the former of which 
ie fubdivided iiUo the AImt Lands^ which are the more 
northerly mountainDus Parts, and ^tH^eodLandj which 
is the more foutherly Part, of the Countv. Staffordftiire 
lies from S. to N« almoft in Form of a Khombus, being 
ad>out 47 M. in Length, and 32 in Breadth, It con-^ 
tains one Ci^» naQMly, Litchfield^ 18 Market Towns^ 
670 Villages^ i jo Parishes. The Air is generally good» 
being moftly hilly* The Mewlaniiy which are moun- 
tainous, and therefore reckoned the moft barren, pro- 
duce a ibort but fweet Grals^ by which th^ bring up as 
fine large Cattle ai thofe of (Jifu^fiire. Sieep are alfo 
fed in the Northern as wet) as the Southern Parts ia 
great Numbers ^ ;mueb of the Wool produced from 
them is manufai^r^d in the daatiung.Trajde^ and felt** 

•' ing 
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jng carried on in the Country. Even the barren Afeor 
Z^ff^x, when manured with Marie and Lime^ mixed 
with Tuif Afhes, produce good Oats, and .Barley ; and 
as to the Southern Parts and fome adjacent Pariflies in 
the N. they produce ail Kinds of Grain. In thefe Parts 
they alfo fow Hemp and Flax. Both the Afoor Landi 
2nQ ff^ood Land yield Lead, Copper, Iron, Marble, Ala- 
bafter, Mill-ftones, Coal, Maries of feveral Sorts and 
Colours, other ufeful £afths, and Hkewife valuable Stones 
and Minerals of various Sorts. It fends to Parliament 
two Knights of the Shire, two Burgefles for Lhtb* 
feldy two JFor Stafford^ and two for Newcqftk Under 
Line. 

Lttchfieldy iiQ Miles from Lond. is a pretty large neat 
Town, which joined with Coventry^ is a Bifhoprick ; it 
ftands low, near 3 M. from the Trent^ and is divided into 
two Parts by a little clear Rivulet, over which are twn» 
Caufeways with Sluices. The Bifhop^s Sec was cred- 
^d, as 'tis find,' in 606, by-O/wy, JKng xsf*i<hrtbunAer^ 
land. That Part of the City which ftands on the S. Side 
of the Rivulet is called the City, and the other the 
Clofe. In the South ^ide is' a Goal for Felons, a Free 
School, and a pretty large well endowed Hofpital for the 
Relief ofthe Poor. ... 

' The. Clofe is fo called, becaufe it is inclofed with 
a Wall, and a good deep dry Trench on all Sides, 
except towards the City, where it is defended by a 
great Lake or Mar{h formed by the abovemefttioned 
Brook. 

The Cathedral, which ftands in this Clofe, was be- 
gun in 1 148 ; it fufFered much in the Time of the 
Civil Wars, but was thoroughly repaired after the Re- 
ftoration of Charles II. that it is now a noble and admir*- 
able Stru£^ure ; it is walled in like a Caftle, but ftands 
on fuch an Eminence that it is feen ro M. round. The 
Dimenfions of it in the Infide are 450 Feet in Length, 
of' which the Choir is ito^ and the Breadth of it in the 
broadeft Place i^ 80. ' fes Portico or Front can fcarccly 
Be paralleled in England; There arre a6 Statues of the 
Kings of yudnk in a Row aboVC itj as big as.die Ldfe ; 

and 
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^nd on the Top, at each Corner of the Portico^ is a 
fiately Spire, befides a fine high Steeple on the middle 
Gf the Church. There are fcveral Statues on the Out- 
lade of it as well as within. The Choir, which is in 
treat Part paved with Als^bafter and Cannal Coal, in 
mitation of black and white Marble^ has a Chapel be^^ 
liind it. The Prebendaries Stalls are like wife of excel- 
JeBt Workmanihip. 

Here are three other Churches, of which St. MicbaePs 
has fo large a Church Yard, as to contain fix or feven 
JVcres of Ground. It is a long ftraggling Place, though 
it has fome "vtxj handfome Houfes in it ; and as it is a 
Thorough-fare to the N. W. Counties, has feveral gopd 
iDns; The Ale is incomparable here, as it is indeed all 
over the County. The Country hereabouts is both 
pleafant and- fruitful. The Brook, which has two Bridges 
over it runsiinto the TrfnU . The Streets are well paved^ 
and kept v^ry plean. 

- Stafford^ f^^ M.' from London^ is the Shire Town 
wheri? the Affizes are held. It ftands low op the River 
Sowj over which it has a good Bridge. Here are two 
handfome Churches, a Free School, and a fpacious Mar« 
Jket-place, in which ftfinds ;the Shire Hall : It is well 
built and paved, and much increafed of l%te both in 
Wealth and Inhabitants by its Manufafture in Cloth. 
The o^d Cuftom of Borough Efigli/h is ftiil kept up here. 
The Buildings are for the moft fart of Stone apd Slate, 
and fome of them in the modern Tafte. Not only the

' . Stionij 5 Miles from Staffi^d^ i 141 ' from Lwdon^ is a 
Place on the IrenU with commodious Inns in the great 
Road to JVeftAeftiT \ it is fo called from a Heapof Ston^ 
to preferve the Memory of the Murder committed by 
VlfiT^ King of Miniay on hts two Sons, for embracing 
Ghriftiamty \ but he afterwards repented . and turned 
Chriftian : This Heap of Stones their Mother turned 
into a Tomb, and thereupon ereded a. Church. 

EccUpial^ near the River Spw^ is a pretty Town noted 
for Pedlars Wares. 

Among the Antiquities in this County are fevezal 
Lows, as 'they call them, a^^x, Wigpntwiy which from 
the Pieces of Bones, Coak and Aibes they cohtain, ap« 
pear to have been the Depofitarles of the Ruman Bones; 
after they lyere burnt. .. 

At Chicileyy fourteen M. fiom Newea/lle^ are 3 Stones 
with litde Images cut upon 2 of Aem, and erefied Spire-* 
wife in the Church*yard, . which are very remarkable ; 
but it is not known when, by whom, or for what Pur- 
pofe they were fet up. 

In Dudley CaftU HalU 4 Miles from Woh)erh€mpun^ is 
a Table of one entire Oak Plank, 17 Yards in Lengthy 
a Yardin Breadth, and^at firft meafurcd 7 Yards and 9 
Inches more, which was cut ofi^ to fuit it to the Hall. 
The Tree grew in the New Park at Dudley^ and is faid 
to have contained 100 Ton of neat Timber. TheCaftle 
ftands on a high Mountain, and is cut out of a Rock 
with a Lofty Tower on it, from whence is a Profpe£t 
into five Shires, and part oAJVaUu It was built by DtuU 
or Diida^ a Saxon^ about the Year 700.

Shriw/hajf t$f Miles froaa: Lmidm^ n de]%ktftiliy 
fituatedon the River -foey^it^ The ^xms tensed it 
Scrobbes-bergy becalife the Rill it ftandis dpon wascover- 
ed with Shrubs ; the Ifsrmam Svr/fp^erfj Stofp^Bury^ 
Md Sddop ^ tkeB94$ms caHed ie Am^x^rmr,. £ /. a Brow 
of Alders ; it has two fair Bridges over the Seotm^ 
which furrounds it, except on the N, Side, in the Form 
of ^ ri e ife * 'fl»ot, and re nd e r s it a Pcninftfla. k has a 
Free Gi^ainmar School foundedand endowed by Edward 
VI. Q. Elizahsth built it a-new from the Ground, and 
added a very good Librarj^, antd endowed it itiore lirgely 
w^h convement Houfes and Sitlaries for the Mafters, 
who are called the fii^ft, fecond and third, befides Uibers 
to teach the Accidence and Writing : And to this be-' 
longs another School Houfe at Grh^ll, 5 Miles off, to 

which 
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which the Mafters and ScMars may repair in cafe of 
any contagious Diftemper, of other Caufi?« 

Here are 5 Churches, befides Meeting-Houfes. Its 
Market Days for Corn, Cattle, and PFovffions, are 
Weirufdays and Saturdays^ and every Thurfday is the Mar^ 
ket for fVelJh Cottons and Flannels, of which are com- 
monly fold 1000 /. a Week. They are kept in a large 
Hall over the Market-Houfe. Here are no lefs than 1% 
incorporated Companies, who Fep»r in their Formalities 
once a Year, Monday Fortnight after IVhitfuntidij to x 
Pkce caHed Kingflandy on the S. Side of the Town, but 
OB the oppofite Side of the Severn^ where they have the 
Honour of entertaining the Mayor and Corporation at 
their feveral Bowers ere£led for that Parpoie, and difltn-' 
guifted by fome Motto or Device fuitable to their feveral 
Arts and Trades. 

The Streets are large and the Houfes well built. The 
late Earl o^ Bradford had a handfome Houfe with hang- 
ing Gardens down to the River, as have feveral other 
Gentlemen. It is faid that King Charles II« would have 
ercded this Town into a City, but the Townfmen 
chofe to remain a Corporation, for which Refufiil they 
were afterwards called the proud Sahpioiti. The Town 
has been famed throughout England for Cakes, and its 
Brawn is reckoned to exceed that of Canterkury* There ^ 
is fuch Henty of Provifions of all Sorts here, but efpeci- 
afly Salmon and other good Fiih both from the Sruim . 
and the Deey and the Place itfelf is ib pleafant, that it is 
full of Gentry, who chufc to live within the Compais 
of their Eftates, and have Balls and Afiembliea once a 
Week all the Year, it being for Mirth and Gallantry 
compared to St. Edmund's Bury in Suffolk^ but is much 
l^^g^r- ^"c great Ornament of this Town is that cal- 
led the Quarry, from Stones having been dug up there 
formerly, but fmce converted into one of the fined 
Walks in England both for Beauty and Extent* It 
takes in at lead 20 Acres of Ground on the S. and S. 
W. Sides of the Town, betwixt its Walls and the Se- 
vern. It is fo fbaded with delightful Rows of Lime 
Trees on each Side, and adorned ia the Centex with 
O fuch 
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fijch a fiffe double Alcove, and Seats on both Sides of it, 
one of them facing the Town, and the oiher the River, 
that the Place is reckoned not inferior to the Mall in St. 
yames*s Park. Upon the ff^elch Bridge there is a noble 
Gate, -over the Arch of which is placed the Statue of 
the great LUwellinj the Idol of the I'yeljh and the Lft 
Prince of IVaUs* The Walls and Gates of this Town 
are yet (landing, though there are Houfes built on fome 
Part of the Walls. The Caftle, of which focne Parts are 
fiill remaining, was built about the Year 1083. by R* 
di Montgormry^ afterwards Earl of Shrewjbwj. It 
ftands on a Rock, almoft encompalled by the Seytrn, 
The great Roman Road, called IVatUng-Jlruty is vifibic 
at IVroxeter^ in the Neighbourhood ; and in the Bottom 
of the River, when the Water is low, are to be fan 
the Remains of a Stone Bridge. This Road is raifed a 
good Height above the Soil, and fo ftraight, that it may 
be fcen from an Eminence 10 or 15 Miles both Ways. 
Roman Coins are frequently dug up here, as are the Bones 
of Men of a jarge Size* Bp. Gibjon fays that Teeth 3 
Inches long, and 3 Inches about, have been taken out of 
Jaw Bones of dead Men ; and the Thkh Bones of fome 
a Yard in Length. ^ 

Bridgwnthy 1 35 M. from London^ fo called from the 
|)uilding of fome Bridge over the Severn to the S. of it, is 
a very antient Town on the Bank of that River. It 
ftands fecurc upon a Rock, through which the W;iy 
leading to the upper Part o( this Town was cut. It is 
a large Place, confifting of the upper and lower Towns, 
feparated by the Sfvern^ over which it has a fair Stoue 
Bridge of 7 Arches, which has a Gate and Gatchoufe 
on it, bcfidcs fome Houfes for Defence and Ornament. 
Its Situation i« pleafatit as well as commodious for 
Trade ; its Air healthy, and its Profpeft delightful. The 
Hill on which the upper Town flands rifes 60 Yards 
.icn; the W. Bank of the River : Many of the Houfes 
t.e founded upon a Rock, and moft of their Cellars are 
Caves hewn out of it. On the Roof of the Caves arc 
(.'ardens, made without much Coft or Art, and Path- 
ways are made over them, fo that one may walk over 

the 
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the T^ps of fevcral Houfes without Danger or DiffiJ 
culty-. The Church is a large hand fome Strudlure. Some 
Part of the dcmoIiflicdCaftle is converted into oneof the fi- 
neft Bowling "Greens in the Kingdom for its Profpcd. Up- 
on the Brow of the Caftle Hill thereisaWalkfo much the 
Delight of King Charles the Firft, who was here three 
Times in the Civil Wars, that he faid he thought it the 
pleafanteft injiis Dominions. The Town confifts chiefly 
of three Streets well paved with Pebbles, and well builr, 
one of which is called Mill-Jineiy becaufe it leads to the 
Town-Mills that are parallel to the River on the Weft 
Side, and is adorned with fine (lately Strudures^ 
. This Town is a Place of great Trade both by Land 
and Water. Its Market is well flocked with all Necef- 
iaries, and its Fairs are reforted to from moft Parts of 
the Kingdom, for Horfes, black Cattle, Sheep, Butter^ 
Cheefe, Bacon, Linen Cloth, Hops, and moft other 
Goods and Merchandize. The Town is well furnifhed 
with all Sorts of Artificers, and is famous for makine 
Stockings. Here are two Churches, one called Higff 
(^hurch^ from its Situation on the higheft Part of the 
Hill, and the other within the Caftle. The Town is 
iupplied by leaden Pipes with very good Water from a 
Spring about half a Mile's Diftance, but a fufficier.t 
Quantity of the Severn Water is thrown up to the Top 
of the Caftk HJU by an Engine for that Purpofc, the 
Contrivance of thofe who eredted the Water Works at 
London Bridge. Here is a Free School for the Sons of 
BurgeiTes, and alfo v^ry good Mills belonging to the 
Town on the little Worfe^ and an Hofpital in the high 
Church Yard for lo poor Widows of the upper Town. 
Ludlow^ 18 M, from Shrewfiury^ 136 from London^ 
fituated on a Kill near the Place where the River Theme 
joins with the Ckn^e. It has a large neat Church, which 
Itands on the higheft Ground in. the Town. This 
Town lying fo near JVales^ receives great Advantage hf 
its Thorough-fare, and the Education of the fVelfh 
Youth of both Sexes. The Inhabitants are reckoned 
more polite than their Neighbours. The Town is di- 
O 2 vided 
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vided mto4 Wards, and has rev€iiGate»in its WaHsr 
The Street which tttttft the Town is fpacious, and^ th« 
Caftle to which ie leads has a commanding Propped. 
This StfuAureftandson a Rock in the N. W. angle of 
the Town, near the R»v«r Teme ; w«» built by R^gen dt 
Mmtgomtrj^ and is ftitf a nohit Structure. Within f(» 
Waifs is a Palace, where the Lorkk-Preiidents under the 
Prtnces of fValti ufed to lodge ; and s^o a neat Chape!, 
The River 7tme>^ which runs on the &. Side of the 
Town with a good Bridge over it, has feveral Dams g( 
Wears »-crofe it, and turns abund^vice of Mitts* 

The Church has a handfeme Tower with a Ring of 
iix BelTs ; it is adorned with the Mon«iments of fome 
of the Lords Presidents, and there is an Infcription ort 
the N. Wall of the Choir relating to Piincc Ar^wf^ el- 
der Brother to Henry VIII. 

In the Market-piacc is a Conduit, on the Top where* 
of is a long Stone Crofs bearing a* Niche, wheretn is 
the Imaget>f St. Lawrence. 

The Country round it is exceeding {deafant, fruit- 
ful and populous, efpecially that P&rt called Corvefitale^ 
from the River Corve abovetnentioned. 

Wenlock^ \o M. from Sfyrewjlmry^ i66 from Lwd. ia 
an anticnt Corporation. It had in Richard the IId'» 
Time a Copper Mine, but is now only noted for Lintcj- 
ftoncs and Tobacco-pipe Clay. tVenhck^Jbhey was 
founded by Roger de M^nigotnery^ Earl of Shrewflmry A. 
D, icSi for the Monks of the Ciumac order j he dedi«^ 
catc d the Church to St. MHburga. 

I iJhops-Caftle^ 15 M. from Wenlotk^ 156 from Lwd. 
K* a fmall Town, but an antient Btnly corporate ; its 
Market is noted 'for Cattle and all Sorts, of Commo- 
dities. TTic Situation of this Town is upon thcRivei^ 
(lun^ in a kind of Promontory between Manigwimy^ 
Jhire znARadnorJhire. 

Other Towns of Note in this County are, 

Wlntchiirch^ 20 M. from Shrew/iury^ 12^ from LonJ^ 
is a p eafant, large, and populous Town, but of no 
great Trade, on the Borders o^CheJhire, In the Church* 
are fome antient Monuments, particularly tliat of the

9«/i«/V, th«firft £arl of Skrev^ttry^ whey 
became fo renoivncd m tlie Wars vkh France^ as to be 
called the £i^SJh AiAUks.

N Ofro^ry^ 157 M. from Lond^ is a ^ery amient T^wnr 
towards DejAi^htlbire^ bclofed with a Wall and Ditch^ 
and fortified with a finall Cafik. Here is a great Traffic 
on its Market Day for Wtlf) Flaaneb dnd Freezes, 
of which it is the Sttif le. St. Ofwalit Chunk fbnd» 
Wftfaottt the new Gtte, but there is iiot one in the T, 
Befides aG« School, in wfaidiftveral Men cf Note have 
been educated, here ia Ukcwife a f>retty las^ Charity 
ScSiool, wiiere 40 Boys are cloatbed and taught to read^ 
write, and cypher, and the Giil^ to fpie^ kait lUvd 
few. 

Wim^ 148 M« from Lmi> is a Town of good Note 
jtad Antiquity ; Sir Thomas MJams^ Draper, and hoxA 
Mayor of Londonj gave the Houfe in whidsi te wtts 
bom here to be a Free School for the CfaSdtetx of thia 
Town, andliberaiiy endowed it* 

Newporiy 1 34 M. from Londorty is a Town with a 
well fornilbcd Market on the Beyers of Staffhri/hire^ 
by the iEmtfe Way, calkd Wailing-^9H^ but moft re- 
markable for » r ree SchaM)! founded and endowed^ by 
WiliiamAtkm^ Efq; ^ Imhu^ Habeldajher, aNltiw 
of this Place, to the Amount of 7000 /• He alfo gave 
a Library, with Salanea and Hoafaa fojr t\» Mailer and 
Uiber, and an Acre of Ground Co each, and two Acres

Fitchford^ a fmsdl Diftance from Winlocky has a Well 
wrhere a Liquid Bitumen floats, which the Inhabitants 
Ikimoff^ and ufe inftead of Pitch; fome think it good 
'againft the Falling Sicknefs and Wounds. 

Brofely^ 6 M. from Bridgnorth^ is noted for a Wdl 
' exh^ing a Ailphurous Vapour, which when contrafled 
« Co one Vent by Means of an Iroit Cover with a circular 
■ Hole, and fet on Fire by a Candle^ burns like the Spirit 
* of Wine or Brandy, with a Heat that will even boil a 
. large Piece of Beef in two Hours. It is very remarka- 
ble that a Piec^e of Meat broiled in its Flame has not the 
leafi ill Tafte from its Sulphur ; and yet more ftrange 
that the Water of itfelf is' extremely cold j iand asfoon 
lis ever the Fire is put out, it feels as cold as if none had 
.been there. 

fFrekin-Hill is noted for the higheft Ground 'in all 
tjie County, and fiands between the Severn, and' t)ie 
IVatling'JireeU . 

At IVrexeter^ the antient Vriconium^ the Remains of 
Reman Fortifications and Buildings are ftill vifibie, 
which in the middle are about 20 Feet high and 100 
in Length. It ftands on' the Severn near its Jun6lion 
with the Tern. 

This Place was furrounded with a Wall three Yards 
thick, confiiling chiefly of Pebble Stones, and had a 
vafl Trench round it, which in fome Places is ftill vtry 
deep. . . 

Hogham Priory^ was founded by WtUiam Fitz jfllan^ 
tin. i 1 00, for Canons regular of St. Jvguftine. 

Halefowen Abbey^ was founded by Peter de Rupihii

^hite Ladies^ in the Parilh of *tonge^ on the E. Side 
of the County, was iK>ted for having been the Shelter . 
oiYxng Charles \l. who fled hither after his Defeat at 
Worcefter^ and was fo- clofe purfued by his Enemies that 
he was condufted to the neighbouring Grove of Bofcobit^ 
and there hid himfelf in an Oak, from whence he had 
once the Pleafure of feeing the Parliament Soldiers in 
Qucft of him, diverted to the other Side of the Wood 
. by the/Chace of an Owl.) The Tree is now inclofcd 
with a Brick Wall, Tr^eilers having almoft cut it a«- 
way.

HIS- Country was by Roderick^ the great Kinj* 
__ of /?V«> about the Year 870,. divided in Favoiir 
of his three Sons into three Parts, which they ca4ied 
tingdoms, namely i^^wieZ/Vr, or South Wales ^, Pouifia\ 
or PowiS'landy 2ai&VenedoUay or North If^aieSi But tbilt 
Divifion was attended with fuch Difcprd,. that Penh- 
land was foon fwallowed up by the other two* Tha 
ancient Recorda alfo divided it into three P^rte^ Aamely, 
O 5.. ^ ,NiHih 
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NcrthfPales^ South /fWfi and ^eji ff^aUs, containing 
14 Shires,, in which were included Herefmrdjhire and 
Monmouihjhire ; but as they have both fince been taken 
from it, and reckoned among thofe of England^ where 
we .have already defer ibed them, the only Divifions now 
are North Wales and South Wales ; the former containing 
the Counties of Flint ^Caernarvon^ Montgomery^ Merioneth^ 
Denbigh and AngUfea\ and the latter thofe of Cardigan^ 
Pembroke^ Catrmarthenj Glamorgan^ Brecknock and 
Radnor. 

W(^les was incorporated and united with England by 
Statute Z7 Henry VIII. by which tbe Englijh Laws 
and Liberties wisre to take place there ; and all Weljh 
Laws, Cuftoms and Tenures, not agreeable to thofe of 
England^ abrogated. By the fame Statute Wales wj*s 
divided into twelve Counties, each of which has the 
Privilege of returning a Knight, and every Shire Town 
a Burgefs to Parliament. 

In our Defcription of thi:? Principality, we {ball firft 
give an Account of South Wales. 



RADNORSHIRE 

IS bounded on the E. by Shropjhire and Herefordlhire ; 
by Breckitockjhire TiuA Cardi^anjhire on the S. and W. 
and by Monigomeryfiiire inN. Wales on the N. It is 29 M. 
in Length, and 18 in Breadth ; containing four Market 
Towns, 52 Pari&es, (x. Hundreds, 5 Caftles and 3 
Forefts, all in the Diocefcs of Hereford zn^ St. Davids-. 
' The Air is Cbarp and piercing. The E. and S. Parts 
are pretty fruitful in Corn ; but the N. and W. Parts 
are fo rocky and mountainous, as to be only fit for feed- 
ing Cattle and Sheep. The chief Commodities are 
Checfe and Horfes. It fends one Member to Parlia- 
ment for the County, and one for the chief Town, viz,. 
New Radnor^ 151 M. from London^ a very ancient 
Borough ; it is well built for thefe Parts, but chiefly 
thatched Houfes. *Twas called Radnor by the Englijb 
from Rhaiadr Gwy^ or the Ca^araft of the River Wye 
near the Town of Rhaiadr* It ftands in a fruitful'

Sheep are fed. 

Pre/fin, gM, from Radnor^ ftands on the R. Lug^ in a 
rich and pleafant Valley, near its Entrance into Hereford-- 
Jbire; and is the Place where the Affizes and County 
Goal are kept j on which Account it is pretty populous, 
and well frequented. It is a fair, large, well-built Town, 
and the Streets are well paved. Here is a very good Mar- 
ket for Grain, cfpecially Barley, of which they make 
Store of Malt, 

Knighton^ 4 M, from Preflein^ ftands in a Valley on 
the River Tim^j over which it has a Bridge. It is well 
built, has a good Trade and Refort; Its Market is well 
ferved with Cattle, Corn, and other Commodities. 

The moft remarkable Thing in this Shire is Offas Dyh 
or Clawd Offay fo called from its Contriver Offa King of 
the Mercians y who had it caft up, as ^ Boundary be- 
tween the EngUJh Saxons and the antient -Bn/««j, who had 
been driven into Wales. It begins at BUachey^ over a- 
guin&Ju^ Pajfage on the Severn^ and extends fromit^ 
Mouth, to that of the Ike ninety Miles. *Tis.faid that' 
Harold mz.^^ a Law, that if any IVetJhman pafled this* 
Dyke, the King's Officers fhauld cut off his right 
Hand. 

. On the Top of a Hill called. Givajfediny near RBaiadr. 
Gwy^ are three large Heaps of Stone, called KarnSy, 
common on the Mountains of WaleSy and likewife in 
the North of England^ in Scotland and Ireland^ and 
which were generally intended as Memorial's for the 
Dead, Men of the beft Quality having had fach Funeral 
Piles before the Eftablifhment of Chriftiauity here.

BRECKNOCKSHIRE 

IS bounded by Radnorjhire on the N. from which it i^ 
divided by the River Wye \ Hereford/hire on the E. 
Monmouthjhire on the S. E. Glamor ganjhire on th^ 3. 
Laermarthenjhire and Part of Cardiganjhire on the W. t: 
i& 35 M, in Lengthy and 34 in Breadth, and divide 1 
O 6 inc 
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into fix Hundreds, which contain 4 Market Towns. 
|Tis very mountainous, except on the N. Side 5 but 
intermixed with a goad Number of pleafant Vales, pro- 
ducing Plenty of Com ; arid its Mountains are well 
flocked with Cattle. The Air is very mild, except on 
the Hi!-?, where *tis'fharp, but wholefome. This Coun- 
ty not only produces black Cattle and Goats, but fome 
Venifon, and Store of wild Fowl ; and fends one 
Member for the County, and another for the Town of 
Brecknock^ 160 Miles from London^ which is the Ca- 
pital, and almoft the Centre of the County, a compad, 
well-built Town, where the Aifizes are hdd. It flands 
at the Confluence of the Rivers Hondhy and VJk^ over 
which it has a good Stone Bridge ; *tis pretty well in- 
habited, has fome Share in the Woolen Manufafture^ 
has ftill the Ruins of its Caftle, buik by Bernard. A 
Newmarchy in the Reign of fViffiam Rufus ; with forac 
Towers, 3 Churches, and its Markets are well fapplied 
with Cattle, Corn^ and other Provifions. Brechmk 
Priory^ was founded in the Reign of Henry I. by Ber^ 
nard de Newmarch. It is now a Parilh Church, and 
ftill a moft magnificent Building, fituated on an Emi- 
TiQhcQ^ and built in the Form of a Crofe, 200 Feet long^ 
and 60 broad. In the Centre of the Crofs an embattled 
Tower rifes about 90 Feet high, and lies open to the 
Church above the Roof. In the Priory Houfc the Re- 
feftory or dining Room is ilill remaining* 

Bealt^ 10 M. from Brecknock^ 2l pleafant Town, in a 
woody Country, on the River If^ye, over which it has a 
large wooden Bridge leading to Radmrjhire. This 
T. has a confiderable Manufa^Slure of Stockings. 

Hay^ 135 M. from Lmd. is a good Town, on the 
Banks of the Wye^ and the Borders of Herrfordjhire. *T\% 
fuppofed to have been well known to the KAmavs^ becaufe 
of their Coins oftwi found there, and fome Ruins of 
Walls ftill remaining. 

The moft remarkable Antiquity of this County, 1$ 
that noted Monument called the Maiden Stone^ in Bri^ 
iijhy Maen y Mor'ynnion. 'Tis a rude Pillar, in the 
Miudle of the Road near Brecknock^ which is 6 Feet high, 
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abroad, and 6 Inches thick. On one SWe ate the 
Figures of a Man and a Woman in an ancient Ha- 
bit ; but whether it be a Britijb or Raman Wort.ii 
uncertain. - 5 /^ 

The only Seats of Note in this County are Owrf^ 
howel and Tretowry Caftles near tihe River UJkj belonging, 
to the EKike of Beaufort. 

Llemihiw Caftk^ fituated on the E^ Side of the Rivet 
Hondhy^ belonging to the Bifliops of St. Davids. 



GLAMORGANSHIRE, 

A Maritime County, having the Severn Sra or Brifloi: 
Channd on the S. Monmouthjhire on the E. Ceter^. 
martbenjhire on tht W. and Brtc^nocijhire on the Norths 
Its Length is computed at 45 M. and Breadth 2i« It is 
divided into ten Hundreds, which contain the like Num- 
ber of Market Towns, and 18 Parilhes, in which are 
5 Caftles and as many Parks. The Air on the N. Side,, 
where it is moutttainous, is very ibarp ; but on the S» 
mild and agreeable j confequently the Soil on the N» 
Side is but indifferent ; whereas to the S. 'tis not only 
more level, but fitter for Cultivation, and bears large 
Crops of Corn and very fwect Grafs. As to Sheep and 
other Cattle they abound every where, infomuch, 
that from its very good "Paftures 'tis called the Garden of 
Walei* Its other Commodities are Lead, Coals, Fifli 
and Butter. It fends to Parliament one Knight of the 
Shire, and one Burgefs for 

Cardiff^ 163 M. from London^ the Capital, where the 
Aflizes are alfo held. It has a Bridge over the Taffy 
to which fmall VeiTels may come up, and lade or unlade 
there. This is a prejtty large, well-built Town, and 
reckoned the moft beautiful in all S. Wales ; but, tho*^ 
two Parifhes, has only one Church. It is a well-fre- 
quented Town, has a good Trade with Brtftol^ and plen- 
tiful Markets and Fairs for Corn, Cattle, Sheep, Horfes 
and Swine. Without the E. Gate is a large Suburb 
called Croikfrton i without the N. Gate ftands the fVhite 
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fryars ; and without the W, Gate a fmall Suburb air 
joining to the Black Fryars^ wherein ftands the Caflle, 
a ftrong, fiately, fpacious Edifice, built by Rohert Fitx, 
Hamony the Conqueror of Glamor ganjhire^ about the 
Year iioo. 

. Lkndaffy 167 M, from London^ though an epifcopa} 
See, is of no Confideration ^ unlcfs on Account of its , 
Cathedral, which is a fine fuperb Stru£bure, and, though 
built upwards 640 Years ago, is flill in very good Con- 
dition, with a neat Choir. The Length of the whole 
F^brick froip E. to W. including the Walls, is 263 
Feet and a Half ; the Breadth of the Body and Side- 
Ailes is 65 Feet, This City ftands on the 7*^, and 
was made an epifcopa! See by St. Duhrmm^ about the 
Year 490. Bifhop Urban about the Year 1120 built 
the epifcopal Church with two Towers at the W. ]En4 
$9 Feet high, of which the fouthern one ftill retrains. 

At a fmall Diftance from Cardiff Point are two fmalL 
Iflands pretty clofe together ; in one of them, called 
Barry^ is a narrow Chink, to which, fays Giraldus Cam^ 
brenfisf if the Ear be applied, one hears a Noife like that 
in a Smith's Shop 5 but the Author of the Addenda to 
Camden fays, this Noife is heard at TVormJhead Pointy 
farther Weft ward. 

Cowbridgej 8 M. from Llandaff^ 175 from London^ 
has a Stone Bridge over the River £w^««y, not far from it». 
Entrance into the Severn Sea. It ftands in a low Bot- 
tom and fruitful Soil, has a Market well -frequented 
for Cattle, Sheep, Corn and other Provifions, with a. 
Harbour for Boats. 

At Newton^ a Village in this Neighbourhood, is a' 
Well, which is almo& empty at high Tide, but flows ac^ 
Ebb ready to run over. 

Neaihy 6 Miles from Swan fey <» has a Bridge over a R». 
of the fame Name^ noted for Quickfands, to which fmall. 
Veffels come up from Burton Ferry in the Severn to load • 
Coals, It is an antient and pretty large Town, betwixt 
which and Cardiff is a large Bay called Cardiff- Bay ^. 
formed by the Naes above Cardiff^ and the Wormjhead S». 
of Swanjey. On the W, S.de of the River is a very an^ 
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dent Caftle ; but when or by whom^ ereded is uncer- 
tain : it was rebuilt by Richard de GranvtUi^ about the 
Year 1090 5 and in 123 1, it was burnt by Prince Llewe^ 
lyn. Here are alfo the Ruins of an Abbey, founded by 
Richard de GranvilU^ ^bout the Year 1150, 

Swanfey^ 202 Miles from Lond. is an ancient, large^ 
clean and well built Town. - It drives the greateft 
Trade of any Town in the County, efpectally in Coals,* 
holds a great Correfpondence with Brifiol^ and has an 
exceeding good Harbour, where fometimes 100 Ships 
at a Time come in for Coals and Culm. The Town 
ftands on the River Twye^ andits Markets are well fur- 
nifhed with all neceiTaries. Here are the remains of an 
ancient Caftle, built by Henry Beaumont ^ E. of ffarwick^ 
about the Year 1113. 

Penrife^ ftands 9 M. S. W. ofSwanfeyy nearer the Sea^ 
and has a Harbour for fliips near Wormjhead Point. Here 
are ftill confiderable Remains of a very ancient Caftle. 
Not far from hence is another ancient Strufture called 
Wehley Cajile^ fituated on a bold Eminence. 

The Places of moft Note arc Caerphyli-Cajlle^ the nobleft 
Ruins of ancient Architefture in the whole Ifland, being 
larger than any Caftle in England^ except Wind/or. It, 
ftands in a moorifli Bottom, not far from the Rhymny ; 
and though perhaps the Building was originally a Work 
of the Romans J yet the Ruins .plainly (hew it has been 
rebuilt fince their Time. A Room is ftill left 70 Feet 
in Length, 34 in Breadth, and 17 in Height ; befideS' 
fcveral other Monuments^of ancient Grandeur. 

On a Mountain, called Kevn-bryn^ in Gowerland^ \i 
a Monument of a vaft unwrqught Stone upwards of 20 
Ton, fupj)orted, by fix or feven others not more than 
four Feet high, fet round in a Circle to bear up the 
great one, being all of the Mill-Stone Kind. The Car- 
riage and Fixing of this Stone here is plainly the Eftedl 
of human Induftry. 

The Seats of the Nobility here are^ 
The Duke of Beau/ert\ at Swanfey-Cafile. 
The Earl of PembrQke\ at Cardiff-Cajile.

CARMARTHENSHIRE 

IS bounded on the E. with the Shixes of Brecknockr 
and Glamorgan ; the Severn Sea or St. Georg/s Chan* 
nel on the S. Pmibrak^ire on the W. and Cardiganjhirt 
on the N. from which it is feparated by the River Teivy. 
It is 40 M. in Length, and 27 in Breadth. It contains 
87 Pariflies, and is divided into ilx Hundreds, in which 
are 8 Market Towns. The Air is milder and whole- 
fomer than in moil of the neighbouring Counties ; and 
tfie Soil being not fo rocky and mountainous, is more 
fruitful, efpecially in Com and Grafs, Coals and Lnne*. 
It fends to Parliament one Knight of the Shire, and one* 
Burgefs for the Shire and AfUze Town* 

Cairmartben^ 2^8 M. from London^ and 70 from the. 
Sea, the Maridunum of Ptolomy and Muridumtm of jtn^ 
Uninus. It is fituate on the River Toivy^ over which it 
has a large, fair Stone Bridge, and is a Place venerable, 
for its Antiquity. It is a very polite, induflirious, thri« 
ving and populous Town, of great Refort, and drives a^ 
very confiderable Trade. The River, it flands on, is na^ 
vigable for Vefiels of 100 Tons, quite up to the Town,, 
where it has a commodious Key. This Place is not on- 
ly fupplled with Fifli from its River, but with great 
Plenty of FiA, Fowl, btc. from the adjacent Country.. 
The neighbouring Gentry have their Winter Houfes 
here, there being generally a Company of Players at 
the Seafon to divert them ; befides, they have frequent 
Aifemblies and other gay Entertainments, fo that fome 
call it the London of fJKales* In the Year 480 hero, 
flouriihed the famous Britifl) Merlin^ reckoned a Pro- 
phet 3 and about a M. from the Towii^ almoft ogpofite 
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to the Biihop of St. David's Palace, is a Hill covered 
w^ith Wd^d called Merlin's Grove, to which he often 
retired, the better to purfue his Studies. The CaiUe is 

a noble Piece of Antiquity. ^About 10 M. E, of this 

TTown are the remains of Denefawr Cajlle^ once the Royal 
Seat of the Princes of Boutb Wales. 

Kidwely^ 222 M. from London^ is a Town, in a va& 
Bay called Ttrdfy. It formerly had a good Share in 
the cloathing Trade, but is now moftly frequented by 
Fifliero^en. Here are the remains of a famous Caftfe 
faid to have been built hy William de Londres^ before the 
Norman Conquest. 

Lanimlovery^ 182 M. from London^ ftantb near the 
River Towff which Ptolomy calls Tobius^ 2l pretty fair 
BaiHwkk, St. Mary's^ its Parifh Church, fbnds at a 
little Diftance upon a Hill i not far from which, Roman 
Bricks and other Antiquities have been dug ; and a v^y 
xeaiarkable Roman Way runs between the Church and 
Lban Bran^ the Seat of the Gwyns. 

. Llandilffvawr^ 172 M. from Lond* is a pretty good 
Town, on an Afcent, with the River Titty at the bot- 
tom, ov«r which it has a fair Stone Bridge. Its Parifli 
is 1 3 M. long, and 7 or 8 broad. Its Markets are for 
Corn, Cattle and other Provifions. About 4 M* E^ 
of this Town, are the remains of Caerkenin Cq/Uf HxxU' 
ted on a rock. 

Luttgharn or Talcharn^ 194 M. from London^ ftands 
on the Towy^ near its Influx into the Sea, a pretty good 
Town, widi fome fmall Veflcls belonging to it, ajid an 
indifferent Trade hy Sea. 

Llanelthy^ 214 M. fiom Lend, {lands on a Creek not 
far W. from the Og^ which feparates this County from 
Glamorganjhire. It is a pretty good Town, much traded 
to for Sea-Coal. 

The antient Places of chief Note in this County are, 

Lhan Newydh^ or new Church near Carmarthen^ re- 
markable for a Stone Pillar near the Highway, infccibod 
with theie Words, Sepulchr^tn Severini Fitii Severi i and- 
for being the Refidencc of a great Anceftor of Oliver- 
Cromwell the Protestor. 

At 
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At Bronyfcawen^ in the Parifli of Lhan Br(kiy^ ndt 
far from the former, two Hundred Roman Coins, all of 
Silver, were, drfcovered in 1692 at the Entrance of a 
fpacious Camp, buried in two very rude leaden Boxe^ 
near the Surface. Thefe were fome of the moft an- 
cient Roman Coins we find in Britain j the lateft were 
of Domitian. 

CafieUKarreg Rurns in Cautrewbychan^ on the E. fidfe 
of the aforcfaid Camp, on a fteep and inacceflible Rock, 
under which are feveral Vaults and fpacious Caverns, 
and a Fountain, whofe Waters ebb and flow with the 
T^ides. 

Below Talcham^ on the Bank of the Tav^ ftood the 
white Houfe, fo called becaufe built of white Hazle Rod« 
for a Summer Houfe, where Howel Dha^ ox the good 
Prince of f^aks^ in an Aflembly of 140 Ecclefiaftics, 
befides Laymen, gave a Body of Laws to his People. 

At Kit maen Lfrwyi^ not far off, an earthen Veffel 
was difcovered in.idqy, which contained a confiderablc 
•Quantity of Roman Coins of embafed Silver, from the 
Time of Commodm to tlie Tribunelhip of Gordian IIL . 
Near this Place is a Circle of prodigious great Stones.-

PEMBROKESHIRE 

IS encompaiTed all round with the Irifly Sea or St. 
George's Channel, except on the E. where it joins to 
Catmtarthenjhire^ and on the N. E. to Cardigan/hire. 
Itis the moft wefterly Part oHVales, and lies the nearcft 
tQ Ireland of any of its Counties. It is 33 Miles in 
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Length, and 28 in Breadth ; containing 145 Parifhes* 
7 Hundreds, one City, 9 Market Towns, i6Caftlcs 
and 2 Block-houfes, 2 Forcfts and 3 Parks. The Soil 
is fruitful ; its few Mountains, chiefly in the N. E; 
•Part, haive indifferent good Pafture ; hut the Parts nea* 
the Sea abound with rich Meadows and good Corn. Its 
other Commodities are Goats, Fife, Fowl, particularly 
Faulcons called Peregrins, Marie, Pit-Coal and Culm^ 
which is the Duft of the Coal, and when mixed with a 
third of Mud made up into Bails, makes a fweet and 
'durable Fire. This County fends one Knight of the 
Shire to Parliament, one Member for Heevtrferdweft^ 
and one for the Town of Pembroke* 

Haverford'lVeJIy 7 M. from Pembroke^ 254 from 
L§ndony (lands on the Side of a Hill, but is a very 
neat, well built, ftrong, populous and trading Town, 
having a fine Stone Bridge over the River Dougleddf^ 
leading to Prendergajl^ with plentiful Markets, a com- 
modious Quay for Ships of Burthen, and a Cuftom- 
Houfe. There arc 3 Parifh Churches in the Town, 
befides one in the out rarts, called Prengeft. St. Mar ft 
js a very neat Building with a high Spire curioufly leaded. 
Here are a good free Grammar School, a Charity School 
for Boys and Girls, and an Aims-houfe for poor People, 
l^his T; and Neighbourhood abounds with Gentry : And 
hefe the Aflizes and County Gaol are kept. The Priory, 
of which there are ftillconfiderable remains, was founded 
by Robert de Haverford^ about the Year \\\i* The 
Caftle is fuppofed to have been built by Gi/fr^r/ Earl of 
Clare. The Country from hence to St. David's begins 
to look dry, barren, and mountainous* 

Pembroke^ 254 M. from Lond. the County Town, 
ftands at the innermoft and Eaftern Creek of Milford 
Haven. It has twohandfome Bridges over the 2 Points 
of it. Here are the remains of. an ancient Caftle on a 
Rock, in which Henry VII. was born, and under it is 
^ Vault noted for a ftrange Echo, called the Wogan an<i 
Aippofed to have been origmally a Store Room for the 
garrifon. It was built by Arnulph de Montgomery in the 
]keigaof Henry I. It has two Pari{hes> is well frequent- 
ed 
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e<l not otilf by Gentlemen bat likewUe Tnidefmen ; ha 
a Cufton-HiMile, and feifeial Merchants, whofe Houfc0 
are wdi built. By the Favour of its Situation tbtj carry 
on fuch an eztenfive Commerce, that they empk^ near 
800 Ships and Voxels ; and, next to Caermmihen^ it iB 
the largeft and ricbeft Town in all Sotab ffaUt. 

St. DaviiTs ilands on the aoft Weftern Promoniory 
of a]l JP^aUsy wUch extends into the Ir{/h Sta^ called hy 
Ptohmy OM^^iunm^ commonly St. DtroiiTs Htad. 
The If^t^ call it Tydtwi^ from the Arcfabilfaop Demor 
Jiirvid, who tranilatod thp erchiepifcopal See hither front 
Csurle^u in King Arthur* s Days, and won a great V i6fcory 
over the Saxons^ having ordered every one of his Soldiers 
Co place a Leek in his Cap for the Sake of DiftinSion^ 
in Memory whereof the U^tljb to this Day wear the 
Leek on t^ firftof March. It appears td have bee* 
once a City of good Account, and to have bad a Caftle 
and Walls, which though both long finoe deftroyed ani 
ihe Place reduced, yet it fiill conttnuee the See of a 
Biihop. It has little worthy of Notice befidet its Cathe^ 
draJ, built in the Reign of King J^hn^ and dedicated to 
St* Andrew and ^t^ Dtnnd^ which is a venerable old 
Building, the W. End of which is in g.ood Repair, but 
the £• End has fafiered much from I1me and Ncgleft 
Its whole Length from £. to W. including the Walls, 
i« 300 Feet ;. the Breadth of the Body with the fidt 
Ailes is 72 Feet, and of the W. Front 76 Feet ; and 
the Length of the great cjroTs Atle from North to South 
^ 130. The epifcopal Palace, which together widi the 
Cathedral areeacompalfed with a Stone wall 1 100 Yards 
in circumference, is a large and magnificent Ruio^ of 
which the Walls are ftanding» There was in it one 
Hall 85 Feet long and 30 broad ^ and another 58 Feer 
long and 23 Broad : The other Apartments were grand' 
and noble in proportion. 

This Town ftands but a M. from the Sea ; and /rr» 
l^fdy which is 40 M.. oiFy may be fecn from St, David's 
Htad in a dear Day. At the extreme Point of this 
PfiOQKiatory are the Rocka called the Siifaop and htr 
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Clerks, which are refiwted lo every April by greatt 
Flights of Birds till Auguji^ when they leave the rlace. 

On this Coail near Shakpoot B^Jher^ is Bofl^mftonmetr^ 
fo ^eep, that it could never be founded^ It bubbles^ 
foam^, and makes a great N€>ife before a Storm. Though 
Hdy-heai'in }f.Wale$ is aow, yet this yto$ once the great 
Ferry to Ireland^ being an eafy Paffage to that Couneryy 
and though not Ihorter is reckoned fefer, 

Mtiforet-havm has i6 Creeks, 5 Bays, and 73 Roads, 
in Mrhkh rooo Sari of Ships- may ridb fecarety. it isr 
the beft Harbonr in the three Kingdomsv there being 
no Manner of Danger in fj»)ing in at out of it with the 
Tide, and almoft any Wind, by Night as well as by 
Day : And 2 Ship in Dilb-ets may run afhore on ibft 
Ooze, and there lie fafe* The Spring Tide rifes in the 
Harbour 36 Feet, and the Neafp above 26. But chac 
which makes this the moft excellent and ufeful Harbour 
in this Part of the World, is, that in an Hour's Time 9 
Ship is out of the Harbour into the Sea, and in the fair 
Wav between the Lands-'End xnd IfeUmd; atfo it lies in 
the ilcuth of the Severn. 

Tinby^ 6 M. frorA' P'en^9h^ a f^^ Town, its Mar- 
kets are well ftored with Corn, Fifli, and other Provi- 
fions ; the Road for Shipping is very good. It has a 
great Herring Frflaery, a large Eixpoft of Coafs, and 
drives a confiderable Trade to Ireland 'y fo that it is rec- 
koned the moft agreeable on aff the Sea Coaft of South 
IVakSjy except FinAroke, Here are the ruins of an an- 
cient Caftle Wih by the Normamj and taken by Rfys ap 
Gruffydth Prince of South WaUs^ A. D. 1 152. 

Wbtjhn^ 3 M, from Iliruejford JVef^<^ thotigh a mean 
Place, is governed by a Mayor and BailiiFs. 

Fijhgard^ 16 M. from St. David Ty fo* called from its 
Fifhery, has a good Harbour and Trade in Herrings, 
which are caught at the Foot of theCKff on which thia 
Town is built. 

Newport^ 4 M. from Fijhgardy on the River Nevern, 

has a good Harbour and Trade with Ireland^ chiefly in 

Paffengers to and from that Kingdom. Though it is a 

large Town, and governed by a Portreeve and Bailiff, 
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and has a' fair Church, it is a poor Place and meanly in- 
habited. 

, KiUgarrifij '5 M. from Newport^ upon the River 
Teiviy has a Harbour for Boats with a Salmon Fifhery:, 
and a Catarad called the Salmons/tap^ where in coming 
from the Sea they fpring over the Catara^ upwards. 
It is a long Town confifting of one Street. 

The moft noted Antiquities are thefe : 
, On a Sci Cliff, half a Mile from St. David's^ is 
a remarkable large Stone called in Weljh^ y Maen Sigl^ 
implying a rocking Stone^ but its Equilibre has been 
foiled i fo that it is now immoveable. 

In St. Davids Cathedral, St. David the Patron of 
IVaUs is faid to be interred, and that he lived to be 146 
Years of Age, and died in 642, . He is fuppofed to have 
been King Arthur's Uncle. 

In the 'Reign of K. Henry II. the Sand on the Coaft 
of South fVales being wafhed away, and the Earth laid 
bare by continual Storms, upon diggings the InhabjL- 
tants difcovercd very large Trees, which appeared by 
the Mark of the Axe to have been felled, and were thro' 
Time become as black and hard as Ebony.

]S bounded by Merioneth and Montgomery/hire on the 
N. by Pembroke and Caermarthenjhire on the S. by 
Radnor and Br ecknockjhires on the E. and is wafhed on tKe 
W. by the Irijh Sea, It is about 40 M- in Length, 18 
in Breadth, and 90 in Circumference j containing five 
Hundreds, 3 Rivers, 5 Market Towns, and 64 Pariflies, 
The Soil is in general very fruitful, except the N. and 
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t* Parts, which conftft of a continued Ridge of Moun- 
tains i but every where there is Pafture fufficient to 
maintain numerous Flocks of Sheep, and large Herds> 
of Cattle. Coal and other Fuel are fcarce, but there 
are feveral rich Lead Mine3, and feme which produce 
Silver. 

Cardigan^ 246 M. from London^ is pleafantly fltUated 
at the Mouth of the Teiyi^ over which it has a good Stone 
Bridge leading into Pemhrokejhire. It is a large, anci- 
ent, and populous Borough, and carries on a confiderable 
I'rade, efpecially to Ireland^ the Tide flowing up ta the 
Town. The Church is a large and handfornc Struc- 
ture, and the Caftle is ftill in being, but in a ruinous 
Condition. It was built hj- Gilbert de ClareyZ^oux. the 
Year 1 160. 

. Aheriflwyth^ 229 M. from 'London\ is fituated t>n the 
River Rydal^ not at the Mouth of the River Ijiwyih^ as 
its Name imports. It is a pretty large, populous, and 
rich Town, but dark and fmoaky, and has an increafmg 
Trade both in Lead and Fifli, but has no Parifh Church. 
It was formerly fortified witha Caftle and Wall, but now 
both are in a ruinous Condition. It was built by Gilbert 
Strongbow, Son to Richard de Clare^ in the Reign of 
Henry I. 

' Llanbadarn-^vawr^ 227 M. from London^ has a large 
Church, formerly a Cathedral and See of a Bifhop, 
is a well built Town, and has a good Market, but a 
bfcd Harbour. 

Lanbeder^ St, Peter, of Pont Steffian^ 195 Miles from 
London, is a fmall Town on the River Teivi, over 
which it has a Bridge leading to Caermarihenjhire. 
The Town (lands on a Plain, but the Church on a 
Hill. 

Tregaron^ 7 M. from Lambedor, has a fine Church, 
which is the only Thing remarkable in the Place. 

The moft remarkable Remain of Antiquity in this 
County is Straflour Abbey, built originally by Hore Refus 
Prince of South Wale^, in the Year 1164 ; but being 
burnt in the li^eljh Wars, K. Henry I. rebuilt it about 
the Year 1238. Many of the- irelfi Princes were bu- 
ried

IS bounded by Shropjhire on the £• by the Shires of 
Cardigan and Radnor on the S, by Meriomthfhire on 
the W. and by the Counties of Denhtghy Merioneth^ aiid 
Salop on the N. It is about 30 M, in Length, 25 in 
Breadth,, and 94 in Circumference ; containing feven 
Hundreds^ 47 P^iflies, 6 Market Towns» 25 Rivers, 
^Caftles, and one Chace. The Soil in general on the 
N. and W. Sides is ftony, but not unfruitful, efpeciat- 
ly in the Vallies between the Mountains ;, but the S. £. 
and N. £• Parts are exceeding fruitful, efpecially thoie 
which lie oji the Banks of the Severn^ and are fometimes 
overflowed by it. Its chief Commodities are Corn, 
Cattle, Horfes, Fifh and Fowl. 

Montgomeryy 158 M. from London^ is fituated in a 
very healthy Air, on the ealy Afcent of a rocky Hill, 
having beneath it a pleafAt Valley, through whi^h the 
Severn winds his Courfe. It is called Trivalwyn^ or 
Baldwin s^ Town, from its Founder Baldwin^ Lieutenant 
of the Marches of IVales^ in the Time of William the 
Conqueror ; and Montgomery from Roger JUbntgotnery^ 
E, of Shrew/bury^ who built i|s Caftle,. which was ruin^ 
cd in the Civil Wars. It is a large Town, but the 
Buildings very indifferent, except a few belonging to 
fome conllderable Families* 
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^lHanidks^ 8 M. from NiwUny ftands near the Source 
K>r the Sruern ; its ParUhis noted for Mines 4>f Lead and 
Copper. 

MachynUth^ 183 Miles from London j is an antient 
Town on the River Davj^ over whidi it has a good 
Stone Bridge. 

Llanvilling^ 156 M. from London^ is a. Town of con* 
fiderable Note, and well built, of this Part for the Coun- 
ty. It ftands in a dirty Plain, but has a good Market for 
Latde, Corn, and Wool. 

Welch Poolj 6 M. from Af^ff/^9/»^r/, is a large, well 
built corporate Town, fituated on a Lake in a fruitful 
Valley, where there is a good Manufa^are of Flannel. 
On the S. Side is a red Caftle^ belonging to the Earl 
of Powis.

IS bounded by the County of Cardigan^ on the S. bjr 
the Counties of Montgomery and Denbigh on the £< 
by thofe oS Carnarvon and Denbigh on the N. and by the 
hijh Sea on the W. It is about 35 M. in Length, 25 
in Breadth, and 108 M. in Circumference >; containing 
fix Hundreds, 3 Towns, 37 Pariflies, 6 Rivers, and 3 
Caftles. The Country is very mountainous, the Soil 
rocky and rough, and bears but thin Crops of Corn ; 
but the Vallies afford pretty good Pafture for black 
Cattle and Sheep, which are the chief Support of the

M. from^i^ Pooly 187 from London^ is 
fitu^ted in a^ woody Valley, by the.>fo^, at the Foot oF 
the great Mountain Idris^ which, by Computation, is 
Hear 3 M. high. Here arc cornmodious Inns for Travel- 
lers, and a good Markes for ^^CottQns. It is faiil 
that the Church Steeple, in which there haogs a Bell,, is 
a Yew-tree, that grows in the Mountain. 

Bala J 184 M. from Lond. is a fmall ill built Market 
Town, fituated near Pimbb Meer. 

In the N. W. Point of the Coimty, a Roman Way b 
ftill vifibk, called in Englijh HelerHs JVay^ being fuppofed 
to be made by Helen^ the Mother of Conftantine the 
Great.

CAERNARVONSHIRE. 

THIS, before Wales was divided into Counties, was 
called Snowden Foreji ; and is bounded on the S. 
by Merioneth/hire and the Irijh Sea j on the E. by Den^ 
highJhirey\nA on the W. and N* by the TriJhSea, It is 
about 40 M. in Length, 20 in Breadth, and 95 in Cir- 
cumference ; containing feven Hundreds, one City, one 
Borough, fix Market Towns, and 3 Caftles. It is a 
very mountainous Country, efpecially in the Middle, 
where the Tops of many are covered with Snow feven 
or eight Months in the Year, and may therefore be term- 
ed the Britijh Alps. Is is, however, tolerjibly fertile, 
cfpfecially in Barley, and numerous Herds of Cattle, 
Sheep and Goats are fed on the Mountains, That 
Part bordering on the Irijb Sea is very fruitful and po- 
pulous* . . 
In this 'Shire is that remarkable MpUntain called P/»- 
main-Mnwr ; it is fituated in- the N, Part Of the Shire, 

where. 
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wKere it hangs perpendicularly over the S^a, 'at To vaft 
a Height, that it makes moft Speftators giddy who ven* 
ture to look down the dreadful Steep j and in the nar^^ 
row Paflage on the other Side, the ventrous Traveller 
is threatened every Moment to be crufhed to Atoms, 
with the Fall of impending Rocks. A Road for Paflen-c 
gers feven Feet wide is cut out of the Side of the Rocki 
and has a Wall along the Side of the Precipice about 
Bread high, 

Caernarvon^ 258 M. from London^ is fituated bn the 

, Channel that feparates this Shire from the Ifle oiAnglefey^ 
and was built by the Command of Edwftrd I. out of the 
Rui\sof the City Sagontium^ which ft06d ^ little below 
it. The Town has a beautiful Profpedl of the Ifle of 
Anglefey^ and is pretty ftrong both by Nature and Arti 
It is a fmall, but clean well built Town» and the Mar« 
ket is well fupplied with Corn, ^nd all Sorts of Provi- 
fions. The old Caftle was the Seat of the Britijh Princps 
about the Year 600. Edward of Caernarvon^ the firft 
Prince oilVaUs of the £«^/i/ft Blood, afterwardis EdwarU 
11. was born in this Caftle, 

Bangor^ 8 M. from Caernarvon^ 22lb from Londoni 
ftands at the N. End of the fame Frith, or Arm of th^

Conway, or Aber-Conway^ ten M. from Bangor^ 229 
from London^ yr^hmhhy Edxvardl. out of the Ruins 
of the ancient Conovlum, and is one of the pleafanteft

Walls of the now ruinated Caftle are adorned, with 35 
Watch-towers, which being very white, make a pretty 
Appearance at the Diftance of a. Mile. It is the Conb^ 
Vium of Arttoninus* 

Salt Pool^ or PwUheli^ 16 M, fvom Ca£marvon^ is a 
fmall Town, but tolerably well built ; has a Market fojr 
Corn and other Proviiions, and a fmall Trade' "by

DolwyddeknCa/lU^ which 'fignifies the Caftle of die 
Valley of Hdefii Wiod^ ftands on an ancient Road (aid 
to have been made by -jfiTf/fn^ , the Mother o( Conflantim 
the Great. This Cafile was built by the Bjritains oa 
their firft Retreat into Wdks^ A. D. 500.

IS bounded on the N. by the great ^ftuary of the Dee ; 
on the E, by Chejhire and Shropjhire 5 and on the S. 
and W. by Denbigh/hire, It is about 33 M. in Length, 
8 in Breadth, and 40 in Circumference ; containing five 
Hundreds, one City, one Borough, 3 Market Towns, 
4 Caftles, and two Parks. The Soil, particularly in . 
the Vallies, is very fruitful both in Corn and Pafture, 
which feeds Abunoance of fmali Cattle 5 and in fome of 
its Mountains are rich Mines of Lead. 

Flinty 194 M. from London^ is the Shire Town,, and 
flands on the ^ftuary of the Dee \ it had formerly a 
Caille, the Ruins of which are ftill remaining. It was 
•begun by Henny 11. and finifhed by Edward I. 

^X. Afaph^ 212 M. from London^ is a City and Bifhop's 
See, fituated in the Vale of Chvyd^ at the Conflux of the 
Elwy wth the Chuyd\ but the Buildings are not remark- 
able for Beauty, nor the Church for Elegance. The 
cpifcopal See was founded in the Year 560, by Kefitigern 
Btfhop oiGlafgoiv^ in Scotlandy who refigned to his Dif- 
ciple /ffaph^ from whom it has its Name, 
' Holytvelly or St. mnifrid's IVell^ 4 M. from St. Jfipb^ 
is a pretty large well built Village, fituated in the Middle 
<of a Grove between two Hills. It has its Name from 
a Spring, whieh, if we will credit the P<fpi/b Legends, 
•rtjfe there miraculoufly in Memory of St. Wintfrid^ a 
'Chridlan Virgin, who was here raviihed and beheaded 
by a Pagan TTyfant 5 in Commemoration of which a 
neat Chapel was hewn out of a Rock of Free Stone 
over the Well 5 it is now turned into a Proteftant 
School ; but ih^ Raman Catholicks^ to fupply the Lofs 
of. this Chapel^ have erected others, with a Prieft to 
officiate, almoft in every Inn, for the Devotion of Papift 
Pilgrims who refort hither. 

CaerwySy 5 M. from Flinty is reckoned the chief Mar- 
ket Town in the Cdunty, and ftauds n^ar the Center of 
it, between St. Jfapb and f/int^

ANGLESEY 

IS an Ifland, and was called by the Ancients Mona^ 
the Seat of the Druids. It i» cncompafled on att 
Sides by the Irijh Sea^ except on the S^ E« where it is 
divided from Caernarvon/hire^ by the Frith of Meneu^ 
which in fome Places is fordable at low Water. It is 
about 24 M, in Length, 17 in Breadth, and 60 in Cir* 
cumference j containing fix • Hundreds, two Market 
Towns, two Chaces, 74 Pariihes, and 363 Villages. 
It is very fruitful in Corn, particularly in Wheat, Cattle, 
Fifli and Fowl. It alfo produces Plenty of Mill-ftoncs 
and Grind -ftones, and fome Allum. 

Beaumaris J 241 M. from London^ is a handfome well 
built Town, on the £. Side of the Ifland,- and has a 
g6od Harbour for Ships, ^ very handfome Churchy with 
fome fine MonuAiehts of' the Bulkleyi Family, and the 
Knights Templars ;' and was formerly fortincd with a 
ftrong Caftle, built by Edward I. the Ruins of which 
ftill remain. 

Holy-head^ 28 M. from Beaumarisy 269 from Lond^ 
is the Station for the Packet-boat to Ireland, being the 
neareft Land to Dublin, It is the moft Weftern Point 
of Anglefey^ and is a little I/land of itfelf, and has a. 
fmall Village called in Welch Kaer Gybi^ confifting of a 
confufed Heap of draggling Houfes built on Rocks, but 
feveral of them have very comfortable Accommodations 
for PafTengers, both with regard to Lodging and Diet*^ 
The Church was formerly Collegiate, and founded by 
•me jCiA/»j-a^ermit, about the Year 650. The Walls 
of the Chur^are theremains of a j&r///j!^ Fortification, 
B 4. built 
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built about the Year 450^ by CafiuaUon Lawbif^p X^cftA 
©f Jnglefif., 

Newburghj or Newborougb^ 12 MkXtz from Beaumaris j 
%1'jixom Londeft^ is a fmall Town fituated on the South 
Point of the Ifland^ between Maihtrach Harbour^ of 
Mouth of theitiver£RV/»)^) and the Bay fanned byliie 
River BranU 

Ahirfrow^ a fmall Village in that Neighbourhdod, 
was formerly famous for the Palace of the Kings oiNSik 
J^aliSt thence called King$ oi Aherfrow. 

Penmm Priory^ fituated in the N. E. Part of the Ifland, 
was founded by GtvyiuU Ring of. the BriUns^ aboiiitthe 
Year 540. 

The only Seat of Note in this liland is that of Lord 
Tifcount Bulkeley^ fituated on the Declivity of a MilL 
above Beaumaris^ having an elegant Profpefl both o£ 
fkunutvm Bay and. (he adjacellt C^untry^ 
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
